HE Kingdom of Caffhmire was here* 
tofore govern’d by a King, call’d To~ 
grul-bey : He had a Son, and a Daugh¬ 
ter, who were the Wonder of their 
Time. The Prince, call’d Farruk~ 
brouz , or Happy Hay* was a young 
Hero , whofe many Virtues^ render’d him famous; 
and Farrukhuazi or Happy Pridfo , his Sifter, was a 
Miracle of Beauty. In fliort, this Princefs was fo 
lovely, and at the fame Time fo witty, that ftie 
charm’d all the Men who beheld her ; but their Love 
in the End prov’d fatal, for the greateft Part : pf them 
loft their Sefifes, or elfe feU into Languiftiing and 
Defpair, which wafted them away infenfibly. 

When (he went from the Palace to go a hunting, 
{he wore no Veil ; and the People crowded around

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It was to no Purpofe that the Soldiers had Sabres ïh 
their Hands to keep off the People $ for tho* they 
wounded, or even kfll’d thofe that crowded too near, 
yet fome were (till fo far frèm fearing fo deplorable 
a Fate, that they feem’d rather to take a Plèafure in 
dying before the Eyes of the Princefe. The King, 
alteâed with the Miferies his Daughter’s Charms had 
occafion’d, refolv’d to remove her from the Sight of 
Mankind, and to that End, order’d her never to 
go liut of the'Palace, infomuch that the People no 
longer few her, Neverthelefs, the Fame of her 
Beauty fpread through the Eaft, and feveral Kings 
Were inflam’d with the Relation, io that it was foort 
nois’d abroad at Cafchmre , that Embaffadors from 
tnoft Courts of Ajia were coming to demand the 
Princefs in Marriage : But before their Arrival, (he 
had a Dream that made Mankind odious to her : She 
dream’d that a Stag being taken in a Snare, a Hind 
deliver’d him out of it; and that afterwards the 
Hind falling into the feme Snare, the Stag, inftead 
of affifting her, fled away : Farrukbuaz , when fhe 
awak’d, was^ftruck with this Dream, which fhe did 
not regard as an Illufion of the wandring Fancy ; 
but believed that the Great Kef ay a, an Idol wor- 
fhipp’d at Cafchmre, had interefted herfelf in her 
Fate, and wou’d have her underftand by thefe Re^ 
prefentations, that all Men were treacnerous, and 
that they would return nothing but Ingratitude for 
the tendereft Affe&ion of Women. 

Prepoffefe’d with this ftrange Opinion, and fearful 
of being fatrific’d to fome of thofe Princes, tvhofe 
Embaffadors were every Moment expcfted, fhe went 
to find out the King her Father, and without faying 
any Thing to him of the Refolution fhe had taken 
againft Men, fhe conjured hiih, with Tears in her 
Eyes, that he would not marry, her againft her own 
Inclinations. Thefe Tears moved Togrul-bey with 
Companion. No, my Daughter, feid he, I will 
- not 
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not Force your Inclinations, tho’ Parents generally 
difpofe of their Daughters without confulting them* 
I Avear by Kefaya^ that no Prince, were he the Heir 
even to the Sultan of the Indies , Ihould ever marry 
you without your own Confent. The Princely 
pleas’d with this Oath, which lhe knew to be in¬ 
violable, retired well fatisfied, and was fully-refolved 
to denV her Confent to all the Princes that ihould 
make Court to her. 

In a few Days after, came Embafladors from fe- 
veral different Courts, who had Audience in their 
Turns, each boafling the Alliance of his Mailer, 
and the Merit of his Prince that he came to propofe : 
The King paid a great deal of Civility to every one 
of them, but at the fame Time declared that his 
Daughter was Miftrefs of herfelf, fince he had fworn 
by Kefaya , that he would not marry her againil her 
Inclinations.

No, Sir, fays the Nurfe, 1 am no Enemy to 
the Men ; and this Averlion of her’s is the EfFeâ of 
a Dream : Of a Dream, cries the King, much fur- 
priz’d ; Ah, what is this you tell me ? No, no, 
continues he a little after, I cannot believe what you 
fay : What Dream could make fuch a ftrong Im- 
preffion upon my Daughter? Sutlumeme related the 
Dream to him, and after having told him all the Gir- 
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cumftances of it ; fee, Sir, continued flic, fee the 
Dream that hath ftruck the Princefs*s Imagination; 
{he judges of Men by the Stag, and is perfuaded they 
are all ungrateful and perfidious ; fo fhe rejects equally 
all Parties that make their Fretenfions to her. 

This Difcourfe increafed the King’s Surprize, who 
could not conceive how a Dream fhould put the 
Princefs into fuch a Difpofition as fhe was in : Well, 
my dear Sutlumeme , fays he to the Nurfe, what fhall 
we do to root out of her Mind this Diftruft my 
Daughter entertains of Mankind ? Do you believe 
we can bring her back to Reafon again ? My Lord, 
fays fhe, if your Majefty will be pleas’d to commit 
this Affair to my Care, I doubt not to acquit myfelf 
happily. Well, how will you go about it, replies 
Togrul-bey? I know* fays the Nurfe, a great many 
curious Stories, which I will relate to divert the 
Princefs, and remove that ill Opinion fhe has enter¬ 
tain’d of Men, by letting her fee that there have 
been many faithful Lovers ; and I doubt not in the 
leaft but to difpofe her by Degrees to believe there 
may be fo again. In fhort. Sir, added fhe, leave 
me to battle her out of this Error, and I flatter my¬ 
felf I fhall be Conqueror. The King approved the 
Nurfe’s Defign, who could not want any favourable 
Opportunity for the Execution. 

As Farrukhuaz ufually pafs’d her Time after Din- 
‘ ner with the King, the Prince, and all the Princes

The Story of Aboulcafem Bafry. 

A LL Hiftorians agree, that Calif Haroun Arraf- 
chid had been the moft compleat Prince of his 
Age, as he was the moft powerful, had he not been 
a little too much given to Paflion and intolerable Va¬ 
nity : He was always faying, that there was no 
Prince in the World that was fo generous as himfelf. 
Giafar , his prime ftfier , not being able to endure his 
Oncntation, took a Liberty to fay to him one Day;

Haroun was piqu’d àt thefe Words, and look’d 
fiercely on his Vifter , alking him if knew any one 
that was equal to him in Generofity? Yes, Sir, an¬ 
swers Giafar , there is a young Man in the City of 
Bafra , call’d Aboulcafem , who, though a private 
Perfon, yet lives with more Magnificence than any 
King ; and, without excepting your Majefty, no 
Prince is more generous than himfelf. The Calif 
redden’d at this Difcourfe, and his Eyes flamed with 
Anger : Doft thou know, fays he, that a Subject 
who dares to tell his Matter a Lye deferves Death i 
I advance nothing that is not true, reply’d the Vifier 
In the laft Journey that I made to Bafra, I few that 
Aboulcafem \ I was at his Houfe, and my Eyes, which 
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ate us’d to view your Ma;efty’s Treafute, were for* 
priz’d at his Riches, and I was charm’d with his 
generous Behaviour. At thefe Words, the impetu¬ 
ous Arrdfchid could not contain his Paffion : Thou 
art very infolent, cry’d he, to bring any particular 
©r private Perfon in Comparifon with me ; fuch Im¬ 
pudence ought not to pafs unpunifliM: In faying 
that, he gave the Sign to the-Captain of the Guards 
to come near, and commanded him to feize the 
Vtfier Giafar ; afterwards he went to the Apartment 
of the Princefs Zebeide his Queen, who was in a 
Fright when {he faw his Countenance thus enrag’d: 
What is the Matter, Sir, fays (he, that has occafion’d 
this Diforder you feem to be in ? He told her what 
had juft happen’d, and then complain’d of his Vtfier 9 
in foch Terms, that Zcbeide perceiv’d he was fa a great 
Faffiort with that Minifter. But this prudent Prin¬ 
cefs reprefented to him, that he ought to fufpend 
his Refentment, and fend one to Bafra to know 
the Truth of the Matter, that if it Was found ta 
be falfe, the Vtfier fhould be punifh’d j but, on the 
Contrary, if true, which fhe could not think, it 
would not be juft to treat him as a Criminal. 

This Difcourfe allay’d the Anger of the Calif \ I 
approve your Advice, Madam, faid he to Zobeide y 
and I confefs that I ought to do this Juftice to fuch 
a Minifter as Giafar: I will do more, for as the 
Perfon that I may employ in this Affair, may have 
too great an Averfion for my Vtfier to give me a 
faithful Account, I will go to Bafra , and inform 
tnyfelf in Perfon of the Truth of this Aflair. I will 
get acquainted with this young Man, whole Gene¬ 
rality they fo extol to me; if I am told true, I 
Will confer Favours on Giafar , hut I fwear he (hall 
die, if he has impofed on me a FaMhood. As foon 
as Arrafcbid had made this Refolution, he delay’d 
Hot to execute it, but weht fecretly in the Night 
from the Palace, mounted his Horfe, without allow- 
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hag any. to foUow him, notwfchftanding all the In- 
treaties of Zobcide that? he would not go alone, but 
jpprfued the Road till he arrived at Bafra, where 
Jbe alighted at the firft great Inn he found at his 
Entry into the City, and where the Landlord or 
Mailer of the Houfe was a good old Man, Father, 
fays Haroun to him. Is it true that there is a young 
Man in this Town call’d Aboulcafem * that excels all 
^Princes in Magnificence and Generofity ? Yes, Sir, 
.jfeplies the Hoft, if I had a hundred Mouths, and 
a hpndred Tongues in each of them, I could not % 
reckon up all the generous Aâiojis he hath done. 
As the Calif had want of Reft, he went to Bed, 
after having taken a little Refreshment .of Viâuals. 
ÿ ; He rofe the next Morning early, and walk’d in 
Ifjie City till Sun-rife; when coming to a Taylor’s 
$feop» he alfd where Aboulcafem liv’d. Ho! from 
Çpux^y do you come, faid the Taylor? Sure 
'you have never been at Baba, fince you know not 
.^here Seigneur Aboulcafem lives; his Houfe is better 
known than the King’s Palace. The Calif anfwer’d 
fhe Taylor, that he was a Stranger ; I kitpw no Body 
thi§ City, faid he, and you will oblige me if 
vpii will çpnduâ me to this Gentleman’s Houfe : 
Frwfently the Taylor ordered one of his Boys to 
(hew him thither. It was a large Houfe, built of 
hewn Stone, and the Gate or Portico Was of green 
Marble. The Prince enter’d into the Court, where 
there was a Crowd of Dgmefticks, as well Slaves as 
Freemen, who amus’d themfelyes at Play while they 
Waited for their Mafter’s Orders; he pitch’d upon 
0pe ampngft the reft, and faid to. him, Brother, I 
deftre you would take the Trouble to go to Seigneur 
Aboulcafem^ and tell him that a Stranger waits to 
with him* 

v,The Servant judged rightly by the Air of Haroun , 
Jfeat he was np ordinary Man ; he ran to acquaint 
his who came down into the Court to re- 
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ceive the Stranger, whom he took by. the Hand, 
and condu&ed him into a very handfome .Room : ; 
There the Calif fetid to the young Man, that he 
had heard fo gobd’ a Character of him, that he 
could not refill the Ambition he had of feeing him. 
Aboulcafem anfwer’d his Compliment in a very mo- 
deft Manner, and after they were both feated on a 
Sofa, or Carpet, he afked him of what Country 
or what Profeffion he was, and where he lodg’d at 
Bafra ? I am a Merchant of Bagdad , fays the Em¬ 
peror, and I took up niy Lodgings in the firft Inn 
I found at my Arrival. After a few Minutes Cori- 
verfation, he faw twelve white Pages enter the 
Chamber, loaded with Velfelsof Agate and Cryftal, 
enrich’d with Rubies, and fill’d with exquifite fine 
Liquors ; they were followed by twelve very beau¬ 
tiful Slaves, whereof feme carried China Baforis full 
of Fruits and Flowers, and others Boxes of Gold, 
wherein were moft excellent Sweetmeats; the Pagés 
brought their Liquors and prefented them to the 
Calif ; that Prince tailed of them, and tho’ he had 
been ufed to the moft delicious of all the Eajl^ he 
own’d he had never drank better. Dinner-time be¬ 
ing come, Aboulcafem led his Gueft into another 
Room, where there was a Table ready cover’d with 
the moft delicate Provifions, ferv’d up in Dilhes of 
maffy Gold. 

The Repall being over, the young Man took the 
Calif by the Hand, and conduced him into a third 
Apartment, more richly furnilh’d than thé two 
others,, where there was a prodigious Quantity of 
Velfels of Gold, fet with Jewels, and full of all 
Sorts of Wines, with China Plates fet out with 
dry’d Confers. As the Holl and his Gueft were 
drinking of thefe excellent Wines, there enter’d in 
Singers and Inftrumental Mufick, which began a 
Confort, wherewith Haroun was ravilh’d: I have, 
faid he to himfelf, admirable Voices in my Palace, 
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but I proteft they deferve not to be compared with 
thefe ; I cannot apprehend how a private Perfon 
fhould ever attain at Riches enough to live thus 
magnificently. 

As the Prince was particularly attentive to orte 
Voice, whofe Sweetnefs ravilh’d him, Abmlcajem 
went out of the Room, and return’d prefently again, 
holding in one Hand a Rod, and in the other a 
(mail Tree, whofe Trunk was of Silver, the Branches 
and the Leaves of Emeralds , and the Fruit of Ru¬ 
bies: There appear’d on the Top of the Tree a 
golden Peacock well wrought, whofe Body was full 
of Ambergrife, Spirit of Aloes, and other Sweets. 
He placed this Tree at the Emperor’s Foot, then 
ftriking with his Wand the Head of the Peacock , 
the Peacock ftretch’d its Wings and Tail, turn’d 
about with a great Swiftnefs, and according as it 
turned, the Perfumes with which it was full, flew 
out on all Sides, and feented the whole Room: 
The Calif with great Pleafure continu’d looking on 
the Tree and the Peacock , and it ftill increas’d his 
Admiration, when Aboulcafem took and carry’d them 
without the leaft Difficulty. Arrafchid was piqued 
at this A&ion, and faid to himfelf, Is this young 
Man like me? He knows not to do thofe Things 
which I believ’d of him. He has taken away the 
Tree and the Peacock , when he faw me employ’d 
in looking on them : Was he afraid I would have 
aiked him to make me a Prefent of them ? I doubt 
Giafar hath without Reafon given him the Cha¬ 
racter of a generous Man, , 

He was full of this Thought, when Aboulcafem 
enter’d ihto the Room, attended with a little Page as* 
bright as the Sun: This lovely Infant had a Robeort 
of gold Brocade, fet with Pearls and Diamonds \ he r « 
held in his Hand a Cup made of a Angle Ruby, and. 
fill’d with Wine of a purple Colour ; he approach’d; 
the Calif and proftrating.bimfelf before him to the. 
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Very Ground, prefented the Cup: The Prince 
reach’d oat his Hand to receive it, and having taken 
it, he put the Cup to his Mouth: But, O prodigi¬ 
ous Aftonilhment ! after having drank, he perceiv’d, 
as he return’d it to the Page, that it was full again ; 
he took it a fécond Time, and having emptied it to 
the laft Drop, he return’d it into the Hands of the 
Page, and at the fame Time he faw it full, without 
any Body putting any Thing therein. At this won¬ 
derful Object the Surprize of Haroun was great, and 
he quite forgot the Tree and the Peacock : He afk- 
ed how this could be done ? Sir, faid Aboukafem , it 
is the Work of an -ancient Sage, who was Mafter 
àî all the Secrets of Nature ; in faying thefe Words, 
he took the Page by the Hand, and once more went 
fuddenly out of the Hall. The Calif was provok’d, 
O! now I fee plainly, fays he, that this young Man. 
knows nèt how to behave himfelf ; he brought trte 
all thefe Curiofities of his own Accord, he fhew’d 
them to me, and Vdi en he perceived that I was pleaf- 
ed with the Sight, he took ’em away ; there is no*- 
thiftg fo ridiculous or ungenteel : Ah, Giafar , I 
Will teach thee to know better hôw to judge of Men. 

He knew not what to think of the Character of 
hisHoft, or rathèr, he began to have an ill Opinion 
of him : When he faw him come again the third. 
Time, follow'd by a Damfel, cover’d all over with 
Pearls and precious Stones, and yet fet out more by 
her own Beauty than aU thefe Ornaments. The 
Calf at Sight of fo fine an Obje$y was fir’d with 
Wonder; the paid him a moft profound Refpeft, 
and. charm’d him beyond Exprefiion as {he came up 
to him : He made her fit down by him ; at the fame 
Time Æboulcajem afk’d for a Lute ready tun’d ; «they 
brought him one made of Ivory, Wood of Aloes, 
Sanders and Ebony ; he gave this Inftrument to the 
fair Slave* who play’d on it fo perfectly well, that 
Jiar<iun> who imderfteod the Mufiok, cry’d out in 
2 the 
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the Excefs of his Admiration, Q young Mu *7 your 
Condition is vjorthy of Envy / the greatefl Kings of the 
World* the very Commander tf the Faithful, is not fo 
happy as you. As fpon as Ahoulcafem had obferved 
that his Gueft was taken with the Damfel, he took 
her likewise by the Hand, and led her put of the 
Room. 

This was a new Mortification for the Calif* and 
he hke to haye difcover’d his Refentment ; but 
with much ado he contain’d himCelf, and bridled hie 
Paffioo, and his Hoft returning that very Moment, 
they continued to divert themfehres tillSun-fet ; when 
Hartfun faid to the young Man, O generous fioul- 
eafem* I am confounded at the Treatment you have 
given me, permit me to retire, and give you no far¬ 
ther Trouble. The young Man of Bafra paid him 
his Compliment with an obliging Air, and without'* 
contradiâing him in his own Ways, conduced him 
to the Gate of his Houfe, and alk’d Pardon for not 
having received him fo magnificently as he deferved. 

I agree, fays the Calif as he was returning to his 
Inn, that for Magnificence Aboulcafem is beyond 
Kings, but for Generolity my Vifier had no Reafon 
to bring him in Comparifon with me ; for did he 
fo much as offer tp make me the lcaft Prefent, even 
though I could not forbear to fhew how much I ad¬ 
mir’d the Beauty of the Tree, the Cup, the Page, 
and tfie Damfel r My Admiration ought at leaft tp 
have induc’d him to offer me fome of thefe Things 
In fhort this Man is made up of nothing but Qftcxv- 
tation, he takes Pleafure to expofe his Wealth to the 4 
Ryes of Strangers; I would know for what? only 
tp fatisfy fii^own Pride and Vanity : In the Bottom 
he is nothing but a covetous Man, and £ cannot for¬ 
give Giafar for afferting a Falfhood. 

In making thefe Reflexions fo wrongful in Regard 
ft> his Pripac Miuifter, hç arrived at his Inn: But 
what Amaze he was in, to find, there Silk Tapeftry r 
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magnificent Tents, PaviUions, a great Number of 
Domefticks, both Free and Slaves, Horfes, Mules, 
Camels î and befides all thefe, the Tree and the Pea¬ 
cock, the Page with his Cup, and the fair Slave 
with her Lute ; the Domefticks proftrated themfelv^s 
before him, and the Damfel prefented to him a Roll 
of Paper, which he open’d, and in it were contain¬ 
ed thefe Words ; O my dear amiable Guejl , whom T 
do not know y and therefore have not perhaps paid you 
the RefpeSf which I ought to have done ; I beg you wou*ef 
have the Goodnefs to forget the Faults which J may have 
committed in receiving youy and that you wottd not af¬ 
front me in refnfmg the fmall Prefents which 1 have 
fent you, As for the Tree , the Peacock y the Page y the 
Cup y and the Slavey they were yours before ; for every: 
Thing that pleafes my Guejls ceafes any longer to be mine y 
and becomes their own proper Goods, When the Calif 
had read over the Letter, he was furpriz’d at* the 
Liberality of Aboulcafemy ' and agreed then that he 
had Judg’d wrong of the young Man; Millions of 
Bleflmgs, cries he, be given Gtafary for he is the 
Caufe I am undeceiv’d. Ah Haromty boaft no more 
of being the moft magnificent and generous of alf 
Men, one of thy own Subjects hath the Advantage 
over thee Î but then, added he, recollefting himfelf, 
how can a private Perfon make fuch Prefents ? I 
ought to have alked him where fuch Riches were 
met with, I was certainly in the wrong not to do 
fo, nor will I go again to Bagdady without having; 
fearch’d into the Bottom of this Affair ; likewife it 
is of Importance to me to know, why, in Countries 
fubjeft to my Power, there is a Man that fpends his 
Life more delightfully than I ; and 1 will engage him 
to make a juft Drfcovery, by what Means he came 
to fo prodigious a Fortune. 

Impatient to fatisfy his Curiofity, he left in the 
Inn his new Domefticks, and return’d to the young: 
Man the feme Hour as before ; and being atone, 
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too courteous Aboulcafem , faid be, the Prefents yon 
have made me are io confiderable, that 1 dare not 
accept; of them, for Fear of abufing your Genera¬ 
lity ; give me Leave to return them, that I may go 
to Bagdad to publifh the charming Reception you 
have given nte^ your Magnificence and generous 
Inclinations. Sir, anfwerid the young Man, with 
a mortifyfd Air, you have undoubtedly good Rea* 
Ion to complain of the unfortunate Aboulcafem ; fome 
of his A£lions muft have been unacceptable to you, 

* fince you rejed hisPrefents; you would not do me 
fuch Injury, if you were pleased with me. No, 
anfwers the Prince, Heaven is my Witnefs, I am 
charm’d with your Civility, but your Prefents are 
too valuable, they furpafs thofe of Kings ; and, if 
I may be allow’d to /peak what I think, you ought 
to be Iefs prodigal of your Riches, and not fquander 
them away thus laviflily. 

Aboukafem fmil’d at thefe Words, and anfwer’d 
the Calf ; I am glad to underftand that it is not for 
a Fault committed by me that you refule my Pre¬ 
fents \ and to oblige you td receive them, I will 
fey, that I can make fuch every Day, and even 
greater, without Prejudice to my (elf. I fee plainly^ 
added he, that this Difcourfe aftonMhes you; but 
you will'ceafe to be furprized, when i fhall relate to 
you-all the Adventures that have happened to me, 
and I muft impart that Secret to you. In laying; 
that, he conduced Haroun into a Room a thoufand 
Times better furnilh’d and richer than the reft; 
wherein were VefTels perfumed with all Kinds of 
Sweets, and hefhew’d him a Throne of Gold, with 
a coftly Foot-cloth. Arrafcbid could not believe •' 
himfelf in the Houfe of a private Perfon, but rather 
that it was a Prince more powerful than himfelf ; the 
young Man mounted the Throne, and fet him by 
him: Then began the Hiftory of his.Lift after this 
Manner* 
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The Story of the Lady m the Sad . 

I A*n the Son of a JewçBpr of call'd Ah- 

delazhh who was lb rich, that fearing to provoke 
the Ambition or Avarice of the Saltan of Egypt 
apinft him, he quitted his Country, and wept to 
live at Bafra , where he married the onfy Daughter 
of the richeft Merchant of that City. I am the 
only Mue of that Marriage ; fo that enjoying all the 
Effects of my Father and Mother after their Deaths, 
I had a Chining Fortune; but I was very,young, 
I lov’d Expense, and finding myfelf in a Condition 
to gratify my liberal Inclinations, or rather to pleafe 
my Prodigality, I liv’d with fuch Profufion, that in 
tefs than tjfco .or three Years I found my Patrimony 
gone ; then, like all thofe who repent of their Mis¬ 
carriages too late, I made the beft Refluions in the 
World upon it. 

After the Figure that I had made at Bafra , ,1 
thought of nothing but removing elfewhere to fpei>4 
my unhappy Days; I thought my Mifery would be 
more fupportable among Strangers* therefore I fold 
my Houfe, the only Thing I had left, and went a- 
long with a Caravan of Merchants, with whom I : 
went to Mpufely afterwards to Damafcm , and croff- 
ing the Defart of Arabia and Mount Pharany I ar¬ 
riv’d at Grand Cairo. The Beauty of the Houfes, 
and the Magnificence of the Mofques furpriz’d me, 
v and refle&ing that I was in the Place where Abdela- 
%iz was born, I could not forbear fighing and fhed- 
ding fome Tearsr O my Father] laid I then to my- 
fejf, were you alive, and that in the very Place 
where you liv’d the Enyy of all, açd faw your Son 
in fuch a deplorable Condition, what Grief would 
it be to you! Enjoy’d in this Reflection, which- 
melted me to Softoefe, I arrived jprefently upon the 
Banks of the Nile: I was got on the Backfide of the 
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Sultan 9 6 Palace, where there appeared a young Lady 
at the Window, whofe Beauty ftruck me ; I ftopt 
to gaze upon her ; fee, perceiving me, retied. A& 
fee Night came on, and that I was not certain of 
a Lodging, I went to feek out one in fee Neighs 
bourhood : I took little Reft, the Image of fee fair* 
One never went out of my Mind; I wasfenfible I 
was in Love : Wou’d to God,. cry*d I, that I had* 
not feen her,, or that fee had not difcover’d me, for 
feen I feould either not have fallen in Love wife 
her, or elfe 1 feould have had the Fleafure of feeing 
her longer. 

Next Morning I delay’d not to prefent myfelf 
before the Window, in Hopes of feeing her again, 
but I was deceiv’d in my Expectations, fee appear’d 
not at all. This affliâed me much, neverthelefe I 
defifted not from endeavouring once more to get a. 
Sight of her : In feort, I return’d the Day follow¬ 
ing, and was more happy the Lady appear’d, and 
feeing that I look’d upon her with feme Regard, 
faid tome, Infolent Fellow, do you not know that 
Men are forbid to ftop under the Palace Windows î 
Be gone prefently, for if the Sultans Officers feould 
happen to fee you in this Place, thou wilt certainly 
be put to Death : Inftead of being terrify’d at thew 
Words, and running away, I threw myfelf oh my 
Face to the Ground, then rifing up, faid. Madam,, 
I am a Stranger, and know not the Cuftoms of. 
Cairo ; but were I acquainted with them, your Beau» 
ty would make me uncapable of obferving them. Ah 
rafe Youth ! cry*d fhe, do you not think I will call 
my Slaves to punife your Audacioufhefs ? In laying 
this, fee dilappear^d, and 1 believ’d that being af¬ 
fronted with my Impudence, fee. went effectually to 
call her People to chaftife me. 

I waited in Expectation I feould have been fallen 
on by the Soldiers, but more affeCted with Paffion 
far fee Lady than thefe Threats, I was infenfibk 
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of the Danger I was in r I went flowly back again 
to my Lodging, which that Night was very tor¬ 
menting to me ; a burning Fever, rais’d by the Agi¬ 
tation of my Love, heated my Blood, and occafion’d 
frightful and troublefome Dreams ; neverthelefs the 
Ambition of feeing the Lady again, and the Hopes 
of being more favourably look’d upon, tho’ I had 
but little Reafon to expedt it, allay’d my Tranfports. 
However, being wholly govern’d by my foolifh Paf- 
fion, I ran again next Day to the Nile Side, and 
placed myfelf where I flood the Day before. The 
young Lady fhew’d herfelf when fhe perceiv’d me, 
but with an Air fo fierce as indeed difmay’d me : 
What! Wretch, fays fhe, notwithftanding what I 
threaten’d thee with, dofl thou yet return hither a- 
gain ? Be gone from near the Palace ; Pity prevails 
with ine once more to give thee Warning, that thy 
Ruin is certain, if thou dofl not retire this Mo¬ 
ment: What flays thee, added fhe, one Moment 
after feeing that I was hot gone ? Tremble, bokT 
Youth, for the Thunder is juft ready to fall upon thèé. 
- At this Difcourfe, which, without Doubt, would 
have perfuaded any, one lefs in Love than myfelf, Jn- 
ftead of leaving the Lady, I look’d upon her with 
a languifhing Air, and anfwer’d, Fair Lady, do you 
believe that an unhappy Wretch Ithus charm’d, and 
who adores you without Hope, can fear Death? 
Alas ! I had rather lofe my Life than live without 
you: Well, reply’d fhe, fince you are fo obftinate, 
go pais the reft of the Day in the Town, and re¬ 
turn this Night under my Window ; at tbefe Words 
fhe departed inftantly, and left me fill’d with Afto* 
nifhment. Love and Joy. Though hitherto I had 
heen obftinate, in not obeying the rigorous Com¬ 
mands which the Lady had impos’d upon nie to 
go, you may well think now that I readily com- 
ply'd with them : The new Circumftance fhe had 
added, foften’d the Rigour of them, and in Expedi¬ 
tion 
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tiori of the Pkafurc which I prômiVd to myfefif, I 
forgot my Misfortunes : Icannot pretend, faid I, to 
complain of Fortune, fhe is become more favourable 
than the was adverfe before : I then retir'd to m)r 
Lodging, where I employ’d myfelf in drefSng and 
perfuming. When Night was come, and I reckon’d 
it was Time to go where my Love call’d, I took 
the Advantage of the Darknefs, and fourtdat a Win¬ 
dow of the Apartment, a Cord let down, which 
ferved me to mount by; I croft’d two Chambers 
to come to a Third, which was magnificently fur- 
nifli’d, and in the Middle whereof was afilver Throne. 
I took little Notice of the precious Furniture and 
all the other Rarities there, my Eyes were fixed on 
the Lady only. Ah, Sir,' what attracting Charms ? 
whether Nature had indeed-form’d her on Purpofe 
to (hew to Men, that when file pleafes fee tail 
make a perfect Piece of Workmanfhip, or whether 
being too much prepofTefs’d in her Behalf, my charm'd 
Imagination conceal’d her Defefts from my Eyes, 
I was enchanted with her Beâütÿ; ' t I 

She made me mount upon the Throne, arid after¬ 
wards fat down by me, and then -afked me who I 
was ? I related to her the Hiftory of my Life with'a 
great deal of Sincerity, and perceiv’d that fhe heard 
it very attentively y (lie appear’d to be touch'd with 
the Condition wherein Fortune had plac'd me, and 
this Companion, which difeover’d a generous Heart, 
render’d me the moft amorous Man in the World. 
Madam, faid I, how wretched foever my Condition 
be, I am no longer an Objeâ-of Pity, fince you are 
fenfible of my Misfortunes. We were now by De¬ 
grees engaged in a tender Difcourfe with one ano¬ 
ther, which on her Part fhe carried on with a great 
deal of Vivacity, and allured me, that if I was fo 
ftruck at the firft Sight of her, on her Side, fife 
could not refift the having a Concern for me ; and 
fince you have let me know who you are, I wouM 
r.otkave you ignorant of me. I 
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I am call’d Dardania, I was born in tfieÇity of 
Damafcus ; my Father was one of the Vifiers of the 
Prince who now reigns there* and was call’d Beb- 
tou% : As the Glory of hi§ Mafter, and the Qood 
of his Kingdoms were the Rule of all his Adtions, 
all thole who were of different Principles, and had 
other Views, were his Enemies, and thefe were they 
who ruin’d him in the King’s Efteem. The unfor¬ 
tunate Jhhrottz after ftveral Years Service was dif- 
' carded the Court; he retir’d into a Houfe which he 
had at the Cigr Gates, where he gave himfelf up 
wholly to my Education ; but, alas ! before he had 
the Pleafure to reap the Fruit of his Labours, he 
died, and left me an Infant. He was no foonet 
dead, than my Mother converted all his Effedfe to 
Money i >and this; miserable Woman, after having 
fold me to a Slave-Merchant, went for the Indies 
with a young Man Whom flic loved : This Merchant 
of Slaves brought me toCWr?, with foveral other 
Maidens, that he had purchas’d j he cloath’d us all 
magnificently, and when he believed us in a fit Con¬ 
dition to be prefented to the Sultan of Egypt y he con¬ 
ducted us into his Palace, and led us into a large 
Chamber, where the Sultan was feated on his Throne. 

We pafs’d one after the other before the Prince* 
Who appear’d charm’d at the Sight of mo ; he de- 
feended from his Throne, and approaching to me, 
cry’d out, What a Shape is here ! what Eyes ! what 
a Mouth ! my Friend, continu’d he to the Merchant, 
fince the Time you firft fold me Slaves, you have 
never brought me fiich a Beauty as this before \ no¬ 
thing is comparable to this young Perfon ; afk what 
you will have for her, I cannot pay you too much 
for fo charming an Objeâ. In fhort, the Prince 
tranfported with Joy, and already much, in Love 
with me, gave the Merchant a large Sum of Money, 
and fent him away with the other Slaves. Then he 
call’d the chief of his Eunuchs ; Ktydiaker, faîd he, 

ep#du& 
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condttâ thiâ bright Sun into a feparate Àpartmeht : 
Keydkaber obey’d, and brought me into this, which 
is the richeft of all the Palace. I was no (boner 
come here, but feveral Slaves both young and old 
enter’d in to attend me; feme bringing me fine 
Cloaths, others Refrefhments, and fome had Lutes, 
whereon they play’d very well ; all of them telling 
me that they were fent by thé Sultan, who had ap¬ 
pointed them to ferve me, and that nothing (hould 
be wanted that they could do for me. 

I ibon received a Vifit from the Sultan , who de¬ 
clared his Love to me in very lively Expédions, and 
the aukward Anfwers I made to his Dilcourfe fo no¬ 
vel to me, inftèad of difpleafing that Prince, rais’d 
his Paffion the greater ; in fhort, I became his Fa¬ 
vourite Sulianefs. All the Slaves who believed them- 
felves handfome enough to deferve my Place, were 
very jealous, and you cannot imagine the Methods 
they took for three Years together to deftroy me ; 
but I have been fo cautious of all my Actions, that 
all their Malice hath been fpent in vain hitherto ; 
not that I am content with my Condition, for I 
cannot love the Sultan* nor am I fo ambitious as to 
be fond of thofe Honours which are given me ; I 
am only piqu’d at the Efforts my Rivals have made 
to ruin me, and am refolved to difappoint them. 
You’ll pardon this from a Woman : Their Enmity» 
continued (be, I muft own, gives me more Pleafure 
than the Sultan's Love, yet I muft acknowledge 
that Prince is agreeable and worthy to be beloved ; 
but whether it is not in our Power to love where we 
pleafe, or that the Conqueft of my Heart was re- 
ferved for you, you are the firft Man that ever af- 
feâed me with Concern. 

In Return to fo obliging a Compliment, which 
feem’d an Addition to my good Fortune, I promis’d 
this fair one an immortal Love, and then earneftly 
prefs’d her no longer to defer the happy Hour ; my 
f paflionate 
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g iffionatc Difcourfes melted her into Softnefs ; but 
ortüne pleafed to make a Shew of falfe Hopes, to 
the Unfortunate, and my êrofs Stars not having yet 
pour’d down all their malevolent Influences ; in the 
Minute that the fair Dardania , yielding to the prefix¬ 
ing Inftances of my Paflion, was about to compleat 
my Defires, one knocked at the Chamber-Door 
very rudely ; we were both in a Confternation : O 
Heaven! {aid the Lady to me with a low Voice, we 
are betray’d ! we are undone ! ’tis the Sultan him- 
felf ! If the Rope whereby I had got into the-Palace, 
had been hanging at the Window of the Chamber 
we were in, I cou’d eafily have efcaped, but if was 
at a Window of the very Chamber where the Sultan 
bimfelf then was ; fo that I had no Means left but . 
to hide myfelf under the Throne, and Dardania 
went to open the Door. 

The Sultan , follow’d by feveral black Eunuchs 
who carried Flambeaux, enter’d with a furious 
Look ; Wretch, cry’d he, what Man is here with 
thee ? He was feen climbing up to the Window of 
this Apartment, and the Rope is ftill hanging there : 
The Lady was ftruck dumb at thefe Words, and 
cou’d not anfwer a Syllable ; and tho’ {he had Con¬ 
fidence enough to have deny’d the Fa&, yet the 
Confternation {he was in woi?d have too plainly be¬ 
tray’d her Guilt. Then the Sultan order’d Search 
to be made, that the rafti Adventurer might not 
cfcape his Vengeance ; the Eunuchs obey’d, and foon 
difeover’d me : They haul’d mé from under the 
Throne, and drag*d me to the Feet of their Matter, 
who faid to me, Wretch ! What Impudence is thine ! 
Are there not Women enough for thee in the. City 
of Cairo , and haft thou no more Refpe& for my Pa¬ 
lace ? I was no lefs affrighted than the Favourite 
herfelf, and little wanted that I did not fwoon away; 

I believe if the fame Adventure had befallen you at 
Bagdad^ and that you had been furpri&’d by* the 

great, 
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fgtvx Haroun Arrofckid in his Seraglio ; pardon, Sir, 
the Comparifon, you wou’d have been in the fame 
Condition. I was upon my Knees before the Sultan % 
and I expe&ed nothing but Peajth : That Prince 
drew out his Sabre to kill me, but at the fame Time 
he was going to ftrike, there arrived an old Lady 
who ftopt him. What are you going to do, Sir? 
faid (he, ftrike not fuch Wretches as thefe, fully not 
your Hands with the Blood of fuch abjeft Slaves, 
they are both unworthy that the Earth fliould re¬ 
ceive their Bodies, fince they have had the Auda- 
cioufnefe, one of them to fail in Duty towards you, 
and the other to betray you : Order therefore that 
they be thrown both of them into the Nile , and 
given for Food to the Fifties. The Sultan followed 
her Advice, and the Eunuchs at once threw us both 
out of the Window of the Tower into the Nile$ 
which ran by the Walls of it. v 

Though I was ftunn’d with my Fall, yet as I 
could fwim well, I foon gain’d the Bank of the 
River oppofite to the Palace ; having efcaped fuch 
Danger, I call’d to mind the young Lady, whom 
the Fear of Death had made me forget ; and my 
Love furmounting that Dread, I plung’d into the 
Nile again with more Ardour than I got out of it ; 
I followed the Stream, and becaufe the Darknefs of 
the Night would not permit me to difeern any Ob- 
- jeâs, I fearch’d to difeover upon the Surface of the 
Water, the unfortunate Body I had been the De- 
. ftruâion of ; but I could perceive nothing, and feel¬ 
ing that my Strength began to fail me, I was obliged 
to make to the Land, in Order to preferve a Life 
that I expos’d in vain. 

I could no longer doubt but the Favourite was 
loft, and I was inconfolable to think her Death muft 
always reproach me ; I cry’d bitterly. Alas ! faid I, 
without me, without my fatal Love, Dardania y the 
fair Dardania y would have been ftill living. Alas ! 

why 
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Why came I to Cairo? why did I, not confidering 
that Misfortunes are contagious, endeavour to en¬ 
gage the Affeâion of fo charming a Perfon i Thus 
overwhelm’d with Grief to fee myfelf the Caufe of 
her Misfortune, and to live at Cairo becoming odi¬ 
ous to me after this Adventure, I took the Rout 
of Bagdad . 

After fome Days travelling on the Road, I ar¬ 
rived one Night at the Foot of a Mountain, behind 
which lay a great City 5 I fat myfelf down on the 
Banks of a Rivulet to repofe, and I refolved to pals 
that Night there. Sleep overcame my Senfes, and 
juft as the firft Rays of Day began to appear, I 
heard at a little Diftance from me Sighs and Groans, 
that awak’d me : I liften’d attentively, and it feem’d 
as if the Complaint was from a Woman that was 
ill ufed. I rofe prefently, and advancing to that 
Side from whence I heard the Noife, I perceived a 
Man making a Grave with a Spade : I hid myfelf 
in a Bufh to obferve him, and took Notice that 
when the Grave was made, he put fomething there¬ 
in, and covering it with Earth again, he afterwards 
went away. The Day coming on apace, I approached 
to fee what it was ; I removed the Earth, and found 
.a great Linen Sack all bloody, in which was a 
young Lady that feem’d to be at her laft Gafp ; her 
Cloaths, though cover’d with Blopd, left me no 
room to difpute but that fhe was a Perfon of Qua¬ 
lity. What barbarous Hand, cry?d I to myfelf, 
feiz’d with Horror and Compaflion, what inhuman 
Wretch, has thus abufed this young Creature ? Hea- 
*ven fure will punifh this Affaffine ! 

The Lady, whom I thought fenfelefe, underftood 
me, and faid, O MuJJuîman^ be fo charitable as to 
relieve me ; if thou Yoveft thy Creator, give me a 
Drop of Water to quench my Thirft, and to eafe 
my exquifite Pain : 1 ran prefently to the Fountain 1 
and fill’d my Turban with Water, which 1 carried 

her.

her, fhe drank, and then open’d her Eyes to look ' 
on me. O young Man, faid fhe, who come fo op¬ 
portunely to my Relief, endeavour to flop my Blood i 
I do not believe my Wounds mortal, lave my Life, 
and you (hall not repent it $ I rent my Turban and c 
Part of my ' Cloaths, and then I bound up her 
Wounds: Proceed with your Charity to the End, 
laid ihe, carry me into the City, and get my 
Wounds drefs*d. Fair Lady, anfwer’d I to her, I 
am a Stranger, and know no Body there ; if any 
one alk me by what Accident I met with you thus 
aflaffinated, what IhaH I anfwer? You mail fay 
that I am your Sifter, reply’d {he, and you need not 
trouble yourfelf any further. 

I took the Lady on my Back, I carried her i*to 
the City, and went with her to an Inn, where I 
provided her a Bed ; I fent for a Surgeon, who 
when he had drefs’d her Wounds, allured us they 
were not dangerous. In Ihort, fhe was cured in 
a Month’s Time ; but during that Interval, Ihe afk*d 
me for Pen, Ink and Paper, and writ a Letter, 
giving it into my Hands ; Go, fays Ihe to me, to 
the Exchange, alk for Mahyar the Merchant, give 
him my Letter, and take what he gives you, and 
return. I carry’d the Letter to Mahyar ; ne look’d 
it over with great Attention, kils’d it very refpeéb- 
fally, and put it on his Head ; he then took out 
two great Purfes of Sequins of Gold, which he gave 
me. I received them, and went to the Lady, Who 
ordered me to hire a Houfe ; I hired one, and we 
both lived together j when we were got thither, 
(he writ a fecond Letter to Mahyar , w%o gave me 
four Purfes full of Gold ; I bought, by the Lady’s 
Orders, Cloaths for her and me, with Slaves to 
wait on us. 

I pars’d in that Part of the City for the Lady’s 
Brother, and I lived with her as I had been really 
fo i though fhe was a very beautiful Perfon, J>ar- 
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àanva çtcrnally poffefs’d my Thoughts, arid, in¬ 
stead of inclining to a new Amour, I would more 
than once have,quitted the Lady, but (he int reat - 
ed me not to fQrfake her; Wait, young Man, 
laid (he to me, I have yet Occafion for you fome 
Time longer, I will foon let you know who I am, 
and I will then well reward the Services you have 
done me. I remained then altogether with her, and 
out of mere Gençrofity did whatever (he defired 
me; thçugh 1 had an extream Defire to know for 
what (he was aflaiHnated, I found it was not poflible 
to engage her to tell me : I often gave her Occa¬ 
sion to tell me her Story, but (he was always re¬ 
served, and remained very filent, inftead of Satisfy¬ 
ing my Guriofity. Go, faid (he one Day, giving 
me a Purfe full of Sequins, go find out a Merchant 
call’d Na ma hr an, tell him you want to buy fome 
line Stuffs; he will then (hew you feveral Sorts, 
chufe fome Pieces, and pay him for them what¬ 
ever he afks, then (hew your Refpeéts to him, Aid 
bring me the Stuffs: I enquired, and found out where 
Namahran lived ; he was in his Shop, where I faw 
a young Man very well (haped, with Short curl’d 
Hair as black as Jet; he had fine Pendants at his 
Ears, and large Diamond'Rings on all his Fingers: 
.1 came to him and afked for fome Stuffs; he let 
- me fee feveral Pieces ; I chofe three ; he fet the 
Price ; I counted out the Money, then rofe, and 
having taken Leave very civilly of him, I gave the 
Stuffs to a Slave, who carry’d them after me. Two 
Days after, the Lady gave me another Purfe, and 
bid me return to Namahran to buy other Stuffs; but 
, take care, added (he, that you do, not offer to bar- 
( gain with him, but whatever he alks, bp fuie you 
give it him. As foon as the Merchant faw me re- 
j turn* and knew what I came for, he (hewed me 
much richer Stuffs; I pitch’d upon thpfe I lik’d 
.'beft, and in order to pay him, threw down my 
; Purfe, 
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Turfe, and bid him take what he muft have. He 
was charm’d With my noble‘Way of Dealing, and 
faid to me, Sir, pray do me the Honour one Dav 
to come and 'dine with me ; Very «freely, (aid I, 
and I, will chufe To-*morrow, if 70 U ;pleafe : The 
Merchant anfwePd me, that'hfe would take it as a 
great Favour, and thatt Ï (hould be very wélcome. 

When I told the Lady that Namâbran had in¬ 
vited me to dîne with him, fhe feem’d tranfported 
with Joy ; Negleft not to go, faid (he to me, and 
intreat bim fikewife to come hither the next DaJrJ 
tell him that you Wiflentertain him in yoür Türnt 
I will prepare a (umptuous Fealh 1 couid not tell 
what to think of thofe Emotions of Joy Which 
ihe then dilcover’d ; I faw plainly that fhe had 
fome Defign, which ï was far from being able to 
’penetrate. I Went the Day following to the Mer¬ 
chant, who received and treated me very kindly ; 
before we parted, X let him know where I liv’d* 
♦nd that the next Day I would defire him to dine 
with me: Hé came according to Appointment. We 
‘both fat down to* Table, and pafs’d the Day in 
«drinking the beft of Wines; the Lady woù’d not 
«come into our Company, but took great Care to 
hide herfelr during the Repaft. Being defired to 
amufe the Merchant, and not iuffer • him to return 
Home that Night, I ftopt him in Spite of all In- 
treaties that : hé could make to go: We continii’d 
•drinking and lengthning the Debauch till Midnight, 
-then I led him into a Chamber where there was 
a Bed provided For him; X there left him, and 
•withdrew into my own. I went to Bed, and fell 
afleep, but had not long enjoyed the Pleafure of Reft, 
when thé Lady came and wâFd me ; ihç held -a, 
\Flambeaux m one Hand., and k Dagger in' the other. 
Youiig Man, faid fhe, rife, ; come and fee your 
l C3ueft ; bath’d in his own perfidious Blood : I arofe 
-full of Horror - at thefe ‘Words ; I drefs’d "myfèlf 
, VoL; I. C kaftily^ 
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haftily^ I follow’d the Lady ijita; the Merchant’s 
Chamber, and feeing the Wretch extended without 
Life upon his Bed, I cry’d o ( ift, Ahfcruel Woman, 
what have you done, hpsy you be'gufity of 

fuch a Deed ? And why have you made,me the In¬ 
finiment of your Rage i\ Young Stranger;,, fak} /fhe 
tome, repent not that you have contributed to mÿ 
juft Revenge on Namairaff ; he was a Trayto^ ; 
you will not be forry for this when you know his 
Crime, or rather when you under ftand he was Au¬ 
thor of my Misfortune, which I will relate to you, : 

I am, continu’d fixe, the. Daughter, of the Kjng 
of this Place j, one Day when I was gojng to the 
publick Baths, I faw Namahran in his Shop, I was 
ftruck, and in fpite of myfelf his Idea always run 
in my Head : I perceived that I loved him ; 1 at 
iirft ftruggled with my Paftion I refle&çd how im- 
,worthy he was of me, and I believed I fliould con¬ 
quer my Inclinations by thefe Reflétions ; but Ï /jya* 
miftaken, for my Love furmounted mjr Pride $ ^be¬ 
came reftlefs, languifhing, and my Grief increafed 
from Time to Time, till at laft I fell into a Difeafe, 
whereof I had died infallibly, if my Governed, 
who underftood my Symptoms better than the Phy- 
ficians, had not apprehended the Caufe ; fhe en¬ 
gaged me very dextroufly to confefs that her Conjec¬ 
tures were not falfe : I related to her die Manner 
how I entertain’d my unhappy Love, and file judg’d 
by what I had Paid, that I was foolifbly in Love 
with Namahran . She was affeâed with the Condi¬ 
tion in which fhe found me, and promis’d to eafe 
my Trouble. In fhort, one Night fhe brought in 
the young Merchant in a Girl’s Cioaths, and left 
him with me in my Apartment ; befides the Joy 
I had of feeing him, I had the Pleafure of obferving 
that he was charm’d at his good Fortune: After 
having kept him lock’d up in a Clofet feveral Days, 
my Governefs led him out of the Seraglio as luckily as 
3 fhe 
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fhe brought him in, and from Time to Trmè he 
turned under the famé Difguife. * ’ ' ^ 

I tpok ,a fancy to go ^nd fee Namalfran in mf 
Turn, and thought to pleafe f myfelf by furprbwng 
him, not doubting but this Frolick, which would 
fliew him the Éxcefs of my Paflion, could not but 
prove very agreeable. I went all alone one Night 
from ; the Palace, by By-ways that were knbWn to 
mei' apd camé to hisHoufie: I had little Troruble'in 
finding.it, becaufe I had taken Notice of it going 
^nd coming frc)m the Baths. I knock'd at the Doôr^ 
a Slave came to open it, and afk’d me who I was, 
and what I would have ? I am, anfwer’d I, a young 
Lady of this'City, and wou’d fpeak witk your Mat¬ 
ter: He is in Company, replies the Slave, heis’en- 
gag’d with, another Lady ; come To-morrow. At 
the Word Lady , I founa myfelf feiz’d with a Fit of 
Jealoufy, which put me out of my Senfes ; I became 
outragious,, and inftead of retiring, I enter’d rudely 
into the Houfe, and run up Stairs, where I faw 
many Lights, and all other Appearances of an En¬ 
tertainment, and the Merchant at Table With a 
youpg handfortie Girl ; they drank both together, 
and fung tender paflionatc Songs. I could not con¬ 
tain ipy Paflion atr this Sight, but fell upon the young 
.Girl and beat lier, fo that I fhould have kill’d her, 
if (he had not,found Means to get away ; nay, l did 
not only fell upon my Rival, but L fpar’d not Na- 
mahrœn\ he prefently threw himfelf at my Feet, 
afk’d Pardon, and fwore he would never be falfe 
again ; he appeas’d me, I had Regard to his Oaths 
and Submiflions j he engaged me at the fame Time 
to drink with him, and that fo long till hé had over¬ 
power’d me When he few me im this Condition, 
the Tray tor wooded me in feveral Places with his 
Knife. I fell* without Senfe, hé believed me dead, 
put me in à Sack, and carried me at the fame Time 
upon his Back ôut of the Town, to the very Place 
C 2 where 
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where you found me. During the Time he was 
digging the Grave, I recover’d my Senfes, and ut¬ 
ter d fome Complaints ; but he was very far from 
regarding them ; and to fhew how little rity he had 
for me, the Barbarian refolv’d to inter me alive. 
As to Mahyar y continu’d (he, that other Merchant, 
to whom you carry’d Letters for me, he is Mer¬ 
chant to tne Seraglio ; I let him underftand that I 
had Occafion for Money, and I communicated to 
him my Adventure, engaging him to keep the Se¬ 
cret till I had taken the Satisfa&ion of a full Re¬ 
venge. O young Man, behold my Story ! I would 
not let you know it fooner, for fear* left you fhould 
have made a Scruple of putting the Viftim of my 
Revenge into my rower, and I cannot believe that 

Ï ou disapprove of my generous Aétion j; for if, as 
believe, you are an Enemy to perfidious Hearts, 
you will commend me for having had Courage to 
ftab that of Namahrart's. As fpon as it is Day, 
added (he, we will go together to the Palace ; the 
King my Father loves me paffionately ; I will confefs 
my Fault ; I hope he will pardon it, and I dare pro- 
mife thee he will load thee with Favours. 


No, Madam, faid I then to the Princefs, I a(k no¬ 
thing for having faved your Life, Heaven is my Wit- 
nefs that Î repent it not 5 but,. I çonfefs, I am forry 
that I was fo ferviceablc to your Refentment $ you 
have abufed my good Nature, in making me contri¬ 
bute to a Treachery: You ought rather to have obli¬ 
ged me to revenge the Outrages had been offer’d you 
in a more noble Manner, I would willingly have ex- 
pofed my Life for you/ In ftiort, Sir, laid I, ad- 
dreffingto Haroun Arrajchi^y tho’ I found Namahran 
juftiy punilh’d, I was forry for being made an In- 
ftrument of his Death, fo | quitted thé Làdÿ imme¬ 
diately, $nd left the City before . £)ay. But the 
Dawn no fooner began, to appear, than I got Sight 
ef a Caravan of Merchants, which were encamp'd 
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in a Meadow: I join’d the Caravan, and as it was 
going to Bagdad , where I had a JD^fire to be, I 
went along with it. I arrived happily there^ but 
found myfelf in a fad Condition 5 I was without 
Money, and nothing left but one Sequin of Gold ; 

I coniider’d it was beft to change it into Afpers, and 
with them bought Wath-balls, Sweetmeats, Balfams 
and Pexfiimes. I went every Day to a certain 
Houfe, where dwelt à Man who fold Fyquaa, (a 
Sort of Beverage made of Barley, Water, and dry’d 
Grapes) and where lèverai Lords and other Perfons 
of Quality met to converfe together, and divert 
themfelves. I offer’d to them in a Bafket the Things 
I had bought 5 every one took what he lik’d, and 

F ive me fomething for it ; fo that by this frriall Craft 
juft fubfifted myfelf. One Day as I prefented 1 , ac¬ 
cording to Cuftom, fome of my fweet * fcentcd 
Flowers at the Houfe of one that ford Fyquaa, there 
was in the Corner of the Room an old Man, whom 
I did not fee, and who, taking Notice that I offer’d 
none to him, call’d me; Friend, faid he to me^ 
whence comes it that you don’t afk me to buy your 
Goods as well as others? Do you not take me for a 
Gentleman, or do you think I have got no Money 
in my Purfe? Sir, anfwer’d I, I hope you will ex- 
cufe me, I faw you not before, I affure you ; all that 
I have j;ot here is at your Service, I aflc nothing for 
it j at the fame Time I prefented my Bafket to him, 
he took a fcented Ball, and bid me lit down by him. 
I fat down, he alked.me a thoufand Queftions, as. 
Who I was, what my Name r and fo forth. Excufe 
nie, faid I to him, fighing, from fatisfying your 
Curiofity ; I cannot gratify you, without opening 
the Wounds a-*iew, which Time has almoft heal’d. 


Thefe Words, or rather the Tone in which I pro¬ 
nounced them, ftopt the old Man from prefling me 
further ; he chang’d the Difcourfe, and after a pretty 
long Entertainment, rifing up to go, he took oui; 
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pf his Furfe ten Sequins of Gold, and put them int* 
jny Hand. 

• J was much furprizM with fuch Liberality: The 
mod cpnfiderable Gentlemen to whom I had us’d to 
prefent my Ware, never gave me to the Value of 
One Sequin, and I knew not ,what to think of this 
JMan. T return’d next Day to the fame Place, and 
found my old Man again there $ he was hot the lad 
then to whom I addrefs’d myfelf, I prefendy mad« 
the fird Offer to him, he took a little Balfam» .and 

S ide me fit down again by him ; he prefs’d me fo 
cdhionately to relate my Story to him, that I could 
not deny him : I told him all that had happen’d to 
me, ancr after I had put this Trud in him, he laid 
io me, I* knew' your Father \ I am a Merchant of 
Mafa, I* have no Children, or Hopes of having any v 
JT have taken a Friendfliip to you, and do adopt you v : 
Now comfort yeurfelf, my Son, for m your Sorrows 
pad j you regain a Father much richer than Mde- 
iaziz, and who hath not lefs Affection for you* I 
thank’d, the venerable old Man for the Honour he 
tiad done me,, and 1 follow’d him out of the Hbufe ; 
ke made me throw away my Bafket and Flowery 
and .brought me to a great Houfe which he had 
hir’d ; he gave me an Apartment in it, with Slaves 
to wait upon me, and I f had brought to me by his 
Order rich Çloaths, I fancyM within myfelf that 
my Father Abdehziz was. dill living, and it could 
Scarce enter into my Thoughts that I had ever been 
miferable. 

When the'Merchant had done hisBufinefs which 
he came to Bagdad about, that is, when he had fold the 
Commodities which he brought with him, we tra- 
vell’d together on the Road to Bafra : My Friends, 
.who never thought of feeing me again, were, not 
.a little furprized to underhand that I was adopted by 
[z Man who was reckon’d the riched Merchant of 
the Place- I made it my Bufinefs to pleafe. the old 
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Man, and he was engaged with my agreeable Tem¬ 
per. ' Aboulcafcm, would he often fay to me, I am 
franfported that I met with you fo fortunately at 
Bagdad thou appèardft to me very deferving of all 
that I have done for thee. I was fo touch’d with 
the Sentiments he entertained of me, that, far from 
abufing them, I made it my whole Study to pleafe 
him j inftead of finding young Company of my own 
Age to conveffe with,.I fuited myfelf to his Côn- 
yerfâtiprt, anif' fcarce ever left him at all. 

lafl thé good old Man fell fick, and the 
Phyficians could not cute him: When he faw his 
jueath approach, he bid all that were with him 
Withdraw, that he might fpeak to me in private. 
Tîé began thus: It is Time, my Son, to reveal an 
iWpiîtarlt' Secret to you : If all my Effate confilled 
but 1 this fïôule, and the Riches that you 
féè io |t, I ftioul4 think that I left y.oii more than a 
inédtrâfe Fortune • but all the Effets 1 have ga- 
MHer^d together during my whole Life, tho’ very 
Jcdnfipér^bie for a Merchant, yet are nothing in 
Comçarifon of the T^reafurc which is hid in this 
Môufe, and which I Will now difcover to you ; I 
not fell you at what Time, how, by whom, 
nor fn' whdt‘.Manner it .was brought hither, I am 
altogether ignorant of it ; all that I know, is, that 
[my Gfandfathèr at his Death difcovcr’d it to my 
'Father, who likevvife put the fame Truft in me a 
few Days before he died. But, continu’d lie, 1 
*muft give you this Advice, and be . lure you ob¬ 
serve it: l(du afe naturally>gencrous, and when you 
‘ h a ve pi Ëftatë^ whereby you may follow your In- 
çlîpâtfop, yqu will prodigally fquander what you 
f have, you will magnificently receive Strangers, you 
T will lo’ad them with Prefents, and give to every 
^Body that alks your Àlîîftâhce. * This Conduit of 
yours, which I fihould approve very much, if you 
‘Ayerç in a Condition to go through with it, will 
C 4 be 
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he the Caufe of your Ruin; for you will live ft* 
great as to excite againft you the Envy of the King 
of Bafra , or the Avarice of his Mmiftera; they will 
ftifpeft you have fome hidden Treafure,. and negle< 9 L 
no Means to difcover it, and they will take it from 
you. To prevent this Misfortune* you ought ’to 
follow my Example : F have always, as well as my 
Grandfather and Father before me, follow’d my 
Profeffion, and enjoyed this Treafure without making 
a Noife, we having made no Figure whereby the 
World could be furprized. “ r 

1 fail’d not to promife the Merchant that I would 
imitate his Prudence ; he then inform’d me in what 
Place the Treafure was, and allured me, that what¬ 
soever great Ideas I might form to myfelf of the 
^Riches, contain’d therein, T Chould fih<T them more 
confiderable tbân my Imagination côuld reprçfent;. 
In fhort, after the generous old Man was dead'; and 
T, as his only Heir, had gaid my laft Devoirs to his 
Remains, I took PoflelHon of all hisEffe&s* whereof 
the Houfe made a Part 5 and when I went to fee 
the Treafure, I proteft, Sir, I was amazed; for, tf 
it be not indeed inexhauftible, it is at leaft fo vaft, 
that I (hall never be able to fpend it, even tho* 
'Heaven fhould give me to live much longer than 
the reft of Men. Thus, far from keeping the Pro¬ 
mife I made to the Merchant, I diftributed my 
Riches to all : There is not a Perfon in Bafra , who- 
has not been fenfible of my Favours,, my Houfe is.

An the World imagin’d that I was going to ruin 
myfelf again : If Âboukafm , feid they, had all the 
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Treafure of the Commander of the Believers, he 
Wj6uld fquander it away; but they were at length 
ftrangely aftonifh’d, while, inftead of feeing my Af¬ 
fairs grow worfe and worfe, they appear’d, on the 
contrary, every Day more flourifhing than other; 
they could not conceive how I could increafe my 
Wealth in fpending it. I lived at fo great an Ex¬ 
pence, that, in (hort, I raifed the Envy of the 
World againft me, as the old Man had predicted ; 
the Noife ran through the Town that I had found 
a Treafure: This was fufficientto bring the covetous 
and greedy People to attend me ; the Da toga, or 
Lieutenant of the Polity of Bofra , came to fee me :

Joy at thefe Words; Sir, faid he to me, I wifli 
you had found a thoufand Treafures ; rejoice anct 
enjoy ’em in Peace, I will never difturb yourPofleffi- 
on : He receiv’d, by Way of Advance; a large Sum, 
and went his Way* 

A little* while after, the Vifier Abcuffatab Wafehy 
fent for me, and carrying me into his Clofet, he faid 
to file, O young Man ! I underftand you have dif- 
«orcr’d a Treafure ; youhnow that a Fifth, belongs 
C j to 
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*ô God, àèuT tfcàt you ought to give ft to the King ; 
then pay the Fifth, and reft in quiet Poffefiion of the 
other four Parts: I anfwer’d, Sir, I declare to you 
ahat I fiave found a Treafure, and I {wear at the fame 
.Time, by the great God who created both you and 
vine,, that I will nôt difcover where it is, not tho* 
Vvere to be cut in ten thoufand Pieces ; but I will 
•-émgàge to give'a thoufand Sequins of Gold every

! Peace. ABoulfditih was as tractable as the Lieutenant,

vfided, and to whom my Treafuret paid thirty thou- 
:fand Sequins for the firft Month, -The Vifier, fear- 
:.ing, no doubt, left the King of Bafra i hould be in- 
-formfid of what had pafs’d, chofe rather to tell him 
! the Story himfdlf ; that Prince hearkened attentively, 
àndtheThing feeming to deferve to be fearch’d into, 

- he wou*d needs fee me ; he received 'ine with a 

- finding Air, and faid, O young ! why will you 
: mot {hew me your Treaftire ? Do you think me fo 
.bale as to take it from you ? Sir, anfwer’d I, may 
! your Majefty live for ever, but* {hould you tear the 

- Flefh from my Bones with red hot Pincers, I wil$ 
\ never dificoVer my Treafttre. I am Content<to pay 

your .Majefty feVcry Day two thoufand Sequins of 
: Gold j if you refufe to accept of that, or if you 
Jthink it more for your Service to put me to Death, 

Î ou may give immediate Orders for my Execution ; 
am ready to fuffer whatever you can inflidl, rather 
; thanïfetisfy your Curiofity. 

. The King looked upon his Vifier at this Pifcourfe, 
-:and afked his: Advice; Sir, faid that Minifter, the 
< Sum offer’d you is fo confiderablè, 5 that ypu may be 
laid to have found a real Treafure!'/* My Advice is, 

• that you fend away this , young Main, that, he may. 
five in his ufuai Grandeur, but let him take Care to 
keep his Word With your Majefty. The King fol¬ 
lowed his Adyiçç*. at the fame Time he wefs’d me ; 
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and fince that, according to our Conventions, I pay 
every Year to him, the Vifier, and Lieutenant of 
the Polity oi'Bafr& y above a Million and fixty thou- 
fand Sequins of Gold. * Thus, Sir, I have told you 

* what you defir’d, and you fee that you need not be 
fitrprfeM at the Prefénts F have made you, or at the 
reft of the Riches you have feen in my Pofleffion.

Prinde, What the Conditions are, 1 fubmit to thfeih, 
whatever thev be, without the leàff Repugnancy or 
Referve. ’Well, fays Aboulcafem , I muft blindfold 
'yt^r'Eyes before I condu6t you, and ypu muft go 
ivnhpiir Arms, : With ÿoux Head naked, ind I ituift 
* Q carry arâ^ymeter 4 ri mÿ Hand, to give ydtï 'à thpd- 
c fand^rtiortal Wounds, if you violate iti .ray pegrèe 
the Làivs r 6f Hofpitality : I know well, ’ fcdàed he, 

* that I (hall be accufed of Imprudence, and that’ I 
ought not to yield to your Requeft $ but I put a Con- 

“ ftdçhce in your Oath ; befides, T cannot prevail with 
rityfblf^to fend vOii *àwày as a dîfcontented Gueft: 
Thefrfaid the Calif ; ] be 3 pléafed to gratify my curious 
faefirê*: That, cannot be done prefently, ainfwers the 
Vourig Mâi, but ftay with me this Night, * till all my 

* Domefticks are ht reft^ and I will conduct you into. 
^^th^’Apâftment wheTe my-Treafure lies. At thefe

Words, he call’d his Attendants, and' by the Light 
•f a large Quantity of Tapers in Golden Branches,, 
carry’d by as many Slaves, he conduced the Prince 
into a magnificent Chamber, and then he retired 
..into his own ; the Slaves undreft’d the Empçror, and 
having put; him to Bed, went away, leaving all 
around the Bed the burning Tapers, the Wax oF 
.which «being •perfumed, caft an agreeable Smell in* 
the Burning. 

Inftead of taking Reft, Harorn Arrafchid waitedT 
impatiently for Aboukafem r who fail’d not to come 
. at Midnight, and /aid to him. Sir* aU my Dome- 
fticks are afleep, a deep Silence reigns through all 
my Houfe, and I am ready to {hew you my Trea¬ 
sure on the Conditions I propos’d : £»et us go, an- 
fwers the Calif, riling up, I am ready to follow* 
and I fwear by the Creator of Heaven and Earth* 
that y ou (hall have no Caufe to repent the having fe- 
tisfy’d my Curiofity.< The Son of AbèrtnzÀ% affifted 
the Prince to drefer him, then puttiug a Bandage 
crois his.Eyes ; ’Tis with Regret, Sir, laid he, that 
I ufe you after tfiis. Manner, your Mien and your- 
Behaviour appear worthy of Truft : I approve your 
Precautions, fey s the Emperor* interrupting jhim, 
nor take.it in the Iqaft amifs^of you: Abmlcofifn them 
. conveyed, him down a Pair .of B^ck-ftairs, into a 
Garden of vaft Extent, and after ieverak'Vyindings 
and Turnings, they both enter’d into the Plaçe 
where the Treafure was hid. It was.a deep and fpa— 
cious Vault, whofe Entry was covered with a Angle? 
Stone , then they, found a long narrow Entry,, {helv¬ 
ing and very dark* at the End of which was a large 
Room, made very bright by the Multitude of Car¬ 
buncles therein ; when they were come into the 
Room, the young Man. unbound the Eyes, of the 
Calif, who few with Amazement all that appear’d* 
to his.

Whoever fees me in this Condition ought to open his Eyes 
and confiaer , that I liv’d like him , and that he trne/l die 
like nié. Thaï' he need hot fear fpending tins Treafure , 
for he cannot reach the Ena of it : Let him make afe of 
' it to, pur chafe Friends, arid to live an agreeable* Life ; 
fot votien he comes to die , all thefe Riches %bi\h not protect 
1 him front thai Fate which is common to all Men. 

I blame not your.Co du<ft, fays Liaroun to the 
young Man r after having read-thefe Words, you 
*nave Reafon to. live as you do, and I condehin the 
Advice given, you by* tfye old Merchant ; but, added 
he;l would glaftlyknow the Name r <*>f this Prince, 
what King cpiild ever be polfef/d : of fuch Riches ? 

I am lorry this. Infcription tells me not ltfho he was. 
The young Man then (he\v r d the Calif another 
Room, irt Which Were feveral vfcry precidus Things, 
and. among'the reft fuch Trees as that he had pre- 
fented to him. This Prince would, gladly have fpent 
the, Remainder of the Night in viewing the Trea- 
furés he ftyr hi this wonderful fabtehraifeati CdVern, 
if the Son 1 of Abdelaziz , ; feafihg left 1 ‘ he thould’be 
difeovered by his Domefticks, had not carried him 
out before Day in the lame Manner hë brought him 
in, that is to fay, * bareheaded 'and blindfold,, aftd 
carrying a Scymftar ip his dwri'Hands, td ; Mitë him' 
if he IhdUhl make 1 the leaft Effort to take Way the 
Bandage. 1 j ;They; çrofsM 'the “Gar den y ahd 'mounted 
by the Back affairs intVthe^ Chamber where 'th^ 1 Em¬ 
peror lay,' and where the Candles were found burn¬ 
ing ; yet they entertain’d each other till'Sun-rife. 
Confidepng all that I have feen, faid the Prince to 
the youpg/lj^an, and if Trpay judge by the Female 
( fclavç you have given me; * you ëannot Jbe Without the 
fttiefk Womèn|' of the Eaf. ’Sir,' faid Aboulcafem, 

J * % baye .Slavespf very great Beauty ; " but 1‘JoVe none 
* of them. Dataamd , \ny dear Ddrcfania , nils dll 
y my Soul. In Vain I tell myfelf every Moment, 
'Ihtàûis is no longer .among the living, Vnd that 
;A 4 * 1 in* ( * J 
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Bought to think no more of her. I have the Mis¬ 
fortune to be entirely devoted to her Image. I am 
ib poflefs’d with the Thoughts of her, that in Spight 
of all iny Riches, and in the Midft of my Profpe- 
rity, I perceive I am not happy : Yes, I could love 
her a thoufand Times more than my Fortune, and 
bad rather poflefs Dardanta with a moderate one* 
than, enjoy all thefe Riches without her. 

The Emperor admired the Çonftancy of the Son 
of Abdelazjz-i but intreated him to make all the 
EiFprts.poffihlq to overcome fuch a chimerical Paf- 
fion. He returned him his Thanks again for the 
Reception he had given him; after which he went 
back to his Inn, and took the Road to Bagdad y 
with all the DomelHcks, the Page,, the Fair Slave, 
and all the Prefents that he had received from

Gaiety,, .and^gp, this 
Night y Abmkafem, I would have; j(Ou ufe all your 
1 • - * ' ' ‘ 'Charms 
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Charms to engage the young Man to cRfcover hi» 
Treafure. Balkis was vexed at this Difcourfe, and 
let her Father fee by the Palènefs that overfpread her 
Face, the Horror fee conceived at fuch an Obedience. 
Sir, (aid file, what do you propofe to your Daughter ? 
Know you what Danger you expofe me to ? Confider 
the Difgrace you are going to throw upon her, the 
Stain with which you blemift youf own Honour, and 
the fenfible Outrage you offer to Prince Aly r in de¬ 
priving him of the Prize, that 'perhaps he flatters 
himfelf Mafter of from my Compliance. I hpve triage 
all thefe Reflections, replies thé’Vifier, but nothing 
(hall obftruft my Refolution ; therefore I order that 
you prepare yourfelf to obey me. The young Balkis 
diffolv’d in Tears at thefe Words. ‘In the Name of 
God, my Father, cry’d flie, do not compel me to 
difeonour you. Stifle this Fit. of Avarice T wh1th ex? 
cites you to plunder a Man of whkt does yi6t belong 
to you; leave him to enjoy his Wealth in Peace, 
inftead of endeavouring to rob him. Go, thou in- 
folent Slut, fays the Vifier,' in Pafiion, thou hadft 
not beft cenftire my Defigns ; anfwer not a Word 
more : I will have you go to Aboulcafrm ; and I 
/wear, if thou return without feeing his< Tredfure, 
I will plunge my Dagger in thy Bréaft; 

Balkis went away under the fad Necfcflity of em¬ 
barking in fb dangerous art Adventure, and ^retir’d 
into her Apartment fill’d with Melancholy. She 
took rich Cloaths, and deck’d them with Jewels, 
without adding to her Charms all that Art could 
have fupplvM ; but {he flood riot in need of that, 
her natural Beauty was albne but too fufficient to 
infpire Love in any: Never Woman had lefsDe¬ 
fire, or rather more Fear, to pleafe, than Balkis. 
She fear’d as much that fee fhould appep* too hand- 
fome to the Son of Abdelaziz, as fee 1 dreaded not

I muft 
confefs, I am a Woman of Quality; my Father, 
who knows that you have a hidden Treafurp,' hath 
xpade ufe of me to difeover the Place where it is 
hid : He order’d me to come to you, and, what¬ 
ever it coft me, .to engage you to (how it me. I 
' âxüvé to avoid this Undertaking; but he fwore to 
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take away my Life, if I return’d without having 
feen it. What a cruel Command was this for me ! 
'Were I not belov’d by a Prince whom I only love, 
and to whom I am Inertly to be married, yet this 
Adventure my father puts me upon would have 
created in me the gréateft Horror ; and truly, Sir, 
tho* I yielded to^ome to you, yet I proteft it was 
with fuch a. RcluCtahce, as only the Fear of Death 
could furmôunt. 

.The Daughter of Àbûulfatah having fpoken to 
this Purpofe, Aboiilcafem fatd to her. Madam, I am 
very' glad that you have difcoverM your Mind to 
me ; you-(hall never repent of this generous Friend¬ 
ship ; you {hall not die \ you {hall fee my Treafurç, 

Î nâ I will treat you wrtfy all the Refpeft you caji 
efire. Notwithstanding your Jfeayty, which has 
no Equal, and whatever Impreffion it has made on 
me, you have nothing to fear ; you {hall be here 
in Safety. I renounce all Hopes that I had enter¬ 
tained, Since. my being happy would give you Un- 
eafinefs. Ÿou lhall not need to bluin when you 
return, to your happy Lover, whofe Interefts are fo 
dear to you, that they redouble you t Feârs. Ceafë 
then to weep, and be no longer afflifted. Ah ? 
'Sir, cry’d Balkis at this Difcdurfe, it is not without 
Reafon tbaf you are effeem’d the molt generous 
Man in, the World, I am charm’d with this no¬ 
ble Ufage, and {hall riever reft till I have found an 
Opportunity to make a Return. 

After tins ‘Convention, the Son of ' Abdelaziz 
conduced the Lady into the fame Chamber where 
the Calif ha4 lain, and ftaid with her till they heard 
none of the Servants ftirring: Then taking a Fillet, 
he bound the Eyes of Balkis. Pardon me, faid he, 
if I ufe you thus ; but I cannot {hew you my Trea- 
fure, unléfs you fubmit to this Condition. Do what 
you pleafe, Sir, anfwer’d {he, I have, that Confi¬ 
dence ip your Generofity, that I will follow you 
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wherever you will ; I have nothing tQ feir hut my 
Incapacity* to return your Favours. Aboukafem took 
her by the Hand, and led her down into the Gar¬ 
den by the Back-ftairs, conducing her into the fub- 
terranean Cavern, where he unbound her Head. If 
the Calif was fo furpriz’d at the Sight of the Pieces 
of Gold t and Jewels which he faw, Balkis was 
tnuch more fo : Every Thing fhe look’d upon caused 
^n Amazement, notwithftandirjg that Which occa- 
hon’d the moft Regard, and which fhe could not 
be itir’d* with, looking upon, was the two Perfons 
who had been the firft Makers of the Treafure. 
She read the infcription that was at their Feet. 
The, Queen having a Necklace made of Pearls as 
Iarg£ as Pigçpns Eggs, $alkis could not but flop to 
gaze on it. Jboulcafem prefently pluck’d it off from 
the J^eck of the Prince^, and put it upon that of 
the young Lady, faying,' That her Father might 
judge by that, that fne had feen the Treafure ; and 
that he might be the better fatisfied, he idefired her 
to accept of fome of the fineft Jewels, of which 
he gave her a great Quantity, that he chofe bim- 
felf for her. Neverthelefs, the young Man, fearing 
the Day would break, while fhp was diverting her- 
felf with regarding all the Wonders of the Cave, 
which could not fatisfy her Curiofity, bound her 
Eyes again, and conducted her back to a Room, 
where they convers’d together till Sup-rifing. Then 
the Lady, after having again allured him that fhe 
could never forget his Modefty and Generofity, 
took Leave of him, and went back to her Father 
to give him an Account of what had palled. 

The Vifier, wholly taken up with his Avarice, 
waited impatiently for his Daughter : He fear’d fhe 
had not Charms enough to feduce Aboulcaj'em : He 
was under an inexpreflibk Agitation of Mind \ but 
when he faw her return with the Necklace, and 
that fhe fhew’d him the Jewels which the youfig 
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Man had prefented her with, he was tranfported 
with Joy. Well, my Daughter, faid he^ haft thou 
feen hisTreafure? Yes, Sir, anfwer’d Balkis ; and, 
to give you a true Idea of it, I muft tell you, that 
if all the Kings of the Earth had their Riches col¬ 
lected together, they would not be able to vie with 
thofe of Abôulcafem : But the Riches of that young 
Man are lefs charming than his good Breeding and 
Generofity. At the fame Time fhe related the 
whole Adventure. He was but little fenfible of the 
Modefty of the Son of Abdelavax^ and he would 
have been better pleas’d to have had his Daughter 
difhonôur’d, than not to know where the Treafure 
was that he wanted to difcover. 

By this Time, Haroun Arrafchtd was come to 
Bagdad . As foon as that Prince was return’d to his 
Palace, he fet at Liberty his prime Vifier, received 
him into his Favour j and after having given him an 
Account of his Journey ; Giafar , fard he to him, 
what fhall I.do? Thou knoweft that the Acknowr 
ledgments of Princéè ought to exceed the Obligations 
théy réteivë. If I fhould content myfelf in fending 
the magnificent Aboulcafem all that is moft rare and 
valuable in my Treafuiy, it would be too little fof 
him, fince it is of lefs Worth than the Prefents he 
has made me. How fhall I do to excel him in Ge¬ 
nerofity ? Sir, faid the Vifièr, if your Majefty would 
be advis’d by me, write this Day to the King of 
Bafra , âhd order him to refign the Government of 
that Kingdom to the young Aboulcafem. Let us im¬ 
mediately difpatch an Exprefs to him, and within 
a few Days I will go myfelf, and carry the Patent 
jbr the new King. The Calif approv’d this Advice : 
You are in the Right, faid he to his Minifter, and 
*tis the only Way to exprefs my Gratitude to About- 
cafemj znà at the fame Time, to do myfelf Juftice 
jon the King of Bafra and his Vifier, who have 
conceal’d from me the vaft Sums they have extorted 
• ■- • * v -.. j ■ .from 
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from that young Man. It is but juft to punlfti the 
' Violence committed by them on Aboulcafem^ an ol 
they are not worthy to poflefs the. Dignities they, 
enjoy under me, . , - , 

Haroun Arrajcbid writ immediately to the King 
of Bafra y and fent sryvay the Courier, then went to 
the Apartment of Zobeide , to relate to her the Sue- 
çefs of his Journey, to whom ho prefented the little 
Page, the Tree, and the Peacock. He likewiïç 
gave her the Damfel. Zobeide found hér fo charm¬ 
ing, that, fmiling, fhe told the Emperor, That fhe 
accepted of that Slave with a great deal more Plea- 
fure than fhe did the other Prefents ; fo the Prince 
kept nothing for hinafelf but the Cup. The Vifier 
' Giafar. had the reft ; and that Minifter, according 
to his Refolution, difpofed all Things^in order to 
fet out a few Days after. _ ; 

The Calif’s Courier* was no, jfpo^er arrived in the 
City of Bafrûy than he, haf^ed fo cfçliver his Dif- 
patchesto the'King, who could not read them with- 
out a fçnftble Concern. That rrjnce fhewed them 
to his Vifier. Aboulfatah , faid he, fee what fatal 
Orders the Commander of . the Believers hath' fent 
me: Can I ever condefçend to obey them? Yes, 
Sir, anfwer’d that Minifter,. abandon yourfelf to 
Grief; we will ruin Aboulcafem . I will go, and, 
without taking away his Life, make all the Worhjl 
* believe he is dead. Twill keep tym fo conceal’d, 
that no Man fhall ever fee him. By this Means, 
I you may continue on the Throne, and enjoy all the 
young Man’s Treafure ; for when we are Matters 
of hrs Perfon, we will torture him, till we oblige 
him to difeover his Riches. Do as you will, replies 
the King ; but what fhall wé anfwer to r the Calif ? 
•Leave that to me, lays thç Vifier; the^Commander 
of (he Belièvers m^y be deceived as well as others. 
Permit me only to put in Éxecution' thç "Defign I 
{have projefted; and let not the Succefs of it give 
you the feaft-Inquietude. AbouU 
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, Aboulfatah^ attended with feveral Courtiers,, wha 
knew not his Defigns, went to fee A boule a fern. He 
received: them as the chief Pçrfons , of the Court, 
treated them magnificently, made the Vifier fit in 
the Place of Honour, and loaded him with Ci- 
yilities, without having the lçaft Sufpicion of fiis 
Treaçhery. While they were all at Table, and 
drinking excellent Wines, the. Traytor 4b^f at ^k 
privately convey’d into tfie Cup of the Son of Abde- 
lazizy without any Body’s perceiving it, a certain 
powder, that in a Moment takes away the Senfes, 
makes the Body fall into a lethargick Sleep,' and re-» 
femble. a Carcafe that has been long dead. The 
young Man had fcarce put the Cup to his Lips, e’er 
he began to faint: His Servants ran to his-Afliftance, 
but prefently faw him in all the Signs of a dead Mam 
They, laid him on a Sofa , and began to cry bitterly 
over. him. AH the Guçfts, . ftruck with a fudderç 
Tçrrçr, were feiz’d with Aftonifbment. As for 
Aboülfatab , ’tis not to be exprefled how well he car¬ 
ried on hk Diflimulation : He was not content to 
feign an immoderate Grief ; he rent his Clothes, 
and excited by his Example all the reft to Affliction. 
He ordered afterwards that he (hould be clad in 
a Coffin of Ivory and Ebony, and during that 
Time, feiz’d on all the Effects of Aboulcafem , and 
carry’d them to the King’s Eakce. 

The Node of the young Man’s Üeath was foon 
ipread thro’ the whole City : All Perfons of both 
Sexes went into Mourning, and attended at the 
Gate of his Palace, according to the Cuftom of 
their Country, with their Feet naked, and their 
-Heads uncover’d. The old. Men and young, the 
,Matrons fnd Maidensj all cfiffolv’d in Tears. They 
jiU’d the Air with their Cries and Lamentations, fo 
that one would have thought fome tad loft theironly 
Child, fome another, çr others a tender Hufbanm 
The Rich and the Poor were equally touch’d with 
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Ills Death : The Rich bewail’d a Friend that agree¬ 
ably entertain’d them, and- the Poor a Benefactor 
who never fail’d to feed them with his unweary’d 
Charity. In fhort, there was a general Confterna- 
tion throughout the whole City. ; ' 

The unfortunate Aboulcafem was locked Up in his 
Coffin, which the People, by Order of Aboulfatah^ 
carry’d out of the City into a large Burying-place, 
where there were feveral Tombs, and among the 
reft a magnificent one, where the Vifier’s Father lay, 
with fome others of his Family. They put the Cof¬ 
fin into the Tomb, and the perfidious Abeujfatab y 
leaning his Head upon his Knees, beat his Breaft : 
He (hew’d all the Signs of a Man poflefs’d with De- 
fpair. All thofe who faw him pityM him, and 
pray’d to Heaven to comfort him. When Night 
came on, all the People retired into the City, and 
left the Vifier with his two Slaves in the Tomb, who 
double lock’d the Door, and then they lighted a 
Fire, warmed fome Water in a Silver Bafon,' and 
taking Aboulcafem from his Coffin, chafed his Body 
with warm Water. The young Man by Degrees 
recover’d himfelf, and look’d upon Aboulfatah , whom 
he knew, Ahl Sir, faid he, where am Î, and to 
what Condition have you reduc’d me ? Wretch, 
fays that Minifter to him, know that I am the Caufe 
of your Misfortune : It is by my Orders that you are 
brought hither, to let you know my Power, and to 
make you undergo a thoufand Torments, if you do 
not difcover your Treafure. I will tear you to 
Pieces ; I will invent every Day new Punimments 
to make your Life infupportable. In a* Word, I 
will never ceafe to torture you, till you deliver me 
that hidden Wealth, Whereby you live with more 
Grandeur than Kings. You may do as you pleafe, 
anfwers Aboulcafem , Ï will never difcover my Treafure* 
He had no fooner fpoke thefe Words, but the 
wicked and treacherous Aboulfatah made his Slaves 
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lay hold of the unhappy Son of Abdelaziz ; then he 
tpok from beneath his Robe a Whip made of Thongp 
of a Lion’s Hide, twilled clofe together ; with thil 
he lafh’d him fo long, and with filch Violence, that 
at length he fainted away. When the Vifier law 
him in that Condition, he commanded his Slaves to 
put him into his Coffin again ; which having done, 
they fliut him in the Tomb and retired. The Vi¬ 
fier went the next Day to give an Account to the 
King of what he had done: Sir, feid he, I try’d 
Yefterday Aboulcafenis Refolution ; he has “behaved 
himfelf hitherto with great Courage ; but, I believe 
he cannot refill the Torments I have prepared for 
him. The Prince, who was not lefs barbarous than 
bis Miniftcr, feid to him, Vtfitr, I am fetisfied with 
what you have done ; I hope we (hall underftand 
ihortly where this Treafure is ; neverthelefs we ought 
to fend away the Courier without deferring it any 
longer. But what fhall we write to the Calif? In¬ 
form him, fays Abmlfatah^ that Abcidcafem being ap¬ 
prized that your Place was given to him, in making 
great Rejoicings and publick Entertainments, died 
fuddenly of a Debauch : The King approved this 
Thought ; they writ this to Harotm Arrafcbidy and 
font away the Courier. • 

The Vifier, who; flatter’d himfelf that Abmlcafem 
would the next Day difeover his Treafure, went 
from the City with à Refolution to make him un-‘ 
-dergo newTorments ; but being come to the Tomb, 
he was furpriz’d to find the Door open : He enter’d 
much concern’d, and not feeing the Son of Abde- 
laTdz in his Coffin, he rag’d like a Man diftra&ed \ 
he return’d prefently to the Palace, and related the 
Accident to the King, who being feiz’d with a 
deadly Fear, faid to him, O Wafchy , what will be¬ 
come of us? Since the young Man has efcao’d us, 
we are undone ; he will not fail to go to îtagdvd % 
and acquaint the Cajif with this Matter. 

Vo l, I. < D AbouU 
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. Abmlfatab on his Pfcrt, in Defpair that he had no 
longer ini his Power this Vk£Hm of his Avarice and 
Cruelty, faid to the King his Mafter, I wifh to 
Heaven I had taken away his Life, that then he 
night have given us no mcvreTrouble : If he is fled, as 
there is.no Doubt, he cannot begone far from hence ; 
let us go with all the Guards and fearch about the 
Town ; I hope we may find him again. * The King 
ndblved prefently on fo important a Search; he 
aflqmbled,,the Soldiers, and divided them into two- 
Bodies, whereof one he gave to the Vifier, and the 
other he headed: himfelf: The Troops fpreading 
riiemfchop. ^nt» alii the neighbouring Parts of the* 
Country ; wfailo they were fearching Aboulcafem in* 
the Villages* Woods and Mountains, the Vifier G/- 
afhfii who was upon the; Road, met with the Courier, 
who faid to him, It is in vain* Sir* to proceed to^ 
j Hajra+ if Jbsulcafem is the only Occafion of your 
Journey ; for the young Man is dead ; his Funeral 
was celebrated) feme Days, ago ; my Eyes were the 
ferrowfiiL Witnefiès of that fad Solemnity. Giafur^ 
who had pleas’d himfelf with; the Thoughts of fee¬ 
ing the new King, and prefenting him with his 
new Patent, was much aflttéted to hear of his 
Death ; he bath’d himfelf with Tears, and, not 
thinking it worth while to continue^ his Journey, 
return’d to Bagdad. 

v As foon as he was arrived there, he went to the 
Palace with the Courier; the Sadnefs which ap¬ 
pear’d in his Face, made the Emperor think ibme 
Misfortune had happened : Ah, Giafar! faid the 
Prince, your Return feems very quick, what is the 
News ? Commander of the Believers, anfwers the 
Vifier, you will be furpria’d at the fed News I have 
to tell you ; Aboulcafem is no more, fince our De¬ 
parture from Bafra the young Man died. Haroun 
Arrafcbid had no fooner heard thefe Words than 
he threw himfelf from his Throne to the Ground ; 
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lie remain’d lome Time ftretch’J on tke Floor* 
without (hewing any Signs of Life ; they haften’d 
to his Relief, and when he was recover’d from his 
Fainting, he turn’d to the Courier, and demanded 
hisDifpatehes ; the Courier preferred them to him, 
and the Prince read them with a great deal of At¬ 
tention : He then (hut hirafelf up in his. Clofet with 
Giafar ; he ’(hew'd him the King of Bafra'% Let¬ 
ter, and after reading it feveral Times, the Calif 
faid, This Story does not appear to be well laid ; 
I fufpeéfc the King of Bafra and his Vifier ; inftead 
of executing my Orders, they have kill’d Abotilcafenu 
Sir, fays Giafar, in his Turn, I harbour the lame 
Sufyicions, and it is my Opinion that you (eize both 
of them : I refolve to have it done as foon as poffi- 
ble, replies Harolm , take ten thoufand of my belt 
Horfe-Guards, march to Bafra , and feize both the 
Offenders, and bring them hither to me ; I will rev 
venge the Death of the mo»ft générons Man in the 
World : Giafar obey’d ; he chofe ten thoufend 
Hbrfe, and marched away with them. 

We come now to the Son of Abdelazix, to teH 
you why the Vifier Aboulfatah could not find him 
again in the Tomb where he left him. The young 
Man, after having lain fome Time in a Trance, 
began to come to himfelf, and perceiv’d himfidf 
ieiz’d by fome ftrong Arm, who pull’d him out of 
his Coffin and laid him on the Ground : He believ’d 
that it was the Vifier and his Slaves, that were come 
td torment him once more ; Villains, faid he, kill 
me if you are fenfible of any Pity :. Free me from 
my Sufferings, which are in vain, fince I declare 
to you again, that all your Tortures can never ex¬ 
tort the Secret from me. Fear nothing, young Man, 
anfwers one of the Perfons who had pull’d him 
out of the Coffin, inftead of comiug to mifufe you, 
we ate come to your Relief. At thefe Words, 
Aboukaftm open’d his Eyes, caft them, upon his De¬ 
ll 2 liyerers. 
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liverers, and knew one of them was the young Lady 
to whom he had (hewn his Treafure. Ah! Ma¬ 
dam, fajd he, is it to you I owe my Life ? Yes, 

Sir, anlwer'd Balkis , it is to me and Prince Aly my 
Lover, whom you fee here ; being inform’d of your 
Generofity, he would partake With me in the Plea- 
fure of delivering you from Death. It is true, feid 
Prince Aly , and I will expofe my Life a thoufand 
Times, rather than fuffer fo brave a Man to die. 
The Son of Abdehrziz having entirely-recover’d 
the Ufe of his Senfes* by the Amftance»of fome Li¬ 
quors they gave him, return’d fuch fuitable Thanks 
to the Lady and Prince Aly as were due to them 
for fuch Service, and slic’d them how they came to 
know that he was Hill alive ? Sir, faid Balkis to 
him, I am the Vifier AboulfataV s Daughter, and I 
gave no Credit to the faite Report of your Death, 
for I fufpeéted my Father to be guilty, of all he has 
done ; and, to be certain of it, I brib’d one of his 
Slaves, who has confefs’d the whole Truth to sue. 
This Slave is one of thofe who was here with him, 
and who, being intrufted with the Key of the Tomb, 
gave it to me: I immediately inform’d Prince Aly of 
it, who bailed to come to me with one of his moft i 
faithful Domefticks; we made all jthe ^Expedition 
we could, and are thankful to Heaven that we come 
not too late. - O Gods ! ery’d Aboulcafem , Is it then 
polfible that fo treacherous and cruel a Father can i 
have fo generous a Daughter ? Let us be gone. Sir, 
faid the Prince Aly , let us lofe no Time 5 I make no 
Difpute, but the Vifier, not finding yo.u in the Tomb 
To-morrow, will fearch after you with all the Carp 
polfible ; but I will conduct you to ; my Houfe ; you 
will be lafe there, for they will not fufpeft that J 
give you any Protection. Then Aboulcafem put on a 
Slave’s Habit ; after which they went from the 
Tomb, which they left open, and took the Road 
to the Town. Batik return'd by herfelf, and gave 
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the Key of the Tomb to the Slave, and Prince Aly 
took with him the Son of Abdelaziz , whom he hid 
fo well, that his Enemies could get no Tidings of 
him. 

Aboulcafem remain’d in the Houfe of Prince Aly , 
who entertain’d him with the utmoft Courtefy, till 
fuch Time as the King and the Vifrer defpairM of 
finding him, and gave over their Search: Then 
Prince Aly gave him a very fine Horfe, arid loaded 
him with Gold and Jewels, faying to him, You 
may now make your Efcape, the Roads are open, 
your Enemies know not what is become of you, 
and you may retire where-ever you pleafr. The 
Son of Abdelaziz thank’d the generous Prince for 
his Favour, and allured him he would have it hi 
eternal Remembrance. Prince Aly embrac’d him, 
took Leave, and pray’d Heaven to conduct him fafe. 
Aboulcafem took the Road of Bagdad , and arrived 
happily there, after lome Days Travel ; when* he 
was come into the City, the firft Thing he did 
was to go to the Place where the Merchants met, 
or the Exchange : The Hopes he had of feeing him 
/ whom he had treated at Bafra , and telling his Story 
to him, was his only remaining Confolation ; he was 
concern’d that he could not find him ; he ran thro’ 
the whole Town, and look’d upon every Body he 
met \ but finding himfelf weary, he fat down before 
the CaliPs Palace: The little Page, which he had 
given to that Prince, was then at the Window, and 
this Child having by Accident caft his Eyes upon him, 
knew him : He ran prefently to the Emperor’s Apart¬ 
ment ; Sir, faid he to him, I have this Moment 
fèen my old Matter, with whom I liv’d at Bafra . 

Haroun not giving Credit to him, faid. Thou art 
miftaken, Aboulcafem is dead ; deceiv’d by fome Re- 
femblanceof him, thou haft taken another for him: 
No, no. Commander of the Faithful, replies the 
Page, I am very certain it is himfelf, I know him 
D 3 well 
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f«II enough. TW the Calif dkl not believe thi 
News, yet he was willing to be fktisfy’d, and lent 
dire&ly one of his Officears with the Page, to fee if 
the Man, whom he fuppofed to be, was really the 
Son of Abdtlaziz; they found him in the fame Place, 
becaufe, on his Part, thinking he had known the 
little Page, he waited to fee when the Child would 
com* to the Window again. When the Page was 
fully fatisfy’d that be was not nwftaken, hefelldown 
at Aboukafinfs Feet, who rais’d him. up, and afk’4 
him. If he had the Honour to belong to the Calif? 
Yes, Sir, anfwer’d the Child, k is the Commander 
the Faithful himfelf, whom you entertain’d at 
Bafrüy and it was to him you made a Pre&nt of 
me ; come along with me. Sir, added he, the Em¬ 
peror will be very glad to fee you. At this Dif- 
courfe, the young Man of Bujra’s Surprise was great* 
he follow’d the Page and the Officer into the Pa¬ 
lace, and was piefcnfcly introduc’d into the Aparfr- 
mentof Haraun > that Prince was fitting on a,Sofa* 
M found himfelf fenfibly affefted at the Sight <*f 
Abïukaftw \ he rofe up with an Air of Pfeafure, . and 
advancing to the young Mao, held him feft in his 
Arms, and embraced him* without being able to 
TpeaJc a Word:; £o much was be tranfpoffted with 
:Joy l When he was recover’d from the JEx tafy be 
found himfelf in by this Adventure, he feid to the 
:Son d| tJ AbAelazl *, O young Man, Lift up your Eyes, 
and behold your happy Gueft! ’Twas me you re¬ 
ceived fo well, and to whom you made fuch Pré- 
-fonts as no King can equal. At ttefe Words, Akndr 
xafern ,, who was no lefc aftanifhed than the Calif, 
.on whom, out t of a profound Reipeft, he had not 
dar’d to caft an Eye, look’d on him, and know¬ 
ing him to he the fame Perfon, cry’d out, O mf 
Sovereign Matter I King of the World! is it you- 
that came to fee your Save ? In faying this, he Ml 
upon his Face at the Emperor’s Feet, who rais’d him 
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•up,’ and tnafle him fit down with him on the Soft, 
How is it poffible, foid the Prince to him, that you 
fiioidd be yet alive? Them Aboulcafm related the 
Cruelties erf jlbotdfatahj 'arid by what Accident He 
wasdeEver’d from the Fury of the Vifter, Haronn 
heard him very attentively, and then faid tb him, 
I am ihe Caufe of your laft Misfortunes : Being 
come tb Bagdad , I began to make you my Returns 
of Gratitude for your P relents : I font a Courier to 
the King of Bafra ; I let him know my Iiïtentidn 
was, that he fhould fefign the Crown to you ; ili¬ 
ft ead <of executing my Orders, he refolv'd to tafte 
away your Life ; for you cannot doubt but that 
Ahmlfatab would have murder'd you, but that the 
Hofserhe had that Tortures would foen have oblig'd 
yea to difcover your Tireafure, Was the foie Caufe 
that made him defer your Death : But you fliall 
be reveng'd $ Giafar is gone with a great many 
Troops t» Bafra i Ï have given him (Orders to feite 
yôur two Ferfecotors and bring them to me ; mean 
while do you remain in my Palace, and you {hall 
be attend^ by my Officers as myfelf. 

In ikying thefe Words, he took the young Man 
by the Hand, and led him into a Garden full of 
moft curious Flowers, where he few lèverai Bafons 
of Marble, Porphyry and Jafper,. that were made 
wfe of as fo many Store-Pools for a vaft Number bf 
the fineft Fiôi; in the Middle of the Garden ap¬ 
pear'd a Dome built upon twelve Columns of black 
Marble that were high, whofe In fide was of Wçod 
of Sanded and Aloes ; die Intervals of the Columns 
were ifaut by a double Lattice of Gold, which 
formed an Aviary fall of Thoufands of fingirtg 
Bffdfe, as Nightingales, \Vood-Lafks, and the like, 
which made a moft harmonious Opnfort. The 
Baths of Hamm A*rafchid were under the Dome; 
the Prince and his Gueft bath'd themfelves, after 
which fevcrd Officers rubb’d and dry’d them with 
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the fineft Sort of Linen, which had never been * 
sufed before: They cloath’d Aboulcafem with rich 
Garments ; then the Calif brought him into a Room 
where he made him eat with him; the Table was 
ferv’d with Broths made of the Gravy of Mutton, 
and with all Sorts, of white Flefli; the Defert was 
compos’d of Pomegranates of the Growth of Jtmlas 
and of ZiW, of Apples of Exblat , of Grapes of 
• Jlfelah and of Sevife 9 and of Pears of Ifpahan : Af¬ 
ter they had eaten of thefe Viands and Fruits, and 
drank of the beft of Wines, the Emperor conducted 
him into the,Apartment of Zobeide the Queen. The 
Princefe appear’d upon a Throne of Gold, in the 
Midft of her Slaves, who were (landing, and divi¬ 
ded into two Files, fome having Kettle-Drums, fome 
.foft Flutes, and others Harps ; they were not then 
playing on their Inftruments, but were hearkning 
with Attention to a Slave , more beautiful than the 
;reft, who fung a Song, the Senfe of which was 
. much to this Purpofe : That we ftjould never love 
lut once , and that we Jhould love a $ long as wè live ; 
and while (he fung, the Damfel, that Aboulcafem 
had given the Calif, plaid on her Lute of Aloes, 
Jyory, Sanders, and Ebony. 

As (bon as Zobeide faw the Emperor and the Son 
of Abdelazlzy (he defeended from her Throne to re¬ 
ceive them. Madam, fays Haroun to her, you will 
be pleas’d that I prefent to you mv Hoft of Bafra . 
The young Man proftrated nimfelt immediately be¬ 
fore the Princefs with his Face to the Ground : 
While he was in that Pofture, he heard a Noife 
among the Slaves ; for (he that fung having caft 
her Eyes on Aboulcafem , gave a great Shriek and 
faintea away. The Emperor and Zobeide turn’d pre- 
fcntly on that Side where the Slave was ; and the 
Son of Abdelaziz riling up, caft his Eyes likewife 
upon her, and immediately fell into a Swoon; a 
deadly Palenefs fpread over his Face, and he was 
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taken Tor dead. The Calif, ready to affift him, 
took him in his Arms, and by Degrees he reco¬ 
ver’d of his Fainting Fit : When Aboulcafem was 
come to himfelf, he laid .to the Prince, Commander 
of the Faithful, you know the Adventure that befel 
mé at Cairo ; this Slave you fee is the Perfon that 
was thrown into the Nile with me, it is Dardafiid. 
Is it poffible, cries the Emperor ? Heaven be eter¬ 
nally prais’d for fo wonderful an Event. 

During this Time, the Slave, by the Affiftance of 
her Fellow-Slaves, regain’d likewiie the Ufe of her 
Senfes ; Ihe would have proftrated herfelf at the Feet 
of the Calif^ who hinder’d her, and alk’d her by 
what Miracle ihe was ftill alive, after having been 
thrown into the Nile ? Commander of the Faithful, 
feys Aie, I fell into a Filher’s Nets, who by good 
Fortune drew them out that Moment ; he was 
much furpriz’d to have met with fuch a Draught, 
and perceiving that I yet breath’d, he carried me in¬ 
to his Houle, where by his Care being brought %o 
Life, I told him my deplorable Story : He was {but¬ 
tled at it, and fear’d that the Sultan of Egypt would 
come to be inform’d that he had lav’d me j and ap¬ 
prehending he flioùld lofe his Life by preferving me, 
he haften’d to fell me to a Slave-Merchant who 
went to Bagdad : That Merchant brought me to 
this City, and prefentfcd me a little while after to 
tht Princefs Zabeide who bought me. 

As the Slave fpoke, the Calif , look’d upon her 
confiderately, and found her to be a moft exquiftte 
Beauty : Aboulcafem ,, cry’d her, as foon.as Ihe had left 
off fpeaking, I am no longer fiirpriz ? d at- all that 
you have preferved your Heart entire, thus long for 
lo fair a Perfon. I return Thanks to Heaven for 
having brought her hither, and for giving mé fuch 
an Opportunity of acquitting myfelf to you: Dar? 
iattia is no more a Slave, Ihe is free : Tjbelieve, Ma¬ 
dam, added he* turning hînitëlf towards 'Zbbeidê^ 
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that you will not in the leaft oppofe her Liberty: 
Ne, Sir, anfiver’d the Princefs, I grant it with Joy, 
and wilh that theft two Loyers may tafte the Sweets 
©f a long and perfett Union, after the Misfortunes 
that have divided them. 

T%*t is not aH, replied Haroun. I will have their 
Marriage confummated in my Palace, and will 
make for three Days public k Rejoicings in Bagdad: 
I cannot treat my Hoft of Bafra too honourably* 
Ah l Sir, laid Aboukafem, throwing himfelf at the 
Emperor’s Feet, you are above other Men, not only 
in Rank, you are ftitl moit above them in yottr Ge- 
nerofity ; give me Leave to difcover my Treasure to 
you, and give you the prefent Pofleflion of it: No* 
no, replies the Calif, enjoy your Trcafure in Peace,, 
I renounce all Right thereto,, may you live long to 
enjoy it. Zsbeid* defired the Son of Abdelazix and 
Dardania to relate their Adventures, and fhe caus’d 
them to be writ in Letters of Gold, After that the 
«Emperor gave Orders for their Marriage, which was 
celebrated with, a great deal of Pomp : The publick 
Rejoicings that followed, lifted till the Vifier Giafar 
return’d with his Troops, who brought Abiulfatab 
faft bound in Chains * as for the King of Bafra , he 
was dead with Grief, for not having been able to 
recover Abwkafem . 

As foen as Giafar had given an Account "of his 
Commiffion to his Mafter, they raised a Scaffold •'‘be¬ 
fore thç Palace, and made the wicked Aboulfatah get 
upon it ; all the People underftanding the Cruelty of 
the Vifier, inftfead of being touch’d with his Misfor¬ 
tunes, wkneflM their Impatience to fee him fufferv 
Thie Executioner waited with his Sabre in his Hand 
to take off the Head of the Offender, when the Sons 
- of Abdelaw proft rating- himfelf before the Calif, 
fahL to hijn> Commander of Believers* I beg you, 
-would fparetho Life of Abmlfatah \ let him live and! 
be Witnefe of my good Fortune \ let him behoW the 
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-great Gôodnds you have for me, and hô will be fitft’ 
ficiendy punch'd. O too generous Aboulcafem , cries 
the Emperor, how well you ddferv* to govern* how 
happy wiH the People of Bafr* be in fuch a King! 
Sir, fkid the young Man, I have ftill one Favour 
snore to afk of you ; give to Prince Aty die Throne 
you have defign’d for me, that he may reign wkfi 
the Lady whofe Generofity hai freed me from the 
.Rage ot her Father ; two fuch Lovers are worthy of 
that Honour ; as for my Part, being, as I am, thus 
favour’d and prote&ed by the Commander of the 
Faithful, I Want ho Crown v I *ni above the Royal 
Dignity. 

The Calif, to reward Prince Aly for the Service 
-done to the Soil of Abdclaxt*, fent him a PatAit, 
conftituting him King of Bafra } but finding AboUl- 
fatab too culpable to grant him his Liberty as wdl 
as his Life, he order’d that the Vifier fhouid bé con¬ 
fin’d to a dark Tower the Remainder of his Dâya. 
When the Pedple of Bttgdcd knew it was the injur’d 
Aboulcafem that had bfcg’d the Life of the Offender, 
they return’d him a thoufand Praifes ; and in a little 
Time afterwards he departed for Bafra with his dear 
Dardauia\ both of them being convoy’d by the Ca¬ 
lifs Guardi, and attejtded by a great Number of 
Officers. 

Here Sutlumem* finifh’d the Story of Aboulcafetn 
Bafry. AU the Women of the Princefs of Cafcb- 
mire gave her great Applaufc, fame prailing the Mag¬ 
nificence and Generofity of this young Man of 
Bafra^ others pretending that the Calif Hamm Ar - 
‘ rajebid was not lefs generous than him : Others a- 
. gain, infifting on Aboulcafem % Conffancy, and that 
.he was a Very faithful Lover. Then Farrukhttar 
fpofee, and faid, I am hot of youf Opinion, fbr it 
wanted but'lktk that Balki's had not made him for¬ 
get Datiama : A Lover, even if Death hâd taken 
away his Miftrcfs, always preferve* fuch amender Re- 
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g**d for her, as incapacitates him from entertaining 
any new Paffion ; but Men can hardly boaft of to 
firm a Conftancy. Pardon me. Madam, (aid Sutke- 
tmme $ there are fome whofc Fidelity has remain’d 
inviolable , and I am fure you will be convinced of 
this Truth* if you will hearken to the Story of King 
Ruzvmfcbad, and the Princefs Cbeberiftany: Go on, 
replies Farrukhnar y I will give you Leave to relate* 
it i then prefentiy the Nurfe hegan after this Manner* 


The Story of King Ruzvanfchad and the Princefr 
Cheheriftany, 

A Young King of China call’d Ruzvanfchad being 
one Day a hunting, met with a white Hind: 
with black and blue Spots, which had Rings of 
Gold on her Feet, and upon her Back a Houfs of 
yellow Sattin, rais’d with Embroidery of Silver* 

At Sight of fo fair a Quarry, the Prince inflamed 
with the Defire of making himfelf Mailer thereof,, 
rid full Speed upon her 5 but the Hind evaded his. 
Purfuit, and fled with that Swiftnefs, that in a little 
Time he faw not fo much as the Dull that (he 
rais’d as (he fled away. He fcarce hop’d* to come* 
up with her again : However he perceiv’d her the 
fécond Time by a Fountain, where lying down on: 
the green Turf, (he feem’d to reft herfclf, in order 
to recover her Breath, which (he had almoft loft 
in her Flight from the Chafer. He fpur’d his Horfc,, 
and rode again full Speed to take her, but all in. 
vain; for the Hind feeing him approach^ rofe up 
lightly, and made two or three Bounds, and (kipt 
into the Water, where diving (he was feen no more. 

The King of China alighted haftily from his l 
Horfc; he gaz’d, fretted, and ran around the Foun¬ 
tain; he ftirr’d the Water, and fearch’d for his 
Game, without bring able to find any Tracks there- 
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. of; he was then much aftonifti’d at this Adven¬ 
ture ; his Vifier and the reft of his Followers were 
not leis furpriz’d. The King after making many 
Reflections upon it, faid, he could not be perfuaded 
that this Hind was really a wild Beaft, but rather 
fbme Nymph, who under that Form, took Pkafurc 
to mock and delude her Chafers. The Courtiers 
were all of the fame Opinion. Mean while Rux~ 
wanfchad watch’d inceflantly the Spring, and figh’d 
every now and then without knowing why. I re- 
folve, fays he to his Vifier, to fpend this Night 
here - x I will, for Curiofity Sake, obferve this Nymph*; 
I have a ftrong Fancy to myfelf that (he will rife 
from the Water again : After having taken this Re- 
fblution, he fent away all his Retinue but the Vi- 
lier. They both fat down upon the Grafs, and 
continued to talk of the white Hind till Night* 
Then the King wearied with Hunting, was willing 
to take a little Reft. Muezin, faid,he to his Vifier, 
I cannot keep from fleeping: Wake you while I 
fleep : Let your Eyes be always fix’d upon the Foun¬ 
tain, and if you lee any Thing appear, fail not to 
wake me. Muezin , tho’ fatigu’d himfelf, wak’d 
fome Time in Obedience to the King, but at laft 
finding himfelf ctoowfy, in Spight of his Zeal for 
his Matter’s Service, he fell afleep. 

They had not been long afleep ere they were 
both awak’d by the Noife of à charming Synr- 
phony, that they heard at a little Diftance from 
them : And, to compleat their Amazement, they 
perceiv’d a magnificent Palafe very full of Lights, 
and which the Hands of Men could never have 
raifed. Murnn , fays the King very low, What 
means all this? What Concert ftrikes our Ears? 
JfcVhat Palace is this before dur Eyes? Sir, anfwers 
the Vifier, all this without Doubt is unnatural : It 
is an Inchantment. Good Heavens! Would We 
had not tarry’d by thi$ Fountains This Palace, is 
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perhaps â'Snare^ which fome Magician hath laid 
for your Majefty : Whatever it be, replies the Prince, 
4 o not think Fear (hall ftop me, let us march tor 
wards the Palace, added he, rifing up, and let us 
fee what Sort of People inhabit there. Cçafe to 
jeeprefent any .Misfortunes to me, for the more you 
(how of Dangers, the more you excite me to ex- 
pofe myfelf to them. The Vifier feeing his Matter 
determined to try the Adventure, durft no longer 
eppofe his Defigns : They both marché towards 
thé Palace, they came to the Gate, they found it 
open, and enter’d into a Room pav’d with Tiles 
of China y furnifti’d with Sofas and Tapeftry of Gold 
brocaded, and perfumed with the moft agreeable 
Scents. They crofs’d this Room wherein they faw 
no Body, ana pafe’d into another, where there (at 
.upon a Throne of Gold, a young Lady all covered 
over with Jewels, and whole extream Beauty fur- 
priz’d them : She feem’d hearkning with much At¬ 
tention to fifty or fixty Damfels, fome whereof 
fung, and others play’d upon the Lute. They were 
all clothed in Taffeta of a Rofe Colour fet with 
Pearl* and waited about the Throne. Ruzvanfchad 
could not give Attention to the fine Voices pr Mu- 
Tick; the Lady oh the Throne took up all his 
Thoughts. 

When the Damfels perceiv’d the Prirtce, they gave 
over finging: He made a reverend Bow, and be¬ 
ing advanc’d into the Middle of the Room, ad- 
drefs’d himfelf thus to the Lady, with whom he 
, found himfelf already in Love : O charming Queen 
of Hearts ! faid he, whofe firtt Interview alone has 
engaged to your Service the Sovereign Lord of 
China y do me the Favour to tell me the Name 
of that wonderful Nymph, whofe Sight produces 
thefe powerful Effeâs. The Lady fmil’d at thefe 
Words, and anfwer’d, l am a Hind that can chain¬ 
edip Lions. I am that Prey which you puifuedto 
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Day, and leapt into the Fountain : Bat, Madam, 
replies the Prince, What am I to think of thefe 
Metamorphofes ? My Love begins to be ftaialad : 
How (hall I he affured but that this very Moment 
you (how me nothing but faHe Appearances i No, 
fxp the Lady, I appear unto you juft as 1 am na¬ 
turally. It 1$ true, I change Forms as often as I 
pleafe; I can become vifible or invifibk to Men, 
as I think fit ; but all this is done without Enchant¬ 
ment, aud the Power of transforming myfelf as I 
will, is an Advantage which I receiv’d from Hea¬ 
ven at my Birth. 

At theie Words, the Lady defcended from her 
Throne, came near to the King, took him by the 
Hand, and led him into a Chamber, where there 
was a Table cover’d with delicate Provifions. She 
oblig'd him to fit, and placed herfelf betwixt him 
and Muexin^ who believing that all that he had feen 
foreboded nothing good to his Matter, waited for 
fome difmal Iflue. As for the young King, he was 
charm'd with the Lady ; no Refleftion could difturb 
the Pleafure he took in looking on her. He would 
have fervid her, but fhe (aid to him, do you two 
cat ; as for us, the Odour of Perfumes, or that of 
Viâuals, is fufficiènt for our Nourifhment. 

As foon as. the Prince and his Vifier had eaten, 
two Damfels prefented to each of them an Agate 
Cup full of Wine, that was of a purple Colour. 
They drank, and the Damfels took Cart to keep 
their Cups always full : They likewHe carried Wine 
to the Lady, but fhe drank not a Drop ; fhe was 
latisfied to fmell of it, aud thé Odour alone had 
the fame Effeft on her, as the Liquor itfelf had 
on Ruxvanfchad * They began to be warm'd. The 
. King laid a thou fa nd paffionate Things to the Lady, 
at which (he began to foften, and fpoke to him 
4 thus.; Prince, the* you are of a Species inferior, to 
- mine* I cannot help loving yon$ and that you may 
3. underftand 
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tmderftand the Value of the Conqueft which y<fa 
have made, I would not have you be longer igno¬ 
rant who I am. There is in tne Sea an Ifle called 
Cbtherijian , it is inhabited by Genii , whofe King is 
called Memutcher'y I am the only Daughter of that 
Prince, and my Name is Cheberiflam. It is three 
Months fince I quitted my Fathers Court, and be¬ 
ing curious of feeing all Sorts of Countries wherein 
the Children of Adam live, I have taken Pleafurt 
in travelling; I had run thro’ the World, and was 
ready to return toCbeheriJlan^ when crofting to Day, 
your Dominions, I faw you a hunting ^ I ftopt to 
look upon you ; my Senfes were difturb’d all at 
once, and 1 had no fooner loft Sight of you, but 
I fell into a deep Mufing; feveral Sighs efcap r d 
me, and I perceived, that in Spight of myfelf, I 
could think of nothing elle but you. Is it poffi- 
ble, faid I to. myfelf, that a Man can caufe all this 
Trouble that affii&s me ? Shall a Son of Adam tri¬ 
umph over all my Pride ? I was alham’d of my 
Weaknefs, and would gladly have gone from you, 
but being detain’d as- it were by a Charm, I had 
no Strength or Power to be gone ; then giving Way 
to the tender Motions which kept me from going, 
I thought of nothing further, but to find out Ways 
to pleafe you. 

I took the Form of a white Hind, and prefented 
myfelf before you to decoy you ; you purfued me, 
And after I had thrown myfelf into the Fountain, 
you cannot imagine what Pleafure I took to fee you 
fatigue yourfelf in ftirring the Water to find me: 
I was glad at your Uneafinefs, and conceived from 
. thence a happy Omen : Attentive to all your Dif- 
coùrfe, I was ravifh’d to underftand you would fpend 
the Night by the Fountain, and while you flept, 
I caus’d this Palace to be built for your Recep¬ 
tion ; The Genii which wait upon me built it in a 
Moment Chehetÿbny was going on with her Dif- 
3 * courfç,. 
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courfe, when a Damfcl enter’d that feemed to be 
much affliâed. The Princefe reading in her Afpeft 
the Misfortune (he was going to tell her* (hriek’d 
aloud. Afterwards (he beat her Face and began to 
weep bitterly. What a Speôacle this was for the 
King of China ! Being much concerned at the Grief 
'fhe appear’d to be in, he was in great Pain tô know 
the Reafon of it, and was going to afk, when the 
Damfel, who laft arrived, advanc’d herfelf forward, 
and faid to the Princefs ; O Queen, you know that 
the Genii, tho’ they live longer than Men, are né- 
verthelefs, like them, fubjeft to Death. You have 
'loft the King your Father, he is departed from this 
unftable Life to that which is eternal. All your 
Peopje expert you, and wait to crown you. Come 
then and receive the Homage of your néw Sub- 
L je&s, and anfwer to the Impatience which they ex- 
prefs, to render you all the Honours due to you; 
the Grand Vifier my Father has fent me to haften 
your Return. 

• Maimona , fays the Princefs to her, ’tis enough, 
and I will be grateful to your Father’s Zeal, and 
that which you (hew me : I will go with you pre- 
fently. Adieu Prince, added (he, turning herfelf to 
Ruvaoanfchady and offering him one of her fair 
Hands, which he kifs’d with Tranfport; ’tis with 
Regret that I leave you, but be affur’d, that we 
lhall meet one of thefe Days : If I find you a con¬ 
fiant and faithful Lover, I will have no other Hus- , 
band but you. She difappeared in fpeaking thefe 
Words ; prefently a thick dark Night fucceedeS the 
Brightnefs of the Tapers with which the Palace was 
illuminated, leaving the King and the Vifier in fuch 
Obfcuritjr, that they could difeern nothing ; and 
they continu’d in that Condition till Day-light, which 
occafion’d a fre(h Surprize ; for inftead of being in a 
Palace, as they fancy’d, they found themfelves in the 
midft of a vaft Plain, without feeing any manner of 
Houllb. Muezirtj 
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. iaid the Prince then, are we ta tab* 

this for a Dream that hath happen’d to us ? JMo, 
Sir, reply’d the Vifier, I rather believe it to be an 
Inchaatment. The Lady whom we have feen, js 
fotne extraordinary Magician, who, to make you 
m Lovu with her, hath taken , the Form of Ibme 
charming Nymph, and all thofe fair Damfels, who 
fung and play’d fo well upon the Lute, are fo many 
Spirits devoted to her Charms. The' them was 
feme Appearance of Truth in what Muezin faid, 
the King was too much in Love to believe ft, and 
would not lofe the good Opinion he had conceiv'd 
of the Lady. He returned to his Palace, rofolved 
to prefcrve always a lively and tender Remem¬ 
brance of her. In (hort, fhr from forgetting her, 
-tho’ be receiv’d not the leaft News of her, and tho’ 
the Viher never ceas’d to combat his Paffion, he 
fell into a profound Melancholy, forfook all his Plea¬ 
sures, and could reli/H nothing' but Hunting in the 
very Place where the white Hind had appear'd* and 
where he hoped fome Time or other to fee her again. 

Mean while his Love corttinued for near a Year, 
without his having the leaâ Reafon to flatter him- 
fclf, that he did not love a chimerical Objeâ. He 
began to fear that all he had fees Was mere I&- 
chantment. This made him Cake a Refolutioa to 
travel, in Hopes that by thus amufing hhnfelf* all 
thofe Ideas might infenfihly wear oftj he left the 
Government of his Kingdom to Muezin^ and in 
Spight of aU that that Minifter could fay 10 hint, 
to divert his Purpofe of taking not One Soul aJorig 
with him, he departed one Night akme, mounted 
cub a good Horfe, whole Trappings were a Saddle 
mad Bridle of Gold, adorn’d with Rubies and Eme¬ 
ralds. This Prince was richly cloth’d, and carried 
with him a large Scymetar, the Scabbard of which 
was fet with Diamonds. Haring crofs’d his own 
Dominions, he arrived on the Frontiers of fbekt, 

and 
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and advatrc’d towards the Capital of that Kingdo*v 
-He had not taken above two Days Journey* ere he 
flopt under a large Tree, the .Leaves of which af- 
ibrded a thick Shade ; fcarce had he lighted from 
his Horfe to repofe a while, when he perceiv’d near 
him, under another Tree, a Lady, who Teem’d to 
be about eighteen Years old ; foe was fitting with 
her Head leaning on one of her Hands ; £he feem’d in 
a Mane of Thought, and he judg’d by her melan¬ 
choly Pofturç, that fome Misfortune had happen’d 
to her. Her Clothes were all wretchedly torn, but, 
amidft her Rags, he could not but obferve that fhe 
was a fine Perlon, and not of common Rank. Ruz- 
vanfchad approached her, and after offering her his 
Alhftance, he afk’d her who fhe was; the Lady 
anfwerçd, I am the Daughter and Wife of a King, 
and yet I am not what fJay, lam a Prmcefs, and 
am not what I am. 

* The King of China could not tell what to think 
of the young Lady ; he believed that fhe bad loft 
her Semes; Madam, reply’d he, recolleâ your Rea- 
fon, and believe me to be a Perfon difpofed to do 
you all the Service that lies in my Power : Sir, 
laid fhe then, I am not furprized that you look 
upon me as one mad ; the Difcourfe yon lave beard 
from me, may appear to you fenfeWs, but you will 
nndoahtadly pardon me, when you ire made ac¬ 
quainted with my Misfortunes ; Twill let you know 
them, to make Trial of your Generofity. 


The Story, of the King of Thebet, and the Pr'tncefs 
of the Naimans. 

I AM, continued fhfc Daughter to the King of 
the Kairmns ; my Father having no other Child 
but me, when he died, all the Grandees and Peo¬ 
ple proclaim'd me Queen ; and knowing 1 was met 

of 
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*f Age to govern, for I was but four Years dH, 
they trufted the Government of the State to 'the 
Vifier Aly-Bin-Haytam, who had married my Nurfe, 
and whofe Capacities they knew. That wife Mi- 
nifter was likewife entrufted with my Education. 
He begpi to teach me. the Art of Governing, sod 
I foon applied myfelf to Bufinefs, when Fortune^ 
that gives and takes away Diadems at her Pleafuie, 
çaft me down from my Throne, into a dreadful 
Abyfs of Mifery. My Father’s Brother, Mouaffm , 
•whom we had a long Time before thought dead, 
and who was faid to be kill’d in a Battle againft 
the Mogul , came unexpectedly into my Dominions. 
Several great Lords, who had formerly been bis 
Friends, efpoufed his Intereft, and feconding die 
Ambition that pufh’d him on to dethrone me, they 
rais’d a Revolt in his Favour. The Vifier Aly ftrove 
in vain to appeafe it, for inftead of extinguifhing 
the Fire which they had lighted, he ferv’d only to 
make it rage the more ; in fhort, all my People be¬ 
ing feduced by the Intrigues of Mouaffac declar’d 
for him. 

The Ufurper was no fooner crown’d, but he 
fought out Ways to fecure my Perfon, and put me 
to Death, to prevent what might follow from the 
Zeal of fome Friends, *who might endeavour to re- 
ftore me. But the Vifier Aly and my Nurfe, his 
'Wife, found out Means to difappoint the Fury of 
the Tyrant. They took me away one Night, and 
we went from Albaftn y and, paffing thro’ By-Roads, 
came at length to Thibet. We went to dwell in the 
Capital of that Kingdom, where the Vifier pafe’d 
for an Indian Painter, and I for his Daughter : He 
had applied himfelf to Painting, and was fo much 
Matter of that Art, that he foon acquir’d a great 
Reputation. And tho’ we had Abundance of Jew¬ 
els, and might have liv’d with Splendor, we liv’d 
as privately as if we had been reduc’d to fubfift tin 

Aly'% 
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Æ>s Pencil. We fear’d the EmifTaries of Mouaffac, 
and therefore endeavoured not to be fufpeâed for 
other Perfons than what we appear’d to be. 

Two Years were now fpent, and I loft infenfi- 
bly all the Ideas of Greatnefs, with which I had 
been educated, and took up Notions conformable to 
my Misfortunes. I began to accuftom myfelf to the 
Obfcurity of a common Life; I feem’d never to 
have been other than a private Man’s Daughter, and 
never thought that I had been once upon the Throne. 
The Tranquillity which I enjoy’d, made me forget 
all that was pafs’d ; fometimes at leaft, if I called to 
Mind the glorious Rank that I had poflèflèd, I re- 

r rded it no otherwife than as a Yoke from which 
was difengaged ; and, freed from the Cares that 
are the infeparable Attendants of fovereign Power, 
I then forgave my Fortune for having taken it away. 
Good Heavens ! had I pafs^d the reft of my Life in 
this obfcure and happy Condition !

Alas! it could not be; all Men muft fulfil 
their Deftiny, and it avails us nothing to complain 
of Difgraces we cannot prevent. The Vifier made 
lèverai Pieces, which were admir’d by the whole 
City of Tbebet . The King had heard fpeak of them, 
and had a Defire to fee them. He came himfelf to 
jffyj who fhew’d him them. This Prince "was well 
pleas’d with the Pictures, and no left with the Pain¬ 
ter’s Converfation. As they were talking together, 
I enter’d into the Chamber where they were, in¬ 
vited by my Curiofity to fee the King. I thought 
I fhould have been look’d upon no otherwife than 
as the Painter’s Daughter, and that he would takd 
no Notice of me 5 but I was deceiv’d, he look’d upon 
jne; he, was ftruck at the firft Sight of me ; I per¬ 
ceived it. He made as if he had not obferv’d me, 
and continued to talk to the Vifier; but with that 
Trouble and Emotion, with fo reftlefs an Air, that 
it was not difficult to judge that I had made fome

Impreffion upon him : And indeed the Prince 
turn’d next Day to Afy 9 and came feveral Days 
gather. Under the Pretext of fearching after Pic¬ 
tures,, he enter’d into all the Rooms, and at laft came 
into that wherein I was. Indeed he faid nothing 
to me, but his difcompos’d Looks difcover’d too mucir 
the Sentiments of his Mind. 

One Day he offer’d to the Vifier an Apartment , 
in his Palace, with a large Penfion, being willing, 
as he faid, to detain in his Country fo famous a 
Painter, and engage him in his Service. Aly guefsM 
without Difficulty, the Motive of this PropofaF; and: 
as he forefaw the Confequences, he faid to me, l 
perceive, my Queen, that the King of Thebet love$ 
you; Love has more Part than the Painter in thfë 
Offers he makes us. We are going to lodge in his 
Palace; he will not fail every Day to entertain you 
with His Paffibn. Call to Mind your Extradidn, 
and have a Care of yielding to the Sighs of the 
Prince a Victory unworthy of yourfelf ; refift count- 
gioufly the prefling Inftances of his Affection. If 
he is fo much in Love as to make you his Queen, 
liften to him ; but if he has other Views, reje<ft his 
Offers, apd he fhall find we know how to deceive 
his Expectations. I promis’d the Vifier exactly to 
purfue his Advice ; I told him not, that I had ob¬ 
serv’d as well as he the King’s Love ; much lefs 
would I reveal to him the Impreffion it had made 
upon me. The Prince was young, fair, and perfeftly 
well fhap’d, and I could not help having the fame 
Sentiments for him that I had infpir’d him withal. 

Neverthelefs, what Thoughts foever I entertained 
of the King of Thebet 9 I was refolv’d to conceal 
them from him, if he had no other Defigns than 
to tempt my Virtue. But the Prince foon fpared 
me the Trouble of concealing my Thoughts. I 
had not been long in the Palace, but he declared 
bis Love ia fuch Terms as I defirid. You charmed 

me. 
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: me, laid he* the firft Moment that I faw you ; f 
have never ceased thinking of you, and I can never, 
live without you. But how violent foe.ver my Paf- 
fion be* do not imagine from thence that I mean ta 
treat you as a Slave. I have the fameKefpeft for 
you that I would have for the Daughter of the King! 
of China , and I fwear upon the Faith of a King to 
place you on the Throne of Tbebet . 

1 thanked the Prince for the Honour he defign’d 
me, and took this Occafion to let him know who 
I was. I related, my Story to him, which, touched, 
him fenfibly. My Princefs, cry’d he, I fee now that 
Heaven has relerved this Honour to me gf reveng¬ 
ing you on your Enemies, lince you have fought for 
Refuge- at- Tbebet. Yes, continued he, the perfidious. 
Mouaffac (hall foon be punifh’d for having ufurp’d 
your Throne. Give me your Confent that we may 
be married to Day, and To-morrow reft aflUred that 
I will fend Embafladors to declare War againft him, 
if he refiifè? tq yield up the Throne which he hath 
ufurped. I gave the King frefll Acknowledgments, 
and affiired him, that if when we two firft faw 
each other, I had made fome Impreffion upon him ; 
I too on my Part had not beheld him without Con¬ 
cern. This Afliirance pleas’d' him; he took one of 
my Hands, he kifs’d it with Tranfport, and fwore 
he would always love me. He married me the fame 
«Day, and our Nuptials were celebrated in the City 
with great Rejoicings. 

The next Day the King, as he had promis’d me, 
named Embafladors to go to the Country of the 
Naimans.

merous Army on foot ; but during the Time the u 
Troops were aflembling, and ready to march againft ^i 
the Naimans , there came Deputies from that Na- i 
tion to affure me of their Obedience, and to let i] 
me underftand that my Uncle Mmaffac was dead, ^ 
after fome Days Sicknefe. Upon this News, the 
King disbanded his Army, and refolved to fend Aly > 
to govern for me in the Country of the Naimans. That b 
Minifter was ready to go, when ah Adventure l- 
which I could never have expected would happen,^ 
hinder’d him* > 

One Night I was fitting upon a Sofa in my Clofet, p 
and reading fome Chapters in the Alcoran ; after ^ 
which I got im and went to find the King, whot 
was gone to Bed. A frightful Phantom prefented | 
itfelf before me on a fudden, and difappeared again, 3 
prefently. I cry’d out fo loud, that I wak’d the 1 
King, who was afleep. He ran readily to my Af- 
fiftance, and afked me the Reafon or my Cries; 

I told him the Caufe,. and taking Courage by his 
Prefence, I was already difpos’d to believe that the 
Phantom which had appear’d to me, proceeded only 
from my Imagination which was warm’d with read¬ 
ing. The Prince heard me very attentively, and 
was fo far from dittipating my Fear, that he faid 
to me, I am more troubled than you, and cannot 
underftand. Madam, how ypu could be at the fame 
Time in my Bed and in this Clofet. Sir, faid I, 

I know not what you mean, do me the favour to 
explain yourfelf. Well, reply’d he, you need only 
go to the Bed, and you will fee the moft amazing 
Thing in the World. In fhort, coming up to the 
very Pillow, I perceived, with the utmoft Surprize 

you 
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you can imagine, a young Lady that perfectly fe- 
femhled me. She bad exa&y my Shape and all my 
Features. O Heaven ! cry’a I at this Sight, what 
Objeâ is this before my Eyes? What unheard-of 
Prodigy ! Ah ! wicked Creature, interrupts the La¬ 
dy, with a Tone of Voice juft like mine, thou muft 
be very impudent to dare to take my Form upon 
thee. What is thy Defign, wicked Enchantrefs ? 
Doft thou believe, that the King my Spoufe, de¬ 
ceived by fuch Appearances, which render him un* 
certain which of us two is his Wife, will baniih me 
from bis Bed, and give thee my Place ? Give over 
fuch Hopes; thy Artifice will be in yam : In Spight 
of thefe Inchantments, my Husband fees well enough 
jthat thou art but a Witch. My dear Lord, added 
ihe, addreffing herfelf to the Prince, feize this per¬ 
fidious Magician, and order her presently to be call 
into a dark Dungeon, and let her To-morrow ex¬ 
piate in the Flames her baft Intentions. 

Tho’ the perfect Refemblance, which was betwixt 
that Lady and me, continu’d the Princefs of the 
Naimans , had aftonUh’d me, yet her infolent Dif- 
courfe ftill furpriz’d me more. Inftead of anfwer- 
ing in the fame Language, I could not refrain from 
weeping, and faid to the King ; Sir, I believ’d I had 
overcome my ill Fortune : I thought, after I had 
join’d my Fate to yours, all my Misfortunes were 
at an End ; but alas! fome Daemon, jealous of my 
Happinefs, is come to croîs it : He hath taken mj 
Form, and would pafs for me; he hath been fuc- 
cefsful ; you know me no more ; you confound mo 
with him: For Pity’s lake look on me; if your 
Wife is ftill dear to you, your Heart ought to diicern 
her amidft the Inchantment that deceives vour Eyes. 

I call Heaven to Witnefs, that I am the Princefs of 
the Naimans. ; ; . , 

The Lady on the Bed interrupted me a fécond 
Time; You are a Liar, faidibe, and an impudent 
' Vox. I. E Woman^ w 
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Woman ; you let us fee what we ought to think of 
y6u ; Traytors, like you, have prefently Recourfe 
to Oaths ; and their Lies,* that are always ready to 
‘ferve their Treachery, fupply them conftantly with 
Tears. Ceafe then, faid the King tous both, this 
Difcourfe, which teaches me not what I would 
-learn; you both embarrafs me fb, that I cannot 
know my Wife 5 one of you is a Magician that 
feeks to feduce me ; but it is not poflible for me 
to diftinguifli which it is ; and I fear left in punifb- 
•ing the Offender, I {hould hurt the Innocent. The 
"King, not being able to difcover me from the Ma- 
: gician, call’d the Chief of his Eunuchs, and com- 
mandéd him to lock us up in feparate Apartments, 
‘Where we paffed the Remainder of the "Night. The 
next Day the PrinCé fent for the Vifier Aly and his 
Wife, and related all that } had happen’d. They 
afk’d to fee us both /together, not doubting, what¬ 
ever the King told them to the contrary, but they 
'{hould ^know whkh was me ; but they found* us both 
'fo like one another, that it * was • no ; fefs impoffibk 
‘for them, ! than For-the King, to di&ern the Fahhood 
“from the Truth. My'Nuiie recoHôdted that I had 
•from'my Birth a Mark on my^Knee : She learcfocd 
«-us, and was much! fürpriz’d when (he faw we had 
both 1 thé ftme Mark on the fame Place. They> were 
'not diftoUMg’d for all this 5 they began* to examine 
us apart ; the Lady ânfwer’d tneirQuèftions as I 
did, fô that they ciould-not tell what to think. It ap¬ 
pear’d, -îlotWithftânding, to my Nurfe, that my An¬ 
swers were more juft, and {he decided for me; but 
they would not depend on her Judgment, and all 
the King’s Vifiers being affembled, judged on the 
contrary, that the Lady which was found in the 
King’s Bed was the-Queen, and the other the Ma¬ 
gician, and concluded that I ought to be burnt. 
The King would not follow fuch cruel Advice, for 
fear he {hould put his Wife to Death, whilft he 

meant 
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meant to revenge her. He was fatiafied to baniSi 
me the Court They took away my Apparel, and 
cloath’d me with Rags; then turn’d me out of the 
City. I came hither, living on fuch Provifions as 
charitable Perfons would give me. This is my Sto¬ 
ry, Sir, added the Princefs of the Naimans , and I 
hope after this I have convinc’d you, that I had 
Reafon to fay. That I am the Daughter and Wife 
of a King) and yet 1 am not what I Jay ; that I am 
a Princefs , and yet 1 am not wbat 1 arm .Here the 
Queen of Thebet having done fpeaking, Rusatuxnfchad 
faid to her, Comfort yourfelf. Madam, your Mis¬ 
fortunes are at an End,* and you need not doubt 
but Fortune will become more favourable ; for, as 
one of our Poets fays very truly, A Thing that has 
attained to the higheft Pitch of its Perfection, is 
arrived to the firft Moment of its Decay ; for the 
extream Point of Adverfity is the vciy next to Pro- 
verity. The tune Poet adds; O Man, do thou 
then expeft to perifli, when thoulhalt be told that 
thou art perfeét ; and prepare thy Heart for Joy, 
whsji thqu feeleft the moft fevere Stroke of Adver¬ 
fity : For thus it is that Heaven * has ordained the 
Life of Man. To convince you of this Truth, I 
will tell you the Story of the Vifier Caverfcha • 


The Story of the Vifier Caverfcha* 

A King .of Myrcania , called Codavende , had a 
Vifier nam’d Caverfcha : That Minifter, a 
Man of fuperior Wit, and of confummate Experi¬ 
ence, went 'one Day to bathe himfelf. When he 
was near the Bathing-Tub, he took his Ring off 
from his Finger, and by Accident let it fall into 
the Tub ; but inftead of finking to the Bottom, it 
fwam on the Top of the Water. Caverfcha , ftruck 
with this Prodigy, order’d prefcntly all his Officers 
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to remove his beft Eflèâs afray from his Houle* 
and to hide them where he appointed, faying, That 
the King his Mafter was ready to feize him. And 
indeed, his Domefticks had not actually carried off 
all his Moveables, when the Captain of the King’s 
Guards came to him with Soldiers, and told him. 
they had Orders to carry him to Prifon. The Vi- 
fier fubmitted, while Part of the Soldiers flay’d be¬ 
hind, to feize on all that was left in the Houfe. 
This unhappy Minifler, whom Codavende treated 
thus upon falfe Reports, remain’d lèverai Years in 
Irons, without having the .Liberty to (èe his Friends. 
They den/d him all Sorts of Comfort, and every 
Day the King gave out feme new Order to in- 
creafe the Rigour of his Confinement. 

He had a Defire for a great while to eat of a 
certain Difh called Rommanafchy , the chief Ingre¬ 
dient of which are the Seeds of Pomegranates. He 
alk’d for it perpetually, and they had the Cruelty 
to refufe it him, which contributed to his Morti¬ 
fication. Neverthelefs the Gaoler, out of Compaf- 
fion, carried feme, and prefented it to him in a 
China Bafon. The Vifier, ravifh’d to fee at laft 
that which he had fe ardently defired, was dilpofing 
himfelf to enjoy the S&isfaâjon of eating it, when 
two great Rats that were fighting, came on a fud- 
den to the Rommanafchy , which he had fet upon 
the Floor for a Moment, fell therein, and defiled 
it, infomuch that Caverfcha would not eat thereof ; 
but he feiit for his Domefticks, and faid # Go carry 
back my Riches into my Houfe again, from whence 

a brought them 5 for, faid he, the King my 
er will take me out of Prifon, and reftore me’ 
to my former Poll ; which prefently happen’d.- 
Codavende gave him his Liberty the feme Day, and 
ordering him to be brought before him, feid, I hane 
difeover’d your Innocence ; I have caufed your Ene¬ 
mies go bé llrangled \ l once more repofe my Trnft 
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in yoti, and reftore you to the Rank again, which; 
you enjoy’d formerly. 

When Caverfchc? s Friends heard what had paf- 
fed, they alked him how he knew that he was to 
be feized, and how afterwards that he was to be 
fet at Liberty. When I faw, faid the Vifier, that 
my Ring, inftead of finking, refted on the Water, 

I judg’d by that, that my Glory was arrived at its 
utmoft Height ; and that iince my good Fortune 
could increafe no more, it mufl of Courfe, accord-' 
ing to the Order of Heaven, change to Adverfity ; 
which proved true : And when in Prifon I fo long 
had alk’d in vain for Rommanafcby , I knew well 
that my Misfortunes would continue ; and, in fhort, 
when it was brought me, the Rats, that fell therein,; 
let me know I was come to the prefcrib’d Limits * 
of my ill Fortune, and that my extream Grief 
would prefêntly be fucceeded by perfedf Joy. Then 
do not give yourfelf over. Madam, to Defpair, con¬ 
tinu’d the King of China ; perhaps you are upon 
the very Point of Happinefs. Imitate me, give 
yourfelf up to better Hopes. Alas ! I know not 
whether I, like you, am not the Sport of fome Ma¬ 
gician, or whether the Perfon whom I love be not 
fome frightly Daemon. ‘ Ruzvanfchad at the lame 
Time told her his Name, and related to her the ' 
Adventure of the white Hind. He had no fooner 
ended the Relation, than both of them perceived 
a young Man on Horfeback, who took up all their 
Attention : He was almoft naked, and rid full fpeed: 
He paffed fo near them, that the Queen knew 
him, and cry’d out, Heavens! my Husband. But 
he caft not his Eyes on her: He look’d like one 
dtfmay’d ; and tho’ he rid full fpeed, he every now 
and then look’d behind him, as if he fear’d being 
purfu’d. 

The young Queen of Thehet and Ruzvanfchad 
look’d after him, and had not yet loft Sight of 
E j him. 
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him* ere they faw another Horfoman, that fpurr\t 
his Horfe without ceafing. He was richly habited, 
and had in his Hand a naked Sword ftain'd with 
Blood. They perceived plainly that he was in Pur- 
fuit of the former, and that he burned with Ini- 
patience to overtake him : But that which increas'd' 
the Wonder was, that he was fo like the other, 
that the Princefs, looking him in the Face, could 
not help crying out, O Heavens ! fee my Husband. 
He was fo intent upon the Purfuit, that he pafled 
very near the Queen without obferving her. Ma¬ 
dam, faid the King of China , I proteft nothing is 
more furprizing than this.

No, Sir, then, faid Ruzvatychad } inftcad of 
fatiguing the Queen, ftay here with her j I will en¬ 
gage to overtake the King, and bring him hither 
to you. In faying that, he went to his Horfe, moun¬ 
ted with Agility, and rid after the Kirfg of Thebet r 
without answering to the Compliments that the 
Princefs made him on his Generofity. 

After his Departure, the Vifier afk’d the Queen 
who that unknown Youth was, and was not a little 
furpriz’d to underftand that it was the King of 
China . Now fatisfy my Curiofity, faid the Princefs 
tp him, and let me know how the Magiçian was 
difcover’d. Madam, replies that Minifter, the King 
your Husband, being perfuaded that his Council had/ 
rightly diftinguifhed the true Princefs of the Nai- 
mans , from her who by Force of Inchantments had 
taken her î'orm, liv’d with your Rival in perfeâ 
Harmony. He has been with her for fome Days 
in a Caflle nine or ten Leagues from the Capital. 
This Morning we went both of us abroad with 
one Slave to take the Diverfion of Hunting ; and 
being a, little Way off the Caftle, the King on a 
fudden call’d to Mind that he had forgot fome- 
thing of great Importance, that he had to fay to 
the Queen.

Alien him, and was very impatient to underffanJ 
what it might be.

In faying thefe 
Words, he mounted on the Slaveys Horfe, and fol¬ 
lowing the Road his Enemy had taken, has been 
ever fince in Purfuit of him. 

Whilft the Vifier, Aly-Bin-Haytarriy related this to 
the Queen, Ruzvanfchad haften’d towards the King 
of Thebet , and purfu’d him with as much Ardor 
as if he had been his white Hind. As for the 
King of Thebet , excited by his Refentment, he gave 
no Refpite to his Horfe, and, being a better Horfe- 
man than him he purfued, at laft he overtook him, 
and ftriking him on the Shoulder with his Scymi¬ 
ter, he forced him to quit his Stirrops. He inftantly 
alighted from his Horfe to kill his Enemy ; but 
tfte Wretch beggM him to fpare his Life. I give 
it thee, fakl the King to him, upon Condition that 
thou tell me who thou art, and how, and why 
thou haft taken my Form ; in a Word, that thou 
give me a clear Account of every Thing that I 
defire to know. Sir, anfwer’d the Man to him, 
fince your Majefty will give me my Life, I will 
bide nothing from you^ I will tell you the Truth 
of every Thing witn all the Sincerity you require 
of me \ and, to convince you that my real Inten¬ 
tion 
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tion is to fetisfy your Majefty, I mutt begin by re¬ 
taking my natural Form again. In fpeaking thefe 
Words, he only took off a Ring he had on his 
Finger, and the King faw nothing but the Ap-, 
pearance of a frightful old Man. 

The King of Thebet Was fufficiently furpriz’d at 
this Metamorphofis, which ferv’d only to raife the 
Curiofity he was in to know what the old Man 
was about to relate to him. Sir, faid the Wretch, 
you fee what I am naturally ; and, to give you in- 
tire Satisfaction, I will tell you the Hiftory of my 
Life : I am the Son of a Weaver of Damajcus , and 
my Name is MocbeL My Father being very rich, 
and likewife very covetous, and having no Heir 
but me, I found myfelf aftef his Death Matter of 
a very confiderable Eftate for a Man of my Birth. 
But, inftead of following his Example, or of ma¬ 
naging my Fortune a little, I thought of nothing 
but diverting myfelf: I lov’d Women, and devoted 
myfelf particularly to pleafe a young Lady who ■ 
liv’d in my Neighbourhood. She had Beauty, and 
a good deal of Wit ; but her Wit was artificial, nor 
was fhe much efteem’d for it. She was belov'd by 
feveral Men, who flatter’d themfelves each had the 
Preference in her Efteem, becaufe (he treated every 
one with equal RefpeCt when they were alone witn 
her. I was deceived amongft the reft ; and, feduced 
by the Marks of Friendfhip which fhe fhewed me, 

I imagined that my Rivals languifh’d for an un¬ 
grateful Woman, and that I was happier than they. 
This Opinion increas’d my Love, and my Love 
threw me into a vaft Expence. I fent every Day 
fome new Prefent to Dihouaze , for that was her 
Name, and the Prefents I made her were fo con¬ 
fiderable, that in three or four Years I was ruin’d. 
My Rivals, on their Part, out of Emulation one 
to the other, endeavour’d to prcferve by their Pre- 
E 5 v fent? 
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feiits too, the Affe&ion of Dilmuaze ; fo that this 
Lady enrich’d lierfelf by our Ruin. * 

After having fpent all my Effeâs, I expeâed to 
fee myfelf worfe treated than before* arid I had this 
Dread upon me, becaufe I was frill very much ht 
Love ; but Dilnouaze , tho* (he was both a Coquet 
and felf-interefted, faid to me one Day, Mocbet> 
you believe, perhaps, that 1 fhall banifh you from 
me Ihortly, fince you have now nothing left to 
give me. No, my Friend, you are the moft amo¬ 
rous of all my Lovers ; and fince you are the fitft 
undone, I will in .my Turn fhew you that I am 
generous. I defign to divide with thee all that T 
fhall get by thy Riyals, and reftore with Intereft 
that which your Love has made you fquander away* 
In fhort, inftead of letting me want Necéflàries, fhe 
furnifh’d me With Silver and Gold. I appear’d 
richer than ever I had been before. Befides that* 
(he put an in ti re Confidence in me ; fhe Would da 
nothing without confulting me, and we lived to¬ 
gether after this Manner for feveral Years. 

Dilnouaze infenfibly grew old, and the Number 
of her Lovers leffen’d every Day. In fhort, the 
Time came that they all left her. What a Mor¬ 
tification was this to a Woman that lov’d the 
Company of Men fo much ? She was hiconfolable 
to fee herfelf forfaken. Ah! Mocbel , faid fhe then, 
I proteft that Age is infupportable to me. Ac- 
cuftom’d as I have been from my Youth to the 
Courtfhip of young People, I cannot J> e ar their 
Neglefts: I mud either die to free myfelf from 
the mortal Chagrin that devours me, or elfe I muft 
go to the Defert of Pharam, and find out the fage 
Bedra: She is the ableft Magician of Afta the 
Whole Earth is fubjeft to her Inchantments ; the 
fivers, when fhe pleafes, run back to their Foun-. 
tain-Heads ; the Sun, at her Voice, grows pale, or 
iftarts backward from his Courfe y and the Moon 
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Hands ftiU in the Midft of her Career. I have a 
great Defire to go and fee hçr ; I know in what 
Bart of the Defert file lives ; perhaps ihe will give 
me a Secret to make me belov’d by Men, inSpight 
ojf my Age. You do very well, anfwer’d I, and I 
will attend you if you pleafp. She defir’d me : We 
took Provifions with us, and fome Prefents for Be¬ 
dra , and fo purfued the Road that led to the Defert. 

When we were got thither, and had travelled 
two Days, Dilnouaze bid me obferve at a Diftançe 
a Mountain, and told me the Magician lived -there. 
We then advanced to the Foot of the Mountain, 
and there faw a vaft deep Cavern, from whence 
came, with a great Noife, Thoufands of ominpus 
Birds, or rather flying Monfters of divers Shapes, 
which, raifing themfelves to the very Clouds, made 
the Air refound with their ill-boding Cries. We 
now came to the Entry, and faw, by the Light of 
a Steel Lamp, with which all the Cavern was il¬ 
luminated, a little old Woman fitting on a great 
Stone : This was Bedra . This Magician held on 
her Knees a great Book open, in which (he was 
reading before a Furnace of Gold, wherein was a 
Silver Pot, full of bladk Earth, that boil’d without 
a Fire.

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’She fet them down on the Ground, and threw into* 
each a Gold Ring. At the fame Time the open'd 
her Book, and read fome magical Words. As foon 
as flie had done her Conjurations, we faw a Fire 
iffue out of one of the Vials j and a Mack thick 
Smoak out of the other ; which, riling up, and- 
ipreading themfelves thro' the Air, produced on a 
hidden a terrible Thunder ; but this Thunder ceafed 
prefently, and nothing more proceeded from the 
Vials. Then Bedra took up the Rings, and after^ 
having put one on Dilmuaze’s Finger, faid. Go Wo¬ 
man, and give thy Heart up to nothing but Plea- 
fure, thy Wiilhes are accomplilh'd : The Ring which- 
I have given thee, whilft thou weareft it on thy 
Finger, has a Power that will enable thee to take 
what Woman's Form thou pleafeft : Thou haft no-* 
thing to do but only to wifli to refemble fuch or 
fuch a Maiden or Wife* and that very Moment 
thou wilt become fo like her, that none fliall know 
one from the other : And for thee, Mocbel , con¬ 
tinued (he, turning to me, I make thee a Prefent 
of another Ring, which has the Virtue to make 
thy natural Form and Features difappear ; infomuch 
that thou mayft take upon thee what Man's Form 
thou moft delireft. At thefe Words ïhe put the* 
other Ring on my Finger; 

We return’d our Thanks to Bedra for thefe va¬ 
luable Gifts, and took Leave of her. We waited, 
not till our Return to Dawafcus to make Experi¬ 
ment of our Rings, but were refolv'd to try their 
Virtue in the Defert. We only wifhed to refemble 
fome Perfons that we knew, and prefently we be¬ 
came intirely like them. When we were got to 
Dama feus , Dilnouaze^ who was not of a Humour 
to let her Ring lie long ufelefs, took upon her the 
Form of the fineft Ladies in* the City, to. proftl- 
tute herfelf to their Lovers, and to get of them-: 

; greet* Sums of 'Money.. On my Part, to divert 

myfelf.

myfelf, and fometimes to rob, I made ufe of my 
Ring, in appearing now in the Form of one Man,, 
and then in that of another. ^After ljvjpg a con- 
fiderable Time at this Rate in DaytiSms, we took 
a Fancy to travel : We left Egypt, Jbd went from. 
City to City, till we arriv’d, at length in the 
Country of the Naimans , where we underftood that 
a young Princefs, or rather an Infant, was upon 
the Throne, and that, under the Name of Vifier, 
Aly-Bin- Hay tarn govern’d the Country and had all 
the Authority : That this caus’d great Difcontents, 
and that the People much defir’d that Prince Mou- 
affac , Uncle to the young Queen, and Brother to 
the late King, would return into the Country but 
that they believed him to be flain in a Battle a- 
gainft the Mogul, becaufe fince that Time they had 
heard nothing çf him.

King, Iwc all my Commands. | defigned 

to have feizt.4 the young Queen, and make her a 
Sacrifice to my Security, but the Vifier Aly f^v’d 
the Life of that Princefs, hy conveying her out of 
the Kingdom, with great Secrecy and Diligence. 

However, I continu’d peaceably on the Throne, 
and reign’d with an abfolute Power ; I rewarded 
all thofe who had contributed to my Advancement t 
I gave them the firfl Polls in the Kingdom, and 
had I been the real Prince Mouaffac , I fhould not 

f ;rhaps have made a better Ufe of my Authority, 
lived very contentedly with Dilnouaze y who under 
the Form of a fine young Lady, pofléfs’d the Qiui^ 
lity of Queen. I made her pafs for Daughter of 
a King, at whofe Court I pretended to have been 
a Refugee after the Battle, where I had difappear’d, 
and who had given her to me in Marriage as a 
Comfort to me in my Misfortunes. She had a 
ftately Apartment in the Palace, and was ferv’d by 
an infinite Number of fine Slaves, who by their 
different Qualifications, found out Ways to divert 
her. In Ihort, every Day flow’d with Pleafure, till 
we were inform’d, Sir, by your Embaffadors, that 
you had married the Princefs of the Naimans y and 
that you were refolved to make War againft me, 
if I did not furrender .the Crown which I had 
fhatch’d from her. I gave a haughty Anfwer, as

I had 
Recourfe to my Ring, continu’d M$cktl\ I feign'd 
"Sicknefe for fome Days, and afterwards to make the 
People believe that I was dead, I took upon myfelf 
the Form of a Corpfe ; they buried me, and in the 
Night, Dibtouazt came and open’d the Tomb 
Wherein they had laid me. We both went out 
Of Albajin in our natural Shapes and travell’d to 
the City of Thebet , where we were no fboner come, 
but the Deputies of the Naimans arrived to notify 
the Death of Prince Mouaffac^ and to afliire the 
Queen your Spoufe, that they would acknowledge 
her for their lawful Sovereign. Upon this News 
you disbanded your Troops, and refolved to con¬ 
fer the Government of the Naimans on the Vi- 
fier Aly .

This 
Morning, as loon as you were gone out or the Pa¬ 
lace, I, under the Shape of the Chief of your Eu¬ 
nuchs, went into your Apartment, where you had 
left Dilnouaze in Bed j Macbel , faid (he to me, un- 
drefs yourfelf, come to me to Bed in the King’s 
Form, and take his Place 5 I did what lhe defirèd, 
3 ^ air’ 
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arid I wa$ in the Bed with her, when on a fuddeit 
the Door open’d from the Back- Stairs, and you 
came into the Chamber; you were going to kill 
me, but I got away from you. But Heaven, which 
would not let my Crimes remain unpunifhed, de¬ 
livered me up to your Refentment. Yesj Sir, I 
own I deferve Death, and if your Majefty, after 
having heard all the Offences that make up the 
Story of my Days, repent of having given me my 
Life, I am willing you fhould recal your Word, 
and finifh a Wretch, who owns himfelf unworthy 
to live* 


It is true, anfwered the King of Thibet to him, 
that I ought to treat thee as I have done that wick- 
èd Accomplice of thy bafe Aâions ; I ought to free 
the Earth of fuch a Monfter as thou art, but hav¬ 
ing promifed to fpare thy Life, I will keep my 
Prpmife, and will only take away thy Ring, that 
fetal Infiniment of thy Crimes. Thou fhalt be no 
more able to» hurt Mankind, and let old Age be 
thy Punifhment. ' As the King ended thefe Words, 
he faw Ruzvanfchad , who came towards him with 
all Speed, and, judging by his Habit he was no com¬ 
mon Man, looked upon him with Attention* Ruz¬ 
vanfchad being come up to him, difmoünted his 
Horfe, and, after having faluted him, faid. Prince, 
I come to tell you good News: The Queen your 
Spoufe, the Princefs of the Naimans , is ftill alive ; 
with what Indignity foever fhe was driven from the 
City of Thebety in fSpight of all that (he has fuffer’d 
fince that Time, I can allure you fhe is not dead, 
and that if you pleafe, you may fee her this very 
Day. O Heavens ! cry’d the King of Thebety at this 
Difcourfe, can I believe what I hear? Is it poffible 
that the Queen can be ftill alive, after all the Mis¬ 
fortunes fhe hath undergone ? but you, added he,

No, Ma¬ 
dam, replies the King, I think my Error inexcufa- 
ble, and I cannot forgive it to myfelf. What out¬ 
ward RefemblanCe foever there was betwixt you 
and that wicked Woman who took your Form, I 
©light to have known you by your Wit and in¬ 
terior Endowments, which thofe of your Phantom 
were mot equal to, nor could reprefent. 

After they had both abandoned themfelves for 
feme Time, to the Joy they had in feeing each» 
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other again, the Queen aflaed the Prince her Hat¬ 
band, how* he found out that the Lady, whom he 
look’d upon as his Wife, was not fo? I ran up, 
faid the King, the Privy-Stairs into the Queen’s j 
Apartment* and had no fooner open’d the Door, 
but Ifaw a Man lying in my Bed with my Wife; 

I was immediately feized with Rage ; I drew my 
Scymetar, and approach’d to the Bed to facrifice the 
two Lovers to my Revenge, but the Man efcap’d 
and got down the Back-Stairs, before I attempted - 
to follow him ; I refolved to free myfelf from my 
treacherous Spoufe : She was got up, and afk’d me

Prince, faid fhe to me, by 
cutting my Hand off, thou haft broken the Charm 
that deceived thy Eyes; it was by the Power of 
an inchanted Ring, that I took the Queen’s Form 
upon me, and the Man who hath efcap’d, hath 
alfo taken ypur Fôrm by Virtue of another Ring ; 
do not take away my Life, l am miferable enough, 
fince I fee'you are undeceiv’d. , O wicked Woman, 
cry’d I then, flatter not thyfelf with vain Hopes, 
nor think thou canft ever gain upon my Gene¬ 
rality to let thee furvive this Moment : No, no,~ 
thy Crime deferves no Pardon ; hadft thou injur’d 
no Body but me, I could have had Compaffion 
enough to forgive thee, but thou haft interrupted 
the Union in which I liv’d with the Queen ; thou 
art the Caufe of my treating that Princefs fo un- 
defervedly, of my banifhing her from the Palace, 
and that I fhall never fee her again ; for 1 doubt i 
not but, overwhelm'd with Grief and Mifery, fhe 
has already ended her deplorable Fate. At thefe 
Words, added the Ki&g, I lifted up my Scymetar, 
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smd cut off the Head of that vile Mifcreaat : After 
that, without lofing Time* I puriued the Wretch 
that had affumed my Form, and Heaven has not 
permitted him to efcape from my juft Refentment; 

When the King of Tbebet had thus latisfy’d the 
Queen’s Curiofity, he related all that had pafs’d 
Between MocbH and him ; he recited to her at large 
all the Steps that this Wretch and DUmuaxt had 
taken to poflefs themfelves of the Throne of the 
Natmansy and likewife the Manner of their abandon* 
ing it afterwards. The Princefi and the Vilier Aty 
heard the Story with all the Surprize and Attention 
imaginable.

The 
King of China interrupted his Excufe, and the two 
Princes embraced feveral Times ; after which they 
all went to the King of Thebef s Caftle : Ruzuan- 
jehad flay’d there fome Days, where he was mag* 
nificendy treated ; then took his Leave, and return’d 
into his own Country. 


A Continuation of the Story of Ruzvanfchad and the 
Prtncefs Cheheriftany, 

T HE King of China being arriv’d in his Palace, 
delay’d not to relate to his Vifier die won- - 
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derful Adventure of the King and Queen of The* 
bet : Muezin was amaz’d, and took an Occafion 
to reprefent once more to hb Matter, that Chèhe - 
rijiany was in Reality no other than a Magician, 
or rather fuch a Woman as Dibiouaze ; fo that Ruz- 
vanfcbad began to make no Doubt of it. One 
Morning, when all the Courtiers were attembled 
in the Palace, and that, according to Cuftom, they

I durft no longer flatter myfelf with fuch charm¬ 
ing Hopes, I fear’d you had forgot me : No, Prince, 
anfwer’d Chehertftany , Abfence never produces the 
fame Effets in Genii as on Men 3 it can never 
lhake our Conftancy : It has not weaken’d mine, 
reply’d the King of China ? tho’ I am no more than 
Man, I am as confiant as the Genii : Ah my Queen! 
purfu’d he, fighing, how long has it been fince we 
were feparated, and how impatient was I to fee you 
again ! I have no Reafon to complain of you. Sir, 
laid the Princefs 5 and fince your AfFedtion is true, 

I will this Day keep the Promife that I made you$ 
let us go and link our Deftinies. 

The young King of China thank’ ACheheriJiany for 
the Favour, and fwore eternal Love to her. After 
that, all the Grandees of the Kingdom, and the 
People, affembled before the Palace, by the Queen’s 
Order, who faid to them. Ye Gemi, both great 
and fmall, who hear me, as you all are engag’d to 
obey me by an Oath, when after the Death of 
Menoutcher my Father, you crown’d me with So¬ 
vereign Power 1 I declare to you that I am going 
to efpoufe Prince Ruzvanfchad , and I order you to 
regard him as your Matter $ at the fame Time fhe 
fhew’d him to them : All the Genii applauded the 
Queen’s Choice, and tho’ the King of China was 
but a Man, yet fo well they loved their Princefs, 
that they fail’d not to crown him King of Che - 
heriftan . The Ceremony of the Coronation being - 
over, they made great Preparations for the Mar¬ 
riage* 
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nage; but before it was folemniz’d, Cheherifiany 
, laid to Ruzvanfchad , Sir, you muft promife me one 
Thing; I require not this Promife of you hut for 
our common Good ; but it is abfolutely neceflàry 
that you make it, and perform it punctually ; for 
if by Misfortune it happen that you fail, we flball 
both repent it. Well, Madam, by your Favour, 
interrupts the King of China , you keep me too 
long in Sufpence; tell me what it is that I muft 
promife you, I am ready to do what you pleafe. 
That which I require' of you, replies the Queen, 
is a difficult Talk, which I doubt you are not able 
to perform : As I am a Genius, and you a Child 
of Adam> we have different Inclinations ; we aét 
otherwife than Men; we have our own Laws and 
particular Cuftoms; in (hort, we cannot live long 
together, if you will not, with a blind Obedience, 
comply with all I delire. Why, Madam, faid Ru%- 
vanfchady is that the difficult Talk that , you fufpeâ 
me uncapahle of? Have a better Opinion ôf Men, 
or rather of yourfelf ; believe that you ihall always 
have an ablblute Dominion over me, and I will have 
no other Will but what is conformable to yours. 
Well then, replies the Princefe, you. promife me 
that if I do any Thing before you that fhall dif- 
pleafe you, you will not take upon you to blame me 
or find fault. Yes, my Queen, fays he, I will be 
fo far from blaming, or . finding fault with what 
you do, that I will approve all your A étions ; I will 
ftudy all my Life to oblige you with my yielding 
Temper as well as my Love ; and I would not have 
you doubt it, without you defign to give me a mor¬ 
tal Difquietude. *Tis enough, replies Cheherijtany y 
1 am fatisfy’d with the Promife you make me ; 
and whatfoever I do before you, I defire you will 
never fpeak, but keep ftriét Silence : As for the reft, 
I hope you do not think I would require an un¬ 
juft Condefcenfipn ; the Genii never do any Thing 
v im- 
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improperly; if fometimes you fee me do Thing» 
Which appear unreafonable to you, fay thus to your- 
felf, She cannot do this without having a Reafon 
for it. The King of China having promis’d anew, 
that he would never find fault with the Princefs, 
they refolv’d immediately on their Marriage. 

The Queen having feated Ruzvanfchad on a 
Throne of Gold, and fet herfelf down by him, 
all the Grandees rank’d themfelves before them, 
and the Princefs’s Ladies on both Sides of the 
Throne. The Grandees paid . their Homage and 
Refpeét to the King, in Ceremonies peculiar to Créa-, 
turcs of their Kind ; then the People celebrated the 
Marriage with Rejoicings that lafted three Days 
together. The King of Cbina 9 charm’d with his 
good Fortune, minded nothing but pléafing the Prin- 
cefs, and devoted all his Time to Sports and Plea- 
fures, fo that for a Time he loft the Thoughts of 
China. After they had been a Year marry’d, Che - 
berijiany was brought to Bed of a young Prince 'as 
bright as the Day; all the Genii made new Re¬ 
joicings, and the King, rav/fh’d to have a Son of 
that chfcrining Princefs, ceas’d not to give Thanks 
to Heaven: He was. a hunting when-he receiv’d 
this News ; he made hafte to -the Palace to fee the 
Jn&nt, which the Mother held in her Arms before 
a great Fire. Ruzvanfchad took [the little Prince, 
and having kifs’d him with a great deal pf Gentle- 
aiefs, for fear of hurting it, be gave it back to 
the Queen, who threw it into the Fire, and forth¬ 
with, O furprizing- Prodigy ! the Fire and the new¬ 
born Babe vanifh’d away. 

This ftrange Sight was not a little mortifying to 
the Xing ; but what Griefs fbever he felt for the 
Lofs of his Son, he remember’d the Promife which 
he had made the Queen; heftifled his Melancholy, 
kept Silence, and retired into his Clofet, where he 
fell to Weeping, faying, Am I not mofl unhappy f 
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Heaven granted me a Son, and I have feen it thrown 
into the Flames by its own Mother, and it is de- 
ny'd me to condemn $n Adtion fo cruel, O un¬ 
natural Mother ! O Barbarian ! but let me hold my 
Tongue, added he, reproving himfelf, I (hall offend 
the Queen jn (hewing my Affli&ion ; let me force 
my Inclinations, and, inftead of oppofmg an Aâion 
fo horrible, I muft fay and believe in Effed, that 
the Princefs a£ts nôt fo without Reafon. The King 
4 aid nothing to Ch'eherijiany , notwithftanding the 
Defire he had to reproach her for the Lois of his 
Son, In a Year after (he brought forth a Princefe 
yet fairer than the Prince, which they call'd BaUtis \ 
all the Genii of the Ifle celebrated her Birth with 
Feafting for three Days: The King was charm'd 
with the Beauty of his Daughter, and could not be 
weary with looking upon her ; (he made him for¬ 
get the Prince of Chehertjian : But the Joy of this 
unhappy Parent kfted not long ; fome Days after the 
Queen's Delivery, a great white Bitch, with a wide 
.Mouth was feen to enter into the Palace; Chehe- 
'rijiany perceiving her, call'd her, and faid. Here, 
take this little Girl and her Cradle : Prefently the 
Bitch came near to the Cradle, took it in her 
Mouth, and ran away. 

It was difficult to exprefs what Grief the King wag 
in at this Sight ; whatfoever Refpeâ he had fworn 
to pay the Queen, he had much ado to forbear 
faying a thoufand hard and difobliging Things tor < 
her, fo that he was forc'd to retire, for fear his 
Paffion (hould have burft out in Taunts and Re- 
vilings. He then (hut himfelf up in his Clofet, 
where recollecting in his Memory the deplorable 
Condition of his Children; Cheherijlany , faid he, 

Ah Inhuman ! how could you treat thus your own 
Children? Certainly, if the Genii take Pleafure to 
commit fuch A£Hons fo contrary to Nature, they 
feeed not boaft of the Advantages of their Species ; 
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I abhor their Cuftoms and their Laws ; fchofe of Men 
are much more agreeable to Reafon : But the Queen 
tells me, that the Genii do nothing but what is proper, 
and when (he does any Thing oppofite to my Incli¬ 
nation!, I fhould fay at the fame Time (he cannot 
do fo without Reafon ; it is not poflible to give a 
Reafon for fuch Barbarity. Alas ! I now found the 
Depth of the Myftery, and fee plainly the Caufe of 
my Misfortunes. The Laws of the Genii oblige 
them, when they marry with Men, to deftroy the 
Children that are born from that Marriage; fee 
now the Motive of this Conduit which furprizes 
me. O cruel Princefs Î can you think that I can 
be devoted to all that you have a Mind to do? 
No, in fpite of all the Affe&ion I have for you, it 
is impoflible to fubmit to your barbarous Laws. 

Tho’ Ruzvanfchad was fenfibly affli&ed for the 
Lofs of his Children, he had Government enough 
of himfelf not to fay any Thing to the Queen ; 
but his Stay m Cheherijian grew infapportable to 
him, and he refolv’d to return to China . Madam, 
faid he one Day to Cheherijiany , I would gladly fee 
my Kingdom of China again; give me Leave to 
go and vifit my People, who have a long Time 
wifli’d few* my Return: Well, feid the Queen, l 
confent that you give them that Satisfaction ; be- : 
tides, your Prefence is neceflary in your Domini¬ 
ons: I know that the Mogul is raifmg a powerful 
- ê Army againft you ; go and defend your own Empire ; 
what Courage foever your SubjeCts may have, they 
will fight better when you are at their Head ; I will 
be fare to come and fee you. In (peaking thefe 
Words, (he call’d a Genius, and faid to him, carry 
the King immediately to his Palace in China ; at 
the fame Time the Genius obey’d, and Ruzvanfchad, 
foon found himfelf there# 

: As foon as Muezin faw him, he was in a Trans¬ 
port of Joy, and, throwing himfelf upon his Face 
F to 
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to the Earth, (aid to him ; Ah ! Sir, Heaven faa$t 
heard my Prayers, and reftored you to your People : 
I have govern’d your Dominions during your Ab¬ 
sence, and your Subjedb, defpairing of your Re¬ 
turn, rais’d me to the Empire ; but I acknowledge 
you for my Lord and Matter, and beg of you to re- 
afcend the Throve, which your Slave has poffefe’d 
too long. The King related to the Vifier ail that 
diad happened to hjm, and that Minifter was much 
aftoniih’d. Mean while, the Great Mogul march’d 
into China with confiderable, Forces ; he was enter’d 
the Kingdpm, and promis’d hjmfelf nothing lefe 
than ai} entire Çonqueft of it, Upon the- Advice 
he receiv’d of their Marché Ruzvçiychad drew to¬ 
gether all the Troops he could poffibly, and went 
to meet the Energy ; he met thqm in a vaft Plain, 
where th^y wanted fpr nothing ; he encamp’d near 
them, ana prefpntly theje arrived in his Army a- 
byndance of aU Sorts pf Provifipn^ and paytiCMJarty 
BjfkgL Fruit, and a vaft Quanti^- of Wins. and 
other Liquors, whicfe We bçpqght uppn ÇapwJg 
and Mules; and One of B^vQpJkhad’s Vifters con¬ 
duced them to thp Clamp ; .that Mmifler ws$ call’d 
Wefyi A$ he arriv’d in the Plain with his Provisi¬ 
ons, thç Vni&tfï Çheberjftanyi append before him, 
^ttendçd'with %^ral Qemii who nnlpa&d the i,.Ça- 
mel$, broke the Biflqet; to Pieces, and deftroy’d the 
Fruit and other Neceffaries, bpr^dj Holes in the Vef- 
fek of Wine and ot fee r Beverages; fo that there was 
nothing left tb^ wasfit either toea£,or drink. 

Wily was much amaz’d to fee the P/oyifions in 
fuch a Condition : But. the, Princçfe ,feid to t hirntj 
Go anjcJ tejl <thq King ypur that the Oyeea 

his Wijfe . t^mmittod^l thi^Difofdér: He de¬ 
lay’d not, bqt came immediately to Ruzvanfebad's 
lient ; Sir, faid he, behold ypur Army without Pror 
yifions. At thp fame Time he told him what -the 
Queen had done, which put the ; King in Defpain, 

The 
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The Death of his Children appear’d to him more 
excufable than this laft A&ion ; he was thën as a‘ 
Man diftrâéted, When the Princefe appear’d: Madam, 
faid he to her, I can contain no longer, you have 
put an End to my Patience ; you hâve caff my Son 
into the Fire, ana given my Daughter to a Dog 5 and 
what Grief foever thefe Aftions of yours brought 
upon me, I difeover’d not my Refentmeiits to yôu : 
Ï have ftMed my Grief ; but what you have now 
done catinot be ihterpreted otherwife than as an At¬ 
tempt both againft my Life arid Glory 5 it is impot¬ 
able for me riot to complain of you. Ah ungrateful 
Womari ! how you reward my Affeftion ? What is 
ÿOüf Defign ? Do you not fee my Aririy deprived 
Of the Necefliries of Life? What will become of 
it, tell me? Arid What Will become of me? Un- 
doübtedly ' you Would have me fall a Prey to wt 
Enemy,-Without fighting: And can all this be fii£ 
fér>âT 

Sir, anfwerid the Queen, it had been better' for 
you, could' you'have kept your Promife, than td 
bre^k Silence thus to your own Prejudice ; but fince 
ydu‘ have ' fpokën, and that the Evil is incurable» 
there’s an End ori’t ; arid now it is in vain to feek out 
Ways to avert this Misfortune 'which I have dread¬ 
ed, finie it Js already arriv’d. Ah weak and im¬ 
prudent Printel why would you not hold your 
Tongue ? Do you know what Fire that was to 
which I committed your Son ? It was an able and 
prudent Salamander,' to whom I intrufted the Edu¬ 
cation of the young Prince; and the Bitch which 
you faw, was a Fairy, whom I was willing fliould 
nave the Charge of your Daughter, to inftrudt her 
iri all* the Arts requisite for a Princels of the Genii. 
The Salamander and the Fairy have both anfwer’d 
my Defire; they have brought up the Prince and 
his Sifter after an admirable Manner; you fhall be 
Witads of it preferitiy : Who waits there, continued 
F 2 ihe r 
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(he, fpeaking to the Genii that follow’d her? bring 
Hither in a Moment my Son and my Daughter. As 
foon as thefe Words were pronounced, the Prince 
of Cheherijlan and his Sifter Balk is came into Ruz- 
vanfchad's Tent; but no Body faw them but the 
King himfelf, tho’ there were feyeral other Perlons 
there. . 

The King of China , notwithftandlng the ill Si¬ 
tuation of Affairs, was tranfported with Joy when 
he faw the Children ; he embrac’d them both, one 
after the other, with that Pleafure, that a Father 
only is capable of enjoying. Sir, faid Ihe, I will 
inform you prefently why I deftroy’d your Provifi* 
ons. The King of the moguls lies in wait for your 
Life, and intends to reduce to his Obedience the 
Empire of China . To effeâ this with the more Se¬ 
curity, by a confiderable Sum of Money, he hath 
corrupted the Fidelity of your Vifier Wely ; that 
perfidious Minifter, for a hundred thoufand Sequins 
of Gold,, hath undertaken to deftroy your Army 
and yourfelf by Poifon ; you intrufted him witn 
the Care of the Provifions, and he hath put into 
the Bilket and the Wine fuch a Poifon, as will do 
its Work in a Moment; and thus your Officers and 
Soldiers had loft their Lives, if I had not deftroy’d 
the Provifions. Perhaps you will not believe wnat 
I fay, but it is eafy to convince you ; order the Vi¬ 
fier hither, and let him eat a Piece of the Bilket, 
and you will foon fee what happens. } 

The King was concerned at thefe Words ; he 
order’d Wely to be call’d ; and when that Minifter 
was come, the Prince faid, let fome of the Provi- 
fion be brought hither ; then they brought a Box 
of Sweetmeats, which were found îanbrôken, and 
upon which was the Vifier’s Seal : The King made 
them open the Box, and order’d the Traitor to eat 
of the Sweetmeats. Sir, faid “Wely, 1 have no Ap¬ 
petite at prefent, but as foon .as I have I will eat of 
*V than : 
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them : If thou eateft not this Moment, anfwer’d tHfc 
Prince, I will have thy Head cut off. Then the 
Vifier feeing he could not avoid Death, thought it 
better to obey ; he took feme of the Sweetmeats, eat 
them, and inftantly fell down dead before the Com¬ 
pany in the JCing’s Tent. 

f Sir, faid the Queen to Ruzvanfchad , you will no 
longer doubt theTreafon of your Vifier, and you 
muft be undoubtedly perfuaded that the Genii do no¬ 
thing without Reafon ? Yes, Madam, faid the King, 

I am convinced that I have err’d in not exaéfly ob~ 
ferving the Law you impos’d upon me ; but ftill I 
am not without Trouble ; my Army wants Provi- 
fions, and the Famine will do the Work, which the 
Poifon was to have done. No, no, faid the Prin- 
cefs, Provifions jfhall not be wanting ; To-morrow 
you will have more than you want, for this Night 
you fhall attack your Enemies, you (hall cut them 
to Pieces, you (hall become Mafter of their Provifi¬ 
ons, 2nd you (hall return into your Capital a trium¬ 
phant Viétor. What the Queen faid, he found true j 
for in the Dead of Night, this Princefs with all her 
Genii, put themfelves at the Head of the Chinefe , 
and fell on the Moguls , who at firft made a faint Re¬ 
finance, but were totally routed ; the Genii and the 
Chinefe made fo terrible a Slaughter, that the King 
of the Moguls , who commanded himfelf in Perfon, 
hardly efcaped. The next Morning, when the Day 
began tô appear, they faw all the Plain cover’d with 
dead Bodies; and Ruzvanfcbad was the more pleas’d 
with this Viâory, becaufe he loft but few of his 
Men in the Fight. The Army got a rich Booty ; 
all the Moguls Equipage as well as Provifions, which 
were in great Abundance, became a Prey to the 
Vigors. 

Then Chehertjlany faid to the King her Spoufe, 
See, all your Enemies are vanqui(h’d, the War is 
ended, you may return into your Country, and live ^

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jmBeaçe: As for me, I «mft $pt you, theTime 
is come we muft part for ever, you muft fee me no 
more, and I {bail likewife be depriv’d of ever feeing 
you : ’Tis your own fault, my dear Prince, why 
would you not keep the Promife which you made 
me ? Ah juft Heaven ! cry’d the King at this Dif- 
courfe, what is this I hear? In the Name of God, 
Madam, quit this fatal Refolution 5 I am forry for 
breaking my Promife, vouchfafe to pardon me, I 
proteft that henceforth you fhall have no Caufe to 
complain of me ; whatever you do for the future^ 
I fwear to you, I will never difapprove it, either in 
Word or Thought. This Oath is fuperfluous, find 
the Princefs, our Laws have banifli’d me from you, 
;and the Laws of the Genii cannot be infring’d : Do 
not attempt to ftop me, for alas I if it depended 
upon me, I could eaftly forgive you, but it is not in 
my Power, for Deftiny is inexorable. Adieu, Prince, 
added (he, you have loft your Children and their 
Mother ; you will wifh in vain to fee them again, 
they muft never more appear before your Eyes. In 
faying that, fhe difappear’d with the Prince of Cbe v 
heriftetn and the Princefs Bolkis . 

What lively Sorrow touch’d the Heart of the 
King of China at the Lofs of thefe dear Objeéfa, 
is not poflible to be exprefs’d : If he had loft the Bat¬ 
tle, and fallen into the Hands of the he had 

not been fo much afiiiâed : He tore his Hair, dif* 
figur’d hi$ Face, threw himfelf upon the Ground, 
and perform’^ all the Actions of a Madman ; then 
march’d his A^my to his Capital, where being ar*- 
rived, he faid to Mmztn : Vifier, L leave the Care 
of all my Affairs to you, govern my Empire, and 
do whatever you think proper ; as for myfelf* I will 
pafs the reft of my Life in lamenting my Wife afcd 
Children, which I have loft by my ow*i> Folly ; I 
will fep no Bpdy but yourfelf, and then too 1 wiH 
not allow you the Liberty fo fpe^k to we* but on 
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. this Condition, not to trouble me with any Bufincfs 
relating to my Kingdom : You (hall mention no* 
thing but Cherxrijlaty and my Children ; all the Bu- 
finefs of my Life {hall be employ’d on this melan¬ 
choly Subject. 

Ruzvanfchad (hut himfelf up in his own Apart¬ 
ment, wherein no Perfori was permitted to enter but 
Muettn : That Minifter went to fee him every Day, 
and fail’d not to pleafe the Prince, by flattering him 
in his Affii&ion, and feeding him with Hopes that 
Time would wear it away, but on the contrary it cn- 
creas’d every Day j fo that at laft the King fell into 
a profound Melancholy, and continued fo almoft 
ten Years. In (hort, giving Way to his Grief, he 
fell fick, and Was near Death, when the Queen ap¬ 
pear’d fuddenly in his Chamber, and (poke to him 
thus : Prince, I am comë to end your Sorrow, and 
reftore you to Life, which you have already almoft 
loft. Our Laws, to punifh your Perjury, compelPd 
me to leave you for ten Years, and never to return, 
unlefs that during the whole Term of my Separation 
you continued faithful ; and therefore when I parted 
with you, I believed it was never to fee you more. 
The Sons of Adam* laid I, are not capable of lb 
long a Conftancy, he will foon blot me out of his 
Memory ; but Thanks to Heaven I am deceiv’d, and 
I fee that Men can love conftantly : I am therefore 
come again. Prince, added (he, and to compleat 
your Joy, have alfo brought your Children with me. 
Thefe Words were no fooner (poke, but thé Prince 
of Cheheriftan anti the PrinceÉ Splits enter’d tjic 
Room, and Ihew’d themfelyes before RuzyanfcbaiL 
who was charm’d with feeing them. He being both 
a, tender Father and a faithful Hufband, was aiteôed 
with all thé fpft Emotions that Parentage and Love 
cou'd infoire him with. His Health was restored in 
a little Time» and thefe four Perfons lived happily 
together a great many Years, tiU the Death or the 
* F| King - 
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King and Queen, when the Prince of Chehtrijlan 
took Poflefiion of the Empire of China y and the 
Princefs Balk is reign'd in the Ifle of Cheberijlan> till 
{he came to marry the great Prophet Salomon. 

When Farrukhnaz 9 s Nurfe had ended the Relation 
of this Story, the Princefs’s Women, who loved the 
Adventures of the Genii, and Inchantments, com¬ 
mended this above that of Aboulcafem\ but all the 
ethers were of a contrary Opinon, and allowed that * 
the Story of the young Man of Bafra was the more 
moving. For me, fays Farrakhnaz , I muft blame 
the King of China for not keeping his Promife which 
lie made to Cheherijlany , fince {he had told him that 
the Genii did nothing without Reafon ; this proves 
that Men will not be bound by their Word. Ma¬ 
dam, replies Sutlumeme, there are thofe who keep 
their Word at the Hazard of their Lives, as I will 
(hew you, by the Story of Couloufe and the fair 2 ?/- 
lara , if you will give me Leave to tell it. I am 
content, replied the Princefs, efpecially fince I find 
all my Women are well pleafed to hear you/ Then 
the Nurfe began thus: 


The Story of Couloufe and the fair Dilara. 

T HERE liv'd at Damafcus an old Merchant 
call’d Abdallah , who pafs’d for the richeft of 
his Brethren. He had been in all Parts of tfie 
World, and expos’d himfelf to a thoufand Dangers 
in order to be rich, and after all was uneafy that 
fie had no Children; he fpar'd nothing to obtain 
t>ne ; he fet open his Gates to the Poor, and gave 
his Charity daily to the Priefts called Dervifes, that 
they might pray to God to grant him a Son ; he 
founded likewife Hofpitals and Convents, and built 
Mofques, but all in vain; Abdallah could not be¬ 
come a Father, and he was out of ill Hopes of be- 
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ing fo. One Day he fent for an Indian Phyfician, 
who was much renown’d for his Capacities ; he in¬ 
vited him to his Table^ and after treating him hand- 
fomely, he faid to him ; Doctor, it is a long Time 
fince I have paflionately defired a Son. Sir, an- 
fwer’d tlie Indian , that is a Blefling which depends 
on God. However, it is allow’d that Men may 
feek for Afliftance. Order me, what you think 
proper for that, replies Abdallah , and I promife you 
I will do it. Firlt of all, favs the Phyfician, buy 
a young Slave that is tall and lirait as a Cyprefe ; let 
her have an agreeable Face, plump Cheeks and round 
Buttocks. Secondly, let the Tone of her Voice be 
(oft; let her have a finding Countenance, and "let 
her Convention be pleafant : Befides, I would have 
it fo, that you both love each other. Before you fee 
this Slave, keep yourfelf chafte for forty Days j let 
your Thoughts be taken up with no Buiinefs ; du¬ 
ring that Time, eat nothing but the Flelh of black 
Sheep, and drink nothing. 4 but old Wine. If you 
will exaâly obferve thefe Things, you need not de- 
fpair of having a Son. 

Abdallah delay’d not to buy a handfome Slave, 
and by her had really a Son by following the Advice 
which the Phyfician prefcrib’d him. To.celebratc the 
Child’s Birth, who was call’d Cbuloufe , Abdallah in¬ 
vited all his Friends, made them a Feaft, and gave 
Alms, as a Return of Thanks to Heaven, for hav¬ 
ing accomplifli’d his Defires. They brought up-Cw- 
hufej and as he grew in Years, he receiv’d new In- 
ftruâions. He had feveral Matters to teach him, as 
they found him difpofed to learn : One taught him 
Hebrew , another Greeks Turkey , Perjian , Indian y &c. 
and to* write the Chara&ers of all thole Languages. 
They were not content to teach him the Alcoran , 
but he mutt underftand the Commentaries too, and 
be Matter of. all the myttick Senfe of it. He was 
iaûru&ed in every Point that had relation to Predef- 
F 5 tination, 
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iinatlon. He knew likewife what was meântby the 
Aboihher and the Abolifhed, and- could diftinguifll 
between the Points of Ambiguity aBd Certainty ; and 
he was not ignorant of the Hiftofy of die Arabian 
Tribes, that of Perjta^ and the Annals of their 
Kings; betides, he underftood Morality, Philofophy, 
Fhyfick and Aftronomy ; he was not above eighteen 
Years old, when he knew all thefe Things as well as 
others; he was a good Poet and Mufician; he was 
over and above perfect in all the Éxercifes of the 
Body, No Perfon drew' a Bow better, or handled a 
Sabre and a Launce with more Addrefs and Vigour ; 
in fliort, he was a young Gentleman of an accom- 
plifh’d Merit. . 

What a Satisfaction was it for a Father to have 
fiich a Son ! Abdallah\ov’à him more than his Life, 
and could not live a Minute without him. Never- 
thelefs, Death, who loves to fliow his Spight to the 
Fortunate, was almoft ready to take away the oM 
Merchant, who, perceiving LisBndcfaew nigh, made 
Couloufe fit down on his Bed-tide, and fpent his 
laft Breath in giving him good Counfél. After his 
Death and Funeral, the Son took PofTeffion of all 
his Ettate ; but the young Man* was no fooner 
Matter of it, but he began to fpend it. He built 
himfelf a Palace, bought fine Slaves, and chofe 
fevera! young Fellows to be the Companions of 
his Debauchery, with whom he fpent his Time 
and his Money ; there was nothing in his Houfe 
but Tending and Dancing, and Concerts of Mu- 
fick. He liv’d at this Rate for fome Years, as if 
the Source of his Pleaftrres had been inexhauftible ; 
at length he coofumed all his Patrimony ; he was 
forced to fell his Palace and his Slaves, and infen- 
fiWy found himfelf a Beggar, which was a great Joy 
to his Enemies. He was then ferry for his Prodi¬ 
gality ; he went to all the young Fellows who con¬ 
tributed to his Ruin ; My Friends, faid he, you 

have 
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have feen me in Profperity, and you now fee my 
prefent Misfortunes. I come to you, to afiift me 
in my Neceflities, remember the Tenders of Ser¬ 
vice you made, when at my Table ; I doubt not but 
you are affedted with the Condition I am in, and 
that you will do fomething for my Relief. It was 
thus that the unfortunate Couloufe ftrovc to excite 
the Gratitude of his Friends, and engage them to 
his Afliftance. But their Ears were deaf to him ; 
fome faying they were forry to fee him in fo de¬ 
plorable a Condition, and begg’d of Heaven to have 
Compaflion on him. Others harden’d with Ingra¬ 
titude, turn’d their Backs upon him, and refus’d 
him the vain'Relief of venting his Complaints to 
them. O falfe Friends, cry’d he, whofe ingrateful 
Proceedings have fufficiently punilh’d me, for being 
fo credulous as to believe that you could really love 
me ! 

The Son of Abdallah being now more affli&ed 
for having been the Cully to the falfe Friendfhip 
of the Companions of his Debauchery, than for the 
Lofs of his Eftate, refolv’d to leave Damafcus , where 
there were fo many Witnefles of his Folly. He went 
to the Country of the Keraites , and arriv’d at the ca¬ 
pital City called Caracororn , where Cabal-Can then 
reigned. He lodged in an Inn, and, with what 
Money he had left, bought himfelf a Robe and a 
Turban of bidiati Linen. He fpent whole Days to¬ 
gether in fauntring up and down the Town, to fee 
their Buildings and Gardens, or whatever clfe was 
curious, till he tvas weary, or that Night came on, 
and then he return’d to his Inn. One Day he 
heard fay, that the King was preparing to make 
War, that two neighbouring Kings who paid him 
a confiderable annual Tribute, would no longer 
pay that Demand, but had made an Alliance to¬ 
gether, had Troops on Foot to oppofe Cabal-Can > 
if he attempted to penetrate into their Country. 

Coulcufi 
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Couloufe being apprized of this News, went to offer 
his Service to the King, who gave him an Employ 
in his Army. This young Man fignaliz’d himfelf 
in this War, by Exploits which gain’d him the Ad¬ 
miration of the Soldiers, the Efteem of the Officers* 
and the Protection of Prince Mirgeban y the King’s 
Son. From the Example of thefe two neighbour¬ 
ing Kings, other Princes, who alfo paid Tribute* 
revolted, fo that Cabal-Can was oblig’d to turn his 
Arms againft thefe new Enemies, whom he reduced 
to afk Peace of him. The Son of Abdallah ftill 
fhew’d fo much Courage upon all Occafions, and 
diftinguifhed himfelf in fuch a Manner, that Mir- 
gehan would have him always with him. 

Couloufe foon gained the Friendfhip of that Prince, 
who every Day difcovered more and more Meriç 
in him, fo that he honoured him with his TrufL 
A little Time after, Cabal-Can died, the Prince fuc- 
ceeded his Father, and was no fooner on the Throne, 
but he loaded with Favours the Son of Abdallaby 
and made him his chief Favourite. Couloufe , fee¬ 
ing that his Affairs were intirely changed, and that 
he was never happier, laid to himfelf, there are no 
Events of our Life, but what are pre-ordained in 
Heaven \ when I liv’d at Damafcus in Pleafure, 
what Appearance was there that 1 fhould fall into 
Want? and when I came to Cara corom^ what Hopes 
could I reafonably entertain of being what lam? 
No, no, all our Profperity and Misfortunes cannot 
but happen to us ; let us live according to the Bent 
of our Defires, and undergo that Fate which we 
cannot avoid. It was thus the Son of Abdallah rea- 
fon’d, and according to that Principle, he follow’d 
his Inclinations without Reftraint; one Day as he 
came out of the Palace, he met an old Woman 
covered with an Indian Veil, tied with Ribbons ; 
lhe had a large Pearl-Necklace on, a Stick in her 
Hand, and five Slaves alfo veil’d that attended her.

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He came up to the old Woman, and alked her if 
thofe Slaves were to be fold ? Yes, faid the old 
Woman, He prefently lifted up their Veils, and 
law that the Slaves were young and handfome, efpe- 
cially he found one very agreeable 5 fell me that 
there, laid he v to the old Woman, lhe pleafes me» 
No, lays (he to him, I will not fell you that, you 
appear to be a fine Gentleman, you mall have one 
handfomer ; I have many more at Home. I have 
Turkic Grecians , Sclavonians y Ionians , Ethiopians , 
Germans , Chinefes , Armenians , Georgians , all which 
I will (hew you, and you (hall take which you like 
belt, do you follow me ; faying thefe Words, (he 
went forward, and Couloufe follow’d her. 

When they were come to a Mofque, the old 
Woman faid. Young Man, Hay for me here a 
while, I will return again. He waited about an 
Hour, and began to be impatient, but (he appear’d 
with a Girl who had a Bundle with her. There 
was a Veil in it, and a Woman’s Surtout, which 
the old Woman put upon Couloufè , faying to him \ 
Sir, we are People of Honour and Quality, and it 
would not be decent for us to admit a ftrange Gen¬ 
tleman into our Houfe. Mother, faid he, I will do 
what you pleafe. He put on the Surtout over his 
Gloaths, and the Veil over his Head, afterwards he 
attended the old Woman, who brought him into a 
Part of the Town he was a Stranger to. They en¬ 
ter’d into a large Houfe, or rather a Palace, for all 
that appear’d, feem’d to have an Air of Grandeur 
and Magnificence. After having croffed a large 
Court, pav’d with green Marble, they came to a 
Hall of a prodigious Width, in the Middle of 
which was a Bafon of Porphyry full of Water,, 
where there were feveral fmall Ducks fporting them- 
felves, and ail around, Cages of Gold-wire, wherein 
were a.thoufand Birds of different Kinds, who fung 
delightfully. 
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i As Cmloitfe ttksT furveying diKgenfljr tHë Birds, 
Aid ill the reft of the Furniture, that, contributed, 
tôwârds* making; this Sail the moft ambling Placé 
in tHe‘World; there enter’d a young Lady, who' 
came Up to hiih with a fmiling Air*; ftifc paid her 
Refpeâs to hiih, and after that Salutation, fhe footL 
him 6y the Halid, and pray’d him to lit doWn' 
on Cumions of Brocade of Gold, which lay upon: 
a Sofa of the feme Stuff : As fpon as * lie was fet*. 
ffife took the Trouble to wipe’ his Face and his" 
Eyes with a fine Linen Handkerchief. Arid white ' 
fbé was rendering him this pieafirig Service, the 
Smiles and wanton Glances, which file darted at" 
him, had well nigh put him befide himfelf. He* 
found her much to his Mind, and was going to, 
determine tp buy her ; when another Lady, whole 
fair Hàir lay difhevel’d in Curls upon her nakedf 
Shoulders, and who was abundantly handfomer than 
the former, appear’d. She advanced with a kind 1 
Look towards the Son of Abdallah , took him by 
the Hand, kifs*d it, and offer’d to wafli his Feet 
in a Golden Bafon, but he refufed it; and being 
ftruck with her Bëauty, he rofe up to kneel at' 
her Feet, and refolved to pitch upon her, and re»- 
gard no others; but was ftruck môtionlefs on a’ 
fudden, and like a Man that had loft the Ufë of 
his Senfes ; for he faw twenty young Damfels, every, 
one handfomer than the other ; thefe attended a 
young Pérfon ftill more beautiful and richer cloath’d 
than the reft, and who appear’d to be their Miftrefs. 
Couloufe thought he had feen the Moon furrourided 
with Stars, and at the Sight of an Otèjeâ fo ra- 
vifhing, he fainted away. All the Slaves ran pre- 
fently to his Affiftance, and having recovered him 
from his Fainting, the Lady who had occafion’d 
it, laid to him : You are welcome ; poor Bird,, 
thou art caught by the Foot.

m a Golden Cup fet with Jewels. The LadV 
drank fome of k, and preftnted the reft to tile 
young Man ; then (he fat down by htm* and ob¬ 
serving that he was fo difturb’d that hé could not 
lpeak ; From whence proceeds this* Trouble that 
affli&s pu, (ays (he to him ? Banilh this DHpfeaftire 
that appears m your Eyes; you are*weary of us 
undoubtedly, our Company is not agreeable. Ah ! 
fair Lady, anfwer’d he, looking upon her tenderly, 
forbear your Favours; infult me no longer; you 
know too well, I cannot fee your Charms, and not 
• be enamour’d of them. I confefi I am befide my- 
felf, an inconceivable Difturbance agitates my Soul. 
Be good-humour’d then, interrupts the Lady, and 
remember you came hither to buy a Slate. Let us 
all fit down to Table, I hope we (haH be able to 
divert you. 

In faying this, (he took Coulmfe by the Hand* 
and led him into a Room* where they fit down; 
with all the other Ladies, at a long Table, cover’d 
with a Defcrtof all Manner of Confcftionary Ware. 
After eating, they rofe and brought a Bafon and 
Ewer of Gold, in which the Ladies walh’d their 
Hands with Almond Pafte, and fweet-fcented Wa¬ 
ters; then, after having wip’d their Hands with 
Towels of Rpfe-colour’d Silk, they retired into the 
Drinking-Room. This was adorn’d with many 
Golden Balkets, filPd witli Balm, with Rofes and 
ether odoriferous Flowers, that were plac’d on the 
Brims of a Marble Bafon fill’d with a very fine 
Water: That Bafon ferved* to cool their Wine in, 
and contributed to the Pleafure in mingling its 
Freflinefs with the agreeable Odour of the Flowers. 
All the Ladies made Couhufè drink; and drank 
themfelves, fo that the Company return’d into the 
Hall with Heads a little heated. Some of the La¬ 
dies began to dance, and others to play* upon the 
. _ Harp* 
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Harp, the Guittar of Davids call’d Canoim, the Or¬ 
gan and Violin*; but tho’ they play’d upon thefe 
Inftruments with all the Delicacy poffible, they came 
not up to the Lady who had inchanted the Son of 
Abdallah: That incomparable Perfon would in her 
Turn fhew \yhat (he could do; fhe took a Lute, 
and having tun’d it, fhe play’d after a moft ravifh- 
ing Manner ; then fhe took the Harp, thç Violin, 
after that a foft Flute ; and, in a Word, fhe play’d 
upon all of them in the beft Manner, that Mufick 
can attain to* In, fhort, he was fo charm’d, that 
he could contain himfelf no longer; My Queen, 
cry’d he, you have taken away my Reafon ; I can¬ 
not refill the Tranfports you infpire me with ; per¬ 
mit me to kifs one of your fair Hands, and lay 
my Head at your Feet : In faying that, this paf- 
fionate Lover threw himfelf on the Ground like a 
Madman, and feizing one of the Lady’s Hands, he 
kifs’d it ^ery amoroufly. But this amiable Perfon, 
affronted at his Boldnefs, repuls’d him with a 
haughty Air, and faid, What do you do ? Hold, 
and go not beyond the Bounds of Modefly : I am 
a Woman of Quality; it is in vain that you de¬ 
fire to poffefs me, you know not what you do; 
you fhall fee me no more. At thefe Words, fhe 
flung out of the Room, and all the Ladies, after 
her Example, did the like. 

The Son of Abdallah , under the Mortification of 
having committed a Fault fo offenfive to the Lady he 
lov’d, remain’d in the Hall agitated with a thoufand 
different Thoughts. The old Woman who brought 
him thither, came to him; what have you done, 
young Man ! faid fhe : Have you been hurried into 
an Offence by the Excels of your PafEon ? Tho’ I 
told you I had Slaves of all Nations, you may judge 
by the Magnificence of this Houfe, and the Manner 
$f your Reception, that you were not at a Slave- 
Merchant’s. The Lady you have affronted, is the

ought to have feewn her more Refpeft. 

The old Woman’s Difcourfe inflam'd Couloufe s 
Paffion, and he was forry that the Indifcretion of 
his Tranfport had oblig’d the Lady to retire. He 
Was under the laft Defpair of feeing her again, when 
being otherwHe drefi’d, and in better Cbaths, fee 
return’d into the Hall with the other Ladies ; fee fct 
up a Laughter, feeing the Son of Abdallah melan¬ 
choly, and in a brown Study $ I believe, (kid fee* 
that you are forry for your Fault, and I willingly 
pardon you, on Condition that you be more prudent 
for the future, and let me know who you are. He 
defired no better Conditions to be reconciled to that 
charming Perfon, and told her, without the leaft 
Difficulty, his Name was Couloufe , and that he was 
the King’s Favourite. Sir, faid fee, I have known 
you by Report a good while, and haye heard a very

All the Ladies began a-frefo to 
dance and play on mufical Inftruments, and divert 
themfelves till Night. As foon as that was done, 
they lighted up a prodigious Number of Tapers, and 
till Supper-time the young Lady and the Son of Ab¬ 
dallah entertain’d each other. She afk’d him con¬ 
cerning King Mirgehan^ and if he had any fine Wo¬ 
men in his Seraglio. Yes, Madam, 'fays Couloufe , he 
hath fome Slaves of very great Beauty. He loves at 
prefent one of them call’d Ghulendam ; fee is young 
and well-feap’d ; I might have faid that fee was the 
moll beautiful Woman in the World, if I had not 
feen you ; but your Charms are fo much above hers* 
that fee does not deferve to be compar’d to you* 
Thefe flattering Words extreamly pleas’d Dilara * 
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for that Ttfaé the y&mg îMdÿ’s Namè, and ft fighiffck 
Reft of Heart, 

She Was thè Daughter of Bùytttc , àfie of thé great 
Lords of the Who was not then at Caraco- 

Win : &i}pgeh#n had fent him Ehvoy to Samartancfc, 
to congratulate Usbec-Gctn upon his Advancement 
to the ThrOhè of Tàrtaty-, So that Dilara^ during 
the Abfenoe of her Father, took Satisfaction to en¬ 
tertain young People at her Houfe for her Diverfioii 
Only 5 for Whèh they once began to lofe the Refpeéfc 
due to hfer, fee* knew well how to chaftife their Bold- 
nefe: She Wàs, over-joy’d to hear Couloufè fay, that 
Ihfc Wte baridfomer than the King’s Miftrefs ; this 
triade her ftill more vain and gay : She faid a thou¬ 
sand agreeable Things at Supper, and ftrove by her 
Wit to infpife her Gueft with all the Love he waS 
capable of receiving. He fail’d not on his Side to 
brighten in the Éntertainment ; warm’d bv her 
Bye§, and the Pleafure of her Company, from Time 
to Tiitte* he made very pleafapt Sallies of Wit ana 
good Humour $ arid when it was Thne to be gone* 
thrèw hlmfelf proftrate before Dilara , and faia 
to her, If I were to ftay here a hundred Years, it 
urould but teem Gke a Minute ; but what Pleafure 
foever I take in your Company, I muft leave yod 
to youf Repofe : To-morrow, if you will give me 
Leave, I will come again. I confent, replies the 
Lady 5 but come only by yourfelf to the Mofque as 
you did To-dày, and you fhall be conduced hither. 
After Shifting her Difcourfe, (he brought him a 
Purfe of Gold and Silk, the Work of her own 
Hands, in which? (he had put Jewels of a confidera- 
ble Value : Take this, Cotiloufe, faid (he, refute not this 
final! Prêtent, dr you (hall never fee me more. J"he 
Son oî Abdàllctb took the Ptrrfe,tfrank’d the Lady, and 
«rent out of the Hall. He met the good old Wo¬ 
man in thé Courtyard, Who open’d him the Grate 
Ifsr tfeeStreet, andfhew’d Hint thé Way ta thé Palace.

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As (bed as he was arrived there, he retired inf» 
4 )k Apartment, and went to Bed ; he pafe’d the Re¬ 
mainder of the Night in calling to Mmd all that had 
happen’d the Day before; he was fo full of the 
Thoughts of Diiara, that Sleep could not clofe his 
Eyç-Uds ; he rofe early in the Morning and waited 
on the King.; that Prince, who had not feen him 
the Day before, and who had alked for him feveral 
Times, was in great Pain for him* Ho, from 
whence come you, Coukufc f fays he, as fbon as he 
few him? Where were you Yeflerday ? Why were 
you not at Court? Sir, anfwerM the Favourite,

When he had ended the Story ; Is it poffible, fekt 
• Mirgtban to him, that this young Lady you tell me 
of mould beTo handfomc as you You fpeak 
of her with fuch Vivacity, that I miftruft the Cha¬ 
racter you give me of her. iir, reply’d the Son of 
AMambi I am fo far from flattering her, that I 
aflure you (he is much beyond what I fey: Yes, if 
the npoft famous Painter of the Eaft fhould under¬ 
take her Picture, he would defpair, and that .with 
Reafon too, of equalling the Original* ’Tis enough, 
feid ,tbe King, you fill me with Defire to fee the 
Lady, and I will abfolutely go along with you by 
and by, when you go to fee. her. 

The young icing’s Curiofity vex’d Caukufe: He 
was apprehenfive of the Confequences in Regard to 
his QwnJVmour* How (hall I do» Sir, feid he, to 
introduce you to the Lady ? Who (hall I tell her 
you are? I will difotife myfelf, replies Mrg$km % 
ami pafe for your Slave : I wiU go with you, and

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both went at Night to the Gate of the Mofque.

The King was concern’d to hear the old Woman 
talk thus $ but Couioufe fpoke and faid, Good Mo¬ 
ther, give this Slave Leave to attend me, he is a 
■pleafant young Fellow, that will make us merry: 

: He makes extempore Verfes, and lings admirably ; 
your Lady will not take it amifs that I have brought 
him. The old Woman faid no more, and they all 
three walk’d together ; Couioufe cover’d with a Wo¬ 
man’s Surtout, as the Day before, and Mirgehan in 
a Slave's Habit.

She accepted of Mirgehan for her Slave. Sir, (aid 
fbe to Couhufcy I look upon this Youth as my own, 
and one that now belongs to my Equipage ; but I 
muft be oblig’d to put him into your Hands again ;

’Madam, replies Couloufe^ he does not nfe to eat 
with me.

Here, Caltapan , faid (he, drink off this Bumper to 
my Health. He took the Cup, after having firft 
kife’d the Hand which gave it, and drank. After 
that, the Glafs went round, and the fair Dilara , 
by her Example, invited her Guefts to be merry : 
She took a Golden Cup full of Wine, and ad- 
dreffing herfelf to the Son of Abdallah ; Couloufe , 
laid {he, I drink to your Inclinations to the charm-" 
ing Ghukndam , the King’s Favourite. Madam,

afrfwerM the Favourite, Blufliing, I have not the 
Impudence to afpire to the Miftrefs of my Prince ; I 
have too much Refpefl for him. No, you would 
plky the Difcreet, fays the Lady, laughing, I rc~ 
member Yefterday your fpeaking of Ghultridam in 
a* Mariner fo Kvely, that you feemM to be charm’d 
with her. I am certain that you love her : ©wit 
ffankly that you do, and that you are not dif- 
pleafmg to her, and that fbmetiines you have been 
merry together. Goulmfi at thefe Words, fbrefeeing 
the Confequence, was concern'd. I befeech vou. 
Madams laid' he, forbear rallying me on thtf Sub- 
je& ; I never had a ftcret Ifrtèrview of that" Lady. 

The Diforder that he * fhew'd upon this ©tatfion 
redoubled Dilara*$ Laughter. Inftead of pitting on 1 
a ferious Air, replies me, you ought to relate to us 
your Adventure. Caittipan, added flie, lotting on 
the Slave, tell your Matter he hath but ' little Fàithf 1 
in me. Proceed; Coutouft, &p the King, give the 1 
Lady the Satisfaction fhe afts, fhe défîtes you with' 
Jo good a Grace : Relate the Rife and Progrefs of 
your Amour ; tell ' her hrow Welf 1 you are in Gulden* 
dant s Favour, and how you two deceive the King. 
Madam, continu'd he, turning towards Dîfara, | ! 
am nor left curious than you to know this ; for tho* 
I value myfelf upon being a very prudent Confidant, 
I can affure you, that Seignior 1 Coulmfe hath made* 
this Paffion of his for the Favourite, a My fiery to 
me, Mirgehan by this Difcourfe put his Favourite' 
in the utmoft Confufion. He plainly faw that 2 >/- 
lara’s Pleafantry would not fail to make an ill Im- 
preffion on the Mmd of that Prince. Neverthelefs 
they all three drank, till the King was infenfibly 
heated with the Wine, and then he quite forgot 
he was the Slave he refolved to pérfonate. My 
Princefs, cry'd he to the Lady, I beg you would 
fing fomething that is agreeable ; they fay you fing 
charmingly. Thefe Words, tho’ pronounc'd with 
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a veryfamiüar Air, did not at aii offend the Qaugh- 
ter of Bqruc : But indeed of taking it amifs, file 
fell into a Fit of Laughing; I will do it readily, 
lays fee, my dear Caltapan ; there is nothing, I 
would not do for thee. Prefently fee alk’d for a 
Lute ready tun’d, and play’d a fine Air, which Die 
accompanied with her Voice. Then talcing a Bale* 
Vied, flie fung to the Tune Ihe played upon it. 
The. King, who had never heard fo good Singing 
and Playing upon the Lute and Bafe-Vipl, found 
himfelf tranfported with Pieafure, and would no 
longer permit himfelf to pals for a Slave, but cried 
out. Madam, you charm me: How advantageoufly 
ibever Cmkufo repreicnted you, you exceed his Be 
fcription. The Son of Abdallah beckon’d to him to 
bold his Tongue, but to np Purpofe. No, con* 
tinued the Prince, I/mc Mmfti my Mlifician, 
wJbofe Voice is fo cried up, does not fmg fo agrees 
ably as you. Dtlmra knowing by thefe Words, that 
the Man (he had taken for a Slave was the King 
himfelf, rofe haftily from her Seat, and ran to feck 
for a Veil to cover, her Face. Ah ! We are urv* 
done, laid Ihe with a low Voice, to her Women j 
this is no Slave that is come hither with Couloufe^ it 
is the King. After ihe had laid that, Ihe went to¬ 
wards Mirgehan , but would not lit down by hifn« 
Set down. Madam, laid the Prince, I ought to Band 
in your Prefence. Am I net one of your Slaves? 
I Would not have fat down myfelf, but that you* 
as my Sovereign Miftrefe, laid your Commands upon 
me. 

The. Daughter of Bqruc teW into Tears at theft 
Words : Ah ! mighty Prince, faid Ihe, throwing 
herfelf at his Feet, I humbly befeech your Majeftv 
to. have Compaffion on me ; I am a young Girl, 
without Experience; you have been Witnefs of my 
Extravagance, vouchfafe to forgive me. The King 
rais’d her up, comforted her, and told her Ihe had 
3 nothing 
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nothing to fear ; then afk'd who (he was : She fa- 
tisfied his Curiofity; after which he went with Cou~ 
loufe from the Houfe, and got. back to his Palace. 

The Merriment that Dilara had made with Cou~ 
hufe upon the SubjeCfc of Ghulendam % produced fad | 
Effcâs. Mirgehan fufpeâed his favourite Miftrefs j 
and the Son of Abdallah to be both in Love with 
each other, and believed that, without having any 
Regard to their Duty to him, they tafted the Sweets 
pf a happy Intelligence, even in his own Palace. 

It was in his Power to have had them narrowly 
watched, and that would have convinced him that 
his Sufpicions were falfe. But he was one of thofe I 
jealous Men who hear nothing but their own Jea- i 
loufy, and who yielding themfelves up to. the firft 
Impreffions that are given them, think they have 
po Need of any farther Manifeftation ; and there¬ 
fore the next Day, without endeavouring to find 
out the Truth of his Conjectures, he fent to for¬ 
bid Couloufe to come any more into his Prefence, 
and commanded him to depart that very Day from 
Caracorom.

I really believe you, replies Danifchemend y 
there are in this City Abundance of People Who 
would be very glad to be chofen Huila upon this 
Occafion, Pfor fo we call the Man thatftiarries a 
repudiated Woman,] even were they not to get 
fifty Sequins by the Bargain ; for Tabers Wife is a 
perfeâ Beauty; her Body is as fixait as a Cyprefs; 
her Face plump and round, her Eyebrows thick, 
and fhap’d like two Bows, and the Glances fhe 
darts from her brilliant Eyes, are like fo /many 
empoifon’d Arrows: The driven Snôw is not whiter 

than 
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than hcr Shin, and hcr little Vermilion Mouth rc- 
fembles an opening Rofe-bud. We can find in 
. San^arxande y continued Hamfckemend^ Huilai enough } 
bot. yre love rather to pick out a Stranger, bccaufe 
thofe Things ought to be done as privately as pqf- 
fiblej and for this Reafon Mowwjfer has cart his 
Eves on you, I am the Navb, or Deputy Judge 
of this City, and confequently have the Power of 
marrying you with that charming Lady, made up 
of all PerfçdHons ; and this Minute, if you will, 
you lhall poflèfs her. I confent, replies t ne Son of 
• jfydallah 5 after the Defçription you have given, yo® 
may well think I would marry her. Well, fays the 
. Nayb, but you muft promile to repudiate her in ' 
the Morning, and to gp inftantly out of Samarcande 
with the Money that {ha|l be given you. Seignior 
Mouzaffer's Family will not be well pleafed that you- 
(hojuld Hay in this Town, after fuch an Adventure. 

I will not ftay long, anfwcrs Couloufe , and if it be 
. not enough barely to promife, I fwear that To-mor- 
; row JVIorning I will ti^rn off the Lady to whom 
. you fhall marry me. 

had no fooner made tfiis Oath, than the 
,Nayb told flfouzajfer y that the young Stranger was 
willing to.lerve fbf a Huila , He accepted, /aid’ he, 

. the Copditiqins which I propofed on your Part* you 
have .nothing, now , to do but to marry him with 
your Daughter-in-Law. Mouzaffer prefencly called 
his Son Taker , $nd the reft of the Family, and in 
. their Prefence the Nayb married Coukufe , without 
letting him fee the Face of the Lady, becaufe Taker 
. would have it fb. He was lilcewife rçfolved that 
thq Haifa fhould fpend that Night without Light,

Adventures am I arriv’d at the Height of my 
Wiihes? Is it you they have forc’d me to marry f 
You, whofe charming Image is engrav’d in my; 
Heart ! You, whom J never thought to have feeii ' 
again ! Ah ! my Princefs, if ever you indeed pitied the 
Son of Abdallah y if ever you lamented my Misfortunes* 
paitake now with nie in the Sweetnefs of thofe ‘ 
Tranfports- which niy kinder Stars permit me to 
enjoy. Who would hâve thought that when thë - 
King of the Keraites bàniîh’d me his Court, Hea¬ 
ven made me undergo that jll Fortune only to ren?- 
derme thé hâppieft Man alive ? “ 

Dilara was not infenfible of the tender Emotions ’ 
Which Couloufe «difçovér’d to her. Thfey palled the- 
reft of the Night in exprefling to each other mu¬ 
tually the Pleafure they enjoy’d in this Meeting, > 
and were giving ftill frefh AlTurahces of their Af T 
fedtion, when one of Mouzajfer 's Slaves knock’d 
aloud at the Chamber-Door, crying out. Ho, joit 
Huila, take the Trouble to rife, if you pleafe ; it is 
Pay. The Son of Abdallah anfwer’d ncH. to the 
Slave, but continued in Bed with the Daughter of 
Boyruc: But he, perceived his Joy growing, ffiort, 
and a mortal Sad nefs fucceeded at once to the foft' 
Tranfports that he had felt before. My Qgeen, 
fard he, did I not hear à Knocking at the Door ? 

They* 
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They are come akeady to part us. Mouzaffer , im¬ 
patient to fee you retaken into his Family, grudged 
each Moment of the Divorce that turned you out 
of it.; and hjs Son, juftly jealous of* the Blifs I en¬ 
joy, cannot bear that it fhould continue longer. 
The Light itfelf, in Concert with my Enemies, and 
envious of nw prefent Happinefs, feems to have pre¬ 
cipitated its Return. Scarce, alas ! have I found you 
again, but 1 muft lofe you, in Spight of the Knot 
that has link’d us ; for I have promis’d, I hav£

Coulouft added (he, with 
Tears in her Eyes, you love me not at al), if you 
are capable of balancing the Poffeffion of me with 
the, vain Honour you conceive of keeping a Pro¬ 
mife, that (hocks both Love and Reafon. But, Ma^- 
dam. reply’d he, doç§ it depend on me, to keep 
ypu r Even tho’ I flippl^ break my Oath, do you 
think, that a Stranger without Money, without 
jFrfends tf> protêt Him, can oppofe the Intcreft of 
Movzaffer. Yes, replies the Daughter of Boyruc y 
you may : Defpife his Threats, rejeft his Offers : 
The Laws are on your Side ; if you have Refolu- 
tion, you, will baffle all their Endeavours which they 
£?n makeufe of to feparate us. Well, my Princçfs, 
laid he, buoy’d up by his Paffion, you fhall be fa- 
tisficd : My Oath indeed was ralh, and I perceive 
that I cannot keep it without deftroying the Re-

• i . v G j of 
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ef Abdàllah ; do not frighten me at afl; you Can 
never oblige me to break through an Union which 
the Laws protééfc. Ah ! *tfe too much, replies the 
impetuous Taker y . who had with great Difficulty re- 
{train’d his Paffion, and held his Peace hitherto; 
Let us carry this Wretch before the Cady, and treat 
him as he defervés ; we’ll fee if he be allow’d to 
abufe honeft People by his falfe Promifes. Danif- 
ehemend and Mouzaffer attempted again to perfuade 
the Hultay that he ought, of his own Accord, ffanldy 
to grant their Requeft ; but not being able to gain 
their Ends, they carryM him before the Cady. 

They inform’d that Judge of all that had hap¬ 
pen’d, and upon their Report of the Matter, the 
Cady looking oil Couhufey fpoke to him thus : Young 
Stranger, you whom no Body knows in this City, 
and who lived in a Mofque upon Alms, which the 
Priefts allowed you daily; have you loft your Sen- 
fts, to imagine that you will be left in quiet Pof- 
feffion of a Lady who was married to Taker ? Shall 
the Son of the richeft Merchant in Samarcande , fee 
his Wife, whom he loves, and is defirous to take 
again, in the Arms of an unfortunate Wretch, whofe 
itiean Birth is pèrhaps the leaft of his Demerits : Re- 
colteft yourfelf and be Wife, thou art not of equal 
Rank v/ith that of thy Wife; and were you of a 
Station even fuperior to that of Taker* himfelf, ’tis 
enough that your Circumftances are fuch as wilt 
hot allow you to live fuitably to the Degree of a 
Family of Figure' in the World, fo that I will not 
permit you to live with your Wife : Renounce that 
foohfh Hope that you have fed yourfelf up withal* 
iad that obliges you to Jbreak your Oath* Accept 
Seigneur Mouzaffer* s Offer ; divorce thy Wife, and 
return to thy own Gnihtly ; or if thou refufe to con- 
. fent, prepare thyfelf to receive préfently an hundred 
Baftinadoes. 

: - This Difcourfe of the Càdy, tho’ pronounc’d with 
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the imperious Tone of a Judge, could no ways alter 
the.Refaction of the Son of Abdallah , who received 
the hundred Strokes with an Air of Indifference. 
Enough for To-day, fays the Cady, To-morrOw 
yre will double the Punifhment ; and if that will 
not cure his Obftinacy, we will have Recourfe to 
ibipe Remedies that are more fevere ; but this Night 
kt him lie with his Wife, I hope we fhall find 
him more traâable To-morrow. Taker would have 
been very .glad, that, without flaying till To¬ 
morrow, they would have continued to beat the 
Huila , and ’twas not long of him they did not; 
but the Cady would not confent to it ; fo that 
Mouxaffer and his Son return’d to their Houfe with 
Couloufe , who, tho’ bruis’d as he was with the Blows 
lyfiich he had received, look’d upon the Liberty 
which he had thereby gain’d, of feeing once more 
his Dilara 9 as a foft Lenitive to the Smart he had 
endur’d. 

Mouzajfer eflayed once more to perfuade the Son 
of Abdallah by gentler Means ; he made him frefh 
Promifes, and offer’d to him the Sum of three hun¬ 
dred Sequins of Gold, if he would, without more 
ado, divorce the Daughter of Boyruc ; and whiift he 
left no Stone unturn’d to make him comply, Taker 
enters into the Lady’s Apartment, who was in fuch 
a Concern as cannot be exprefs’d: Impatient of 
knowing what had pafs’d before the Cady, (he waited 
for Couloufe with all the Difquietude imaginable ; and 
tho’ (he was aflured of his Love, (he apprehended 
Jus Refolution might not carry him through; and 
£he çould not help believing this, when (he faw her 
former Husband appear ; (he (hudder’d at the Sight 
jof hiqi, fearing he was come to tell her that dread¬ 
ful News : A mortal palenefs fpread over her Face, 
and (he could fcarce keep from ' fwooning away. 
Taber found hi mfelf deceiv’d at thefe Signs of Grief ; 
Jpr he imagin’d that fome Body before-hand had told 
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the Lady that the Huila had refilled to divorce her, 
and that that Refufal had occafion’d this fad Af¬ 
fliction under which {he appear’d. Madam, faid he 
to her, do not give yourfelf up to fo much Sor¬ 
row ; you ought not to defpair yet: The Wretch 
that I have chofe for an Hulla> will not indeed 
yield you to my Love ; but I would not have this 
trouble you ; he hath already received an hundred 
Baftinadoes, and To-morrow he will receive many 
more : If he is obftinately bent not to comply with 
his Promife to the Nayb, the Cady is refolved to 
make him undergo the utmoft Punifliment, even 
Death itfelf. Comfort yourfelf then, my Sultanefs, 
you have but one Night more to pals with himj 
To-morrow I {hall be your Spoufe again. I come 
to afliire you of this myfelf, and I exhort you to 
have Patience ; for I doubt not but the NeccfCty you 
lie under of fuffering the Embraces of that beggarly 
Wretch, is a great Mortification to you. 

Yes, Sir, faid Dilara , I will afliire you that the 
Huila ;is the Caufe of all my Grief; the Repofe of 
my Life depends on him: Alas! I fear this Affair 
will never anfwer my Defires. Pardon me, my 
Queen, replies he with hafte, allay your Uneafinefs* 
too obliging for Taber ; you may promife yourfelf 
.that To-morrow our Union will be re-eftablifhed. 
In fpeaking thefè Words, he went out of the Lady’s 
Apartment, and Coutoufe enter’d in a Minute after. 
As foon as the Son of Abdallah appear’d, her Grief 
turn’d into Joy: Ah 1 dear Spoufe, (aid (he* taking 
'him in her Arms, come, receive the Reward of 
your Conftancy. Is it poflible that yoû have chofen 
to fuffer fuch fervile Treatment, rather than re* 
Bounce your Dilara ? Taber hath related to me thè 
Punifliment the Cady made you undfergo, and I am 
no lefe charm’d with your Refoliition, than I refent, 
in the moft lively Manner, the Barbarity they have 
exercifed on you ; and I cannot,, without the ut* 
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moft îtorror, think on the new Torments with 
which they threaten you. Madam, replies Couloufe y 
how powerful foever the Mifchrefs are that they pre¬ 
pare for me, my Conftancy can never be fliaken * 
they fhall never have any otheri EfFeâ upon me, 
than the new Promifes that Mouzajfer has juft now 
made me ; I know they can never frighten me into 
a Compliance: ’Tis true, lam ignorant what Fate 
die great Arbiter hath appointed in this Affair ; X 
know not whether I (hall live or die for you ; but 
I am aflured. Heaven hath not dècreed that I fhall 
divorce you. No, replies the Daughter of Bcyruc, 
Heaven hath not thus wonderfully joihM ui togew 
ther, to part us thus on a fudden again. I can 
never believe the Gods will fuffer you to perilh; 
and I find they now infpire me with Means how 
to deceive our Enemies. Have you told the Cady^ 
added fhe, that you were the King of the Keraites 
Favourite ? No, replies Couloufe ; for the Judge ftop’d 
my Mouth at once, in faying that he would never 
permit me to poffefs- you, fince I was poor,, let my 
Birth be what it would. If that be fo, faid fhe, 
follow exaâly my Advice ; To-morrow, when you 
are before the Cady, be fore that you fay you are 
the Son of Majfaoud : He is a Merchant of Cogencies 
who hath immenfe Riches; you have nothing to do 
but affirm that he is your Father ; tell him boldly 
•that you are fhortly to receive Advice from thence, 
which will let all the World know you fay nothing 
but what is true. 

Couloufe promis’d Dilara to make ufe of this Falf- 
hood, to avoid, if poffible, the Milchiefs that were 
-prepared for him ; and the Hopes that they both 
conceiv’d, by this Means, to oblige the Cady to let 
’em live together, made them the more eafy ; they 
infenfibly gave way,. both the one and the othef, 
to their Inclinations, and diverting their. Thoughts 
from the approaching Evii> they abandon’d themfelves 
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to their prefent Satisfaction. They fpsnt the Teft 
of the Day, and the enfuing Night, as Husband 
and Wife, charm’d with their Conditio i buttas 
Ipon as It was Day, their Joys were interlaced : The. 
Cady’s People, led hy Taker* arrived at the Cham¬ 
ber-Door ; they knock’d rudely : Get up, they cry’d, 
get up Htdla* it is Time to go before the Judge, 
rife. The Son of Abdallah fetch’d a deep Sigh , at 
thefe Words, and his Wife fell into Tears. Un^ 
fortunate Goulmfe* fays fhe, thy Spoufe cofts, thee 
dear : My Prmcefs, anfwer’d he, allay your Tears, 
they pierce my very Heart,; let us not give ourfelvçs 
up to Defpair, rather let us animate ourfçlvçs >witl| 
Hopes ; truft in Heaven, for I flatter myfelf with 
its Relief ; I already feel an Earned: of its Goodnefs ; 
for my Courage redouble?, and there is no Danger 
can make me tremble. 

In fpeaking after this Manner* he drefs’d himfelfj 
open’d the Door, and follow’d, the Cady’s Servants, 
who brought him to their Matter ; Mou%affer and 
his Son attended, and fecm’d full of Une afinefe. 
As foon as the Judge faw Cwhufe , Well, Huila * 
firid he to him, what Mind are you in To-day ? 
Are you wifer than you were Yefterday ? Or mutt: 
we baftinado you afrefh to .make you divorce your 
•Wife? I am; of Opinion you will not put us to 
that Trouble, for undoubtedly yoirdiave made wifer 
Refleftions, and: are of Opinion, that a Man with 
nothing, as thou art, ought not to be fo obftinate 
as to keep a Wife that is not fit for thee. My 
Lord, fays Cotdoufe* you miftake yourfelf, I am not 
tfuch a beggarly Fellow as you fpeak of, neither is 
Uny Birth fb'obfcure as you imagine; and fince I 
trtuft difcover. myfelf, know that my Name is Rt#r- 
xvddin* and that Xam the . only Son of a weakhy 
JWerchant of Cogmde , call’d Maffaoud : My Father 
is even richer than Mouzàffer* and if he knew the 
-Gdndition X aiain> be would feon fond me fingr^it 
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a Number of Camels loadén with Gôld, that aH the 
Women of Samarcande would énvy the good For- 
tuneof her I have married. But becaufe I was robb’d 
and pillag'd of all I had near this City, and that I 
afterwards retir'd into a Moftjue for Subfiftence, you 
conclude that lam a Man worth nothing; but I 
flrall let you fee that you are deceiv'd; I will in* 
ftantly write to my ‘Father, ând as foon as he re* 
ceives the News, Ke will fend me Riches enough 
hither. 1 

As foon as Couloufe had done talking, the Cad* 
faid to him. Are you the Son of a rich Merchant 
of Cogcnde> and was it only this Accident you men¬ 
tion'd that reduc'd you to the Mifery you are in? 
Alfuredly, anfwer'd the Son of Abdallah ; you fee, 
my Lord, I am not a Wretch rais’d Out of thé 
ÏDuft. But why, young Màn, replies the Judge, 
did not you tell this Yeftercjay ? I would not have 
us'd you at this Rate. Sir, adds the Judge, turn¬ 
ing himfelf towards Mou%affer y that which the Hulfa 
fays, alters the Cafe; he being the Son of a rich 
Merchant, the Laws will not àllow that we force 
him to divorce his Wife. Good Mr. Cady, inter¬ 
rupts Taher , and do you give Credit to this Rn- 
poftor ? He pretends to be the Son of Majfaoüd onijr 
to efcape the Funifhment, and gain Time. I know 
not what to do, fays the Judge, till I know whe¬ 
ther he fpeaks falfe or true ; but I muft refplte Sen¬ 
tence ; and all I can do in your Favour, is to en¬ 
join the Huila to prove what he advances. We aflc 
rfo more, lays Mouzaffer^ T will fend a Meffenger 
to Cogende at my own Charges ; I know Mhjfaoud^ 
having feen him fometimes in this City, andikntffr 
that he is a very rich Merchant ; if the Huila is a<Stu- 
ally his Son, we will relinquilh Dilara to him % Yes, 
fays Taber, but while we are waiting for theGoù- 
rier, it appears to me reafonable drat this Couple 
live apart ; That is contrary to the Laws, replies 
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the Cady, the Wife ought to live widj her Husband, 
(he cannot be taken from him, without committing 
a Violence that is forbid by the Laws. Then fend 
a Man to Cogende , which is not above (even Days 
Journey hence; in fifteen Days we ihall know what 
to think of the Huila : If he is the Son of Majfaoud , 
he Ihall not be compelTd to quit the Lady ; but I 
fwear by the Black Stone of the Holy Temple of 
Mecha , where the Prophet’s Tomb is, if he hath 
deceived us, a cruel and ignominious Death Ihall 
he inflicted on the Impoftor, and end his impious 
Life. „ 

This Affair being decided by the Cady, the Par¬ 
ties all retired : Mouzaffer and his Son difpatch’d 
prefently one of their Domefticks for Cogende > with 
Orders to inform himfelf perfeâly of all that they 
wanted to know, and to make all the Expedition 
poflible. As fo \ Gouloufe, he went immediately to 
give the Lady an Account of all that had pals’d 
.before the Judge ; (he received it with a great deal 
of Joy. Ah ! dear Spoufe, faid fhe, all will go well; 
we have nothing farther to fear : Before the Cou¬ 
rier can return from Cogende , or even arrive there, 
we will make our Efcâpe ; we will fly one Night 
from Samarcande, and go to Bocara as fail as poffibly 
we can; and there we will live on my Fortune, 
in fuch Tranquillity as our Enemies can never 
difturb. Couloufe approv’d of Dilara’s Thought, 
they refolv’d to be gone;' but as they were too 
• much obferv’d in the Houfe where they lay, to 
put their Defign in Execution withoat Difcovery, 
they thought it proper to lodge elfewhere ; but firft 
■ they refolv’d to acquaint Mouzajfer with it, arid ff 
he oppos’d their Defign, they then refolv’d to afk 
the Cady’s Leave : This being concluded. The Son 
of Abdallah went to find out Mouzaffer and his Son :. 
He told them that this Day he defign’d' to change 
his Lodging ; that frnce the Laws made him Matter 
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erf his Wife, he would difpofe of her as be jïleâs’d,** 
and lodge where he had a Mind. Mouzaffer and 
his Son fail’d not to refufe their Confent \ Taber 
elpecially protefted that he would not yield that 
Dilara fhould go from him ; Couloufe on his Side 
Would not bate an Inch, fo that they went before 
the Cady again. 

‘ The Judge being inform’d of the Difference be¬ 
twixt them, a(ked the Huila why he had a mind 
to leave Mouzaffer % Houfe ? My Lord, reply’d the 
Son of Abdallah , I have often heard my Father 
Majfaoud fay, that whoever finds himfclf in the 
fame Houfe with his Enemies, ought «to leave his 
Lodging as foon as he can ; therefore I would ra¬ 
ther live elfewhere, till I hear from Cogende ; my 
Wife defires to do fo as well as myfelf. Ah Lyar! 
cries Taber at thefe Words! Dilara grieves, Dilara 
is in Tears ever fince this Wretch married her, and 
he has the Impudence to fay fhe is weary of living 
at my Houfe. Yes, I have faid it, replies Couloufe^ 
and I fay it again ; my Wife loves me, and defires 
nothing more ardently than to be away from you : 
If this be not true, if ihe be of another Mind, I 
am ready to divorce her prefently. Mr. Cady, then 
feys Taber , you hear him, I will take him at his 
Word : Order Dilara to be brought hither, and 
that (he explain herfelf upon this Affair. I confent, 
fays the Judge $ go Nayb, added he, turning himfclf 
towards Damfchemend , who was prefent, go to Mou¬ 
zaffer and tell Dilara that I would fpeak with 
her ; bring her hither in a Moment, we (hall foon 
know what Difpofition (he is in ; and I declare, that 
if (he makes the Huila a Lyar, (he (hall be divor¬ 
ced out of Hand. 

The Nayb perform’d his Commiffion with a great 
deal of Expedition, he brought the Lady before the 
Judge, who no fooner faw her appear, but he a(k’d 
her if (he defir’d to go from Mouzaffer>$> and if 
* (hs 
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ftb A&à a greater Indication fotf the Hull? tha%, 
htor firA Husband., Thher not doubting in the leaft, 
but that, foe w6uld pranoanjce her Determination in{ 
life Fatrour, and giyiag-Way to, the Emotions of, 

I by that naafter’d him,. took thé Words out of her. 
Month,, and (poke before flale could anfWer : Speafc%- 
Madam, (aid he, you have nothing to do but tc* do-; 
clarie your Mind, and you (hall be ] this Day de¬ 
livered from what you late* Since you give me 
this Aflurance, lays the Daughter of B<yruc % I will; 
hidé nothing from! you: My fetond Husband, the, 
Sen of. Majfaeud hath,all my Affections, and I 
hnmUy beg, Senior Cady, that you would order 
that we may be allowed to lodge •• eifewhere that* t 
ft Meuzafjtt. Ho, ho, then faid the Judge, adr 
dreffing himfdtf to the firft Husband ; you fee thw 
the Hull# advances nothing rafhly, ho wee well gfe 
hired before-hand. 

. Ah Traytrds ! cry’d Taker > confounded at the] 
frank Confeffion of the Lady * how can it be that; 
you have fuffer’d yourfdf to be feduc’d fince Yeftpr- 
day? I am (brry for your Jake, fays the Judge, but? 

I* cannot hinder them from lodging where they 
pfeaft* You will then let; the Stranger triunapn* 
fays Taker, to him, without knowing that, he is tb$ 
real Son of MaflaousL, youtwill fuffar him peaceably 
topo Sth Dilara f No, replies the Judge, if he in 
not what he lays, but is a poor Wretch, I will put 
him to Death for having cheated us. Do you 
gine, replies the Son of Mou^affer^ that if he is ap- 
prehfeofive of the Punifiiment wkh which you threat 
teéi him, he will not efcape out of the City before 
we receive the News from Gogende? You are certainly 
miftaken j believe rather that he defigns to be gone 
from Samarcande, and perhaps will wheedle the Lady 
to go wkh huh; but why lay I, perhaps? Their 
Plot is already laid, and there is no Doubt but they 
would change their Lodging on purpefc that they 

might 
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jAlgftt thé more eafily exefcutetheir Defigfrft. TBÜ* 
is not itapoffiblej replies the Cady, but I will give 
Orders, that in wliat Place foever thêy lodgfe, they 
(hall be narrowly watch'd by flich as mall give mé 
^ an Account of their Motions. 

Couloufe and Dilara being thus at Liberty tor leave 
Afouzajfer’s Houfe, they went away the fame Day 
to lodge in an Inn. They bought fevend Slaves ta 
wait upon them, and wanted neither Money nor 
Means to raife it ; for the Lady had a confiaerable* 
Portion, with a great Quantity of Jewels : They* 
thought of nothing but making themfehres merry, 
that thèy now* might without Reftraint abandon 
* themfHves to thèir Love, hinder'd them for fo 
ritany Days from making thofe Reflections, which, 
thé Condition they were now in, ought to have in- 
ftlr'd them With. They liv'd as if the Cady had 
let no Guard upon them, and as if Coulmfe had 
realty been the Sbn of Maffaoud, and that they dnty 
waited there for the good News from Cogenae . 

The Adventure of the Huila, notwithftanding thë 
Carb Of Mouzaffer and his Son to ftifle it, was noifcd 
throughout Samarcande, fb thàt federal Pëoplè of 
fafliron defired to fee the two Perfdns that Lové 
had fo ft rongty joined together, infomuch, that 
Itiufe and Vitchra, who were become the Difcourfe 
of the Publickj received every Day new Viftors. 
Olie Day amongft the reft, there came to fee them 
a Màh of a good Mien, Who told theto he was 
an Oteejroftne King's, and that having héard what 
had pafs'd before the Gady, he was invited by . his 
Curiôfitÿ to fee them, and that he catoe toaffure 
them he Would intereft hiMfelf*in their Behalf *, in 
fhbtr, he ôfiferçd Ms Service fo them fo frankly* 
arid fb dextroufty perftaded them, that he was ni 
their ïhterèfts, that they believ'd that they ‘could not 
fee too. thkfikful to him. They defired he would 
tit with thtm, artd toftew fahh thc Regard they 
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bad for him, Dilara took off her Veil; lb that, 
the Officer amaz’d with her Beauty, could not help - 
crying out ; Ah ! Seigneur Huila, I am no longer 
furprized with the Refolution that you fhew’d be¬ 
fore the Judge! They all three fat down to the. 
Table, which was covered with feveral Diflies. The 
Slaves, after the Entertainment, handed Wine and 
Raqui about plentifully; and then the Lady took, 
her Lute, and began to fing and play delicately, , 
fo that flie charmed the King’s Officer. Then me 
took her Guitar, and fung a melancholy Song on 
the Abfence of a Lover ; this was a Song {he had 
compos’d at Caracorom , after Couloufes. Difgrace. But 
flie no fooner had enter’d into the Song, than the 
young Man fell into a deep Thinking, and then 
wept bitterly. The King’s Officer was furpriz’d, 
and alk’d what was the Reafon of thefe Tears ; 
Alas ! replies the Son of Abdallah, what Ufe would 
it be of to you to know the Caufe ? It would be 
of as little Advantage for you to hear, as me to relate 
my paft Misfortunes. It brings them afrefli into 
my Mind, and I cannot think of thofe which ftill 
hang over my Head, without the utmoft Sorrow. 
This Anfwer would not fatisfy their Vifitor. Young 
Stranger, faid he, in the Name of God, tell me 
your Adventures ; it is not only Curiofity that urges 
me to know them, but I am heartily difpofed to 
ierve you, and perhaps you may not repent the 
Confidence you fhall put in me ; tell me who you 
are, for I fee well enough, you need not be alham’d 
of your Birth, fpeak and difguife nothing from me. 
Sir, replied Couloufe , my Story is too long, and will 
weary you; No, no, fays the Officer, I beg you 
would not mifs one Circumftance. Then the Soyn 
of Abdallah began to relate all his Adventures, and 
told them without Difguife. He allured him that 
he was not the Son of Majfaoud , but that he had 
Recourfe to that Cheat to gain the, Poffeffion of 

Dilara $ 
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l Dilara ; but, added he, my FaHhood had not the 
•Effeét I intended, for they would not believe me 
‘upon my ; Word ; 1 they have fènt to Cogende à Met- 
'fenger. Who will return in three Days; likewife the 
' Cady, who hath placed a Guard upon me, will 
'foon difcover the Cheat, and punifh me with an 
infamous Death. This is not what fo much affiiâs 
•me; but the dreadful Minute in which I mail be 
feparated from the Obje£t of my Soul, that Thought 
alone is all my Trouble. 

During the Time that he held this Difcourfe, 
which was intermix’d with .Sighs and Groans, the 
«Lady, on her Part, melted into Tears, and made 
known by her Grief, that fhe was under the fame 
Apprehennons with Couloufe . The King’s Officer 
could not fee this Spectacle, without Compaffion. 
Dear Couple, faid he, I am touch’d with your Af¬ 
fliction. I wifh I had it in my Power to ferveyou, 
and to hinder your drinking off that bitter Cup of 
Separation. I wifh to God, young Man, that I 
could fruftrate the Danger you lie expofed to ; but 
that appears very difficult for me. The Cady is a 
vigilant and inflexible Judge ; we cannot tell how 
to furprize his Vigilance, and he will never pardon 
your having deceived him. All that I can advife 
you to, is to put your Truft in God, who can open 
the Door that is lock’d ever fo faft, and enable you 
to furmount the moft unfurmountable Difficulties. 
Implore his Aid by fervent Prayers, and defpair not 
of a happy Ifliie of this Bufinefs, tho’ you fee no 
‘ Appearance ôf it. At thefe Words, the Officer took 
Leave of Couloufe and the Lady, and retired. 

It mutt be confefled then, faid the Daughter of 
‘ Boyruc , there are fome People in the World very 
fingular, they will come to offer their Service ; if 
you feem to be in Trouble, they will prefs you to 
relate your Uneafmefs to them, promifing their Re¬ 
lief, and- when by-tfceir Importunity, you have fa- 
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defied their Curiofity, all the Confolatjon which 
they give you, is to exhort you to Patience. Who, 
•that few this JVIan take our Interefts fo much to 
«Heart, would not have believ’d fhat he had a De¬ 
sign to be ferviaeable, and to ufe all bis Power to 
•do us a Kindnefe ? Neverthekfs, after we had told 
Aim the whole Story of our Lives, be left us to 
:Providcnce : Madam, feid the Son of Abdallah* what 
could he do for us? He hath too muçh the Air 
of a Gentleman, to be fufjpcded of having engag’d 
tis. to relate our Misfortunes only to content his Cu- 
:riofyy : No, no, Jhe w^s difpos’d to ferve ns, ajpdl 
«hehevc he .will .when I reflect on tfiegpnerous Pity, 
r which he not only expre fled in Words, but that t ap- 
«peared even in his Silence : But when fie few pur 
Condition without Remedy, could be have feid other- 
-wifethan what he did? And from whom can we 
now . receive Affiftancc ? Heaven only is capable of 
«delivering me from the Danger I am in. 

Thisjunhappy Couple fedden’d each other, and re¬ 
volving in, their Minds all the Horror of their De- 
r itiny,. they pafs’d. the two following Pays in Tears 
.and Sorrow : They thought however pf making their 
Efcape, itbey try’d the Fidelity of their Guards, but 
found. that: they were not to be bribed. And now 
ilhe fifteenth Day. arrived, and the Courier of Gogw4e 
was expeded back, .which they both dreaded, as 
much as the Son of Mtmzaffer ardently defired it. 
Soon, aa the firft Rays of that terrible Day broke 
into.the Apartment of Qoubufe^ the ypung Map be¬ 
lieving it to be the laft Time that he muft fee the 
Light, rofe to meet his Deaths he look’d upon l)is 
Wife with Eyes wherein were painted G^jef and 
Defpair, and feid to her, whh a Voice fierce to fie 
heard. Adieu, I go to fulfil my Deftiny, and carry 
my Head to the Cady for you; fair >Qilara y live 
and remember, fometimes the Man whp.fo tenderly 
loved, you : Ah ! Coulmf^ replies^the l^iy»'4 jflol v mg 
> 2 in 
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în"Tè£rs, yôu â*e;goirig to die, and you (tefipeihe 
to live! Can you think that Lean‘have any Plea- 
in Life without you? Can you be lb cruel as 
'tO'éëfirethat'I-'-^ofililt drag the Load of-manyktn- 
guilhing anddeplorable Days ! No, no, I* wiU ; toar 
thee Company, and defoend with thee to the Grave. 
Taber ^ the odious Taker , fhall fee what he loves, 
•pertfh with what he hates, he lhall have noRea- 
fbn to rejoice at your Death : Alas ! why muft thou 
<lie ? It is on me only that the Puniftiment ought 
; to fall ; it is thy Wife that made thee perjur’d, and 
'ftggefted to "thee ; that FaUhood, whkh thy Death 
"itttrft expiate. I am the Perfon that ought* to be* the 
Viftim; it* is atleaft but juft that I feould bear a 
Part in the Funhhment: Let us go to the Place 
'%rhere thy Punifhment is getting ready; I will let 
all the World know, that I had rather perifli with 
thee, than live without thee. 

The Son of Abdallah oppofed her Defign ; he 
-conjur’d her not to give him fo fatal a Token of 
'her Tendernefs ; and Dilara , on her Part, being ©b- 
‘ftinately bent to die with him, ddired him not to 
oppofe her Refolution. While they were arguing 
upon the Matter, they heard a great Noife at the 
Street-gate, and prefently few entring into the Court, 
the Cady follow’d by feveral other Perfons; with 
whom were Mouxaffer and his Son.

Be¬ 
ing inform’d from the Courier , Jent by Seignior Mou- 
zaffer, of the Adventure that hath happened to thee ; 
I prefently loaded forty Camels with feveral Sorts of ' 
Commodities , which I have fent to Samarcande under 
the Command of Gioher, Captain of my Carriage . 
Let me know y as foon as poJfble y what Condition 
you are in y to the End. our Hearts may be com¬ 
forted. and we may recover our former . Toy and 
Satisfaction*

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The Son of Abdallah had no fooner read the 
Letter, but he faw the forty Camels, which came 
from Cogende , entring into the Court. Then the 
Captain Gioher faid to him. My Lord and Mafter, 
where will you pleafe to appoint me to unlade my 
Camels, and ftore the Goods which I have brought 
you. What the Devil means all this, fays Couloufe 
to himfelf? I have ken furprizing Accidents happen; 
but, by Haly^ this exceeds all the reft. The Cap¬ 
tain Gioher faluted me, as if he had known me per- 
feétiy well. The Cady and Mouzaffer feem’d fatis- 
fied at this Appearance.

The Son of Majfaoud is in this City ; his Father 
hath writ to him, and fent him forty Camels laden 
with Goods, under the Command of Gioher ; this 
Gioher , who in all Appearance never faw his Mat¬ 
ter's Son, hath follow’d A4ouzaffer 9 s Courier; it is 
eafy to underftand the reft. This Error I confefe 
would be favourable to us, if it continues but a 
Time ; nothing then can hinder our Efcape, becaufe 
the Guard being withdrawn, we have no Body to 
obferve us ; but the News of the Camels Arrival is 
perhaps already difperfed throughout Samarcande $

When Couloufe and Dilara were alone, they be¬ 
gan to talk of efcapilig, and prepar’d for it. They 
expe&ed the Night with great Impatience ; and be¬ 
fore it came, they heard a great Noife, ami at once 
faW feveral Horfe-men appear in the Court of the 
inn wherein they lodg’d.

The Son of Abdallah , trembling, was 
amaz ? d, but went forward to the King’s Feet, where 
having kifs’d his Robe, he retired fome Paces back, 
and hung his Head down to his Breaft. But Usbec-

The Story of Prince Calaf and the Princefs of China. 

A Fter having heard the Story of Couloufe , you 
fliall now hear that of Prince Calaf the Son 
of the ancient Can of the Nogaian Tartars . The 
Hiftorians of his Age make glorious Mention of him. 
They fay, that he furpafs’d all the Princes of his 
Time for a Perfon of good Mien, of Wit, and of 
Courage $ that he was as learned as any of the 
Doctors ; that he underftood the myftick Senfe of 
the Commentaries on the Alcoran , and knew, by 
Heart, the Sentences or Proverbs of Mahomet . In 
fhort, he was called the Hero of Afia % and the 
* Phoenix of the Eaft. This Prince, at eighteen 
Years of Age, had not perhaps his Fellow in the 
World ; he was the Soul of his Father Timurtafcb’s 
Councils. When he gave any Advice, the moft 
confummate Minifters approv’d it, and could not 
but admire his Wifdom and Sagacity. Befides this, 
he manag’d the whole Bufinefs of the War, and 
put himfelf at the Head of the Troops, went out 
H 4 again!* 
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againft the Enemy, fought and conquer’d them* Hé 
had gain’d feveral Victories, and the Nogaians were 
become fo formidable by the Succefs of his Arms, 
that none of their neighbour Nations durft engage 
in War againft them. 

The Affairs of the Can his Father were in this 
Condition, when an Embaflador from the Sultan 
of Carizme came to his Court, who in his Au¬ 
dience declared, that his Mafter pretended the A&- 
gaian Tartars fhould pay him a yearly Tribute, 
which, if refus’d, his .Mafter would come in Per- 
fon with two hundred thoufand Men, and force 
them to a Compliance, at the Hazard of the Tar¬ 
tarian Crown, and their Sovereign’s Life. The Can 
thereon afl'embled his Council, who deliberated whe~ 
ther they fhould pay this Tribute, rather than con¬ 
tend with fo powerful an Enemy, or defpife his 
Menaces. CalaL and the greater Part of thofe who 
afliftcd at the Council, were for the laft Advice; 
fo that they fent the Embaflador back with a Re- 
fufah After this, they difpatched Deputies to the 
adjacent Countries, to reprefent to them their re- 
fpecftive Interefts, in uniting with the Can againft 
the Sultan of Carizme , whofe Ambition was grown 
fo exorbitant, that he would not fail to demand 
the fame Tribute of them, if he fhould once com¬ 
pel the Nogaians to pay it. The Deputies fucceeded in 
their Negotration. The neighbouring Nations, and 
amongft the reft, the CircaJJians , promis’d to join 
the Can with fifty thoufand Men. Relying on 
this Promife, befides the Army which that Prince 
had ordinarily on Foot, he rais’d new Troops. 

During the Time that thefe Preparations were 
making ready by the Nogaians , the Sultan of Ça- 
rizme on his Side, with two hundred thoufand Men, 
pak’d the River Jaxartes at Ccgcnde. He crofs’d the 
Country of llac and Saganac , where he met with 
Abundance of Provifionsk and advanced juft to the 
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River fund , before the Can’s Army, commanded by 
Prince Calaf\ could take the Field, becaufe the C/Vu 
cajjiansy and other auxiliary Troops, could not join 
them fooner. Prince Calaf having received all the 
Succours he expe&ed, marched dire&ly to the Jund^ 
-but had no fooner pafled a little River in his Way 
•thither, than Couriers inform’d him that the Enemy 
appear’d on the Plains, ready to give him Battle ; 
which as foon as the young Prince faw, he made 
his Army halt, and difpofèd his Troops for an En¬ 
gagement. 

The two Armies were almoft equal in Number, 
and the feveral Nations of which they were com¬ 
pos’d, were not lefs warlike one than the other j 
fo that the Battle was very bloody and obftinate. 
It began in the Morning, and laftçd till Night; the 
Officers and Soldiers on both Sides behaving them- 
felves with the greateft Bravery. The Sultan, du¬ 
ring the whole Aâion, did whatever a confummate 
Warrior could do, and Prince Calaf more than 
could be expeâed from fo young a General. Some¬ 
times the Nogaian Tartars had the better, and fome- 
times they were oblig’d to yield to the Efforts of the 
Carixmians ; fo that the two Parties fucceffively con - 
quering, and being conquered, founded a Retreat at 
the Approach of Night, refolving to begin the Battle 
again next Morning. But the Commander of the 
Circflffians went fecnetly to find out the Sultan, and* 
promis’d him that he would abandon the Nogaians , 
provided that by a Treaty, which he fhould fwear 
religipufly to obferve, he would promife never to de¬ 
mand Tribute of the Circajftans under any Pretence 
whatfoever. The Sultan confented, the Treaty was 
concluded, the Commander went back to his Quar¬ 
ters ; and the Day following, when he fhould have 
return’d to the Charge, the Circajftans were feen alî 
at once drawing themfelves off from their Allies* 
and matching towards their own Country. 
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This Treachery very much perplex’dPrince Ca- 
laf \ who, feeing himfelf by this Means much weaker 
than the Suhan, would very willingly have avoided 
fighting, but could not do it : The Carizmians fell 
on briftdy, and, taking Advantage of the Ground, 
which permitted them to extend themfelves, fur- 
rounded the Nogaians on all Sides, who, notwith- 
ftanding they were forfaken by their beft auxiliary 
Troops, and environ’d by their Enemies, did not 
lofe Courage, but, animated by the Example of their 
Prince, they clos’d their Ranks, and long fuftain’d 
the vigorous Charge of the Sultan. However, they 
were put into Diforder, and Calaf^ defpairing to 
gain the Viâory, endeavour’d only to efcape from 
the Enemy. He chôfe feveral Squadrons, and, put¬ 
ting himfelf at the Head of them, charged'thro? 
the Carizmians. The Sultan, inform’d of his Re¬ 
treat, detached fix thoufand Horfe to purfue him; 
but he difappointed their Purfuit, by following a 
Road they did not well know, and at laft the Prince 
arrived, in a few Days after the Battle, at his Fa¬ 
ther’s Court, where all were in a great Confterna- 
tion, when they knew the Misfortune which had 
happen’d to him. 

This News affixed Ttmurtafih ; but that which 
he received a little after, threw him into Defpair. 
An Officer that efcaped from the Battle, came and 
told him, that the Sultan of Carizme had put to 
the Sword almoft all the Nogaians , and that he ad¬ 
vanced by great Marches, with a Rcfolution to put 
to Death all the Can’s Family, and to fubjeft his 
Country to his Obedience. The Can then repented 
that he had refus’d to pay the Tribute demanded 
of him. But, as the Arabian Proverb has it, What 
avails Repentance after the Ruin of the Town of 
Bajia? The Time ptefe’d, and it behov’d him to 
think of faving himfelf from falling into the Sul¬ 
tan’s Power. To this End tbeCan, : the Princefe 
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Elmaze his Wife, and Calaf loaded themfelves with 
whatever was moft valuable in their Treafury, and 
went from AJtracan , their Capital City, attended by 
lèverai Officers of the Palace, and with the Troops 
that made their Way thro’ the Enemy with the 
young Prince. 

They took the Rout of Great Bulgaria , their De- 
fign being to feek for Protection from fome Sove¬ 
reign Prince. They had not gone many Days March 
before they gain’d Mount Caucafus , where 4000 
Robbers who dwelt in thofe Mountains fell at once 
upon them ; and tho’ Calaf had fçarce 400 Men, 
he bravely fuftain’d the Impetuofity of their Charge, 
and kill’d a great Part of them ; yet he loft all his 
Troops, and was left in the Power , of thefe Ban¬ 
ditti, whereof fome feized on the Riches they found 
upon them, while others minded nothing out dc- 
ftroying all the Followers of the Can. They fpar’d 
none but the Prince, his Wife and Son, whom 
they left almoft naked upon the Mountains. 

One cannot exprefs the Grief of Timurtafcb , when 
he faw himfelf reduced to this Extremity. He 
wifhed he had been in the Condition of thofe who 
perHh’d before his Eyes; and, abandoning himfelf 
to Defpair, he fcem’d refolv’d to lay violent Hand* 
on his own Life. The Princefs, on her Part, dif- 
folv’d in Tears, and made the Air eccho with her 
Cries and Groans. Calaf only had Strength to fop- 
port the Weight of his Misfortunes : Fortified With 
the Maxims of the Alcoran, and the Proverbs of 
Mahomet upon Predeftination, he had an invincible 
Refolution of Mind. The extream Affli&ion which 
the Can and his Wife exprefs’d, gave him the great- 
eft Trouble. O my Father and Mother, faid he, 
do not fink under your Misfortunes: Confider that 
it is the Will of 6od we fhould be thus mifera- 
ble ; let us fubmit, without complaining, to his ab- 
iolute Decrees) we are not the firft Princes that" 
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the Rod of his Juftice hath chaftis’d. How many 
Sovereigns before us have been driven from their 
Kingdoms* and after the leading of a wandring 
Life, as the meanefl Mortals, in foreign Countries* 
have heen reftored to their Thrones? If God hath 
the Power to take away Crowns, he can like wile 
bellow them again. Let us hope then he will be 
touched with our Miferies, and that Profperity will 
fucceed this deplorable Condition in which we now 
are. 

He added lèverai other Expreffions to comfort 
them ; and as he fpoke, his Father and Mother, 
attentive to his Difcourfe, felt within themfelves a 
fecret Confolation : They rcfolv’d to undergo their 
Lot in Patience» I will, my Son, faid the Can, fub- 
mit myfclf to Providence ; and fince the Afflictions 
which have befallen us are written in the inevitable 
Records of Fate, let us fuller them without com¬ 
plaining. At thefe Words, the Prince, his Wife, 
and Son, being refolved to continue firm under their 
Misfortunes, purfued their Journey on foot, for the 
Robbers had taken away their Horfes.. They march¬ 
ed thus a long Time together, and liv’d on the Fruits 
which they found in the Valleys j but being come 
into a Defart, where the Earth produced nothing 
whereon to fubfift, their Courage fail’d them. The 
Can being already in Years, began to feel his Strength 
abate, and the Princefe, fatigu’d with travelling* 
could fcarce fupport herfelf ; fo that Calaf, tho’ weak 
himfelf, was forced to carry upon his Shoulders, firft 
one, and then the other, to relieve them. In (hort, 
all three being quite fpent with Hunger and Thirft, 
and Wearinefs, arrived at a Place full of frightful 
Precipice's. It was a very fteep HiU, and divided 
with dreadful Pits, among which it appear’d dangerous 
to pafs, and they faw no other Road to enter into 
a vaft Plain that lay before them, becaufe on each 
Side of the Hill the Country appeared fo perplex’d - 
3 with 
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with Briars and Thorns, that no Paflàge could be 
made thro* them. When the Princefs few the Abyf- 
fes v Ihe cry’d out bitterly, and the Can loft all Pa¬ 
tience, and became outrageous. All is oveF, faid he 
to the Prince his Son $ I give Way ta my ill For¬ 
tune, I muft fink under my Burthen ; I will throw 
myfelf into one of thefe Chafms, which Heaven un¬ 
doubtedly hath predcftined to be my Grave. I will 
free myfelf from the Tyranny of my Fate; for I 
had rather die than live fuch a Life of Mifery. 

The Can, giving himfelf up to the furious Emo* 
tion he was in, went to throw himfelf into a Pro* 
cipice, when Prince Caltf catched him in his Arms* 
and held him. Ah ! my Father, faid he to him, what 
will you do ? To what Excefs of Paffion do you give 
Way ? Is it thus you teftify the Submiffion you ought 
to mew to'the Decrees of Heaven? Reflect on 
what you are going to do : Inftead of giving fuch, 
Tokens of an obftinate Impatience, fo rebellious 
to the Will of God, we ought by our Conftancy 
to feek to merit a more favourable Regard from him. 
We are, I confefs, in a very deplorable Condition, 
and we cannot, without imminent Danger, march 
aqiongft thefe Precipices ; but perhaps we may ftill 
find out fome Road that will lead us into the Plains ; 
give: me leave to fearch. Mean while. Sir, quiet 
the Violence of your Paffion, and wait here with 
thePrincefe: I will prefently return. Go, my Son r 
anfwers the Can, we will attend, and do not dread 
my JDefpftir; it lhall not get the better of me till 
you come back to us. 

Tfie yoiung Prince went quite round the Moun¬ 
tain* without being able to difcover any Road. He 
wa&gfievquily afflicted, threw himfelf on the Ground, 
wept^ ^and begg’d the Afflftance of Heaven. He 
then lofeup and fought anew for fome Path that 
mightconduit them to the Plain, and at laft found 
one. He purfued it> and gave Thanks to God for 
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his good Fortune. He advanced to the very Foot 
of a Tree that flood at the Entrance into the Plain, 
which cover'd with its Shade a fine tranfparent Foun¬ 
tain of Water. He likewife perceiv'd other Trees, 
loaded with Fruit of a furprizing Largenefs. Tranf- 
ported with Joy at this Difcovery, he ran back to 
give his Father and Mother Notice thereof, who re¬ 
ceiv'd the News with great Glad nefs, taking it as 
an Omen that Heaven at laft began to pity their 
Mifery. Calaf led them to the Fountain, wherein 
'they all three wafhed their Hands and Faces, and 
quenched the burning Thirft that had almoft parch'd 1 
them up. Afterwards they eat of the Fruit which 
the young* Prince had gather'd, and which, in the 
preffingNeceffity they had of Nourifhment, appear'd 
to be excellent. Sir, faid Calaf to his Father, you 
fee now the Injuftice of your Complaints, you ima¬ 
gin'd that Heaven had forfaken us ; I implor’d its- 
Aid, and it hath aflifted us. God is never deaf to 
the Cries of the Wretched, that put their Truft 
in him. 

They remain'd near the Fountain two or three 
Days to reft themfelves, and to recover their loft 
Strength. After that, they loaded themfelves with 
Fruit, and advanced into the Plain, hoping that 
would lead them to feme Place that was inhabited* 
and they flatter’d not themfelves with deluding 
Hopes, for they prefentlv perceiv'd before them 
a City, which feem’d to De large and ftately built. 
They went forward, and when they Were arrived 
almoft at the Gates, they ftopt to wait for the 
Night, not being willing to enter into the Town 
by Day-light, becaufe they were cover'd with Duft and 
Sweat, and almoft naked. They fat themfelves down 
beneath a fhady Tree, and lay along on the Graft. 
When they had refted themfelves there a while, an 
old Man, who was come out of the City to take 
„ the Air, came under the fame Tree } and, after 
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having faluted them very refpe&fully, fat down by 
them. They re-faluted him in their Turn, and 
afked him, What they call’d this City ? It is called 
JaUj replies the old Man, and the Capital of the 
Country, where the River Jaic has its Source* 
The King Henge-Can keeps his Court here. It ap¬ 
pears you are Strangers, finceyou afk this Queftion. 
Yes, rays the Can, we are of a far diftant Coun¬ 
try from hence. We were born in the Kingdom 
of Carizmty and liv’d on the Banks of the Cajpian 
Sea. We were People of Bufinefs, and going with 
lèverai other Merchants to trade, a large Troop of 
Robbers attack’d our Caravan, and pillard it. They 
only left us our Lives, and in that Condition you 
now fee us. We have eroded Mount Ctucafusy and 
are come, hither without knowing any Part of the 
Country we have paffed through, or whither we west 
going. 

The old Man; who was venr compaffionate of - 
the Troubles of the Affliâed, afTur’d them that he 
was fenfible of their Misfortunes ; and the better to 
convince them of it, he offer’d them his Houfe, and 
that with fo good a Grace, that, even had they 
not flood in need of his Oder, they could not well 
•have told how to refufe it. He Ihew’d them the 
Way, and they came to his Home by the Time 
that Day-light began to clolè. R was a little Houfe, 
meanly furnilhed with Goods, but fuch as were there, 
were neat and ufeful, and rather (hew’d an Air of 
Modefty than Want. Thé old Man, when he en¬ 
ter’d, fpoke foftly to one of his Slaves, who in a 
little Time brought two young Merchants along 
with him, one of whom had a large Parcel of Men 
and Womens Clothes ready made, and the other 
was laden with all Sorts of Veils, Turbans, and 
Girdles. Prince Calaf and his Father took each of. 
them a Caffetan of Cloth, and a Suit of Brocade, 
with a Turban of Indian Linen, and the Princefs 
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a çompleat Suit of Womens Clothes. After the 
Hoft. had paid the Merchants, and fent them away, 
'he afked for Supper. Two Slaves prefently fpread 
the Table, and the Buffet was fet out with China- 
Ware, and Wooden-Plates made of Sanders and 
.Aloes, with feveral Cups of Coral perfumed with 
Ambergreafe. They ferv’d up excellent Soup, with 
.two Difhes of Sturgeons Eggs. The Can, his Wife, 
and Calafy fet themfelves down with the old Man, 
and eat of the Viâuals before them, which was fuc- 
ceeded with a Pafty of Antelope, a great Plate pyra¬ 
mided with dainty Fowls, fomewhat bigger than 
Partridges j a Plate of Tziberica , an excellent Fifh of 
the Volga , and two Sturgeons, with a Difh of Ca*- 
viere for the laft Service. After which they drank 
three great Bottles of Camniez and Aqua Vita , made 
of Dates. The old Man, warm’d with the Liquors 
he had drank, began to be in a pleafant Humour, 
and did what he could to make his Guefts merry ; 
but; perceiving that he could not do it, and that 
they appear’d intirely taken up with their Mis¬ 
fortunes; I fee plainly, faid he, that I ftrive in vain 
to divert your Minds from the Accident that hath 
befallen you. Your Misfortune takes up all your 
Thoughts : Neverthelefs, give me Leave to ftiew ypu, * 
that infterd of giving yourfelves up to thefe me¬ 
lancholy Reprefentations, you ought to banifh them 
out of your Remembrance. Comfort yourfelves for 
the Lofs you *have fuftained from the Robbers ; the 
Mifchance that afflifts you thus, is nothing new : 
Travellers and Merchants meet with the like every 
Day. I myfelf, in my Youth, was robbed on the 
Road from Moufel to Bagdad ; the Robbers took 
very confiderably from me, and I thought I fcould 
have loft my Life. I found myfelf in the famo 
t Condition you are in ; however, I # tbok Comfort. 
It was very difagreeable for a Man of my Con¬ 
dition to fee my Ilf reduced to Beggary, 1 will re- 
r late 
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late my Story to you, fince I fee you are People 
in whom I may confide ; perhaps it may be of 8er- 
vice to you. The Relation of my Misfortunes may 
^encourage you to (import yourfelves under yours; 
Having faid thefe Words, the good old Man or¬ 
der’d his Slaves to retire, and begun after this 
Manner. 


The Story of Prince Fadlallah, Son of Bin-Ortoc, King 
of Moufel. 

I Was the Son of the late King of Moufel , the 
Great Bin-Ortoc : As foon as I was twenty Years 
old, he would have me marry ; he Ihew’d me a 
great many young Slaves, fome of whom were very 
handfome ; I look’d upon ’em all with Indifference, 
there was not one that made the lead Irapreffion. 
on me ; they were fenfible of it, they redden’d with 
Rage, and retired full of Anger that they could not 
gain my Heart. My Father was much furprized at 
my Coldnefs, he neither forefaw nor expe&ed it ; 
on the contrary, he believ’d that being ftruck with 
fo many Beauties at once, I Ihould have been trou- 
bled how to make a Choice. I told him that I had 
as yet no Inclination to Marriage, and that perhaps 
it proceeded from the great Delire I had to travel ; 
and therefore I beg’d that he would give me Leave 
only to go to Bagdad , and that at my Return I 
would refolve to take a Wife. He would not com¬ 
pel me to marry, but allowed me to take a Jour¬ 
ney to Bagdad ; and, to appear like the Son of a 
King in fo confiderable a City, he order’d me a 
magnificent Equipage. He open’d hisTreafury, and 
loaded four Camels with Pieces of Gold ; he ap¬ 
pointed me Officers of his Houfhold to ferve me, 
with a hundred Soldiers to conduft me as my Guard. 

I departed from Moufel with my Retinue for Bagdad : 

We.. 
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^tfe met wkh no Accident for feme Days ; but one 
Nighty as we were at Reft in a Meadow where we 
had encamp’d, we found ourfeives fo vigorously at¬ 
tack’d, and that by fo large a Number of Bedomtt 
Arabs , that the greateft Part of my People were 
murdered, e’er I knew the Danger I was in ; I de¬ 
fended myfelf with what remain’d of my Guards, 
and the Officers of my Father’s Houfholdj we 
charg’d the Arabs with fo much Fury, that there 
foil three hundred before us. The Day coming on, 
the Brigades, which had Surrounded us, being a- 
Iham’d and irritated by the obftinate Refiftance of 
a Handful of Men, redoubled their Efforts $ and, as 
it was no longer to any Purpofe to fight as we did 
Hke defperate Men, for we were forc’d to yield to 
their Superior Strength, they took away our Arms 
and Clothes, and inftead or making Prifoners of iis* 
in order to fell us for Slaves, or to fuffer m to go 
at Liberty, as Men who needed no Addition to their 
Wretchednefe, confidering the miferable Condition 
to which they had brought us ; they refolved to re¬ 
venge the Death of their Companions, and were fo 
bafc and barbarous, as to put to the Sword a Par¬ 
cel of Men who could no longer defend themfelves. 
All my People perifo’d, and as I was going to be 
made a Sacrifice with the reft, I made myfelf known 
to the Robbers 5 Bold Wretches, faid I, have Regard 
to Royal Blood : I am Prince Fadlallah , the only 
Son of Bin-Qrtoc, King of Motifel, and Heir to his 
Dominions. I am glad, faid the Chief of the Arabs , 
• to underftand who thou art ; we have long mor¬ 
tally hated thy Father, for he has hanged many of 
our Comrades that have fallen into his Hands ; thou 
(halt be treated after the fame Manner. In fhort, 
they bound me, and after they had feiz’d my Equk 
page, they carried me to the Foot of a Mountain, 
betwixt two Forefts, where there was an infinite 
Number of little Tents pitch’d, and this was their 

Retreat ; 
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Retreat : I was londuâcd into the Tent of their 
Chief, which wag rais’d in the Middle of the 
thcrs, and appear’d abundantly larger than any of 
the reft. They kept ne one Day only, after 
which they bound me to a Tree, where, in Ex¬ 
pectation of a lingering Death, which was to put an 
End to my Life, whole Courfe was but nevrfy be¬ 
gun, I had the Mortification to fee mylblf fur- 
rounded by all thefe Banditti, who infulted me with 
reproachful Words, and took a Pleafure to abufc 
and revile me. 

It was already a long Time that I had been bound 
to the Tree, and the laft Moments of Life were 
not far off, when a Spy came to acquaint the Chief 
of the Àrébsy that a fair Opportunity offer’d itfelf 
but feven Leagues off, and that a great Caravan wag 
to encamp the next Night in a certain Place. The 
Chief presently order’d Us Companions to prepare for 
inarching, which was done in a little Time; they 
all mounted their Horfes and left me, not doubting 
in the lcaft but that they.(hould find me dead at 
their Return. Heaven neverthelefs, which brings 
to nought the Purpofes of Men, when they agree 
not with its eternal Decrees, was not pleas’d I 
Ihould perifb fo foon ; The Chieftain’s Wife had 
Companion of me, (he came in the Night-time to 
the Tree to which I was hound, and faid to me: 
Young Man, I pity thy Misfortunes, and Ihould be 
glad to deliver thee from the Danger thou art in ; 
but if I unbind thee, and fet thee at Liberty, hai: 
thou yet Strength enough to get away? Yes, anr 
fwer’d I, the fame God that hath inipir’d you with - 
this charitable Intention, will afford me Strength to 
efcape. This Woman unbound me, gave me an 
old Caffetan of her Hulband’s, with two or three 
Loaves, and (hew’d me a Path : Go that Way, 
fiid (he to me, follow that Road, and thou wilt 
arrive at a Place that is inhabited. I thank’d my 
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Deliverer, and march’d all Night, without Idling 
the Road which (he had (hewn me. The next 
Day I perceived a Man on Foot, who drove be¬ 
fore him a Horfe loaded with two great Packs : 
I join’d him, and after having told him that I was 
an unfortunate Stranger that had loft my Way, 
and knew not the Country, I afk’d him where 
he was going. I am going, replied he, to- fell 
Goods at Bagdad' 9 where I (haltarrive in two Days: 
I accompanied this Man, and left him not till we 
came into the City ; he went where his Bulinefs 
call’d him, and I retir’d into a Mofque, where I 
continued two Days and two Nights, 1 had but 
little Defire to ftir from thence ; I was afraid of 
meeting fbme People from Moufel that might know 
me j I was (b afham’d to be feen in the Diftrefs I was 
in, that, far from thinking of difeovering my Con¬ 
dition to others, I would much rather have hid it 
from myfelf: Hunger neverthelefs took off one Part 
of my Shame, or rather, k made me yield to its Ne- 
ceffity, which none can refift ; Lrefolv’d to beg my 
Bread, till I could fome other Ways help myfelf. 

I prefented myfelf before a lower Window of a 
great Houfe, and afk’d Alms with a loud Voice; 
an old Female Slave came prefently to the Win¬ 
dow, with Bread in her Hand, which (he would 
have given me. , As I was ftepping forwards to 
take it, the Wind by Accident blew afidte the Cur¬ 
tain of the Window, and difeover’d to me in the 
Room a young Lady of an excelling Beauty ; her 
Brightnefs (truck my Sight like Lightning, I was 
quite dazzled ; I received the Bread without dream¬ 
ing what I was about, and I remain’d motionlefs 
before the old Slave, inftead of giving her Thanks 
as I ought to have done : I was fo furpriz’d, fo 
confounded, fo loft in Love, that (he took me un¬ 
doubtedly for a Fool ? She went away, and left me 
in the Street to look at the Window in vain, for 

the 
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the Wind no more blew afide the Curtain ; I pals d 
the reft of the Day waiting for another favourable 
IJlaft. When I faw the Night come on, I thought 
of retiring ; but before I ft ray’d from that Houfe, 
I afk’d an old Man that pafs’d by, if he knew 
whom it belong’d to. It is, anfwer’d he, Seigneur 
Mouaffac's Houfe, he is the Son of Abdane , a Per- 
fon of Quality, yery rich, and a Man of Honour ; 
it is not long fmce he was Governor of this Place* 
but he fell out with the Cady, who found out 
Ways to mifreprefent him to the Calif, and turn 
him out of his Government. In refle&ing on this 
Adventure, I was infenfibly got out of the City, 
and was come into a great Church-yard, or Bury- 
ing-place, where I refolv’d to fpend that Night. I 
eat my Bread with little Appetite, though I ought 
to have had a good one : At length I laid me down 
by a Tomb, refting my Head upon a Heap of 
Bricks ; I had no little Trouble to get to Deep, the 
Daughter of Mouaffac terribly affedted my Senfes, 
her charming Image heated my Imagination; be- 
fides, the Fpod I had eaten, was not fucculent c- 
nough to procure me by its Vapours an eafy Sleep ; 
yet I (lumber’d, in Spignt of thefe Ideas which had 
got Poflèffion of me, but my Slumber was not of 
long Duration, a great Noife which I heard in the 
Tomb prefently awak’d me. Frighted at the Din 
of which+I knew not the Caufe, I rofe, in order 
to run out of the Church-yard, when two Men, 
who were ftanding at the Entrance of the Tomb, 
perceiving me, ftopt me, and afk’d who I was, and 
what I was doing in the Burying-place. I am, faid 
I, an unhappy Stranger, whom Fortune has reduced 
to, live on Alms, and I came to pafs the Night here, 
becaufe I *had no Lodging in the City. Since thou 
àr^a Begjgar, fays one of the two Men to me, thank 
God thoii haft met us, we are going to provide 
good Cheer for thee, In faying that, they dragg’d 

me 
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me into the Tomb, where four of their Comrades 
were eating of Dates and Radifiies, and drinking of 
good Liquors : They made me fit down by them be~ 
/ore a long Stone, which fervM them for a Table, 
and I was oblig’d to eat and drink out of Com- 
plaüànce. I foon fufpefted what they were, that is 
to fay. Robbers, and they prefently, by their Dif- 
courfe, confirm’d me in my Sufpicions. They be¬ 
gan to talk of a confiderable Robbery which they 
had juft committed, and imagining it would be % 
great Pleafure to me to be one of them, they pro¬ 
pos’d it to me. This put me into a terrible Strait, 
you may well judge ; I was no Ways tempted to 
aflociate myfelt with fqch a Gang, but I was afraid 
to irritate them in nôt accepting what they pro¬ 
posed to me. This fomewhat perplex’d me, I knew 
not what to anfwer, when all of a fudden I was 
relieved from this Difficulty. The Cady’s Lieute¬ 
nant, attended with twenty or thirty armed Men, 
entered die Tomb, feiz’d tne Robbers and me, and 
conven’d us to Prifon, where we pafs’d the reft of 
the Night. 

The Day following the Cady came to examine 
the Prifoners ; the Robbers» confefs’d their Crime, 
becaufe they found it would be in vain to deny it; 
as for me, I inform’d the Judge in what Manner 
I met them, and they confirming the fame Thing, 
1 was taken afide, becaufe the Cady would examine 
tne in particular, before he was willing to let me 
go otit of his Hands. He came to me, and àûfd 
me what I was going to do in the’ Church-yard, 
Where I was taken, and how I got my Living at 
Bagdad? He put a thoufand Queftions to me, and 
I arifwer’d with a great deal of Sincerity; except 
bnly that I would not difcover my Birth. I gave 
him an exadt Account of all my Steps, and at the 
fame Time related to him, how the Day before, 
Jiaving prefented myfelf at the Window of M*t± 
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Houfe to afk Alms, I had feen by Accident 
a voung Lady who had charm’d me : At the Name 
of AfmaffaC) I few the Cady’s Eyes fparkle; that 
Judge remain’d fomeMirm tes thoughtful, afterwards, 
he took a gay Air upon him, and feid to me. Young 
Man, it is your Fault if you enjoy not the young 
Lady you law Yefterday; it is undoubtedly the 
Daughter of Mouaffac , for 'I have been told he hath 
a Daughter perfect! handfome. Were you the laft 
and moft abjedt of Men, I would bring you to the 
Attainment of your Wifhes, don’t trouble yourfdf 
any farther about it, I will endeavour to make your 
Fortune. I thank’d him, without penetrating into 
the Defigns that he meditated, and I follow’d the 
Aga of the black Eunuchs, who, by his Order, took 
me out of Prifon, and carried me to the püblick 
Baths. While I was there, the Judge fent two of 
his Officers to Mouaffac , to tell him that he defired 
to fpeak with hhn about an Affair of the greateft 
Confequence. Mouaffac came with the Officers; 
as foon as the Cady few him, he advanced to fa- 
lute him, and embraced him feveral Times. Mou¬ 
affac was much aftonilh’d at this Reception : Whence 
conies it, fays he to himfelf, that the Cady, my 
mortal Enemy, is become fb civil ? He hath fome 
Defign in this. Seigneur Mouaffac , fays the Judge 
to him, Heaven will have it that we two fhould 
be no longer Enemies ; an Opportunity offers itfelf 
to remove that Hatred which hath been feveral 
Years betwixt your Family and mine. The Prince 
of Bafra arrived Yefterday Evening at Bagdad , he 
is come to lodge with me, he departed from Bafra 
without taking Leave of the King his Father : He' 
was pleas’d to fpeak of your Daughter, and upon 
the Character that hath been given him of her, he 
is become fb much in Love, that he hath taken 
a Resolution to demand her in Marriage. He thinks 
fit that I ihouid be the Perfon, by whofe Interme¬ 
diation 
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diatton this Union may be compleated ; and it Will 
be more agreeable to me, becaufe it may be the 
Occafion of reconciling us. I am amaz’d, anfwers 
Mouaffac , that the Prince of Bafrù would think of 
doing me the Honour to marry Zemroude my Daugh¬ 
ter, and that this News fliould be brought by you* 
who have always fhewn fo ardent* a Defire to ruin 
me, Speak no more of what is pafs’d. Seigneur 
Mouaffac^ replies the Cady, pray let us mutually 
forget whatever hath been done by either of us, 
one againft the other; and for the Sake of this 
happy Match of your Daughter, with the Prince of 
Bafray let us live the reft of our Days in good 
Friendfhip. 

Mouaffac was as naturally good as the Judge was 
wicked ; he fuffer’d himfelf to be deceived by the 
falfe Shew of Friendfhip which his Enemy gave 
him : He banifh’d all Hatred in a Moment, and 
put a Confidence in the perfidious Carefles of the 
Cady. They embrac’d each other, and fwore an 
inviolable Friendfhip; and then I enter’d into the 
Chamber where they were, being conduced by the 
Âgay who, after I was come out of the Bath, had 
brought me a fine Robe, with a Turban of Indian 
Muflin ; the Border of it, which was Cloth of Gold, 
hung down over my Ear. Great Prince, faid the 
Cady to me, as foon as he faw me, you are hear¬ 
tily welcome to Bagdad ; and fince you are pleas’d 
to honour me with your Reception, I want a Tongue 
to exprefs my Acknowledgments.

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Seraglio. Judge into what an Aftonilhment thefe 
Difcourfes threw me; I knew not what to an- 
fwer ; I /aluted Mouaffac , without faying any Thing 
to him; but the Cady feeing me disturbed, and 
fearing I fhould make fome Anfwer that might 
mar his Proje#, haften’d to take the Words out 
of my Mouth. The Prince defires, fays he, that 
die Contra# of Marriage be made out of Hand in 
the Prefence of good Witnefies. In fpeaking that, 
he order’d his Aga to go for Witnefies, and, du¬ 
ring that Time, he drew up the Contra#. 

When the Aga had brought the Witnefies, they 
read the Contra#, which I figned.

I went from the Ca¬ 
dy’s with Mouaffac ; we found at the Gate two fine 
Mules richly harnefs’d, which waited for us, and 
upon which the Judge caus’d us to mount with great 
Ceremony : Mouaffac carried me along with him 
to his own Houfe, and when we were come into 
the Court, he alighted firft from his Mule, and 
with a relpe#ful Air came to hold my Stirrutrwhilr 
I alighted from mine, which I was oblig’d to per¬ 
mit. After that, he took me by the Hand, and 
led me up to his Daughter’s Apartment, where he 
left me with her alone, as fooit às he had told her 
what had pafs’d before the Cady. 

. Zcmroude being perfuaded that her Father had

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Man alive, pafs’d that Day at the Feet,of the young 
% Lady, to whom I add refled my felf in the tendereft 
and moll obliging Manner, to difpofe her to have an. 
Inclination for me; and I prefently perceived I had 
not loft my Labour, but that my Youth and Love 
had made fome Impreflion on her. I Was pleafed. at 
the Succefs of my Love ; I continued to court her, 
and had the Pleafure to obferve, that every Minute' 
Î made fome Progrefs in her Hearth In, the mean 
time, Mouaffac , to celebrate his Daughter’s Nuptials, 
prepared a great Feaft, whereat were lèverai of the 
Chief of his Family. The Bride appeared as bright 
and as fair as the Daughters of Mahomet's Paradife, 
and the Sentiments I had infpired her with, feem’d 
to add a new Luftre to her Beauty : The Entertain¬ 
ment was fucceeded with Dancing and Concerts of 
Mufick^ feveral beautiful Slaves began to dance, 
to ling, and play on all Sorts of Iilftruments ; and 
while the Company was engaged in the Merriment, 

I faw the Bride and her Mother fteal out of the 
Room. A little while after, Mouaffac came and took 
me by the Hand, and conducted me into a very line 
Apartment ; we came into a Chamber very richly 
furnilh’d, where there was a large Bed of Gold Bro¬ 
cade, about which were placed, in Silver Candle- 
fticks. Tapers of Wax richly perfum’d. Zcmroude , 
whom her Mother and two Slaves had undrefs’d, 
was already in Bed : Mouaffac , his Wife, and the. 
.Slaves, retired, and left me in the Chamber, where, 
after having given Thanks to Heaven for this good 
Fortune, I put off my Cloaths, and went to Bed 
to the Pcrfon whom I lov’d more than my Life. 

The next Day in the Morning I heard a knocking 
at my Chamber-Door ; I rofe, and opening, the- 
Door, found it was the Black.Aga, who brought a 
great Bundle in with him : I imagined that it was 
the Cady that had fent my Wife and me two Robes 
of Honour, hut I was deceived: Seigneur Advent 
. turer. 
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turer, fays the Negro to me, with an Air of Raillery, 
the Cady gives his Service to you, and defires you 
would be pleas f d to fend him back'the Cloaths he lent 
you Yefterday to perfonate the Prince of Bafra, I 
have brought you your old ones again. ; I was much 
fur prized at this Compliment, and under flood then 
the Malice of the Cady} I gave the Aga the Turban 
and his Mailer’s Robe, and took my old Caffetan 
again that was all in Tatters. Z emronde had heard 
Part of the Negro’s Difcourfe, and feeing me cover¬ 
ed with Rags, O Heaven ! fays {he, What means 
this Change ? And what is it this Man fays to you ? 
My Princefs, anfwercd I, the Cady is a great Vil¬ 
lain, but he is now cheated in his wicked Defigns; 
he believed thât he had married you to a Carry Rogue, 
and a Beggar ; but your Hufband is a Prince: I am 
not beneath the Perfon you thought you had married; 
the Rank of the Prince of Bafra is not above mine. 
I am the only Son of the King of MoufeU Heir to 
the Great Bin-Ortoc y and my Name is Fadlallah ; 
at the fame time I told her the Hiftory of my Life, 
without fuppreffing the lead Circumdance. And 
when I had done, My Prince, faid (he, though you 
were not the Son of a great King, I Ihould never 
Jove you the lefs for it ; yet I allure you Î am proud to 
hear of your high Birth, for my Father’s fake, who 
is more fenfible than I am of the Honours of the 
World : All my Ambition is, to have a Husband 
that loves me only, and will not torment me with 
Rivals in his Affection. 

I fail’d not to fwear to her, that I would love her 
^all my Life: She appear’d charm’d with that Af'iu- 
rance ; fhe call’d one of her Women, and gave her 
Orders to go fecretly, and with fpeed, to buy the 
richeft Suit of Cloaths that fhe could find ready made : 
The Slave that was charged with this Commiffion, 
*pu mutually obey’d her, as fhe defired : She returned 
quickly with a Robe and magnificent Veft, together 
I 2 with 
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with a Turban of Indian Mullin, as coftly as the 
other, fo that prefently I became more richly cloath- 
ed than before. Well, Sir, faid Zemroude to me, 
do you believe that the Cady will have any great 
Occafion to rejoice at what he has done ? He de- 
figned this as an Affront to my Family, which will 
procure an Honour to it : He undoubtedly imagines, 
by this Time, that we are over-whelmed with Grief. 
What Chagrin will he be in, when he comes 
to know how well he hath ferved his Enemies? 
But before we let him know who you are, his wick¬ 
ed Intention (hall be punilhed. I will take Care of 
that my felf : I know there is a Dyer in this City, 
who has a Daughter of a moft frightful Uglinefs : I 
will fay no more to you of it at prefect, added (he, 
left I difappoint you in the Pleafure of the Surprize: 
Let it fuffice you to know that I am contriving a Pro¬ 
jet of Revenge, that will make the Cady defperate, 
and render him the Jeft of the Court and the City. 

I believed that Judge would be fufficiently punilhed 
for having given me for a Son-in-Law to Mouaffac , 
when he came to know who I was; but Zemroude 
appear’d very defirous to have her Revenge. You

The Officer having carry’d this Anfwer to the Cady,

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Zemroude to come nearer, and to go into a Clofet he 
had on the Side of his Tribunal: She obeyed, mak¬ 
ing a reverend Bow with her Head ; fhe let her felf 
down on a Sofa, and lifted up her Veil ; the Cady 
follow’d her in, fet himfelf by her, and was fur prized 
at her Èeauty. Well, my dear Child, faid he, what 
Service can I do you ? Sir, anfwer'd fhe. You, who 
have the Power of the Laws in your Hand, and who 
diftribute Juftice to the Poor, as well as the Rich, I 
beg you would be attentive, and underftand my'Com- 
plaint. Have Pity on the fad Condition I am in. 
Let me underftand your Bufinefs, replies the Cad}', I 
fwear by my Head and Eyes, that I will do for thee 
whatever is poflible and impoflible. 

Thbn Zemroude threw afide her Veil entirely, and 
fhew’d the Judge her fine brown Locks, that hung in 
Rings upon her Shoulders: See, my Lord, faid fhe, 
if this Hair is difagreeable ; examine, I bcfeech you, 
my Face, and tell me, without Flattery, what you 
think of it ? The Cady, at thefe Words, which gave 
him fo great Encouragement, remained not long 
mute: By the Sacrifice of Mount Arafate , [a Moun¬ 
tain near Mechà , which the Mahometans think fa- 
cred, becaufe they believe that Adam and Eve y hav¬ 
ing been driven out of Paradife for their Difobedience, 
the one towards the Eaft, the other towards the Weft, 
wandered up and down the Earth for the Space of a 
Hundred and twenty Years, doing Penance all that 
while for their Offence, and that at length they met 
and knew one another again on the Mountain Arafate , 
which, for that Reafon, took its Name from the Ara¬ 
bic k Word Arafa , which fignifies, to know again.] 
By the Sacrifice of Mount Arafate , cry’d he, I can 
fee no Fault in you ; your Forehead refembles a Plate 
of burnifh’d Silver, your Eyebrows are like two Bows, 
your Cheeks likeRofcs, your Eyes two precious Stones 
which caft a fparkling Luftre, and one would take 
your Mouth for a Box of Ruby, that enclofes a Brace- 
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kt of Pearls. The Daughter of Mmaffac flop’d net 
here ; (he rufe from off the Sofa* and took tWo or 
three Steps along the Clofet with a graceful Air: 
Mind jny Shape, my Lord, faid (he, confider it well, 
-do you find any thing amift in it, or irregular ? Is it 
not free and eafy ? Have I a (tiff and affe&ed Man¬ 
ner ? Is my Gefture difordered, and my Mien fo 
;vulgar ? What is there fo (hocking in my Gait ? 
Do I not ftep well ? 1 am charm’d, replies the Judge, 
with your whole Perfon, I never faw any thing fo 
fine as you. And wha^do you fee in my Arms, con¬ 
tinued (he, baring them to the Shoulders, are they 
not palTable white and round ? Ah cruel ! replies the 
Cady, interrupting her, and tranfported with Love, 
I (nail die; if thou haft any thing more to fay, 
fpeak quickly, for my Reafon is gone, and I cannot 
look upon you any longer. 

Know then, my Lord, reply’d Zemtoude , that in 
Spite of thefe Charms which Heaven hath beftowed 
on me, I live in Obfcurity, in a Houfe where I am 
not fuffered to fpeak to any body, not only Men, 
but alfo Women, who, by their Conventions, 
might give me fome Diverfion ; not but that many 
Matches have been propofed to me by my Father, 
and I lhould long fince have been married, if he had 
not had the Barbarity to deny me to all thofe who 
made Love to me. He tells one, that I am as dry as 
a Stick ; another, jhat I am bloated and puffed up 
like a Bladder ; to this, I am a Cripple and lame ; 
and to that, I have loft my Senfes ; that I have a Wen 
on my Back, a Cancer in my Breaft, am dropfical, 
and all over fcabbed. y In fliort, he would have me 
j>afs for a Creature unworthy the Convention of Men, 
.and hath fo far undervalued me, that I api become the 
Reproach of Mankind, fo that no Man will enquire 
after me, and I muft be condemn’d to eternal Celibacy. 

thefe Words -he counterfeited Tears, and ma- 
jraged her felf with fo much Art, that the Judge was 
» perfe&ly 
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pcrfeftly deceived. O barbarous Father f cry*d he. 
How canft thou treat fo lovely a Daughter with i’uch 
Rigour? How canft thou fuffer fo fair a Tree to con¬ 
tinue barren? Well, this is what I will not permit) 
but what is then your Father’s Defign ? purfued he;. 
Speak, my Angel, Why would he not have you 
marrv ? I know not, my Lord, replies Zanroude ut 
doubling her falfe Tears; lam ignorant what his 
Intentions may be ; hut I proteft that my Patience is 
worn out. I can live no longer in this Condition,* 
I have found Means to get away from my Father’s, 
to come and throw my felf into your Arms, and 
beg your Aftiftance. Have the (Joodnefs, my Lout, 
to interpofe your Authority, that I may have Juftice 
done me, or I cannot live a Moment longer ; I will 
ftab mvfelf with my own Ponyard, to put an End 
to thefe Sufferings. 

Z emroude, by thefe laft Words, complcatec) tp turn 
the Cady's Brain : O, faid he to her, thou (halt not 
die, nor pafe all thy Youth in Tears and Complaints. 

I am refolved to take thee out of that Darknefs, 
wherein thy Perfections are hid, and ’tis thy Fault 
if thou art not this Day the Cady of Bagdad's Wife. 
Yes, thou perfect Image of the Daughters of Para.- 
dife, I am ready to marry thee, if thou wilt coh fe ht. 
My Lord, replies the Lady, though you were not fo 
confiderable a Man in this Place as you are, I fhould 
give you my Hand without Relu&ance, for you ap¬ 
pear to me an agreeable Perlon ; though after all, I 
fear you will not be able to gain my Father’s Con- 
fent, notwithftanding the Honour of your Alliance. 
Trouble not your felf about that, replies the Judge. 

I will anfwer for the Event ; tell me only in what 
Street your Father lives, what is his Name, and of 
what Profeftion he is ? He is call’d OuJia-Omar y an- 
fwers Zemroude ; he is a Dyer by Trade, lives on the 
Eaft-fide of Tyger-Jlreet , and you may fee at his Shop- 
door a Palm-Tree, with Dates on it. That is enough, 
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feys the Cady : Go, and return to your Lodging, 
you fball hear of me (hortly on my Word. 

Then the Lady having look’d upon the Judge with 
a fmiting Air, covered her Face with her Veil, and 
went out of the Clofet, to come and find me out : 
She gave me an Account of the Interview betwixt 
them, and was tranfported with Joy, to think how 
file (hould revenge her felf on the Cady. Our Ene¬ 
my, fays (he, who thought to make us the Laughter 
of the People, will, erelong, become their Jefthim- 
felf. The Judge had no fooner loft Sight of Zemroudi , 
but he fent an Officer to Ou/la-Omar , who found 
him at Home: You muft come and fpeak to the 
Cady, fays the Officer, he wants to talk with you, 
and hath given me Orders to fetch you. The Dyer 
turn’d Pale at thefe Words ; he believed fome Body 
had complained againft him to the Judge, and that 
that was the Reafon why he was fent for : He fol¬ 
lowed the Officer with a great deal of Uneafinefs. 
As foon as he was come before the Cady, that Judge 
made him go into the Clofet, wherein he had enter¬ 
tain’d Z emroude^ and fit on the fame Sofa. The Ar- 
tifan was fo confounded at the Honour done him. 
that he blufh’d feveral Times. Matter Omar , laid 
the Cady to him, I am very glad to fee you ; it is a 
long Time fince I defign’d to fpeak with you about 
fbmething to your Advantage.

That is true, my Lord, replies the Dyer, 
and I can fay above Your thou fand Sentences of Ma¬ 
homet without Book 5 and am preparing my felf to 
go, in a (hort Time, a Pilgrimage to Mecha . I af- 
fure you, anfwers the Judge, all this pleafes me very 
well, for I paffionately love a trueMuflulman. They 
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fay likewifc, continued he, that you have a chatte 
Daughter of Woman’s Eftate, and fit to be married : 
h that true ? 

Great Judge, replies Oujla-Omar , whofe Palace is 
aSan&uary, and a Refuge for the Unfortunate, who 
are tofe’d in the Tempeft of this World, what you 
fay is true : I have a Da ug hter who is at Age for a 
Husband ; for (he is paft Thirty, but the poor Crea¬ 
ture is not in a Condition to hie feen by Mail. She 
is ugly, or rather frightful, lame, confumptive and 
leprous. In fliort, {he is a Monfter that I cannot tco 
carefully hide. Well, faid the Cady, fmiling, I ex- 
pefted you would tell me fo. Matter Omar . I have 
been inform’d, this is the Character you would give 
your Daughter: But underftand me. Friend, that 
this crooked, fcabby, weak Cripple, this frightful 
Monfter with all her Faults, is loved to Diftraâion, 
by a Man who defires to make her his Wife ; and 
this Man is my felf. 

At this Dilcourfe, the Dyer looking the Judge 
earneftly in his Face, faid to him, If my Lord the 
Cady is pleafed to be merry, he is welcome; he may 
make a Jett of my Daughter, if he has a Mind io 
to do. No, no; replies the Cady, I am not in Jett ; 
I am in Love with your Daughter, and I afk your 
ConfentT The Artifan fet up a Laughter at thefe 
Words ; By the Prophet, cries he, fame Body has 
impofed on you: For I mutt inform you, my Lord, 
that my Daughter is lame, crooked, and dropfical. 
Very true, interrupts the Judge, I have had the fame 
Defcription of her: I love thefe Sort of Girls; I 
fancy them above others : But once again replies the 
Dyer, fhe will not be for your Purpofe : She is cal¬ 
led Çayfacattaddadhri, the Monfter of the Age; and 
I proteft to you, {he is not mifcalled. Oh, it is 
enough, lays the Cady, with a proud imperious 
Tone, I am weary of all thefe Excufes. Matter 
I 5 ‘. Omar y 
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'Omarj I would have you give me this Monder of die 
Age, fuch as {he is, and make no further Replies. 

The Dyer feeing he was^ refolved to marry his 
Daughter, and being now more than ever fterfoaded, 
that ibtnc Body for Diverfion, had made him in Love, 
by giving him a falfe Character of her, faid to hint- 
felf, I will demand of him a good round Sum on my 
own Account : This wfll go wear to take off his Edge 
for my Daughter, and he will then trouble neither 
himfelf nor me any more about her. My Lord, fays 
te, I will not let you have my Daughter, unleft you 
will give me a thoufand Sequins of Gold. That is 
too much, laid the Cady; nfcvertbetefe, thou (halt 
have them Ihis Minute ; at the fame Time he or¬ 
der’d a great Bag hill of Sequins to be brought him,, 
and counted out a Thoufand, they were weigh’d, and 
the Dyer receiv!d them of him. Then the judge 
order’d the Contrait to be drawn up; but whew they 
came to fign, the Dyer protefted he would not db ?t, 
without it was in Form, before a Court of Juftice. 
Thou art very diffident, fays the Cady to him, I will 
give thee Satisfaction, for I am refolved to have thy 
Daughter. Therefore he fent to find out the Doitors 
of their Law, and other Officers^ their Courts of 
Juftice, to be Witneffes to the Contrait. When >11 
theWitncfles wereaffembled before the Judge, Ouftà - 
Omar fpoke thus ; Seigneur Cady, faid he, I give 
you my Daughter to be your lawful Wife, fince you 
©bfolutely demand her of me. But I declare before 
all thefe Gentlemen, that it is upon this Condition, 
.that if ftie do not pleafe you, when you have feen, 
and had her fjr fome time, and you fhould haye a 
Mind to divorce her, that you (hall then give her a 
thoufand Sequins of Gold, as you have given me. 
Very well, I fwear to thee, fays the Cady, I will do 
it before all this Aflembly ; Art thou pleafed ? The 
Dyer anfwered. He was, and that he would go and 
fetch him his Bride» 

After 
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After Omar was gone, all the Aflembly broke up; 
and left the Cady alone at his own Houfe. He had 
been two Years married to a Merchant's Daughter at 
.Bagdad^ with whom he had liv'd very agreeably. 
This Woman, finding her Husband, had determin'd 
to takea new Wife, was provok’d againft him. How 
now, faid fhe to him, can there be two Heads in one 
Cap» two Hands in one Glove, two Swords in one 
Scabbard, two Wives in one Houfe? Ah! fickle 
Wretch ; fince the Carefles of one young and faithful 1 
Spoufe are not capable to fix thy fnconftancy, I am 
teady to give Place to my Rival, and to retire to my 
father's Houfe. Thou hail' nothing to do, hut to 
divorce me: Give me my Portion again, and 'hou 
(halt never fee me more. You are fo kind as to pre¬ 
vent me, fays the Judge; for it troubled me to think 
of acquainting thee with my new Marriage. Then 
prefentlÿ he took a Purfe, wherein were five hundred 
Sequins of Gold, and put it into her Hands: Take 
it, Woman, faid he, thy Fortune is therein; go, take 
away thy Cloaths, for I here divorce thee ; and, 
that thy Parents may not difpute it, I will give it 
thee in Writing, figned by me and my Secretary, 
according to the Laws; ftay no longer. So tfie 
Woman retired to her Father with her Writing arid 
her Money. 

He fiad ho fooner got; fier out of the Houfe, b| 4 t 
lie furhifhed an Apartment magnificently to receive 
nis new Spoufe^ ; The Floor was fpread with Velvet,, 
and the Hangings and Sofas were Brocade of Gold 
and Silver : Several CafFolets, fill’d with agreeable 
Odours, r perfum’d the Nuptial Chamber. Fvcry 
thihj* was ready, and the Cady waited impatiently 
for her. But file hot conning, he call’d his faithful 
Aga, , and faid to him ; Twonder the lovely Obje<3: 
of my Soul fhould ftay fb long with her Father,: 
The Minutes that retard my good Fortune appear t£- 
dious: The Cady, impatient of feeing his new Wife,. 
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was going to fend away his Aga to OuJla-Omar , when 
a Porter arrived with a deal Box covered with green 
Taffeta. What is the Meaning of this* Friend? fays 
the Judge to him: My Lord, anfwers the Porter, 
fetting the Box down, I have brought your Bride ; 
you need but *take off^the Covering, and you’ll be 
convinc’d. The Cady took off the Cloth, and faw 
a Wench of three Foot and a half high; (he had a 
long fcabby Face, her two Eyes were funk in her 
Head, and redder than Fire ; (he had no Nofe ; but 
above her Mouth, which was made like the Throat 
of a Crocodile, there hung down two large Bits of 
Flefli, which were indeed naufeous to look on. So 
that he could not regard his new Wife without Hor¬ 
ror ; he threw the Covering over her again prefently, 
and faid to the Porter ; Where hadft thou this fright¬ 
ful Animal ? My Lord, replies the Porter, ’tis the 
Daughter of Mafter Omar , the Dyer, who told me 
you had married her for Lbve. Juft Heaven ! cry^d 
the Cady, can any Man marry fuch a Monfter ft& 
this! At that very Time the Dyer, who was fatif- 
fied what Surprize the Judge would be in, arrived : 
Wretch, fays the Cady to him, whom doll thou take 
me for t ? How durft thou be fo impudent as to treat 
me in this Manner? Me, who can fo eafily revenge 
my felf on my Enemies ! Me, who can at my Plea- 
fure lay thee fjaft in Irons ! Dread my Rage, thou mi- 
ferable Wretch, infteadof this frighful Objeâ which 
thou haft fent me, give me thy other Daughter, to 
whofe Beauty nothing is equal, otherwife thou 
lhalt prefently feel the Anger of an enrag'd Judge. 
My Lord, fays Omar , ceafe to threaten me, I be- 
feeçh you, and be not fo angry with me. Ilwear by 
the Creator of the Light, that I have no other 
^Daughter befides this ; I told you often» that fhe 
was not for your Turn, and you would not believe 
what I faid to you. Why then are you angry 
with me? 

a The 
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The Cady, at this Difcourfe, began to think he 
was impos’d upon, and laid to the Dyer, Maftef 
Omar , Yefterday Morning there came hither a very 
beautiful Girl, who told me, that you were her Fa¬ 
ther, and. that you made the World believe (he was a 
Monfter, to the End that no Perfon might defire to 
marry her. My Lord, faid the Tradefman to him, 
that fine Girl was certainly a Cheat, and you will 
find it done by fome Enemy of yours. Then the 
Cady hung down his Head, and remain’d fome Time 
thoughtful; afterwards he fpoke thus ; This, faid he, 
is a Misfortune that was predeflin’d for me, talk no 
more of it ; go, I prithee, and carry thy Daughter 
along with thee ; keep the Thoufand Sequins of Gold 
which I gave thee, but demand no more, if thou 
wilt preferve a Friendfhip with me. Though the 
Judge had fworn before the Court, that he would 
give a Thoufitnd Sequins more, if Omar ’s Daughter 
did not pleafe him ; that Artift did not think fit to 
oblige him to keep his Word with him, for fear of 
incurring his Difpleafure, becaufe he knew him to 
be a revengeful Man, and who might eafily find an 
Occafion to do Mifchief to his Enemies ; he rather 
chofe to content himfelf with what he had got. 
My Lord, faid he, I will obey you, and deliver you 
from my Daughter ; but I would have you, if you 
pleafe, nrft to divorce her. ’Tis true, faid the Cady, 
I have no Defign to keep her, and I afllire thee, it 
lhall be done as foon as poffible. He immediately 
font to find out his Secretary, who, at the fame Time, 
drew up the Divorce in Form. After which, Maf- 
ter Omar took Leave of the Judge, and made the 
Porter carry Home the horrible Çayfacattaddadhru 
This Adventure was foon fpread over the Town ; 
all the World laugh’d at it, and approv’d the Trick 
put upon the Cady-; who was not only derided for it 
in Bagdad ; we pufh’d our Revenge farther. I went, 
by Mwaffad s Advice, to wait upon the Prince of the 
* Faithful, 
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Faithful, or the CaKf, to whom I told my Name, I 
and related the Story, not forgetting, you may ima- ! 
eine, the Circumftances that more particularly teftf- 
ry* d the vicious Inclinations of the Cady. Tne Ca¬ 
lif, after having attentively heard me, reproach'd 
me in an obliging Manner. Prince, faid he to me, 
why had you not Recourfe to me before? You were 
afham’d undoubtedly of your Circupiftances. but 
you might have come to me without a Blufh in the 
worft Condition ; it depends not on Man to be either 
happy or unhappy, and it is none but God, who at 
his Plealiire orders every Accident of our Lives.

The Calif cards’d me a thoufand Times, gave 
me a Robe of Honour, with a Turkijh Caffetan, and 
a large Diamond Ring off his Finger. He treated 
me with excellent Sorbet ; and when I was return’d 
to my Father-in-Law’s, I found fix large Parcels of 
Perj nan Brocade of Gold and Silver, two Pieces of 
Damaflc, with a very fine P&rfian Horfe richly trapp’d; 
Befides which, he, reftored to Motiajfac the Govern¬ 
ment of Bagdad ; and to punifli the Cadv for Jïav- 
>n g attempted to deceive Zémrovde and herirather, he 
condemn'd him to perpetual Imprifonmenf, where, 
to compfeat his Mifery, he order’d him to live with 
the Daughter of Oufta-Omar . 

In a fhort Time after my Marriage, I fent a Cou¬ 
rier to Moufely to inform the King my Father of 
all that had happen’d iince my Departure from his 
Court, and to affure him, at the lame'Tixpe, that 
.1 would fbort return With the Perfbh whom i had 
efipoufed. I waited impatiently, the Return, of thy 
Meflenger ^ but alas I he brought me News that af- 
iliifced me fore : He inform’d me, That Bin-Ortoc 

having 
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having heard that 4000 Arabs having attack'd me y 
and that my Guard were aü cut to Pieces ; and being 
perfuaded I was not alive , became fo melancholy , that 
at loft he died: That Prince Amadeddm-Zengui, my 
Coufin- German, pojfefs'd the Throne ; that he reign'd 
with a great deal of Equity ; and that nevertbelefs y 
tho r he was generally beloved , the People had no fooner 
beard that 1 was JHR alive , but that they expreffed an 
incredible Joy. Prince Amadeddin , at the feme Time» 
by a Letter that the Courier brought me, allured me, 
on his Part, of his Fidelity, 1 and expreflèd a great 
deal of Impatience of feeing me, that he might re- 
ftore to me my Diadem, and become the firft of 
my Subjeéls. This News made me take a Refolution 
of -haftening my Return to MoufeL I took Leave of 
the Prince of the Faithful, who gave me 3000 Horfe 
to guard me to my own Kingdoms ; and after em¬ 
bracing Mouaffac and his Wife, I departed for Bagdad 
with my dear Zemroude, who would have died for 
Grief in leaving her Father and Mother, if the 
Love fhe had for me had not moderated her Af« 
fliôion. 

. I had fcarce got Half-way from Bagdad to MoufeL, 
but tîie advanced Guard of my Convoy difcovered 
the Van of a Body of Troops which marched lirait 
upon us. I believed they might be the Arabs a^in- 
I put all my People in Battalia, and made a Difpo- 
• fition to engage them, when my Spies inform'd me, 
that the Men we took for Robbers and Enemies, 
were the Troops of MoufeL, who Came to meet me, 
and that Amadeddin headed them. That Prince on 
his Side having. been appriz’d who we were, came 
from his fmall Army with all the principal Lords to 
felute me, and welcome me into my own Domi¬ 
nions. He fpoke to me conformably to his Letter, 
that is to fay, in a fubmiffive and refpeâful Manner 
and all the rferfons of Quality, who attended him» 
affined me of their Zeal ana Fidelity, Whatever 
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Reafon I might have to be diffident of them, and 
to think that my Coufin, under Pretext of doing 
me this Honour, might perhaps have a JDefign to 
take away my Life, and remain Matter of myXing- 
dom, I chofe rather to banifh all Jealoufy, than to 
let him know that I had the leaft Dread or Sufpicion ; 
for I fent back the Calif’s Soldiers who guarded me, 
and put my felf into the Hands of Prince Amadeddin ; 
and I had no Reafon to repent of that Truft, for 
he was fo far from having any fuch bale Defign, 
that he gave me the fincereft Marks of his Loyalty 
and Affeâion. When we arrived at Moufel , all the 
People witnefled, by their Acclamations, thePleafure 
they took to fee me again, and for three Days toge¬ 
ther made Rejoicings. The Tradefmens Shops and 
Houfes were hung with Tapeftry within and without, 
and at Night there were Illuminations in them that 
reprefented the Letters of fome Verfè of the Alco¬ 
ran ; infomuch that each Houfe having a particular 
Verfe, the whole Book might be read throughout 
the City in Charafters of Flame ; and it feem’d as if 
the Angel Gabriel had a fécond Time brought to 
our Grand Prophet thofe Letters of Light. 

Beficles thefe pious Illuminations, there were before 
the Shops in every Street Refreshments of all Sorts, 
heap’d up in Pyramids, and around them were large 
Jars of Sorbet, and Wine made of Pomegranates, 
of which all the^People eat and drank at Difcretion. 
At the Corners of all the Streets there was Mufick 
and Dancing. All the Tradesmen being mounted in 
open Chariots, hung round with Bells, and Streamers 
of all Colours, together with Tools and Implements 
that denoted their feveral Profeffions, and attended 
with a-great Number of Kettle-Drums, Fifes and 
Trumpets, came before the Balcony wherein Zem - 
roude and I were feated ; and all the People cry’d as 
they pafs’d by, Health and BleJJing on thee, thou Apof 
tie of God : God give Victory to the King. 

I thought 
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I thought it not enough to participate of thefe Ho¬ 
nours with the Daughter of Mmiâffàc^ but I iludy’d 
to find out eveiy Tiling that might give her Plea- 
lure. I caus’d to be plac’d in her Apartment what¬ 
ever was very curious and rare, and moll agreeable 
to look upon, and gave her twenty five young Gr#r- 
gian Ladies, who were Slaves in my Father’s Sera¬ 
glio, to wait upon her» Some fung, others play’d 
perfectly well on the Lute and Harp, and fbme 
danc’d with all the Art and Grace and Agility poffi- 
ble. I alfo appointed her an Aga, with twelve black 
Eunuchs, each of which had fome particular Talent 
that was proper to divert her. 

I govern’d the mod faithful and zealous of Sub- 
je£te : I lov’d Zemroude more than ever, and was be- 
lov’d again. I liv’d happy, when a young Dervife 
_ came to my Court: He introduced himfelf to all 
the principal Lords by his pleafant and agreeable 
Wit : He prefently gain’d their Friendihip and Afi- 
fe&ion by his facetious Repartees, and the ferightneft 
of his Converfation : He attended them a hunting, 
diverted and drunk with them a-Nights, and was 
coveted by every Body. He was mentioned tome 
by all the Courtiers, as a Man ,pf the qioft charming 
and agreeable Company. In a Word, they inflam’d 
me with a Defire to talk with him ; and indeed, far 
from finding he had been flatter’d ill the Defcription 
had been given me of him, he feemed to be more 
witty than he had been reprefented. His Converfation 
charm’d me, and freed me from an Error that lead 
away People of Quality, who believe that Wit and 
good Senfe are never found but in Courts. 1 was fo 
pleafed with the Dervife, and he feemed a Man fo 
proper to be employ’d in great Affairs, that I offer’d 
to make him one of my Minifters. He thank’d me, 
and faid, he had made a Vow againft ever accepting 
of any Employ ; that he lov’d to live a free and in¬ 
dependent Life ; that he defpifed Riches and Honours, 
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and content with what God y who took Care of 
the vileft Animals, would give hen to fi&fift oh ; and* 
in ffiort, that he was fatisfy’d with hk Condition. 

I admir’d a Man foweanM from the Things of 
this World, and I efteemed; him the mofe for it. I 
received him civilly as often as he came to Court *: 
If he was in the Croud amongft the Courtiers, my 
Eyes would wander till they found him out, and hi 
•was one of thofe to whom I ofteneft took Occafioii 
to fpeak. I infenfibly conceived fach a Friend*- 
lhip for him, that I màéè him my Favourite, 
One Day, as we were hunting in a Foreft, I ftept 
afide from the Chafe, and the Dervife alone was 
with me. He begin to entertain mé with his Tra¬ 
vels ; for though he was but young, he had'been à 
great T ravcilcr : He told me of fever al curious Things 
he had feen in the Indies*, and amongft the reft of 
an old Brachmm he was .acquainted with.: Th^t 
•gffeat Perfon, faid he to me, knew a vaft Number 
of Secrets, each of them more curious one than 
the other,, fo that there was nothing in Nature hid 
from him. He died within niy Arms ; but as a 
TefHmowy of his Love, before he expired, he faid 
to me. My Son, I will tell thee a Secret, for which 
thou wilt have Caufe to thank me, uppn Condition 
thou wih promife to divulge k to no Body. I pro- 
mifed him, added the Dervife, and on the Faith 
of my Promife he let me know the Secret. Of 
what Nature was that Secret, 4 aid I to him» Is it 
not to make Gold ? No, Sky replied he, it k a Se¬ 
cret more rare and valuable, it is that of Re-ani¬ 
mating a dead Body. It is not, purfaed he, that I 
can render to a dead Body the fame Soul that at firft 
'inform’d it: Heaven alone can perform this Mira¬ 
cle j but I can caufe my own Soul to enter into a 
Body depriv’d of Life, and I can (hew this to your 
Majefty when Ipleafe. With all my Heart, faid 
I to him, and do it prefently if you wilh 

' By 
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By Accident there paflfed by us fch*t Moment a 
•Hind : I drew an Arrow* (hot and pierc’d her thro\ 
We (hall fee now, faid I, if you can re-animate 
this Animal. Sir, replies the Dervife, your Curio- 
fity (hall foon be fetisfied : Obferve well, what I am 

r >ing to do. He had no fooner (aid the Words, but 
law his Body fall down at once fenfelefs, and at 
the fame Time I faw the Hind rife up with a great 
deal of Agility. You may judge, of my Surprize $ 
and though I could not doubt of what I faw, I dif- 
tmfled my Eyes. Mean while the Hind came and 
deem’d to carefe me with great Refpeéf, and after 
making feveral Rounds, Ihe fell down again, and 
prefently the Dervife’s Body, that was ftretch’d on 
the Ground, was re-animated. I long’d to know 
this wonderful Secret, and I pray’d the Dervife to 
impart it to me. Sir, faid he, I am ferry I cannot 
fetisfy your Defire, for I promifed the dying Brack- 
man I would never teach it to any Man, and I am a 
Slave to my Word. The more the Dervife refufed 
to fatisfy my curious Defires, I found that he' en- 
creafed them. For the Sake of God, faid I to him, 
do not refufe me this Satisfa&ion which I afk of you: 
I promife alfo not to difcover the Secret, and I (wear 
by him who created us both, that I will never make 
an ill Ufe of it. The Dervife paus’d a while, then 
reply’d thus; I cannot, ftys he, refufe any Thing 
Co a King whom I love more than my Life ; .1 
will comply with your Requefts: And indeed, added 
he, I only made the Brachman a Ample Promife, .1 
did not bind my felf by an inviolable Oath. I will 
then tell my Secret to your Majefty : It is done by 
remembring only two Words, and it is enough to 
repeat them mentally to re-animate a dead Body. 
At the fame Time he told me the Words. 

I no fooner knew them, but I muft needs try their 
Efficacy : I pronounced them with Intention to pafs 
my Soul into the Hind’s Body, and I perceived mÿ- 

felf 
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felf inftantly metamorphofed into that Animal : But 
the Pleafure I conceived in having happily performed 
the Operation, foon chang’d into'Grief * for as loon 
as my Spirits were entered into the Body of the 
Hind, the perfidious Dervife made hisPafs into mine, 
and preffently, bending my Bow, he would have fhot 
me with one of my own Arrows, if, judging by the 
Adkion his Deftgn, I had not made my Efcape. 
He fail'd not to let fly an Arrow, but by good Luck 
it mifs’d me. I was then reduced to live with the 
Beafts of the Mountains and the Woods. Happy 
had I been, if, as I perfectly refembled a Bead, and 
had loft my human Form, I had loft my Reafon 
too ; for then I had not been a Prey to a thoufand 
tormenting Refledtions. While I deplored my Mis¬ 
fortunes in the Forefts, the Dervife poflèfled the 
Throne of Moufel j and that which gave me more 
Trouble, he enjoy’d Zemroude . The Dervife left 
his Body in the Wood, and being very well fatisfy’d 
in taking mine, he tailed in Peace the Sweetnefs of 
feigning. But dreading left with the fame Secret 
which had been |fo fatal to me, I fhould find Means 
to introduce my felf into the Palace, and revenge 
my felf on his Treachery, he gave Orders the fame 
Day that he fàw himfelf on my Throne, to flay all 
the Hinds that could be found in the Kingdom, be- * 
ing willing, as he laid, to clear his Country of fuch 
Sort of Cattel, which he hated mortally : And the 
better to engage his Subjedts to deftroy thefe Beafts, 
he publifhed an Order to give thirty Sequins of Gold 
for the Head of every Hind that fhould be brought 
him. 

The People of Moufel , encouraged by the Hopes 
of Gain, fpread themfelves about the Fields on all 
Sides with their Bows and Arrows. They entered 
the Forefts, ran through the Mountains, and pierced 
with their Arrows all the Hinds they could meet with. 
By good Fortune I efcaped j for perceiving at .the 

Foot 
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Foot of a Tree a dead Nightingale, I re-animated 
her, and under that new Form I flew towards the 
Palace of my Enemy, and hid my felf among the 
thick Leaves of a Tree in the Garden. This Tree 
-was not far from the Queen’s Apartment. The Re¬ 
flection on my fad Adventure, and the good Fortune 
of my Rival, ftruck me with Grief, and I began to 
fmg my Sorrows. One Morning, when the Sun 
.was rifing, and feveral Birds, charm’d with the Re¬ 
turn of his Light, exprefs’d by their Songs their Joy, 
I, little fenfible of the Brightnefs of the new-born 
Day, was employ’d in nought but Grief. My fad 
Eyes were turn’d to Zemroude s Apartment, and I 
made the Air refound with fo complaining a Melo¬ 
dy, that I drew the Princefs to the Window. I 
continued my forrowful Notes in her Sight, and 
endeavoured to render them yet more touching, as 
if I would have made her underftand the Subjeft of 
my Grief. But alas! (he took Pleafure to hear me; 
and I had the Mortification to obferve, that inftead 
of being touched with my pitiful Accents, (he did 
nothing but laugh with one of her Slaves, which 
likewife flood at the Window to hear me. 

1 went not out of the Garden that Day, nor fome 
others following, but took Care every Morning to 
fmg in the fame Place. Zemroude never failed to 
come to the Window ; and, what feem’d to be the 
Work of Heaven, (he had a Defire to have me. 
Hark ye, faid (he to her Women, I would have 
fome Body take me that Nightingale : G6, and find 
me a Bird-catcher. I love that Bird, I am mad for 
it ; I muft have it brought me. They obey’d the 
Queen, and got able Bird-catchers, who fpread their 
Nets to take me ; and as I had no Defign to efcapç 
them, becaufe I faw they had no other Aim againft 
my Liberty than to make me the Slave of my Prin-r 
ceis, I quickly fuffer’d my felf to be taken. As foon 
as I was put into her Hands, (he appear’d full of 

Joy. 
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Joy. My Minion, faid (he, chirping to me ; charm¬ 
ing Nightingale, I will be thy Rofe. [The Oriental 
Nations fay, the Nightingale is in Love with the Safe. 
All the Tartarian Poets take Notice of tbit Love in 
their Works^ and never mention a Nightingale r without 
jpeaking at the fame Time of a Rofe and a Rofe-Trec * J 
I find already that I have an exceffive Fondnefs* for 
thee. At thefe Words, fhe kifs’d me, and put iti y 
Bill foftjy into herLip6. Aht the little Rogue, ay’d 
{he, laughing, 1 think he underftands what I fay. 
In fhort, after having carefs’d me, {he put me with 
her own Hands into a Cage of golden Wire, which 
one of the Eunuchs of her Houfhold had bought in 
the City for me. 

I fung every Day as foon as (he was awake ; and 
when, to look on me, or give me fomething, fhe 
came near the Cage, mftead of appearing wild or 
untam’d, I ftretch’d my Wings and hover’d to fhew 
my Joy, ( and offer’d my little Beak to her. She was 
aftpnifh’d to fee me fo tame and tradable in fo fhort 
a Time. Sometimes fhe took me out of my Cage, 
.and let me fly about the Chamber. * I always went 
to her to be carefs’d, and receive her Kifles; and 
if any of the Slaves offer’d to take me, I pinch’d 
them with my Bill. By this Means I became in a 
little Time fo dear to Zemroude , that fhe would fay 
often. If I fhould by Misfortune come to die, fhe 
fhould be difconfolate, fhe had füch an Affe&ion 
for me. If in my Misfortunes I had fome Fleafure 
in being in the Queen’s Apartment, I paid dear for 
it when the Derviie came to fee her. What into¬ 
lerable Punifhment was it ! I can fcarce think of it 
to this Day without Torment. From Time toTime 
I lifted up my Eyes to Heaven for Vengeance. My 
Feathers would ftand on End, and my little Heart 
beat with Paffion : I trembled extreamly, and flut¬ 
ter’d in my Cage. If femetimes the Queen carefs’d 
me before the Traitor* and that he offer’d to flatter 

me 
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me with Signs* I would ftrifce my Bill againft him 
with all my Strength* and appear m a great Rage ; 
hut my Paffion only fervM them for Sport, and could 
give me no Revenge. 

Zemr$ude had aifo in her Chamber a Bitch which 
flie lov'd. This Animal one Day, when we were 
atone, died in puppying: Her I)eath infpired me 
with a Thought of making a third Triad of the 
Secret ; I will, faid I to my felf, pafs into the Body 
of this Bitch : I {ball fee wnat Grief it will produce 
in the Princèfe to find her Nightingale dead. I can¬ 
not tell how this Fancy took me, for I did not fore¬ 
fee what this new Metamorphofis would bring about; 
but this Inclination of mine feem’d to me a fecret 
Notice from Heaven, and I follow’d it at all Ad¬ 
ventures. When Zemroude return’d into the Cham¬ 
ber, her firft Care was to come and look into the 
Cage ; but when {he perceiv’d that her Nightingale 
was dead, fhe cry’d out fo loud, that all her Slaves 
came running in. What want you. Madam, they 
all faid, with a frighted Air ? Has fome Misfortune 
happen’d to you? Do you not fee me in Defpair? 
anfwers the Princefs, crying bitterly, my Nightingale 
is dead. My dear Bird ! My little Husband ! Why 
art thou fo loon fnatched from me ? I (hall never 
more hear the Sweetnefe of thy Songs ! I (hall never 
fee thee more! Oh ! What have I done to merit that 
Heaven {hould punifh me with fo much Rigour ? 

She was fo afHifled, that her Women try’d in 
vain to comfort her : Their Difcourfe ferv’a only 
to increafe her Grief. One of them ran to acquaint 
the Dervife of the Condition in which the Queen 
was. He came fpeedily into her Apartment, and 
reprefented taker, that the Death of a Bird ought 
riot to oceafion fuch an Affliction ; that the Lofe 
was not irreparable ; and fince (he was fo fond of 
Nightingales, it would not be difficult to fatisfy her ; 
But he found all his Reafonmg in vain, he could not 
2 bring 
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bring Zemroude to Temper. Forbear, Sir, laid (he, 
to give Counfel to my Grief, for I (hall never con¬ 
quer it. I know well that it is a great Weaknels to 
afflict my felf thus for the Death of a Bird. I am 
convinc'd of it as well as you, and am forry I can¬ 
not refill the Force of this Stroke that brings me to 
Defpair. I lov'd this little Animal : It appear'd fen- 
fible of the Careffes which I gave it, and it anfwer’d 
them in a Manner that was ravilhing. If any of 
my Women came near it, it would be froward, or 
rather difdainful : Inftead of which, it would come 
to my Hand when I reached it out to take it: It 
looked as if it had a Love for me : It regarded me 
with a tender and languilhing Air. One would have 
thought; that not to have the Ufe of Speech to ex- 
prefs its Kindnels for me, was a Mortification to the 
dear little Creature ; I read that in its Eyes. Ah ! 

I can never think of it without Defpair. My lovely 
Bird, I have loft thee for ever. At thefe Words, 
lhe redoubled her Tears, and appear'd as if Ihe 
would hear of no Confolation. I conceiv'd a fa¬ 
vourable Prefage from the Liveiinefs of her Grief. 

I was,giving Suck to my Whelps in a Corner of the 
Chamber, from whence I could hear whatever was 
fpoke, and oblerve all that was done, without any 
Body's taking Notice of me. I had a Thought that 
the Dervife, to comfort the Queen, would employ 
his Secret ; nor was I miftaken in my Opinion. 

The Dervife, feeing that the Princefs was not ca¬ 
pable of harkening to Reafon, and loving her paffi- 
onately, was touch'd with her Tears, and inftead 
of expatiating in fuperfluous Difcourfe, he order’d all 
the Slaves of the Queen to go out of the Chamber, 
and leave him alone with her. When they were 
alone, Madam, faid he to her, believing no Body 
heard hims, fince the Death of your Nightingale gives 
you fuch Difturbance, he (hall live again. Afflict 
your felf no more, you (hall fee him living ; I pro* 
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mife to reftore him to your Defire. To-morrow, 
when you wake, you mall hear him (ing again, 
and you (hall have the Pleafure to carefs him. I 
underftand you. Sir, faid Zemroude to him, you look 
upon me as one that have loft my Senfes, and who 
muft be footh’d in my Grief. You would make 
me hope that To-morrow I (hall fee my Nightingale 
alive. To-morrow you will put off the Miraclfe til! 
the next Day, and fo from Day to Day till yoir 
have made me forget my Bird ; or rather, continued 
(he, you have a Defign to wait till you can get 
another to fupply his Place, and fo delude my Af¬ 
fliction. No, my Queen, reply’d the Dervife, no, 
it is this very Bird ' you fee extended in the Cage 
without Senfe or Life ; this Nightingale, the happy 


Obie£t of fo piercing a Grief ; it is the fame that 
(hall (ing. I will give it new Life, and you (hall 
again be prodigal of your Favours to it. He (hall 
know the Value of them better than before; and 


Ï ou (hall fee him more folicitous to pleafe you: For 
myfelf will animate it every Morning; I will make 
it live again to divert you : I will perform this Pro¬ 
digy, continued he ; it is a Secret which I am Mat¬ 
ter of. If you doubt it, and will not have Patience 
till To-morrow to fee your Bird re-animated, I will 
make it live again prefently. 

The Princels making no Reply, he judg’d by hef 
Silence that (he was not fullv peraiaded that he could 
do it. He went and feated himfelf on a Sofa y where, 
by the Virtue of two Cabaliftick Words, which 
ferv’d as a Vehicle for the Soul to make it pafs into 
the dead Body, he left his own Body, or rather mine, 
and enter’d into that of the Nightingale.

' me ; I will not refufe for your two Sakes to bear the 
: Yoke of Slavery. 

Sir, replies Cl ala I have a Thought come into 
my Head : To-morrow Morning I will turn Porter; 
feme or other will employ me, and We will live on 
my Labour. They refolv’d on this, and the Day 
following the Prince put himfelf among the Porters 
- that ply*d about the Tents, and waited for ariy 
Body that would make ufe of him: But, by ill 
■ Luck, it happen’d that no Perfon employ’d him ; 
fo that Half hi$ Day was fpent, and he had got 
nothing. This vex’d him fore; If I cannot manage 
{ K 4 . m 
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my Affairs better than this, faid he to himfelf, how 
fhall I maintain my Father and Mother ? He was 
Weary of waiting in vain as a Porter, till Some-body 
employ’d him ; fo that he went out from the Tents, 
and advanced into the Fields, to confider more at 
his Eafe what Courfe he (hould take to get Bread. 

He fat down under a Tree, where, fir ft praying 
to Heaven to pity his Condition, he fell afieep : 
When he waked, he faw before him a Falcon of 
fingular Beauty ; he had on his Head a Hood of a 
jthoufand various Colours, and about his Neck a 
Chain' of Gold fet with Diamonds, Topazes, and 
Rubies.

She can Write the different Characters of feveral Sorts 
of Languages; (he is Miftrefs of Arithmetick, Geo¬ 
graphy, Philofophy, Mathematicks, the Laws, but 
chiefly of Divinity ; fhe hath read the Laws and 
the Morals of our great Legiflator Bergin^huxin, the 
fame whom fome take to be Confucius ; in a Word, 
Ihe is as underftanding as all the Doctors of the 
Law put together ; But thefe fine Qualities are ef¬ 
faced by an unexampled Hardneis of Soul ; fhe 
tarnifhes all her Deferts by a deteftable Cruelty.

Altoun-Can overjoy’d with this Al¬ 
liance, propofed it to Tourandofie ; that haughty 
Princefs, to whom all Men appear’d defpicable* and 
whofe Beauty had made her vain, rejected the Pro- 
pofition with Scorn. The King was in a Paflion 
with her, and declar’d that he would be obey’d 5 
but inftead of fubmitting, as the ought, to the Will 
of her Father, (he cry’d for Spight, and pretended 
fhe was to be forced ; (he griev’d immoderately, 
as if there had been a Defign to do her fome great 
Mifchief, and tormented herfelf after fuch a Man¬ 
ner, that (he fell fick. The Phyficians underftand¬ 
ing the Caufe of her Difeafe, told the King that all 
their Medicines were to no Purpofe, and that the 
Princefs would infallibly lofe her Life, if he was 
obftinately bent to mate her marry the Prince of 
Thebet . 

Upon this, the King, who lov’d his Daughter to 
DiftraCtion, frighted with the Danger fhe was in, 
went to fee her, and aifured her, that he had fent 
back the Embaflador of Thebet with a Refufal : That 
is not enough. Sir, laid the Princefs, I am refolv’d 
to die, unlefs you will grant me what I afk. If 
you defire my Life, you muft engage yourfelf by 
an inviolable Oath, that you will not conftrain 
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tny Inclinations, and that you will publHh an E- 
diâ, by which you Audi declare, that of all the 
Princes" who make Love to me, none (hall efpoufe 
me, but he who firft anfwers diredly and to the 
Purpofe, to fuch Queftions as I Audi put to hint 
before all the Lawyers who are in this City ; and 
that whoever refohres my Queftions aright, I con¬ 
tent to marry him ; but whoever replies amifi to 
idle Queftions propofed, his Head (hall be ftruck 
off in the Court of your Palace. By this Edi&* 
added (he, which I would have made known to all 
the foreign Princes that arrive at Pequin^ they will 
hot be fo forward to afk me in Marriage; and 
this is what I defire, for I hate Men, and I will not 
be married. But, Daughter, faid the King to her* 
if a Perfon, notwithftanding this Edid, fhould pre- 
fent himfelf, and anfwer juftly to your Queftions ? 
I fear not that, faid the rrincefs, interrupting her 
Father, I will put fuch difficult Queftions to them* 
as are capable to puzzle the molt Learned ; I will 
run the Rifk of that. Altoun-Can paus’d a while 
at what the Princefs aflcM of him : I fee well, faid 
he to hirpfelf, that my Daughter will not marry* 
and that this Edtft will in Eftèét frighten her Lo¬ 
vers, fo that I (hall hazard nothing in giving her 
this Satisfaction, there can be no Misfortune attend 
it, for what Prince will be fo fool-hardy as to 
Venture the Danger ? 

In fliort, the King, perfuaded that this EdiCt 
would be of no ill Confequence, and that the en¬ 
tire Cure of his Daughter depended on it, caus’d it 
to He published ; and (wore by the Laws of Btrgin - 
ghuzin to have it exaCtly obferv’d. Tourandofie , en¬ 
couraged by that facred Oath, which (he knew the 
King her father dur ft never violate, recover’d her 
Strength, and was prefently in perfeft Health. Ne- 
verthelefs, the Noife of her Beauty drew feveral 
young Foreign Princes to Pequin. It was to no 
i Purpofe 
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Purpofe to reprefent to them the Tenor of the È- 
ài£k ; and as all the World have a good Opinion 
of their own Wit, and especially young People, 
there were feme who were bold enough toprefent 
themfelves to anfwer the Princefs’s Queftions ; but 
not being able to penetrate into the dark Meanings 
of them, perifh’d miferably one after another. The 
King, to do him Juftice, was much concern’d for 
the Lofe of thefe unhappy Princes ; he was forry he 
had made fetch an Oath, by which he was bound ; 
and what Tendernefe foever he had for his Daugh¬ 
ter, he wifh’d he had let her die, rather than pre- 
ferv’d her at fuch a Price. He did all he could to 
prevent thefe Misfortunes, ‘and when a Lover, whom 
the Edid could not reftrain, came to demand the 
Princefs’s Hand, he us’d all bis Endeavours to alter 
his Refolution, and never confented but with Grief, 
that any fhould expofe themfelves to lofe their Lives ; 
but it ordinarily happen’d, that he could not perfuade 
thefe rafh Youths; they were too much in Love 
with Tourandofie y and the Hopes of poflêffing her 
made them deaf to all the Difficulties there were of 
obtaining her. 

But though the King at leaft appear’d fenfible of 
the Lofe of thefe unhappy Princes, it was not fo 
with his barbarous Daughter ; fhe hugg’d herfelf at 
the bloody Tragedies which her Beauty had occa- 
fion’d in China . She has fo much Vanity, that the 
moft agreeable Prince appears not only unworthy 
of her, but even very infolent, to raife nis Thoughts 
to the Polïeffion of her, and fhe regards his Death 
only as a juft Chaftifement for his Rafhnefs; and 
what is ftill more deplorable, is, that Heaven fomc- 
times permits Princes to come and facrifice them¬ 
felves to this inhuman Princefe. It is not long 
fence a Prince who flatter’d himfelf of having Wit 
enough to anfwer her Queftions, loft his Life ; and 
this Night another is to perifh, who had the Mif- 
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fortune to come to the Court of China with the 
&me Hopes. 

Calaf was, very attentive to the old Woman’s 
Relation s I cannot comprehend, faid he to her, 
after fhe had done fpeaking, how there (hou Id be 
any fuch Princes found, whofe Judgments were fo 
weak, as to go and demand the Princefs of China ? 
What Man but would, be difcourag’d by the Con* 
ditions, without which he could not obtain her ? 
Befides, whatever the Painters might fay, who drew 
her Pifture, though they may boaft that their Work 
is nothing but an imperfeâ Image of her Beauty, 
I rather believe they have lent her Charms, and 
that their Paintings are Pieces of Flattery, fmce 
they have produced fuch powerful Effects. In fhort, 
I cannot think TourandoSie fo beautiful as you fay. 
Sir* reply’d the old Woman, She is ftill more charm¬ 
ing than I have told you ;you may believe me, for 
I have feen her feveral Times, as I have gone to 
my Daughter at the Seraglio. Form to yourfelf, if 
you pleafe, any Idea, and recolleâ in' your Imagi¬ 
nation whatfoever can contribute to make up a 
perfedk Beauty, and be allured you cannot imagine 
an Objeét that is equal to the Princefs. 

The Ncgaian Prince could not give Credit to his 
Hoftefe’s Difcourfe, which appear’d to him hyperbo¬ 
lical ; yet, without knowing why, he reflected on 
it with a fecret Pleafure. But, Mother, reply’d he, 
the Queftions which the King’s Daughter propofes, 
are they fo difficult that they cannot bp anfwer’d, 
fo as to fatisfy the Doctors of the Law who are 
the Judges ? For my Part, I cannot but fancy thofe 
Princes who undemand not the Meaning or what 
fhe propofes, are Men of little Wit, or very igno¬ 
rant. No, no, replies the old Woman, there is no 
Riddle fo dark as the Princefs’s Queftions, and it is 
impoffible to folve them. While they were thus 
engag’d about Tourandofle and the unfortunate Lovers, 

the 
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the little Boy who had been fent to Market, re¬ 
turn’d loaded with Provifions. Calaf fat at a Table 
the old Woman had fpread f<?r him, and eat like 
one almoft familhed. By this Time Njght drew on, 
and they prefently heard the Execution-Drum beat : 
The Prince alk’d, what that Noife meant? That, 
fays the old Woman, is to give the People Notice 
there is one going to be executed, and the unfortu¬ 
nate Wretch who is the Sacrifice, is that Prince I 
told you of, who is this Night to lofe his Life, for 
having anfwer’d wrong to the Princefs’s Queftions. 
The Cuftom here is to punifh Offenders in the 
Day-time, but this is a particular Cafe; the King 
in his Heart detefts the Punifhment that he makes 
his Daughter’s Lovers undergo, and would not have 
the Sun Witnefs to fo cruel an A&ion. The Son 
of Timurtafcb had a Defire to fee this Execution, 
the Caufe whereof appear’d to him fo Angular : He 
went out of his Landlady’s Houfe, and in the Street 
met a great Mob of Chinefe , who came upon the 
lame Curiofity ; he mix’d among the Crowd, and 
arriv’d in the Palace-yard, where this tragical Scene 
was to be adted. 

He faw in the Middle of the Court a Shebtche- 
ragh or Tower of Wood, built very high, and which 
from Top to Bottom was cover’d with Cyprcfe 
Branches, which were ftuck with a prodigious Quan¬ 
tity of Lamps, rang’d in great Order, and which 
diffus’d a vaft Light round the Court. About twelve 
Foot from the Tower, was rais’d a Scaffold all co¬ 
ver’d with white Sattin, about which were built lè¬ 
verai Canopies of Taffata of the feme Colour : Be¬ 
hind the Tent, flood two Thoufand of jfltoun-Can’s 
Guards, with naked Swords and Axes in their 
Hands, drawn up in a double Line to keep off the 
People. Calaf was ohferving all thefe Things at¬ 
tentively, when, oh a fudden, the difmal Ceremo¬ 
ny, of which he beheld the Preparations, began, by 
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*a confus’d Noife of Kettle-Drums, and Bells, which 
being hung at the Top of the Tower, were heard 
at a great Diftance. At the fame Time twenty 
Mandarins, and as many Perfons belonging to the 
Law, all cloath’d in long Robes of white Wool, 
march’d out of the Palace, and advanced to the 
Scaffold, and after walking round it three Times, 
they fat themfelves down in the Pavilions prepared 
for them. Then the Vidtim appear’d, adorn’d with 
Flowers interwoven with Leaves of Cyprefs, with 
a blue Cap on his Head, and not a red one, as 
the Criminals have, who are condemned by the 
" Courts of Juftice. He was a young Prince, fcarce 
eighteen Years old, attended by a Mandarin, who 
held him by the Hand, and Was followed by 
the Executioner; they all three mounted the Scaf¬ 
fold, and prefently the Bells and Drums ceas’d : 
The Mandarin then fpokê to the Prince fo loud, 
that mold oif the People might hear. Prince, far’d 
he. Is it not true that you were told the Tenor of 
the King’s Edtâ, when you prefented yourfelF to 
afk the Princefs in Marriage ? Is it not true befides, 
that the King us’d all his Endeavours to perfuade you 
. from fo rafh an Ènterprize ? The Prince having an- 
fwer’d. Yes: Acknowledge then, replies the Man¬ 
darin, that it is your Fault, if you this Day lofe 
your Life, and that the King and IPrincefs are not 
guilty of yopr Death. 1 pardon them, cries the 
Prince, I can impute it to none but myfdf, and I 
befeëch Heaven not to demand at their Hands, the 
Blood that I am going to lofe. 

He had no fooner done fpeaking the Words, bift 
the Executioner ftruck his Head off at one Blow 
with his Sabre : The Air was inftantly fill’d a-new 
with the Sound of Bells, and theNoife of Drums, 
while twelve Mandarins took up the Body, and put 
it in a Coffin of Ivory and Ebony, then laid it on 
a Bier, which Six of them carried on their Shoul- 
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ders into the Garden of the Seraglio, and placed it 
under a white Marble Dome, which the King had 
built on Purpofe, as a Burying-place for fuch un¬ 
happy Princes as fhould undergo the fame Fate. He 
often went thither to weep over their Tombs, and 
do Honour to their Allies by his Tears, that he 
might in fome Manner atone for the Barbarity of 
his Daughter. 

As foon as the Mandarins had carried away the 
Prince that was executed, the People and the Law¬ 
yers retired into their Houles, blaming the King for 
being* fo imprudent as to oblige himfelf to fuch a 
Cruelty, by an Oath which he could not /violate. 
Calaf remain’d in the Palace-yard, poffefs’d with 
a Thou&nd confus’d Thoughts, when there appear’d 
before him a Man drtrirn’d in Tears ; he judg’d 
right, that it was ioxneBody who was nearly con¬ 
cerned m the Execution, and being defirous.to know 
more of the Matter, be fpoke to him. I am con¬ 
cern’d* kid he to him, at the lively Grief which 
appears in you, and partake in your Sorrows, for 
I doubt not but you particularly knew the Prinqe 
who was juft now put to Death. 

Ah, Sir ! reply’d this affliâjed Man to him, re¬ 
doubling his Tears ; I ought to know him well, fmce 
I was his Governor. O unhappy King of Samar¬ 
cande ! added he, What will thy Affliction be, when 
thou heareft of the ftrange Death of thy Son ? And 
-what Man will dare to carry thee the News ? Calaf 
adk’d how the Prince of Samarcande came to be in 
Love with the Prince&of China. .1 will let you know 
how* find the Governor to him, and you will un¬ 
doubtedly be furprized at the Relation which I fball 
«give you. The Prince of Samarcande , purfued he, 
lived happily at his JFather’s Court. The Courtiers, 
looking upon him as a Prince that would one Day 
be their Sovereign, ftudied not Jefs to pleafe him 
than the King himfelf. He ufuaily fpent the Day 
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in Hunting, or in playing at Pell-Mell, and at 
Night he caufed the molt exquifite young Beauties 
of the Court to be brought privately into his Apart¬ 
ment, where he drank with them all Sorts of Li¬ 
quors ? He likewife fometimes took delight to fee the 
beautiful Slaves dance, to hear them fing, or play on 
Inftruments of Mufick : In fhort, a Chain of Plea- 
„ fures poffefled every Moment of his Life. 

Amidft all thefe Delights, there arriv’d at Samar¬ 
cande a famous Painter, with the Pictures of feverâl 
Princeffes he had drawn in the different Courts, 
through which he had pafs’d : He Clew’d them to 
my Prince, who laid to him, looking on thofe he 
firft prefented him ; Thefe are fine Piâures, I fancy 
the Perfons that fat for them are very much obliged 
to you. Sir, replied the Painter, I believe fome of 
thefe may be flatter’d a little, but I can fay at the 
fame Time, that I have another much finer, which 
yet does not come up to the Original. In fpeak- 
ing fo, he open’d a little Cafe, wherein was the 
Princefs of China's Piâure. My Matter bad fcarce 
got it into his Hands, but it ftagger’d his Imagina¬ 
tion, to conceive 4iow Nature was capable of pro¬ 
ducing fo perfeâ a Beauty ; he cried out to himfelf, 
that there was no fuch charming Woman in the 
World, and that the Princefs of China's Picture had 
more Flattery in it than any of the reft. The Pain¬ 
ter protefted he could not flatter her, and that no 
Pencil could deferibe the majeftick Grace and a- 
greeable Sweetnefs that was in the Princefs Touranr 
dotie, On this Affurance my Matter bought the 
Piâure, which had made fuen a ftrong Lmprefiion 
on him. .One Day he leaves his Father’s Court, 
departs from Samarcande , attended only by myfelf, 
and, without telling me his Defign, taxes the Road 
of China , and came into this City. He prûpofed 
to ferve Altcun-Can fome Time againft his Enemies, 
and afterwards to afk his Daughter in Marriage : 
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But we were apprized on our Arrival with the Ri¬ 
gour of the EdiCt ; and, what was ftrange, my 
Prince, inftead of being concern’d, was pleas’d at 
the News. I will go, laid he to me, and prefent 
myfelf to anfwer the Queftions of Tour undone*, I 
want no Wit, I {hall obtain this Princels. I need 
not tell you the reft, Sir, continu’d he, fishing : 
You may well judge by the difmal SpeCtacle you 
have feen, that the deplorable Prince of Samarcande 
could not anfwer, as he hoped, to the fatal Quefti¬ 
ons of that barbarous Beauty, who pleafes herfelf in 
fhedding of Blood, and who by this means has al¬ 
ready fhorten’d the Lives of many Kings Sons. He 
juft now gave me the Picture of that cruel Princels, 
when he perceived that he rauft prepare for Death. 
I truft thee, laid he to me, with this rare Picture ; 
take Care to preferve this precious Relick : Do you 
{hew it to my Father, when you relate to him my 
Deftiny ; I doubt not, when he fees this charming 
Image, be cannot but pardon my Rafhnefs. But, 
added the Governor, let him go that will, to carry 
this fad News to his Father: For my Part, full of 
my Affliction, I will go from hence, and from Sa¬ 
marcande, to bewail fo dear a Lofe. Thus I have 
told you what you defired to know ; and behold the 
dangerous Piâure, continued he, taking it from un¬ 
der his Robe, and throwing it on the Ground with 
Indignation ; Behold here the Caufe of my Prince’s 
Misfortune. O deteftable Picture ! My Mailer, 
when he firft faw thee, why had he not my Eyes? 
O inhuman Princels! May all the Princes of the 
Earth have the fame Sentiment that I have of thee; 
for then, inftead of being the ObjeCt of their Love, 
thou wouldft become their Horror. At thefe Words, 
the Prince of Samarcande ’s Governor retir’d full of 
Rage, looking on the Palace with a furious Eye, 
and without fpeaking more to the Son of Timur - 
tflfch) who readily took up the Picture of Touran- 
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dofte, and would have willingly retired to the old 
Woman’s Houfe, but he loft his Way in the Dark, 
and foon found himfelf got out of the City/ He 
waited impatiently for the Day, to contemplate the 
Princefs of China* s Beauty; as foon as he faw it 
appear, that he could fatisfy his Curiofity, he open’d 
the Box which contain’d the Pifture. He hefitated' 
upon it before he would look ; What am I a going 
to do, cried he ? Shall I prefent fo dangerous an Ob- 
jeft to my Eyes? Beware, Calafi beware, refle£t on 
the fad Effeâs it has already made ; ha# thou already 
forgot what the Prince of Samarcande * s Governor 
faid to thee ? Look not on this Pifture, refift this 
Motion which-excites you, while it is but an inqui- 
m fitive curious Defire as long as thou enjoy’ft thy 
Reafon, thou may’ft prevent thy Ruin. But what 
is that I fay, prevent? added he, blaming what 
he had faid : What falfe Reafoning infpires me with 
a fearful Precaution ? If I am to love the Princefe, 
is not my Love already regiftred in Heaven, in 
Chara&erS that cannot be effaced ? Befrdes, I be¬ 
lieve I can look on the moft beautiful Pifture with¬ 
out Danger: A Man muft be very weak, who can 
be concern’d at the Sight of a vain Mixture of 
Colours. Let us not be afraid, but confider cooly 
thefe vi&orious and murdering Features : I may per¬ 
haps find out Faults, and tafte a new Pleafure in 
cenfuring the Charms of this too haughty Princefs ; 
and Iwifh, that, to mortify her Vanityj file knew 
that I had look’d on her Image without Emotion. 

Thus the Son of Timurtafch flatter’d himfelf that 
he fliould look on Tourandoffi *s Pi&ure with an Eye 
of Indifference. He obferv’d it, he examin’d* he ad¬ 
mir’d the Turn of her Face ; the Regularity of the 
Lines, the Vivacity or Sprightlinefs of her Eyes, her 
Mouth, her Nofe, all appear’d to him in Perfeflion. 
He was aftonilh’d at fo rare a Compofition, and, 
though he ftood upon his Guard, he fuffer’d him-* 
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felf to be charm’d with the Sight 5 an inconceivable 
Diforder feized on him, in Spight of himfelf : WJiat 
Fire, faid he, comes thus on a fudden to inflame 
me ? What Trouble has this Image brought into 
mv Senfes ? Juft Heaven ! Is it the Fate of all thole 
who look upon this Painting, to love the inhumait 
Princefs it reprefents? Alas ! 1 And too well it hath 
made the fame Impreffion upon me, as it did upon 
the unhappy Prince of Samarcande. I too am wound* 
ed by the lame Darts, and, inftead of being deterr’d 
by his lamentable Story, I almoft envy his Misfor¬ 
tune. What Change, good God ! But now I could 
not conceive how a Man could be fo foolifh as to 
defpife the Rigour'of the Decree, and now I fee 
nothing dreadful in it : All the Danger is vanifhed 
away. 

No, incomparable Princefs, purfued he, looking 
on the Piâure with an Air of Tendernefs, no Ob- 
ftacle (hall ftop me : I love you in Spight of your 
Barbarity, and fince it is permitted me to afpire to 
the PoflefEon of you, I will this Day attempt to dq 
it : If I perifh in fo brave a Defign, I (hall feel no 
Pangs in Death, but die Grief of not being able to 
obtain you. Gala/, having taken the Refokition to 
demana the Princefs, return’d to the old Woman, 
having had no little Trouble to find out her Houfe. 
Ah ! My Son, faid the Hoftefs to him, as foon as 
(he faw him* I am overjoy’d to fee you ! I was in 
great Concern for you ! 1 was afraid fome ill Ac¬ 
cident had happen’d to you ! How comes it you 
did not return fooner ? My good Mother, anfwer’d 
he, I am fbrry to have given you any Uneafinefe, 
but I loft my Way in the dark. Then he related to 
her, how he haa met with the Governor of the 
Prince, who was executed, and fail’d not to repeat 
all that that Governor had faid to him : Then 
(hewing her the Princefs Tottrandofte’sVv&Uire i fee, 
(aid he, if this Piâure be only an imperfect Refem- 
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Mance of the Princefs of China ? For mv Part, I 
cannot imagine but that it comes up to the Beauty 
of the Original. By the great Prophet’s Soul, cried 
the old Woman, after having examined the Linea¬ 
ments, the Princefs is a^houfand Times hondfomer, 
and more charming than this Refemblance. I with 
you had feen her as I have, you would then be 
perfuaded with me, that all the Painters in the 
World can never imitate her. You oblige me 
txtreamly, replied the Prince of the Nogaians , to 
aflure me that Teurando&e’s Beauty is beyond all the 
Efforts of the Pencil : This Affirmation pleafes me, 
it ftrengthens me in my Defign, and excites me 
readily to try fb fair an Adventure. Why go I not 
this Moment to demand the Princefs ? I burn with 
Impatience-to know whether I can be more happy 
than the Prince of Samarcande . 

What fay you, my Son, replies the old Woman ? 
What Enterprize is this that you dare form to your- 
felf, and think of being able to perform it? My 
good Mother, replied Calaf, I defign this Day to pre- 
fent myfelf to anfwcr the Princefs’s Queftions. I 
came hither to China^ only to offer my Service to 
the great King Altoun-Can^ and it is better to be his 
Son-in-Law than an Officer in his Army. At thefe 
Words the old Woman fell a crying. Ah! Sir, 
faid fhe, in the Name of God, perftft not in fo mad 
a Refolution, you will perifh undoubtedly, if you 
are fo bold as to go and afk the Princefs ; inftead 
of being charmed with her Beauty, rather deteft it, 
fince that hath been the Caufe of fo many tragical 
Events. Çonfider what Grief it will be to your 
Parents, when they fhall receive the News of your 
Death ; reflect on the difmal Affliction in which 
you are about to plunge them. I beg of you, Mo¬ 
ther, replied the Son of Tinmrtafch 9 forbear to re- 
prefent to me thofe Images, that are fo capable to 
melt me into Softnefs. I am not ignorant, that if 
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I purchafe this Day my Deftiny, t fhall be the Oc- 
cafion of an inexhauftible Spring of Tears to the 
Authors of my Birth ; nay, perhaps^ they will not 
hear the News without dying for Grief, for I know 
their Tendernefs for me. But what Acknowledg¬ 
ments foever their Affe<5fcion9 to me ought, and do 
indeed infpire me with, I muft yield to the Ardour 
of my Paffion. What is it I fay ? Is it not to ren- ' 
der tnem more happy that I expofe my Life ? Yes, 
without doubt, their Interefts agree with the Defire 
that urges me on, and if my Father was here, he 
would be fo far from oppofing my Defign, that he 
would readily prompt me to the Execution of it: 
It is then a Thing refolved, lofe not Time in en¬ 
deavouring to perfuade me, for nothing can alter 
my Refolution. 

When the old Woman few that her young 
Gueft would not take Advice, her AffiûSüon re» 
doubled : ït is then done. Sir, replied (he, cannot l 
hinder you from running to your Ruin? Why did 
you come to lodge in my Houle ? Why did I fpeak to 
you of Tourandoftt ? You fell in Love upon the De¬ 
fer! pt ion I gave you of her. Wretch that I am! 
*Tis I am your Ruin ; Why muft I reproach myfelf 
with your Death? No, my good Mother, laid the 
Prince, interrupting her a fécond Time, ’tis not 
you thathave made me thus unhappy : Do not fancy 
that you have been the Occafion of my loving the 
Princefs, it Was in Fate that I fhould love her, and 
I have fulfill’d my Deftiny ; befides, who told you 
that I fliould not anfwer her Queftions right? I 
am. neither without Learning or Wit, and Heaven 
perhaps hath referved to me the Honour of deliver¬ 
ing the King of China from the Melancholy oc- 
cafton’d by his dreadful Oath $ but, added he, taking 
the Purfe which the Can of Berlas had given him, 
in which was a large Quantity of Gold ; I own ’tis 
uncertain what may happen to me, therefore I pre- 
. Vol. I, L fent 
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fent you with <iis Purfe, to comfort you for my 
Death : You may fell my Horfe likewHe, andanake 
Ufe of the Money, for Ifhall have no Occaûon 
for it, whether the Daughter of Altoun-üan become 
the Prize of my Daring, or whether my Death he 
the fad Reward of it. 

The old Widow took .the Pucfe from C mia f , 
laying, O my Son ! You are much deceiv'd in me, 
if you think that thçfe Pieces of Gold can give 
me any Confolation for your Lofe. 1 will-go and 
employ'them in good Works,* diftribating one Part 
to poor HofjpitaJs, where they fiiffer Mifery with 
Patfenoe, and $0nfequently where their Prayers are 
acceptable to God : I will give the tèft to the Mi* 
lifters of our Religion, to the End, that all toge¬ 
ther, they may befeech Heaven to infpire you, and 
.not permit you to expofe yourfelf to Deftruâdon. 
"All the Favour I of you, is, that you would 
jipt go Tp-'day Jto offer yourfelf to anfwer the Ques¬ 
tions of %urqn4o&e) wait qnly till To-morrow, the 
rTime is not long; allow me thofe few Hours,to 
make Application to good People, and engage the 
’Prophet in your Intereft, after that, do as you pleafe. 
'Grant me, I defire you, this Satisfaction $ you owe 
$his àt'i lçaft toi A Perfon, who has already conceiv'd 
fo much f Friendship for yoii, that nothing could 
comfort her, : if you fhould die in this ’ Attempt. 
^/^ indeed had fuch an Air,' as at &rft Sight en¬ 
gaged the Love of all, and qpnepoffefe’d them in hk 
Favour ; for, bifides his being one of the fineft 
Princes in -the World, he had a Manner fo eafy 
^nd agreeable, that none could look upon him with- 
out lovii^ > he was touch’d with the Grief and Af r 
feélion which the good old Woman fhew’d. Wçll, 
my good Mother, (aid he to her, I have that Re¬ 
gard for you, as to grant what you defire of me $ 
I will not go and demand the Princefe To-day ; but, 
to tell you what I think, 1 do not believe your Pro¬ 
phet 
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pfoet himfelf can make me change my Rcfblution. 
'He went not out of the old Woman’s Houfe all the 
43ay> but flje haften’d to go to the Ho^itals to dif- 
^tribute Alms, a,nd give Gifts to the Priefh, or Bon-. 
*ze$, to majfce Interceflion : She alfo facrifieed Filh 
and Fowls to their Idols ; the (Genii were not neg- 
dcéted, they had Sacrifices of Riçe and Pulfe in the 
Places confecrated to that Cprçmony; but all the 
‘Prayers of the Bonzes and Minilters of the Idols» 
tho’ well pay’d, produced not the Çfteft whichthp 
t good Hotels of 'Cajaf defigp’d ; for the next Pay 
in .the Morning, the Prince appear’d more than ever 
determin’d to demand *jLyurando£le* Adieu, my good 
Mother, faid he to the old Woman, I am forry that 
Yefterday you took fu,ch Pains for me, you might 
iiayp fparea your Labour, for I allured you that I 
■fboqld be of the fame Opinion To-day. At thde 
'Words, he left the oîd Worpan, who finding hep- 
<fcjf Seiz’d with a piercing Grief, cover’d hex Face 
^syith her Veil, and remain’d with her Head upon 
hçr Knçes, in fuch a Sorrow as cannot he etfpreflçd. 

The yojung Novatan Prince, perfum’d with E£- 
ifence, and brighter than the Moon, ‘ went to, the 
Palace ; he fa yr five Juiephants ty’d to the Gatç, 
•and on jboth Sides fwothoufand Spldiers, armed 
'Cap-^Tpee. One of the chief Officers that comr 
rrianded tjifem, judging by the Air of Calaf that 
Jhre was * Stranger, rtopt him, apd afk’d what 13 u fi¬ 
nds he had it Court f I am a Foreign Prince, r an- 
*fwei*d the Son of f'imurfafcb , and come to prefect 
triyfejf to <the King, to afic his Leave to anfwer thp 
'^rhyceks his paughtér^s Qyeftigns. The Ofiicer, at 
^{Itffe WpfaSp. .looking m pfth with Surprize, £id to 
"hlpii rnpçe, 1 /do yqu Icnow .that you come hither 
-îéhen -£o‘feek your Death f You had better, havè 
Hfljaid in your jjwn Country, than have form’d 
Bfeffgn 1 that brings you hither. Return home;, 
^wrd never Hatter yourfelf with falfe Hopes of ob- 
L 2 taining 
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tabling the barbarous 7 'ourandofie ; were you: more 
learned than any of our Mandarins or Profèflors 
of Sciences, you wou’d never be able to penetrate 
into the Meaning of her ambiguous Queftions. I 
thank you for your Advice, reply’d Calaf ; but I 
came not hither to turn back again. Proceed then 
to Death, faid the Officer, with a melancholy Air, 
fin ce it is not poffible to hinder you ; at the fame 
Time he permitted him to enter into the Palace : 
'Afterwards, turning himfelf towards feveral other 
^Officers who had beard their Converfation, There 
is a young Prince, ' faid he to them, handfome and 
«delicately form’d, ’tis a Pity he lhould die lb foon. 

Mean while' Calaf crofs’u feveral Rooms, and at 
laft Found himfelf in that, where the King us’d to 
give Audience to the People : There was in it a 
Throne of polifh’d Steel, made in Form of a Dra¬ 
gon, and three Cubits high ; four Columns of the 
feme Metal fupported a Canopy of yellow Sattin, 
adorn’d with precious Stones. Altom-Can y being 
habited with a Caffetan of Brocade of Gold, the 
Ground of which was Scarlet, was feated on his 
Throne with an Air of Gravity; to which a Tuft ! 
of long Hair, divided into three Curls that were in 
‘the Middle of his Beard, 'did not a little contribute. 
That Monarch, after having; heard fome of his Sub¬ 
jects, caft his Eyes acçidentally on the Nogaian 
Prince, who was in the Crowd. Knowing him to 
be â Stranger, and perceiving by his noble Air and 
magnificent Apparel that he was not a common 
Perfon, he call’d one of his Mandarins, and with 
his Finger pointing to Calaf whifper’d to him to 
inform nimfelf of his Quality, and the Bufinefe 
that bought him to that Court. The Mandarin 
qtipe to the Son of Tirmrtafch , and told him that 
the ‘King defired to know who he was, and if he 
Thad any Thing to alk of him. You may tell the 
King your Matter, reply’d the young Prince, that 
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I am theonly Son of a King, and that l am come 
prepar’d. to merit the Honour of being his Son-in- 

♦ Altoun-Can had no fooner heard the'Prince’s An- 
fwer, but he chang’d Colour ; his noble Vifege was 
cover’d with a Palenefs like that of Death itfelf: 
He left off giving Audience, fent away all the Peo¬ 
ple, then defcended from his Throne, and ap¬ 
proach’d Calaf. Rafh Youth, faid he to him, do you 
know, the Rigour of my Decree, and the unhappy. 
Fate of all thofe who nave obftinately perfifted .to 
obtain the Princefs my Daughter ? Yes, Sir, an- 
fiver’d the Son of Timurtafcb , I know-all the Dan¬ 
ger which I run ; my Eyes have been Witncfles of 
the juft and laft Execution, which your Majefty 
çaus’d to be infliâed on the Prince of Samarcande ; 
but the deplorable End of thofe bold Youths, who 
vainly flatter’d themfelves with the fwèet Hopes of 
poffefling the Princefs Tourandofie -, does nothing but 
whet my Ambition to deferve her. What Madnefs 
is this? replied the King; Scarce one Prince hàs 
loft his Life, but another offers himfelf to rifk the 
fame Deftiny. It looks as if they took Pleafure to 
(acrifice themfelves. What Rafhnefe ! Gonfider well 
^rith yourfelf. Prince, and be not. thus, prodigal of 

J our Blood. I find a fecret Pity growing in my 
treaft for you, and will ufe my utmoft Endeavours 
to prevent your Deftruâion. Return into your Fa¬ 
ther’s Country, and do not give him the Sorrow to 
vnderftand by Fame that he hath no more a Son. 

. Sir, faid Calaf^ I am ravifh’d with Joy to hear 
from your Majefty’s own Mouth, that I have the 
Jlappinefc to pleafe you : It is a lucky Omen. Per¬ 
haps, being touched with the Misfortunes that the 
Beauty of the Princefs hath occafion’d, Heaven 
hath referved me to put a Stop to them, and at 
the feme Time to fecure the Repofe of yoiir Life, 
Which is difturbed by the Neceflity of giving Sànâion 
L 3 to 
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ter fed* erticl Àâtons. Do ytm krioif for ceittW 
that I (hall anfwcr amife to the Queft»m t&at wilh 
be propos’d ? What Certainty have you that I Audi 
perSh î TW othdrs hdve not been! able to dive into 
the Obfcutity of Tmrandè&ès Queftiojis, fc ihtW 
therefore a Neceifity that I ftatt rtètbe' able to an¬ 
swer them? No; Sir, the Ex^uttples bo&reiitéeai^ 
jBOt nteke me rériouwefc the Hèooor I conceive 
being ygur SoA-iii-LaW. Ah! ta>fortcrnatfe Praftefî 
reposed the King, in a làhgtrifhing Tone, why will 
you KVe no longer ? All die Lovers, Who have hi¬ 
therto prefenfced fhemfelvés, to anfwer the fatal Qge#- 
lions of my Daughter, have {poke in the forteCons-* 

Î uage : They all hop’d to penetrate the Senfe 
leaning, bat néver leach’d it. Alas ! you Witt 
kkfewtfe be cheated -with you» own Confidences 
Jfjhoe aajUiir, tiif SoO, pinfeed te y fufffer yoi^ftl^Hit 
be peyftided 1 love yon, mà would! p&S&ï&ÿ&ff 
Render not my g otiâ Intentions ûfeîetfe bÿ 
ffiuaicy. What piercmg Wit fceverÿOtt afe Miàfer 
of, have a BhficteKce of youdelfi Ton ate mthli 
WtcsWg; to inline yfcu can anftt&r mfttfitJy M 
What the Priaideft wife propOfe, for you WHI iïùt 
ham fie Midufces to' rtfleéfc on it-j that k the Law 
If ih.that very> fhort Tiw»- yon do not make fodf 
a .juft Anfwer, as fhall be Approve* by all- the lèa #«#i 
fudges, you are immediately declared worthy tit 
Death, and muft be led the foiiOWihg Night to E& 
caution. Therefore, Prince, take my Advice, *tfd 
retire - r employ the Remainder of the t)ay in thinks 
fog. of this piôtnentOuS Affair* Which yoft &em re¬ 
folded to undertake* advife with PetftnS Of Wifi 
demi and Sagacity $ make your Refleaiofis thereo^ 
arid To-morrow lei me know what yeu rafèiVe o tit 
Having fpoke tbefe Words, he left Cttlaf^ Wk& 
went out of die Palace, much mortified that he muà 
wait? tin the next Day ; for he was not {hock’d at 
what the King had repté&httd to him, but *etu#ri’d 
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ftr his Hbftéfe, without refleÔing upon the dreadful 
Dbnger to which he was to be efcpofed. ‘ Wherf 1 htt 
came to the ©W Woman, and told ‘her wWrt'hW; 
pars’d at Court, fee began to argue with him/amP 
to iife aB her Endeavours again to difluade him frongi 
fee Enterprize ; but fee perceived no other Effc£ls 
it produced, but to inftame her young Gueftj and 
tender him yet more firm in h» Refohition: *ln* 
feerf, he returned next Day to the Palace, and caufed 
hiS Arrival te be told the King, who received him 
m ÏHfrOofët, that ho Petfon might be Witnefe of 
their Convention. • * 

Welt, Prince, faid Atimn-Can to him, come you 
hither to rejoice or affliét me? Have ybu chared 

r ir Refohition? Sir, replied Ctrfafi my M&rfisfKH 
the fame Difpofition. When 1 had the Benotrf 
Yefterday f& prelent myfelf before your Majefty, 
1 had then ma dte all my RefteéKèné. I am cfeter- 
min’d to firffcr the feme Fate with my. Rivals, if 
fS?*reft hath not otherwife ordained for me. At 
AA Dfifeetirfe, the King beat his Breaft, rent hi^ 
CfcWtbs, and tore the Hair from his Beard. What 
an ««happy WVeteh am I, cried he, to have enter¬ 
tain'd at firft Sight fo much Frlendftip for thisr 
Prince ! The Death of the o t h er s has not given me 
fo much Trouble. Ah \ my Son ? continued he* 
embracing the Prince of the Nogarant with Terrder- 
ntfe, which raifed feme Emotion in him, be perfuaded 
by my Sorrow, if my Reafons are not able to 
feako your Reftriution. Methinks, I find that the 
9troke that reaches your Life will fink my Heart' 
with a mortal How ; renounce, I conjure you, the 
PofTefiion of my cruel Daughter. You wilt find in* 
fee World other Prhtceffçs that you may efrjoyi. 
why will you be fo obfWnate to purfuc an inhuman 
Creature, whom you can never Obtain ? Stay, if you 
will, in my Court ; thou foalt have the firft Rank* 
after me, and poffeft the feireft Slaves j; Pkafores feàft 
L 4 ftill 
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âill attend thee. In a Word, I will look'upon thee 
as my own Son ; defift then from the Purfuit of 
Let me have the Satisfaction of deliver- 
tllffoae Viâim at lcaft from that bloody Princefs. 

The Son of Timurtafch was very fenfible of -the 
Ffiendfhip that the King of China exprfefs’d for him; 
hut be anfwer*d him. Sir, allow me the Favour to 
cxpoft myfelf to the Danger from which you would 
dimiade me: The greater the Danger, the more 
lovely it feems to me. I proteft to you, the Prin¬ 
cess Cruelty fpurs on my Love ; and I take a Flea- 
lure to thine that I ihall perhaps be the happy Mor¬ 
tal who mult triumph over this haughty Fair. In 
'the Name of God, purfued he, let your Majefty 
ceafe tooppoie a Defign, which my Glory, my 
Repofe, and Life itfelf, is bent to execute ; for, in 
fiiort, I cannot live, if I obtain not Tmrandofie. AU 
toun-Can , feeing Calaf unalterable in his Refolution, 
was fenfibly affliâed. Ah! daring Youth, faid he, 
thy Ruin is certain, fincè thou art fo obftinate as to 
demand my Daughter. Heaven is my Witnçis, that 
I have done all I could to infpire thee with mère 
reafonable Thoughts. Thou rejeâelt my Counfçl, 
and chufeft rather to die than follow it. I (hall fay 
no more ; thou wilt foon receive the Reward of thy 
Folly. I confent that you undertake to anfwer to 
TourandofiS s Queftions ; but before that, I will do 
you the Honour which I ufed to grant to Princes 
who feck my Alliance. At thefe Words, he call’d 
the Captain of the firft Corps of his Eunuchs, and 
order’d him to conduâ Calaf into the Apartment 
of the Prince, and to appoint two Hundred JEu- 
' nuchs to wait on him. 

The Nogaian Prince was no fooner got into the 
Palace, whither they had conduced him, but the 
principal Mandarins came to compliment him, that 
is, they fell upon their Knees, bow’d down their 
Heads to the Ground, faying one after the other. 

The 
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The perpetual Servants of your iUuJlrious Race come in 
this manner to pay you their Devoirs . Then they 
made him Prefcnts, and ^retir’d. Mean while the 
King, who continued his Friendlhip for the Son of 
Ttmurtafch , and had Conopaffion for him, fent for 
the moft able Profeffor, or at leaft him that was 
• reputed the moft learned of his Royal College, and 
.faid to him, Dodor, there is in my Palace at this 
Time a new Prince, that demands my Daughter. 
I have left nothing undone to difluade him, but have 
not gain’d my Ends. I would fee if you with all 
your Eloquence can prevail with him to defift: It 
is for that Reafon I fent for you hither. The learned 
Man obey’d : He went to fee Calaf and had a 
very long Intercourfe with him. He afterwards re¬ 
turn’d to jfhom-Can y and faid to him. Sir, it is 
.impoflible to perfuade that young Prince : He is ah- 
folutely bent to merit the rrincefe, or die. When 
I found it was in vain to pretend to overcome his 
Resolution, I had the Curiofity to fee if his Ob* 
llinacy had any other Foundation than his Love. 
I aft’d him about feveral various Subjeâs, and found 
him fo well inftruéjfced and knowing, that I was 
furpriz'd at it. He is a Muffulman, and appears to 
me perfeâ in every Particular that relates to Reli* 

Î ion. In fhort, to tell your Majèfty what I think, 
believe that if any Prince is able to anfweit the 
Princefe’s Queftions, he can do k. O Sir ! ciy’d the 
King, you rejoice me with this Difcourfe : Heaven 
grant that this Prince may be ray Son-in-Law. As 
foon as he appear’d before me, I felt a tender Af¬ 
fection for him-: May he be more happy than the 
reft, who have perilh’d in this City! The good 
King Altoun-Ca* was not . content to make Vows 
alone for Calaf, he endeavour’d to render propitious 
to him the Spirits that prefide over Heaven, the Siin 
and the Moon. For this Purpofe he appointed pub- 
lick Prayers and folemn Sacrifices to be made ki the 
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Temples. They offer’d by his Order a Beef to 
Heaven, a Goat to the Sun, and a Hog to the 
Moon. Befides, he ordain’d that the lèverai Fra¬ 
ternities of Artisans fhould make a fcfemrtFeaft,arid 
pray * to Heaven that the Piinde, who had pre¬ 
sented himfelf to demand the Princefi, might have 
the good Fortune to obtain her. After Prayers and 
Sacrifices, the Chincfe Monarch lent his Chancellor 
to the Nogaian Prince, to inform him, that he 
vm to prepare next Day to anfwer the Prmcefs?s 
tQueftians, and to tell him they Would not fail to, 
donduâ him to the Divan, and that the Perfects 
Who were to compofe that Affembly, had received 
Orders to be there. 

Though Calaf had determined with himfelf to 
try the Adventure, he could not fpend the Night 
Without Uneafniefs ; to that fometimes he took Ci¬ 
rage from his Wit, and pfomifed himfelf a happy 
Succeft : Sometimes he Joft all Hopes* and reprd- 
fehted to his Imagination the Difgfale that would 
attend him, if his Anfwers did not pleafe the Di¬ 
gram He likewife thought fometimes of Etfncka and 
Tm&tüfib. Alas ! Aid he* if I perifh, whit will 
become of my Father and Mother? The Day ftm- 
priied him in this Confufion of Thoughts, and pm- 
fently he heard lèverai Bells toll. With the Notfe 
of Drums* He judged this was to oaU the Coun¬ 
cil together: Then raifing his Thoughts to Afo- 
bwtet ; O grand Prophet ! feid he \ you who fee the 
.Condition in which I dm, infpire me. Shall I go 
to the Divan ? or tell the King, that the Danger 
difcourages me? He had no fborier pronounc’d nié 
Words, but he perceiv’d all Fear vanift from him, 
and his Courage return. He then rofe and dte&tf 
himfelf with a Caffètan, and “Robe of rèd Silk, flow* 
fir’d with Gold, which AltWfrGàn had &nt him^ 
with Shoes, and Stockings of bkre Silk. Juft when 
he had done dreffing, 2* Mandarins, hooted, and 
% ^ eloathed 
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, cleathed in large Robes of a Crimfcn CMout, en* 
ter’d his Apartment, and after having fainted him 
after the fame Manner as the Day before, they toM 
him they came from the King, in order to eon* 
duéfc him to the Divan, which he permitted them 
to do. They crofs’d one Court, marching betwixt 
a double File of Soldiers; and when they were 
come into the firft Council-Chamber, they found 
thtmfeives amidft a thoufand Singers, and lnftru-~ 
mental Muftcians, who fang and play’d all toge- 

, ther in Concert, making a moft aftonifhing Noife ; 
from whence they advanced into the» Chamber 
where the Council was held, and which had a. 
Communication wkh the inner Palace. 

All the Ferions, Who were to aflift at this At 
fembdy, were already faated under Canopies of va¬ 
rious Colours, which were about the Chamber.. 
The moft conflderabfe Mandarins were on one Side; 
the Chancellor, with the ProMTors of the Royal 
College, m the other, and faveral learned DoAors 
had their Places aligned them. There were in the 
Middle two Thrones of Gold, plac’d upon two tri¬ 
angular Seats, As (bon as the Ahgaian Princd appear-* 
ed, the noble and learned Judicature fainted him with 
aft the Marks of profound* Refpc£V, but without 
faying a Word, becaufe, being m Expedition of 
tf* King’s Arrival, thej obferved a deep Silence. 
The Sun wae ju& a riuag : When we could fee 
fae firft Rays of that beauteous Light appear, two» 
Eunuchs open’d on each Side the Curtains of the 
Gate of the inner Palace, and prefently the King 
came out, attended with the Princefs Tountndoéft^ ' 
who Wore a long Train of golden Tiffue* and had 
a Veil of the fame to cover her Face. They bodÈ 
mounted their Thrones on five Silver Steps ; and 
when they were feated, two young Damfels per- 
fê&ày fair appear’d, one on the King’s Side, and 
die other on the Princess. Thefc were Slaved be¬ 
longing 
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longing to the Seraglio of Altom-Cari . They had 
their Necks and Faces bare, with large Pearls in 
their Ears, and they held in their Hands a Roll 
of Paper, with a Pen, to write whatever the King 
ibould ordain. During this Time, all the Perfons 
of the Affembly, who were rifen up at the Sight of 
Altoun-Can , remain’d in that Pofture with a great 
deal of Gravity, and their Eyes half {hut. Calaf 
look’d around, or rather looked on none but the 
Princefs, being in Admiration at her majeftick Fi¬ 
gure. When the puiflant Monarch of China had 
order’d the Mandarins and Doâors to. be (bated, 
one of the Six who had conduced Calaf \ and 
who flood by him within five Foot of the two 
Thrones, kneel’d down and read thé Memoir, which 
contain’d the Demand of the Prince for the Prin- 
tcfe TourandoSfe . • Then he role from his Knees, 
and bid Calaf make three Bows to the King. The 
Nogaian Prince acquitted himfblf with fb good a 
Grace, that Altoun-Can could not forbear uniting 
upon him, in Token that he was glad to fee him 
behave himfelf fo welk Then the Chancellor role 
up from his Place, and read aloud the dreadful E- 
did, which condemned to Death all fuch rafh Lo¬ 
vers as anfwePd amift the Queftions of Tmrandoâfe* 
T*hen addrefiing himfelf to Calaf; Prinety laid he 
to him, you now Underfund on what Conditions you 
muft obtain the Princefs: If the Idea of Fearfor the 
frefint Danger make any Imprejfim on your Soul f you 
bave JliU Leave to retire. No, no, faid the Prince 
of the Nogaians , the Prize I am to obtain is too 
valuable to fuffer me cowardly to renounce it. 

The King, feeing Calaf difpos’d to anfwer the 
Queftions of Tmrandofte y turn’d himfçlf towards that 
Princefs, and faid 4 to her. Daughter, it is your Turn 
now to fpeak : Propofe the Queftions you have rea¬ 
dy for the young Prince, and . may all the Spirits 
we lacrificed to Yefterday grant him to penetrate 
2 the

die Senfe of your Quefthms. Tvurando£le 9 at tliefe 
Words, /aid, I take the Prophet to Witnefc, that 
I never looked but with Regret on the Death of 
fo many Princes : But why are they fo obftinate as 
not to permit me to live quietly in my Palace, with¬ 
out coming to attempt my Liberty ? Know then, 
bold Youth, added Ihe, fpeaking to Calaf, that you 
will have nothing to reproach me with, when, after 
the Example of your Rivals, you muft fuflfer a cruel 
Death; but that you yourfelf are the only Caufe 
of your own Deftruâion, fince I oblige you not to 
come and afk- me in Marriage. 

Faif Princefc, repiy’d the Nogaian Prince, I know 
all that can be (aid to me on that Subjeâ; if you 
pleafe, pnopofeyour Queftions, and I win endeavour 
to folve the Meaning. Tourandoâte began. What 
Creature is tbat 9 which is in every Country, belov'd by 
all the Wwrldy and that cannot fuffer its Likenefs ? 
Calaf anfwer’d, the Sun. He is in the Right, enr’d 
all the Doâors, it is the Stm . Who is that Mother , 
continued the Princeis, that after having brought her 
Children into the World, devours them all when they< 
are grown up ? The Sea, anfwer’d the Nqgaian Prince, 
became the Rivers which difchargc themfelves into* 
the Sea, rife ftrft from thence. Tourandofte y feeing 
the young Prince anfwerM her Queftions right, war 
fo exasperated, that (he refolved to fpare nothing: 
that would contribute to his Definition. What 
Tree , (aid (he, is that y whofe Leaves are all white on 
one Stdey and black on the other? She was not con¬ 
tent only to propofe this Queftion, but the fpight- 
fpl Princeis, to amaze and confound Calaf, unveil'd* 
and gave all the Affembly Leave to gaze on the 
Beautyof her Face, to which Defpight and Shame 
added new Charms. Her Head was adorn’d with 
natural Flowers, plac’d with exquifite Art, and her 
Eyes appear’d brighter than Stars. She was as fair 
as thé Sun when he breaks out fuddenly from a 
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dark Claud. The amorous Son of ïïtmirtafcb> a t 
the Sight of this incomparable Princefs, inftead of 
anfwering to the Queftion propos’d, remain’d muta 
and motionlefs. Prefently all the Divan, who in- 
tetefttd themfelves in lus Favour, were feized with 
a mortal Fear 5 the King hirafelf turn’d pak, and 
gave the young Prince over for gone. 

But Calafc recovering the Surprize which tile 
Beauty of Tèurandofte had brought upon him, &- 
tisfied the AfTembly prefently m fpeaking thus y 
Charming Prmccfs, I beg your Pardon for having 
continued fome Time fpeechlefc F thought I had 
fieri one of theft oeleftial Objeâs, who are the fair 
Originates of that Abode which is pronrifedto the 
Faithful after Death. I could not look upon fuch 
Oft Apparition without being concern’d. Have the 
0o Odneft «0 repeat the Queftion you afk’d, for I 
ren umb e r k not j you have made me entirely for* 
get k. I afkM you, faid %urandi3e y What that Tree 
is 9 Mühôfe Leaves are* all' tobtt* on one 8ide y and bfack 
on the ether? . That Tree, replyM Calafi, reprefente 
the Ye&r 9 which is compos’d ot Days and Nights. 

This Anfwer was again applauded in the Divan» 
The Mandarins and the Doctors faid, it was truly 
e&fwer’d, and gave a thou&nd Praifes to th& ymm^r 
Prince. Then Abetm-Ca* faidto Toueando&t 
my Daughter, confefc shyfelf VanquiftW^ and con— 
fent to marry thy Conqueror. T&e others could: 
not anfWer one of the Queftions; but this Prince, 
as thou feeft, has explain’d them all He has nor 
yet gain’d the Vidory, replied the Princefs, cover-- 
•ing her Face with her Veit to hide her Coftfufion,; 
and the Tears which fhe could not atfoid fhedding * 
I hove other Qieftions to alk him. But I will 
pofe them To-mOrfow*. Not fo, replied the King* 
I wifi not fuffer you &> afk him Queftkms tofiter-: 
nity. All that I can admit* is, that you propofe ta 
him another Queftion prefently* The Princefe ex*- 
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etis’d herfelf, by frying (he waè not prepar'd with 
any Qpeftions, but thofe he had already fblv’d, and 
deftred the King her Father, that he would permit 
bet to interrogate the Prince the Day following. 

That is what Twill Hot grant you, cried the King 
of Chinai hi a Paffion ; all you deftre, is to puzzle 
the young Prince $ and, as for me, I long to be dis¬ 
charg’d from that dreadful Oath, which I impru¬ 
dently made. Ah Cruel ! You breathe nothing but 
Blood, and the Death of your Lovers is a pleaftng 
Sight to you* The Queen, your Mother, touched 
wkh the former Misfortunes which you càufed, had 
died for Grief, becàüfe (he had brought into the 
WocM a Daughter fb barbarous: And as for me* 
you are ignorant that I have been plunged into a 
great Melancholy, which nothing could diffipate* 
fmee I have (ben the fed Confluences of the Cori- 
defcéffffion I hate had for you. Sût, Thanks be to 
thé Spirits Which prèfide dvOr the Heavens, the Sun* 
and the Moon, and to Whom my Sacrifices have 
wot been unacceptable, there (hall no longer in my 
Palace be feen thofe horrible Executions, which have 
tendered your Name execrable. And finte this 
Ptincfe hath exafily anfwer’d what you propofed to 
him, I demahd of all this Affembly, if it is not juft 
he flioülé be your'Husband ? The Mandarins and 
Che Dolors exnreflfed their Sentiments by their Mur- 
thufr, andtheColào fpokb thus, Sir, fays he to the 
King, four Majefty is abfolved from that Oath* 
which ÿou made to execute that rigorous Edift. 

The Pflncefe is now oblig'd to perform it on her 
Pttrt ; (he promis'd to marry him that (hould juftfy 
ahfwer her Queftiom; This young Prince came and t 
onfWerM them after à Manner, that hath fatisfied * 
gH tke'Divàn i She muft keep hèt Promié, or it is 
not to be doubted, but that the Gods, who takfc 
Care of the PUnifhmcnts of the Perjured, will ihortly 
punife her» 
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’ Tourandoéfe all this while was fifent, leaning her 
, Head upon her Knees, and feem’d to be over- 
: whelm'd ~wkl^ Grief. Calaf^ feeing her fo afili&ed, 
caft himfelf at the Feet of Altcrn-Gan^ and faid ta 
-him : Great King, whofe Juftice and Bounty have 
rendered the vaft Empire of China flourifhing, I 
.alk one Favour of your Majefty; I fee that the 
Princefs is vexed,’ that I have had the Happinefs to 
anfwer her Queftions. Without Doubt, (he would 
have been better pleafed that I had merited Death. 
Seeing (he hath fuch an Averfion for Men, and 
notwithftanding her Word which (he gave, (he dill 
refufes me, I am willing to renounce all my Right 
to her, upon Condition (he will, in her Turn, an¬ 
fwer exa£Uy to one Queftion I (hall propofe. 

All the AfTembly was very much furprized at 
this Difcourfe. Is this young rrince mad, (aid they, 
whifpering one to another, to venture to lofe that 
which he had obtain’d with Hazard of his Life? 
Does he think he can propofe a Queftion which 
♦may puzzle Tourando&e ? He muft have loft his Sen- 
fes. Altoun-Can was alfo very much aftoni(hed at 
that which Calaf had demanded of him. Prince, 
fays he to him* have you well confider’d of the 
Words you have let flip? Yes, Sir, replied the 
Prince of the Ncgaians, and I conjure you to grant 
.me that Favour. I wUl, anfwer’d the King ; but, 
let what will happen* I declare, I am no more 
bound by the Oath, which I made, and that here¬ 
after, I will never put another Prince to Death. 
Divine Tourandofit, replied the Son of Ttmurtafch , 
addrefling himfelf to the Princefs, you heard what 
I faid : And tho% by the Judgment of this (age Af- 
fembly, you ought to marry me ; tho’ you of Right 
arc mine, I quit my Title to you ; I lay no Çlaim 
to the Enjoyment of your Charms : I deprive myfelf 
of fo, precious a Jewel, on Condition that you an¬ 
fwer precifely to a Queftion which I (hall put to 
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you; but, èn your Part, fwear, that, if you do not 
anfwer right, you will confent with Pleafure to my 
Happinefs, and crown my Love. Yes, Prince, fays 
Touirandofic^ I accept the Condition : I fwear by all 
that is moft facred, and I take this Aflembly as Wit- 
nefs to my Oath. 

All the Divan were greedily expefting to know 
the Queftion, which he was going to propofe to the 
Frincefi, and every one of them blamed that young 
Prince for running the Hazard of lofmg the Daugh¬ 
ter pf Altoun-Can , without the leaft Reafon or Ne- 
ceffity. They were all aftonilh’d at his Rafhneft. 
Fair Princefs , fays Calaf,\ What is the Name of that 
Prince , wbo y after hé had endured a thoufand Fatigues , 
and begged his Bread y finds himfelf this Moment crown 9 i 
with Glory and Joy f The Princefe Hood mufing a 
while, and then faid. It is impoffible for me to an¬ 
fwer that Queftion this Moment* But, I promife, 
that To-morrow I will tell the Name of that Prince. 
Madam, cry’d Calaft I afk'd no Time to anfwer 
your Queftions, and it is not reafonable I fhould 
give you any to confide? of mine ; however, I will 
cjonfent to it ; but expeâ, that after this Conde- 
fcenfion, you will not make any Difficulty tb mar¬ 
ry me. 

* She (hall confent to that, fays Altcun-Can ; if file 
d,oes not anfwer the Queftion you propofe, *tis in 
vain for her to expetft, by falling fick, or at leaft 
by feigning to be fo, to avoid marrying you : Even 
too’ I were not bound by Oath to make her your 
Wife, and that (he were not yours by the Tenor of 
the Ediéfc, I would chuft to fee her dead, rather than 
fuffer her to refufe this young Prince : Where can 
(he find a more agreeable Perfon ? In faying this, 
he rofe from his Throne, and drfmifs’d the Af- 
fçmbly. He returned into the inner Palace with 
the Princefs, who from thence retired into her own. 

As foon as the King was gone from the Divan, all 
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tbe Doâor? and Mandarins made their CompK-' 
mente to Cafaf upon his Wit. I admiré, feys one 
of them fcOi mm, your prompt and ready. Concep¬ 
tion. Indeed fays another, nom of Our Bachelors 
or licentiates, or etcn of our Doâors themfelves, 
are more penetrating than you. All the Prince* 
that hare offer’d ttemfdvcs before you, had nothing 
mgh your Merits and we are extraordinary glad that' 
you have fucceeded in your Enterprise. The Prince 
of the Nogdhant. hid not a little to do ta return his^ 
Thinks to tbofe, who congnctidaited him. At length: 
the fix Mandarins, who had brought him to the? 
Council; carried hint back to the feme Palace from 
whence they had taken him* while the others with* 
the IWfcors went away ttneaiy, to know what An-* 
fiver the Daughter of Jkûun-Gcm would make W 
the Princc’sQueftidiu ; 

, ThePrinocfif TtnâraMh return'd te her Palaoe^ 
aecoinpany’d wkh two young Staves that were toi 
Confidents. As foon as file came kite her own Ap¬ 
portaient, (he pulled off her Veil, andy tbrowtogf 
lerfelf upon a Sofa, fhsr indulg'd the Trantfpordk 
which agitated her. One might lead Shame an4> 
Grief in her Face. Her Eves, that were before' 
bathed in Tears, began to «ream anew : She tore 
the Flowersfrom her Head, and diforderM her beau¬ 
tiful: Hair. Her two Slaves began to comfort her ; 
but flic faid to them. Let me alone. Ceafe your 
unavailing Care for me : I will hearken to nothing 
but my Defpair: I will weep and affliâ myfetf. 
Ah I what a greet Confufton {hall I be m To<- 
jnotfcwr, when I muff, in the Face of all the Di¬ 
van, before the ' moft learned Do&orc of China , 
coo&fs tbàt F Cannot ianfcrer the Qseftiolx pro- 
poled l Is this, they will lay, that witty Princefs, 
that pretench to know every Thing, and who- witlv 
Eafir can fbhre the moft difficult Riddle? 

Alas! coistinufd file, they aft take pars with the 
. young 
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ÿoung Prirtce! I faw them turn prie; they aH 
Teem’d in Difmay, when they thought hint at a 
Nonplus; and I faw them overjoy’d when he dif* 
covet’d the Meaning of my Queftions. I fliaH hare 
the cruel Mortification to fee them again rejoice at, 
my Defeat. When I {hall owri myfelf vanquifhed, 
what a Pleafore will that (hamefui ConfefBoh be to 
them, amt what a Panilhment wil it be to me, té 
her reduced to own it ! 

My Princefe, laid one of the Slaves to her, had 
not you better, inftead of grievwBg yotnrfelf before¬ 
hand, or rèpvefetiting the Difgrate, which you are 
to receive To-morrow, think to prevent it r Is the 
Que&ion propofed to you, fb very difficult, that y on 
cannot anfwer it ? With all your great Wit and[ 
Penetration, cannot you comprehend the Meaning 
of ïi î No, fays TtmranMte, üt is à Thing impo& 
fibfe* He demands of the, Whdiis the Name <f that 
Print*, tuba, sifter he had enskafed a thoafand fu* 
ftga&i and begged hit Bread, finds hifnfilf this Ida* 
netnt cream'd with Joy and Glory? 1 know veOf 
weH, he is himfeif this Prince ; but not knowing 
who he is, I cannot tell his Name. And yet, Ma* 
«tom, replied the fame Skve, you have psemifedto 
rmœ that Prince To-morrow in the Divan. When 
you tnwid that Bromifey you hoped:, no doult, t6 
be able to kedp h. I hoped nothing, replied the 
k Princefs, and I aik’d Time only S6 fdBer myfelf to 
die fbe Grief, before 1 fbcmM be obliged to eonfefe 
my own Shame and marry ,the Prince» 

That Refeiuftion is violent, fays die other favou¬ 
rite SlaVe; I know very wed, Madam, that né 
Mfrft te Worthy of you ; bat yon mid agree that this 
I Prince has * fingufer Merit; his Beauty, his good 
| Mien, and his Wk, ought t© plead with you in his 
i Favour. FA do him Jwftice, fays the Frincefe ; if 
there be kny Prktce in tho World who merits that 
l flwuld regard him farpurably, ’tin he. Juft note, 

before 
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-before I propofed my Queftions to him, I confefe, I 
pitied him : I figh’d at the firft Appearance of him* 
and, what never happen’d to me before, I was very 
nigh wifhiug that he might anfwer my Queftions 
aright. It is true, that at that very Moment I 
blufh’d at my Weaknefc; but my Pride furmounted 
it, and the juft Anfwers he made me, have entirely 
fet me againft him. All the Appiaufes which thie 
Doftors gave him, were fuch Mortifications to me, 
that from that Momènt I began to hate him, and 
(ball for ever continue to do fo. Die then, un¬ 
happy Tourandofte / die for Grief and Vexation, 
that you have foûnd a young Man, who has been 
able to cover you with Shame, and to conftrain 
you to be his Wife, 

At thefe Words, Ihe redoubled her Tears, and, 
in the Violence of her Tranfports, fhe tore off her 
Hair and rent her Cloaths : She lifted up her Hands 
once or twice to tear her beauteous Cheeks, and to 
punilh her Charms, for having been the Authors of 
theConfufion to which {he was reduc’d; but her 
Slaves, that obferv’d her Rage, prevented her from 
committing that Outrage, but all their Affiftance 
was in vain ; for tho’ they had been very ready to 
help her, they could not calm the Temper of her 
Mind. While ihe was in this terrible Condition, 
the Prince of the Nogaians , charmed with the Refi> 
lution of the Divan, revell’d in Joy, and buoy’d 
himfelf up with the Hopes of poflefijing his Miftrefe 
the next Day. 

The King being return’d from thé Council-Cham¬ 
ber into his own Apartment, fent for Calaf, to dif- 
courfe with him in private about what had pafs’d in 
the Divan. The Prince of the Nogaians immedi¬ 
ately obey’d the King’s Orders, who, after be kid 
embrac ? d him tenderly, faid to him ; Ah ! my Son, 
free me from the Trouble I am in; I fear my 
Daughter will anfwer the Queftion you have propofed 
. ; ' to 
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to her. Why have you run the Hazard of lofing the 
Objeâ of your Love ? Sir, reply’d Calafi your Ma- 
jefty need not apprehend any Thing : It is impoffible 
-that the Princefe fhould tell me, what they call that 
Prince whofe Name I have afk’d her ; fince I am 
that Prince, and no Body knows me in your Court. 

What you fay, encourages me, cry’d the King 
wkh Tranfport; I proteft to you, I was apprehen¬ 
sive for you : Tourandoflt is very penetrating. The 
Subtilty of her Wit made me tremble for what 
might be your Fate ; but, Thanks to Heaven» you 
make me eafy. Let her have never fo much Quick- 
fiefs to penetrate into the Senfe of Riddles, indeed 
She can never guefs your Name. I do not accufe 
you any more of being rafh, and, I perceive, that 
which I deemed to be a Defed of Prudence, is only 
an ingenious Stratagem which you have made ufe of, 
to remove aU Pretext from my Daughter of refufmg, 
herfelf to your Deftres. 

Altom-Can, after he had laughed with Calaf a- 
bout the Queftion propofed to the Princefs, prepared 
himièlf to go a hunting. He cloathed himfelf in a 
flight CafFetan, and put his Beard in a black Sattin 
Bag. He ordered the Mandarins to be ready to ac¬ 
company him, and gave Orders to give the Prince 
of the Nogaians a hunting Habit. They eat a 
Mouthful or two in balte, and afterwards went out 
of the Palace. The Mandarins, in open Sedans of 
Ivory enrich’d with Gold, led the Way ; each of 
them had fix Chairmen to carry him, two went be¬ 
fore him with Whips, and two others followed them 
with Plates of Silver, upon which were writ in great 
Characters all their Qualities. The King and Calafr 
in a Litter of red Saunders, that was likewife open, 
and carry’4 by twenty Officers, and upon which the 
firft Letter of the King’s Name, and many Figures 
of Animals were cypher’d in Silver Wire, follow’d 
•the Mandarins, Two Generals of Atom - Cans 

Army 
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Army bore on each Side of the Litter, a large 
tJmbreHa to keep them from the Heat, and three 
thousand 1 Eunuchs who inarched behind, dofed thé 
Train. 

When they came to the Place where the Officers 
of the Game attended the King with their Hawks, 
they began to fly them at Quails, and continued 
their Sport till Sun-fet. Then the Prince, and the 
Perfons that attended him, return’d to the Palace 
in the fame Order they went abroad. They found 
in a Court under a great many Tents, an infinite 
dumber of little Tables, finely japan’d, and cover’d 
with aH Sorts of Visuals ready carv’d and eut. 

/ Ctxlaf and die Mandarins fate tnerafelves down by 
the King’s Example, every one to a feparatç Table, 
bear which there was anotner that ferved as a Buffet. 
They all began to drink lèverai Bumpers of Rum, 
before they touch’d the Meat, am} then they eat 
without drinking.. The Supper being done, Jlkom- 
Can carries the Prince of the Nogaians into afpaci- 
ous Hall lighted with Tapers, and full of Seats 
ranged in Order, as if they were to lèe feme Shew, 
and they were follow’d by all the Mandarins. The 
King put all in their Ranks, and made Calaf fit by 
him upon a gréât’ Throne of Ebony, adorn’d with 
FiHgreen Workof’QoM; * 

As loon as all had taken tfeéir Macesf, there en¬ 
tered the Singers and Müfiçkns, who tuning’ aU 
together, began a very agreeable Conceit, ufkmn- 
Can was fo charmed and conceited of his Chineji 
Mulick, that he «ik’d Time after Time of the Son 
of '%'imurtafcb* haw he lik’d it ; and that young 
Prince, but of 1 C&mplaffimce, praifed k -before ‘aS 
the Mufidk in the World. s The Ceticert' being 
endedj thevSmgers 1 and Muficiàns retîfèd to make 
Room for an artificial Elephant, which fhobtmgit- 
fei'f forward by Springs, into the’HaH, vomited fix 
Baladins, who danced in an ântiék Manner. They- 
- were 
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tfrçre ahnoft naked : They had nothing on hut $hoes. 
Drawers of Caljpo, and brocaded Caps. After they 
'had (hewn their Aftivity and 'NimbleneJ? jn a thou¬ 
sand furpriztng Shapes, they re-enter’d iritotjieE- 
lephant, who werit out as he came in. After that; 
^there appear'd Comedians, who reprefented extempore 
r a Comedy, of which the King preferred the Sub- 
jjeâ. When .aJU thpfe Diyertifements were ended, 
and the Night far (pent, Altom-Can and Calaf went 
tto repofe themfelves in thçir own Apartments, and 
afl the Mandarins retired. t ■ ’. 

* The young Prince of the Nogaiam, conducted by 
Eunuch§, who carried Wax-Candles in golden Can-* 
*dleftiçks, compofed himfelf to enjoy the Sweets of 
f Repofe, as much as the Impatience of returning to 
•the Bivàn could permit him ; when entering into his 
Apartment, he found a young Lady cloathed in a 
darge red Gown, brocaded with filver Blowers, un¬ 
der which was another more ftrait of white Sattin, 

<a$ embroider’d with Gold, and deck’d with Rubies 
^nd Emeralds. She had a Cap of plain Rofe-co- 
JouPd Taffeta, trimmed with Pearls, and raifed with 
an Embroidery of Silver, which cover’d nothing but 
the Top of ner Head, and expofed her handfome 
flair to View, which was findy surf’d, and mixed 
With -artificial Flowers; in regard to her Shape and 
face, nothing can he imagin’d more handfome and 
perfect, except thePrincefs of China. 

' The Son of Tmurtafih was very much furprized 
to find .a Lady . alone, and fo charming, at Mid¬ 
night, and in his own Apartment: He could not 
hhye beheld her without Concern, had he hot before 
feen ? vurando&e-y but how could a |/>ver of* that 
PrinCpfe have any Regard for another ? As fôpn as 
the Ladv perceiv'd Cûlaf^ Ihe rofe from off the Sofa 
VWre "fee was fitting, arid upon which flie had laid 
her Veil : and ffter making a very low Çourtefey, 
f^mce, fays Ihe, I doubt not but that you are very 

muen v 
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much furpriz’d to find a Woman in your Apart¬ 
ment ; for you cannot, I prefume, be ignorant that 
it is forbid, under very rigorous Penalties, for the 
Men and Women who live in this Seraglio, to have 
any Communication together. But the Importance 
of the Affair, which I have to tell you, hath made 
me defpife all Manner of Dangers ; I had the Ad- 
drefs and good Fortune to remove all thofe Obftacles 
which oppofed my Defign ; I brib’d the Eunuchs 
that ferve you : In fhort, I have introduc’d myfelf 
into your Apartment; I have nothing more to tell 
you, but that J am your Friend, as you will under- 
ftand by the Sequel. 

Calaf was concern’d at this Difcourfe: He could 
not doubt but the Lady, feeing fhe had run fuch 
a dangerous Rifquc, had fomething to tell him that 
was worthy his Attention. He defired her to fit 
down again upon the Sofa ; they both fatj down ; at 
length the Lady fpoke after this Manner. 

' Sir, I think myfelf obliged to begin my Bufinefs, 
by letting you know that I am the Daughter of a 
Can, who is tributary to Altoun-Can : My Father, 
for fome Years, has been fo obflinate, as to refufe to 
pay the ufual Tribute ; and relying a little too much 
on his own Experience in the Art of War, and alfb 
oh the Valour of his Soldiers, he put himfelf in a 
Condition of Defence, if any fliould come to attack 
him : This happen’d in à fhort Time j for the King 
of China , incëns’d at bis'Refufal to pay the Tri¬ 
bute, fent his mod experienc’d Generals againft him 
with a powerful Army. My Father, tho’ weaker 
than he, march’d with his Forces to meet him. 
After a bloody Battle that was fought by the Side 
of a River, the Chinefe General remain’d victorious. 
My Father receiv’d many Wounds, aqd was flain in 
the A&ion; but in dying, he order’d that they 
(hould throw his Wife and Children into the River, 
to prefervç them from Slavery. Thofe to whom 
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lie. gave that "generous, but inhuman Command* 
performed it ^ they threw me into the Water with 
my Mother, my Sifters, and two Brothers, who 
were too young to fight. The Cbinefe General 
came that very Moment to the Place where we were 
thrown in, and where we were about to compleat 
our miferable Deftiny. ' This fed and horrible Sight 
moved his Pity ; he promifed a Recompence to any 
of his Soldiers, who mould feve any of the Remains 
of the Family of the vanquifo’d Can. 

1 Several brave Chinefe Troopers, defpifing the Ra¬ 
pidity of the River, plung’d injto the Water, and 
guided their Horfes to our dying Bodies, wherever 
they few them floating on the Stream. *They caught 
hold of fome of us, but their Afliftance prov’d ufe~ 
ful to me alone 5 I was ftill alive when they brought 
y ne afliore, all the reft of us were dead. The Ge¬ 
neral took great Care of me, as if his Glory flood 
in Need of it, and that my Captivity gave a frefli 
Lufhre to his Victory : He brought me to this City, 
and prefented me to the King, after fie had given 
him an Account of his Conduft. Altottn-Can plac’d 
me with the Princefs his Daughter, who is two or 
three Years younger than me. 

Altho’ I was not yet come to Years of Maturity, 
I could not forbear reflecting that I was become a 
Slave, and, that I ought to have Sentiments agreeable 
to my Misfortune ; I therefore ftudied the Humour 
iof Tmrandofte> I gave my Mind to pleafe her, and 
fucceeded fo well, that, by my Sujbmiflivenefs and 
Diligence, I gain’d her Friendfoip; Since that 
Time^ I have partaken of her Confidence, with 
^anqther -young Perfbn of illuftrioas Birth, the Mif- 
fmpune, of wfiofe Family has r reduced her lifeewife to 

‘ ^ faàon me,' Sir , continu’d foe, for the Reçital of 
this Circumftance, which is foreign to the SubjeCt 
, j&at has brought me hither ; I thought it my Duty

The Mandarins and the Doctors were moved at 
the miferable End of Adebnule. Tourandaffe fhed 
frefh Tears, and Calaf looking upon himlblf as the 
Author of this tragical Event, was grieved to the 
very Soul. The good King of China feem’d very 
much affiifted. Ah ! unfortunate Princefs, lays he, 
the foie and precious Remains of an illuftious Fa¬ 
mily i What does it avail you now that you were 
faved from the Fury of the Waves ? Alas ! you had' 
been much more happy, if you had loft your Life 
on the Day that your Father Keycobad\ the Can of 
the Catalans, and all his Family, periflied.

Altoun-Can was not contented only to bewail/ in 
this Manner the Misfortune of the Princds Adel- 
nude i he order'd a magnificent Funeral'. They car¬ 
ried the Corps into a feparate Palace, where it was 
covered with rich white Habits y and before-they put. 
her into the Coffin, the King) with all the Officers 
of his Houfhold, went to pay their Refpefte to her,, 
and to prefent her with Perfumes. * Afterwards they 
nail’d her up in a Coffin of Wood of Aloes, and 
placed it upon a Kind of Throne, which, was raifed 
for that Purpofe, in the Middle of a great Ohm*,; 
It remained there a whole Week, and v&rf Day

of Grief. After this Ceremony, the Day on which 
the great Mathematician had defign’d to bury her* 
being come, they put the Coffin upon a triumphal 
Chariot, cover’d with Plates of Silver j intermixed 
with Figures of Animals painted on Paftboard •' 
Then a.Sacrifice .was offer’d to the Guardian Ge-t 
nius of the Chariot, to obtain a happy Iffue of the; 
Funeral ; and after having fprinkled the Coffin with: 
perfum’d Waters, the Proceffion begaru It lallcd 
three Days, by Reafon of the lèverai Ceremonies 
and Stops 1 which muft be made, before they could 
come to the Mountain where the Tçmbs of the 
Kings of China ' Were ; for AltmoD : Gan wduid have 
the Athes of Princela AàtlmuU berin>hocd With tshofe 
of the Princes c€ his Family. It iso true,* that. %bu-‘. 
randofte, for the Friehdfksp fhe hkdfor lier favourite 
Slave, had defired the Ring her Fathèr to do her.: 
that Honour.. 

When the Convoy was. arrived near the Moun- ^ 
tarn,theÿ took the Coffin tout of theChariot that\ 
had brbugheljts thitheiy and . put It in another that* 
more rich. V Then they facrificed a Bull, yikich\ 
they fprinkled With aromatick Wipe, and prefcntèJv 
itJ, withothef Things, ta the Earth, intreàting her 
to receive favourably the Corps of the Princefe, .

Court-of China, alter’d its Cheer,; they theiri.

Akoun,Can\ 
ordered" the prgiaratfonf ^Pithe Marriagetof T Cedafr 
with tiwrOMtoth ; and ^wHilft they weregettiig- 
ready, he fent Embaffiidors to the Tribe oi Bet/as^ 
to inform the Can,of tho Ntgaiamof all that had :

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The Preparations being finifègdrthey were mar¬ 
ried .with all. the Pomp. an4! Magpificenqe that w^s 
lui table to their Quality.. Thçre were no Mailer® 
given to Calafi and the King himfelf declared publick- 
ly, that as a Mark of Efteem and Refpe£t which he 
had for his Son-in-Law, he would exempt him from 
making the ufual Compliments to his Bride. [They 
commmly give twa old Mandarins te the Sons -ht- Lav? 
cf the Kings of China, teferve them as Majlers , and 
to in/lruft them in what is fitting for Princes to knew* 
Moreover^ it is to he ohferved, that till the Daughter 
of the King has Children^ the Fumma, that is to fay± 
be that marries her 9 is obliged every Day to make her 
four Obeyfances on his Knees .] There was nothing to 
be feen at Court for a whole Month but Sights and 
Feafts, and in the City there were great RyoiciM% 
The Enjoyment of Tourandotfe did not abate thç 
Love of Calafi and that Princefs, who till now 
had regarded Men with fuch Contempt» çould not 
forbear loying fo accomplilh’d a Prince. Some Time 
after their Marriage, the Embafladors, which Ah- 
ptun-Can had fent to the Country of Berlas % re* 
turn’d in good Company. They had with, them 
not only the Father and Mother q( the Son-in-I^W 
of their King y but Pri&ce Alinguer hijofel& who, 
to dfethfe greater Honour to : .an4 Ti*r%ntafch t 
would accompany them with the greateft Lpr.ds of 
ha Cpurt, and conduct them to Pegni^ 

The young Prince of the Nogçians* being in* 
formed of their Arrival, went immediately to meet 
them. He met? them at the Gatp of the P^Jaçe t 
Who. can repmfent the» Jby Jbfc was ip, to jbç, bis 
Father and Mother again, . and. the Trsmfpwts tha$ 
moved them: at the-Sight of him ? It k impp$t>îf 
for Words tot exprefe it.. They all three, kife’d ono 
another feveral Tinea, .and the Tea# that they lfeed 
in, embracing each other,, weited thofe fif. th$ Qfa 
nfemlJfactart tfcfc pufrafe ;„ 4 
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* After thefe Tokens of Aflfedion, Calaf minted 
the Can of Berlas . He afluxM him how much he 
was obliged to his Goodnefs, and above all, that he 
himfelf had been pleafed to accompany his Parents 
to the Court of China $ to which. Prince Alinguer 
anfwer’d, That not knowing the Quality of Timur- 
tafeh and Elmaze, he had not paid them the Refpeâs 
*hat were due to them, and that therefore, to make 
amends for the ill Treatment he had perhaps given 
them, he thought himfelf obliged to take this Jour¬ 
ney. Upon this, the Can of the Nsgaians and the 
Pnncefs his Wife, returned Thanks to the Sovereign 
of Berlas \ and they all went into Altoun-Can’s Pa¬ 
lace. They found that Monarch waiting for them 
in the firft Hall. He embrac’d them one after ano- 
tljer, and receiv’d them very kindly. Theri he 
conduced them into his Clofet, where, after he had 
declar’d to Timurtafch the Pleafure he took in feeing 
him, and how much he was concern’d at his Mis¬ 
fortunes, he allured him, that he would employ all 
his Forces, to revenge him of the Sultan of Ca- 
rizme ; and he kept his Promife ; for that very Day, 
he font Orders to the Governors of the Provinces 
'to draw out with all Speed* the Soldiers that Were 1 in - 
the Towns oi their Juri&iâions, and march them 
to thé Lake of BaljoUth , which Place he had chofen 
For the Rendezvous of thé formidable Armjr which 
he intended to affemble. The Can of Berlas , who 
had well foréfeen this War, and who defir’d to con¬ 
tribute to the Re-eftablifiuheht oC Timurtafch . in his 
Dèminiôns, had, when parted torn his Tribe, 
èrdeftM his chifcf General 1 of hit Troops to) be ih 
Readinèfs to - take : the Field at- firft Notice. He 
thèrefore fentto him td Afôrch With his Forces to 
the Lake of Baljouta with all poffible Diligence. . 

Whilft "thé Officers and Sddfers, who Were to: 
tompëfc Akom-Gan's Army, -ahd that* were difperfedi 
jn.$e Towns of 3fere mfohiag 
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Aeir Place of general Rendezvous, that King fparM 
for nothing for the good Reception of his new 
Guefts. He order'd for each of them a feparate 
Palace, with a great Number of Eunuchs, and a 
Guard of two thoufand Men, Every Day he re¬ 
galed diem with feme new Feaft, ana made it his 
Study to pleafe and divert them. CalaC though his 
Mind was taken up with a thoufand Cares, did not 
forget his old Landlady. He remember’d with Plea- 
lure, how much (he was concern’d for him: He 
made her come to the Palace, and pray’d Tmrandofte 
to receive her among her Retinue. 

The Hopes which Timurtafch and the Princefs El- 
wum had conceiv’d of remounting the Throne of the 
Negaian Tartars , by the Affiftance of the King of 
China , made them infenfibly forget their paft Mif- 
fortunes $ and the fine Prince that Tourandofte had 
brought into the World at that Time, created in 
them a great deal of Joy. The Birth of this Child, 
who was called the Prince of China , was celebrated, 
in àll the Towns of that vaft Empire by pubKck 
Rejoicing : Which lifted till Couriers, fent by thé 
* Officers, who were ordered to aflemble the Army, 
brought Advice, that all the Troops of the Realm, 
and thofe of the Qm of Berlas were arrived at the 
Lake Ba/jouta. Forthwith Tirmirtafch , Calaf^ and 
Alinguer fet out for the Camp, where they found in 
effeâ every Thing in readinefs, and feven hundred 
thoufand Men in a Condition to march. In a little 
Time they took thé Road to Cot any from whence 
they went to Cachgar , and at length enter’d the Sul¬ 
tan of Carizmé* s Dominions. 

That Prince being inform’d of their March, and 
their Number, by the Couriers which the Gover¬ 
nors of his Frontier Places had lent to him j inftead 
of being difmay’d at fo formidable an Enemy, pre*: 
pared courageoufly to receive them. Inftead of in¬ 
trenching himfelf, he had the Boldnefs to march to

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meet' them, at the Head of fc^r-hundred 
Men that he had drawn together in great Dijigenpe* 
The two Armies came ip Sight; of each ptherneaô 
Cogende , ^here they put themfelvep ip Battalia, OflÇ 
the Gkinefe Sd&y Timurtafeh commanded; the Right-» 
wing. Prince Alinguer, the Left, and Gnlpf wa,$ n* 
thç (Centre. ; Op-the ot^ei; Side, ; the Sultan trailed; 
the Conduct of his Right-Wing to the ablçfl:- of hi$ 
Qenerals, pppofed the Prinde of Ci?ri%me to. the 
Prince of the Nogai#ns % and referved. the Left, fop 
himfelf, where the Flower of his Çayalry was polled* 
The Can pf BerJas. began, thefigbt with theSpldiero 
of his Tribe, who fighting like Men that had the 
Eyes of their M?fteir : fpr a Witnefe pL their 
loon made the, Right-wing, pf their Enetftiea^JsdA 
But the Officer that commandeur it, mlfeed 
Timurtafch fuçceederf not; fy Well, The Sultan 
into his Troops the very, firft Charge, and thei&iVi 
neje being. ppt ip Difprder,. wçrp ready 
could; the Can of the Nogaian; have hinder’d than, 
had not Calafy whn t was informed of What prtflèfU 
left the C*re oftbsQentretP an old GbmjfaGfak 
nemh apd rpn^fucepur h&Fatl^withfo^ - 
fen TroofiS- Prelieptly Things* changed their 
The, Left , of th zGaritmans we*0 Rprpedr ini theie 
Turn. The Ranks open'd, andf were afifcrwtfifli 
eafily broken : All the Wing was defeated* The 
Sultan, who refolv’d to. vaoquifh or to die, made 
incredible Efforts tQ rally bis Soldiers ; but Timur» 
Ui/cb and Gafof furrpunclihg him on all:Sides, would 
not give him Time,* As for Prince Alittguir , he 
having alfo routed the Right-wing, Viâôry declared 
itfelf for the Cbinefe, 

The Sultan of Garixm had now but one Courfe 
to take, which, was to force himfelf a Paflage 
through his Enemies, and fly to fome foreign 
Prince. But he,; chufing rather not to furvive 
his Defeat, than to expofe himfelf to. the Ejtes; of 
. the 
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the* Worlds depriv’d ; of all bis Diadems, run head? 
long where, he perceiv’d the Slaughter raging with 
greateft Fury, and ceafed not fighting till being 
mortally wounded in a thoufand Places, he fell dead 
on the Spot, and. lay among.the Multitude of the 
Slain. 

The Prince pf Cariztne’s Son had the fame Fate. 
Two .hundred thoufand of their Men were hill’d 
or made Frifoners. The reft fought their Safety by 
Flight.. The Chimjè zVo loft a great many Men: 
But the Battle, though very bloody, was, in Re.- 
compçncej, deçifivç. Tirnurtafcby after he had re¬ 
turn’d Thanks, to Heaven for this good Suceefs, fent 
an Offijcer to Pequin,^ to give the King tf 'Cbina zn 
Account or it. Afterward? he went- to Zagqtay* 
and polfefled Jhimlèlf of the City of Carizjne. 

He made it be. publiftied in that Capita], that ho 
would not meddle with the Eftates, nor infringe the 
.Liberty pf the Cqrizmians ; and feeing God had 
jendprd hjm Matter of the Tyrone of his Enemy, 
he refolv’d to keep it ; and. that for the future, Zar 
gpfav and the Other countries that were in Subje&ion 
%q thfSultan/ ft^ould acknowledge Prince Cwfi bis 
6pru f<}f tfieiy Sovereign* 

The Carizmipnfy weary of* the Government of 
their làft Matter, and perfuaded that that of Calaf 
would be more gentle, iubmitted willingly, jand pro- 
jclaimed Sultan that young Prince, whole Merit they 
were well afliired of. While the new Sultan of Ca~ 
rizjne took all neceflary Meafures to eftablifh his 
Power, Timurtajch departed with a Detachment of 
Cbinejf Troops, ani repaired with all poifeble Dili¬ 
gence to his own Dominions. The Nogaian Tartars 
acknowledged him like faithful Subjects, who were 
ravifh’d to fee their lawful Sovereign again 5 but hp, 
not contented. barely to remount his Throne, de¬ 
clared War againft the Circajpansy to revenge him- 
felf pf the Treaphery they were guilty of to Calaf 

at - 
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at fund. ïnftead of endeavouring to appease him 
by their Submiflions, the People quickly form'd an 
Army to refill him>: He defeated and eût them almoft 
all in Pieces, after which he made himfelf be declared 
King ofCircajfia. Then returning to Zagatay y he 
found the Princelfes Ehnaze and Tmraniot 7 /, whom 
Altoun-Can had caus'd to be conduced to Carizmi 
in great Magnificence. Such was the End of the 
Misfortunes of Prince Calaf who by his Virtues 
gain'd the Love and Efteejn of the Carizmiam . He 
>eign'd a long Time, and peaceably ovef them, and, 
always charm'd with Tourandofi <?, he had a fécond 
Son by her, who was after him Sultan of Carizme ; 
for as for the Prince of China, Akom-Can brought 
him up, and made Choice of him for his Succenor. 
*Timurtafch , and the Princefs his Wife went and paft 
the reft of their Days at AJiracan\ and the Can of 
Berlas , after he had receiv'd, both from them and 
their Son, all the Marks of Acknowledgment which 
his Generofity deferved, went Home to his Tribe 
with the Remainder of J his Troops. 

The Princefs of Cafchmirds Nurfe, having made 
an End of relating the Story of Calaf demanded 
.of Farrukbnaz’s Women what they thought of it ? 
.They all told her, that it was very moving, ànd 
that Calaf feem'd to be a virtuous Prince and a 
perfeét Lover. For me, fays the Princefs, I find 
him more vain than amorous,* and a little hot¬ 
headed : In a Word, he is what you may call a 
giddy young Man. In Regard to the old King of 
Moufely the good Fadlallahy continued (he, finning, 
I mull confefs> that he was a tender and faithful 
Hulband ; for he, inftead of dying with Zemroude , 
chofe rather to live fifty Years to mourn the Loft 
of her. 

Well ! my Princefs, fays the Nurfe, fince neither 
Calaf nor radlallah fatisfy your Nicety ; I will, if 
you will permit me, relate to you the Story of the 
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King of Damafcus and his Vifier. Perhaps you 
may like that better. With all my Heart, repl/d 
Farrukhnaz ; my Women are fo much delighted 
with jour Stories, that I cannot refufe them the 
Pleafure of hearing them. It is true, you know 
how to make very agreeable Defcriptions ; but. Sut- 
lumeme , added me, my dear Sutlumeme, tho’ you 
paint Men in the beft dolours, their Defedfe always 
pierce thro’ your Paintings. 


The Story of King Bedreddin Lolo, and of his Vifier 
Atalmulc, Jumamcd tbe Mehncboly Vifier. 

B EDREDDIN LoIo 9 King of Damafcus, conti¬ 
nued the Nurfe, had for his Grand Vifier a 
very honeft Man, accordiug to the Hiftory of his 
Time. That Minifter, whofe Name was Atalmulc* 
which fignifies a Prefent made to the Kingdom, 
very well deferv’d the Name he bore. He had an 
indefatigable Zeal for the King’s Service, a Vigi- 
lancy that could not be deceived, a very penetrating 
and extenfive Genius, together with an Impartiality 
and Difintereftednefs which all the People admired. 
But he was furnamed the Melancholy Vifier, becaufe 
he commonly feem’d plunged in a deep Melancholy. 
He was always ferious, whatever ridiculous Aftion 
he faw done at Court ; and whatever pleafant Thing 
you could fay before him, it never made him laugh.

The Vifier liften’d 
fo ferioufly, that Bedreddin was angry. Atalmulc , 
fays he to him, you are of a ftrange Temper; you al¬ 
ways look thoughtful and fad. For thefe tenYears that 
you have been with me, I never perceived the leaft 
Impreffion ' of Joy in your Countenance. Sir, repl/d 
the Vifier, jour Màjefty need not be fo amazed at 
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it, every one has his Troubles. There is no Man 
in the World exempt from Sorrow. Your Anfwer 
is not lincere, reply’d the King ; becaufe you your- 
. felf have undoubtedly fome fecre't Chagrin, does it 
follow, for that Reafon, that all Men muft have 
fome too? Do you indeed believe what you fay? 
Yes, Sir, reply’d Atalmulçi fuch is the Condition of 
the Children of Adath. Our Hearts can never en¬ 
joy an intire Satisfaction. Judge of others. Sir, by 
yourfetfr is your Majefty perfectly content? As for 
me, cry’d Bedreddin , I can’t be fo : I have Enemies 
on my Hands ; I am loaded With the Weight of an 
Empire ; a thoufand Cates divide my Spirits, and 
trouble the Repofe of my Life 5 -but lam perfuaded, 
that there are a great many private Perfons, whofe 
happy t)ays flow with Pleafures that are mix’d With 
no Allay. 

The Vifier Atalmulc maintain’d whàt hë (aid ; in- 
jfomuch that the King, feeing Him thus fixed in his 
Opinion, laid to him, if no Body is exempt from 
•Trouble, at leaft every one is not fo over-run with 
their Affliction as you; I have a great Mind to 
know what makes you fo thoughtful and fb fed. 
Tell me why you are infenfible of Laughter,* which 
is one of the fweeteft Charnis of Society? I will 
obey you. Sir, reply’d the yifier, and difcover to 
you my fecret ïjiflurbances, in telling you the Story 
‘of my Life. 


The Story of Atalfnulc, fumùmèd the Melancholy Vi - 
, fur*, and of the Printtft Zelica Beyaume. 

I ÂM the only Son of a _ rich Jeweller of Bag¬ 
dad: My. Father, whofe tàame wa9 Coaja 
dallah , fparea nothing for my Education. He gave 
me, almoft in my Infancy, Matters, who taught 
me feveral Sciences ; as, rhilofophy, •Law, Divi¬ 
nity* 
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nïty ; and above all, he made me learn all the diffe¬ 
rent Languagès that are fpoken in Afia , that if ever 
i (hould go into that Part of the World, they might 
be ufeful to me in my Travels. 

I naturally loved Pleafure and Expence, which 
my Father perceived with Grief, He endeavour’d, 
by his wife Remonftrances, to deftroy this Inclina- * 

. tion in me ; but what Impreffion could the good

I gave no Ear to them ; I rather imputed them to • 
the Frowardnefs of old Age. One Day, as I was 
, walking with him in our Garden, ana as he was 
blaming me, as he ufually did, he faid to me. Son, 

% I have obferved, that hitherto ray Reprimands have 
had no Effe< 3 : on you; but you (hall loon be freed 

* from fo troubtefome a Cenlor ; Death is not far 
from me. I {hall defeend into the Abyfs of Eter- 

; riity, and leave you Mailer of an, immenfe Trea¬ 
sure : Take Care not to make an ill Ufe of it j or 
: at leafly.if- you (hould be fo unhappy as to fpend it 

* foolifhly, fail not tp have Recourfe to that Tree 

which you fee in the Middle of the Garden/ Tie 
to one of its Branches à fatal Cord, and by that 
Means prevent the Ev 3 s that Will attend your Po¬ 
verty. ■ ' 

He ..actually dy’d a little Time after, as he had 
forëtpld he flxbuW : I buried him magnificently, and 
‘ afterwards took PofTefiion of all his Riches. I found 
fuch à prodigious Quantity, that I fancy’d I might, 
without Danger of Ruin, freely indulge my natural 
| Inclination to Pleafure. I encreas'd the Number of 
my Domefiicks ; I entertain’d at my Houfe all the 
young Men of the Town; t‘kept an open Table, 
g^ve myfetf over to all Manner of Debauche¬ 
ries ; ihfomuch that I infènfibly confumqd my Patri- 
. mohy. /then my Friends abandon’d me, and all 
my Doniefticks left me one after another. What a 

* Change was this in my Fortune! My Heart funk 

writbir* 
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within me to think of it. I remembered then, but 
too late, the laft Words of my Father. I well de- 
ferve the Condition I am in, faid I j Why did not 
I follow the good Advice Abdallah? It was not 
without Reafon that he recommended to me to be a 
good Hulband of my Riches. Is any Condition fo 
curs'd as that of a Man who lives in Want, after 
having known the Sweets of Plenty ! Oh J at leaft 
I will not negleék all his Advices! I have not forgot 
how he directed me to put an End to my own Life, 
if I fliould come to Poverty. I am come to it ; I 
will follow that Counfel, which is not lefs judicious 
than the other ; for, in fhort, when I have fold my 
Houle, the only Thing I have left, and which is 
not fufHcient at the moft to maintain me a few 
Years, what will become of me? I (hall be reduced 
to beg my Bread, or die of Hunger. Wretched Al¬ 
ternative! I had better hang myfelf this Moment;

Thefe «good People 
took Pity on my Condition ; they made nie partake 
of their Provifions,. and conduced me, as foon âs 
they had their Loads of Çryftal, to the great City 
of Ormus . I went to lodge at ah Inn, where the 
firft Man I faw was one of my Partners. 

He feemed very much furprized at the Sight of a 
Man, who. he thought had by that Timeferved for 
Food to the Fifli. He ran to inform his Comrade 
of my Arrival, and to concert with him what they 
ifhould do with me. They foon came to a Refolu- 
tion ; I faw both of them a Moment after ; - they 
came into the Court where I was, and placed them- 
felves before me, without Teeming to know me. O 
perfidious Wretches! faid I to them. Heaven has 
difappointed you in your Treachery ; l am ftill alive | 
in Spight of your Barbarity. Reftore me my Jewels 
this Moment, I will no longer be Partners with 
fuch Villains as you are. To this Difcourfe, which 
ought to have confounded them, they had the Impu¬ 
dence to make me this Anfwer:. O Villain! O 
wicked Wretch ! wfio are you, and from whence 
come you ? What Jewels have we of yours ? In 
faying this, they heat me fevereta I threaten’d 
them to complain to the Cady. They prevented 
me, and went themfelves to that Judge. They be¬ 
haved themfelves very fubmiffively to him, and after 
they had prefented him with fome Jewels which 
they had about them, and which perhaps were 
mine, they fold to him ; O thou, who art the Em- 
3 felera 
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blem of Juftice, the Light which difpels the Dark- 
nefs of Perfidioufnefs, permit ys to have Recourfe to 
you. We arc helplels Foreigners; we came from 
afar to traffick here. Is it juft that we (hould be 
infulted by a Villain, and will you fuffer what we 
got by venturing of our Lives in a thoufend Travels, 
to be taken away from us by an Iippoftor ? Who is 
the Man you complain of, (ays the Cady to them ? 
Sir, feid they, we don’t know him, we never few 
his Face before. I came juft in that Interim of 
Time to the Judge. They cryM out, as fopn as they 
few me : See there. Sir, tnere is that miferabfe 
Wretch, .that noted Villain, who is fo audacious a* 
to come within your Palace to expofe himfelf to 
your Prefence, which ought to terrify the Guilty ! 
Great Judge, grant us your Protection. 

I went to the Cady to fpeak in my Turn ; but 
having no Prefents to make him, he would not hear 
me. The Aflurance and Tranquillity which he few 
in my Countenance, and which the Teftimony of 
a good Confcience produced in me, he took for Im¬ 
pudence : So much had they prepoflefs’d him againfl: 
jme. He ordered his Officers to carry me immedi¬ 
ately toPrifon; which they did accordingly, info- 
much that while they loaded me with Fetters, my 
Partners return’d triumphant, and fully perfyaded 
that I would have Occafion for a new Miracle tp 
.deliver me out of the Cady’s Hands. 

I fibould not perhaps have got fo luckily out of 
LPrifon as I had out of the Gulph, but for a new 
^Accident that befel me, and was another vifible Ef- 
fç& of the Bounty of Heaven. The Peafents, whp 
^brought me to Ormus , heard by chance th^t I was 
in Prion. Moved with Pity, they went to the 
tCady, told him,how they met with me, and related 
to him all I had told them on the Mountain. The 
Judge gave ear to them, and open’d his Eyes: He 
repented he had refus’d to hear me, and refolved to 
N 2 ex- 
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examine thoroughly into this Affair. He fent to the 
Inn for the two Merchants j but they were gone. 
They were already return’d aboard their Veffel, and 
put to Sea. Notwithftanding they had gain’d the 
Judge, their Guilt made them very uneafy. Their 
hafty Flight convinced the Cady that I was wrong¬ 
fully imprifon’d, and he fet me at Liberty. Thus 
ended my Partnerfhip with thofe two honeft Jew¬ 
ellers. 

Having escap’d the Perils of the Sea and the Law, 

I look’d upon myfelf as a Man that had no fmall 
Thanks to return to Heaven ; but I was in fuch a' 
Condition, that I had no great Reafon to be thank¬ 
ful for my Prefervation. Without Money, without ' 
Friends, without Credit, I faw myfelf reduced ei¬ 
ther to fubfift on Charity, or ftarve. I went from 
Ormus , not knowing what would become of me, | 
and traveled towards the Meadows of Lar^ which 
lie between the Mountains and the Perftan Sea. At 
my Arrival there, I found a Caravan of Merchants 
of IndoJlartj who were going to Chiras. I put my¬ 
felf in their Company, and by the fmall Services I 
did them, found Means to fubfift. I went with 
them to Chiras) where I took up my Abode. King 1 
Schah Tahmajpe kept his Court in that City. 

One Day, as I was coming from the great 
Mofque, to go to the Inn where I lodg’d, I (aw 
one of the King of Perjia's Officers ; he was richly • 
cloath’d, and very handfome ; he looked upon me 
very earneftly, and accofted me thus: Young Man, 
what Country are you of? I fee very well that you . 
are a Stranger, and I guefs you are in Want. I an-fl 
fwer’d, that I Was of Bagdad , and that in Regard ( 
to his Conjecture of me, it was but too true : Then 
I told him my Story in a very few Words. He 
feem’d to harken very attentively to me, and (hew’d ' 
himfelf fenfible of my Misfortunes. How old are 
you, laid he to me ? I am, anfwer’d I, in the 
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nineteenth Year of my Age 5 he bid me follow 
him, he walked before me, and went to the King's 
Palace, where I went in with him 5 he carried me 
into a very fine Apartment, where he faid to me, 
What is your Name ? I anfwer’d, Ha fan : He afk’d 
me a few more Queftions, and was fetisfied with 
my Anfwers. Hafan* , replied he, I pity your Mif- 
fortune, and will be a Father to you : Take Nôtice 
that I am the Capi-Aga of the King of Peffia . 
[The Capi-Aga is Captain of the King of Perfia’x 
Chamber , whofe Buftnefs it ts to fill up the "Number 
of the Pages , when any Vacancies happen .] There is a 
Page's Place, faid he to me, of the Cafoaa , or King’s 
Bed-Chamber, vacant: I chufe you to fupply it; 
you are handfome, young, and well-fhaped, I can¬ 
not make a better Choice ; there is none of the Ca - 
fodaii that excel you in Prefence and Mien. {The 
Pages' of the Kings Bed-Chamber , are called Cafo- 
dali ; thofe of the other Chambers have other Names.'] 

I thank’d the Capi-Aga for the Favours he had 
fhewn me ; he took me under his Protection, and 
gave me a Page’s Habit : They inform’d me of my 
Duty, and I acquitted myfelf of it in fuch a Man¬ 
ner, and behav’d myfelf fo well, that I foon gain’d 
the Efteem of the Zuliffs y and became a Credit to my 
BenefaCtor. [The Ziiliffs are fix Officers of the Pages 
of the Kings Bed-Chamber : They are fo called , becaufe 
they wear two Locks of Hair curled , which hang from 
the Top of their Temples down to their Necks .] 

It was forbid on Pain of Death to all the Pages 
of the twelve Chambers, and alfo to all the Officers 
of the Palace, and the Soldiers of the Guard, to be 
at Night in the Gardens of the Seraglio after fuch 
an Hour, becaufe the Women walk’d there fome- 


times. I was alone there one Evening, and reflect¬ 
ing on my Misfortunes, which fo entirely took up 
my Thoughts, that without fo much as thinking of 
it, I ftaid beyond the Time prefcribed for the Men 
N 3 
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to retire. I ended my melancholy Contemplation* 
and judging that the Hour to retire was near at 
fiand, I made great Hafte to get into the Palace* 
when à Lady, at the Turning of an Alley, pre¬ 
sented herfelf all of a fudden before me : Sne had 
a majeftick PrefenCe ; and, for all the Darknefs of* 
the Night, I obferved that {he was young and beau¬ 
tiful. 

You are in mighty Halle, fail flie. What makes, 
voir run lb fall ? I have a Reafon for it, anfwer*d 
% and if you belong to this Palace, as I doubt not 
but you do, you cannot be ignorant of it. You 
inow that Men are forbid to be in thefe Gardena 
after a certain Hour, and that he forfeits his Life 
Who a£fe contrary to that Prohibition. You have 
bethought yourfelf of being gone a little too late* 
replied the Lady, the Hour is paft ; but you may 
thank your Stars for it > for had you not Itaid la 
long, you would not have met with me. , That Î 
fliould be fo unhappy ! cry’d Î, thinking of nothing 
but the Danger 1 was in of my Life. Why was I 
fo unfortunate, as not to mind how the Time went 
away ? Affiidï not yourfelf, . laid the Lady, your 
Grief offends me : Ought not you already to bç. 
reconciled to this Misfortune ? Look upon me, I an» 
not deform’d, I am but eighteen, and as for my 
Pace, I flatter myfelf that it is not very difagreeable.. 
Fair Lady, laid I to her, tho* the Night conceals 
.from my Eyes Part of your Beauty, yet I difcover 
more than enough to charm me But confider my 
Condition, and agree with me that it is not a little de¬ 
plorable. It is true, replied-file, the Danger you arc 
in cannot be very pleafant to you 5 your Ruin how¬ 
ever may not be fo certain as you imagine. The 
King is a Prince who may pardon you : Who arc 
you ? Madam, reply’d I, I am a CafodalL Indeed, 
faid Ihe, confidering you are a Page, you make veiy 
prudent Reflexions. The dumadoUt himfelf, [lo 
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fhey call the Grand Vifier of Perjia] could not be 
more .cautious: But take my Advice, and be not - 
uneafy To-day for what may happen To-morrow ; 
you know not what it will produce ; Heaven has 
referved to itfelf the Knowledge of it, and may, 
perhaps, already have prepar'd Means to deliver you 
from this Danger. Take not Care then for the Tu- 
ture, but let the prefent only employ your Thoughts, 
if you knew who I am, and all tne Honour this 
Adventure does you, inftead of imbittering thefe fo 
fweet Moments with fuch tormenting Reflections, 
you would efteerp youjfclf the happen of Men. 

In fhort, the Lady gave me fiich Encouragements, 
that the Fear I Was in vanifhed away. The idea 
of the Punifliment that threaten'd me, effac'd itfelf 
immediately from my Mind, and giving myfelf up 
entirely to the flattering Hopes I was prevail'd upon 
to conceive, I thought of nothing but how to take 
Advantage of this Opportunity. I embrac’d the 
Lady with Tranfport, but fo far was (he from 
giving herfelf up to my Carefles, that pufhing me 
from her, fhe cryM out, and immediately there 
"bolted out upon me ten or twelve Women, who 
had hid themfelves to hear our Çonyerfation. 

And now it was not very difficult for me to per¬ 
ceive, that the Perfon who had been talking to me 
was but in Jeft, and did but laugh at me. I judg’d 
her to be a Slave that belong'd to the Princéfs of 
Perjia , and who, to divert herfelf, had turn'd Ad¬ 
venturer. All the other Women ran laughing pre- 
fently to her Affiftance; and perceiving that (he 
trembled with the Fright I put her into : Cale Gairi , 
lays one of them to her, have you a Mind to any 
more of this Paftime ? No, indeed, anfwer'd Cale 
Cairiy I'll never play at this Game again, I am 
well rewarded for my Curiofity. 

And now the Slaves began to flock about me, 
and to joke upon me : That Page, fays one, is very 
N 4 , gallant j 
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gallant; furc he was born for fuch Adventures. If 
evetl walk alone in the Night, faid another, I wifli 
I may not find one more foolifli or lefs forward. 
Tho* I was a Page, their Jefts and their Laughter 
put me out of Countenance. If they had rallied 
me for being too timorous, I (hould not have been 
mere afham’d. 

They made themfelves merry likewife upon my 
having ftaid in the Garden after the Hour of Re¬ 
treat : They faid, it was Pity fo fine a Youth as I 
lhould die, and that I deferved my Life (hould be 
faved, feeing I was fo much devoted to the Ladies 
Service. Then Cale Gairi, whofe Name I had heard, 
addrefiing herfelf to another, faid to her : ’Tis in 
vour Power, my Princefs, to determine of his Fate : 
Would vou have us to abandon him, or lend him 
our AÆiftancc ? We will deliver him from the Dan¬ 
ger he is in, reply’d the Princefe : Let him live, I 
confent to it; nay more, to the End he may re¬ 
member this Adventure the longer,' let us make it 
more agreeable to him. Let us carry him into my 
Apartment, which no Man hitherto could ever boalt 
of feeing. Immediately two Slaves went for a Wo¬ 
man’s Apparel, and brought one. I put it on, and 
went among the Attendants of the Princefs into her 
Apartment, which was lighted with a great many 
perfumed Tapers, that breath’d a very agreeable 
Odour. It feem’d to me as magnificent and rich* 
as that of the King himfelf ; Gold and Silver (hone 
all around it. 

When I came into theChamber of Z elica Beyaume y 
for that is the Name of the Princefs of Perfia , I 
obferved in the Middle of it, fifteen or twenty great 
brocaded Cufhions, that were laid around the Carpet 
on the Floor. All the Ladies went and fat them¬ 
felves on them, and obliged me to fit down alfo. 
Then Zelica afk’d for fome Refrefhments. Six old 
Slaves, not fo richly drelTed as thofe that fat down, 

came 
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came in the very Moment. They gave us Napkins, 
and prefently ferved us, in a green China-Bafon, with 
a Sallad of curdled Milk, Juice of Citron, and Sli¬ 
ces of Cucumbers. They brought the Princefe a 
Cocnos Spoon. [The Spoons of the King of Perlia art 
made of the Bills of Birds called Cocnos, and that 
are in great Ejleem among them,] She firft took a 
Spoonful of the Sallad, eat it, and gave the Spoon 
to the firft Slave that fat next her on her right 
Hand.. That Slave did the like to the next ; fo that 
all the Company ferved tbemfelves with the fame 
Spoon in their Turns, till they had emptied the 
Bafon. Then the fix old Slaves, I already fpoke of, 
fet before us fome fair Water in Cups of Cryftal. 

After this Repaft, we talk’d as merrily as if we 
had been drinking Wine, or Brandy made of Dates; 
Cale Cairiy who by Chance, or otherwife, was placed 
over-againft me, looked upon me fmiling, and 
fçem’d as if (he would have me underftand,- that 
(he forgave, me my Rudeneft to her in the Gar¬ 
den. For my Part, I caft my Çyes on her from 
Time to Time; but hung down my Head, when 
I obferved (he look’d at me. I appear’d with Con- 
fufion in my Afpe< 3 , whatever Efforts I made to 
(hew a little Afturance in my Face and Aâions. 
The Princefe and lier Women who perceiv’d it, 
endeavour’d to infpire me with Boldnefs. Zelica 
afk’d me my Name, and how long I had been a 
Page of the Cafoda ? After L had fatisfied her Cu- 
rrcmty, (he faid to me : Well, Hafan\ be notfo ba(h^ 
fol : Forget that you are in an Apartment, whero 
Men are forbid to come; forget that I am Zelicai 
Speak to us, as if you were among, the Citizens 
Wives of Chiras . Look in the Faces of all thefe 
young Perfons, and- tell me freely which, of us you 
like beft, ^ 

The Princefi of Ferficr^ inftead of infpirrng me 
with Afturance by this Difcourfe,a$ (he imagined 
N-5, (he: 
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fte feould, rather augmented my Trouble and Con*» 
fufion. I fee very well, Hafan , faid (he to me, that 
Z have afk’d you a Queftion that puzzles you. You 
fear, without Doubt, that if you fhould declare for 
one, you Would difoblige all the reft ; but kt not 
that rear deter you ; let nothing conftrain you* 
My Women ate fo united, that you can never break, 
their Union, View us then, and let us know, which 
you would chufe for your Miftrefs, if you were 
allow’d to make a Choice. 

Though the Slaves of Zdita Were perfectly beau¬ 
tiful, and though that Princefs had wherewith to 
flatter herfelf of the Preference, my Heart readily 
yielded to Cale Cair? s Charms. But concealing the 
Sentiments which feem’d to be injurious to Zelica , 
I faid to that Princefs, that fhe ought not to put 
herfelf in Competition, or difpute the Conqueft of 
a Heart, with her Slaves; feeing fhe was fo beauti¬ 
ful, that where-ever fhe appear’d,, the Eyes of all 
Beholders would be fix’d on her alone. Whilft I; 
fetd thefe Words, I could not foiimar looking at. 
Cale Cairiy after a Manner that made herjudge,, 
that Flattery alone, had diâated this to me. Ze- 
ht a perceiv’d it alfo : Hafan> faid fhe to me, you. 
are a great Flatterer:. I would rather you would, 
fpeak more fincerely. X am perfuaded v you fey not 
What you think. Give me the Satisfeâion I afk of 
you : Difcover to us the Bottom of your Heart. 
All my Women defire you. You cannot do us a*, 
greater Pkaftire. Indeed, all the Slaves were very 
earneft with me; Cale Cairl fhew’d herfelf more, 
eager than the reft, to have me fpeak my Mind, 2»* 
if fete had divin’d that fee was the moft concern’d. 

I yielded at laft to their Importunities. I banifh’<L 
my Timoroufeefs, and addreffing myfelft to Zelica : 
Princefs, faid I to her, E wiil fetisfy you.. Would 
. be very difficult to determine winch of you is the 
Jneft beautiful, finceeach of you is a perfeâ Beauty ; 

..but. 
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but the lovely Cole Cairi is the Lady for whom l 
have the greateft Inclination» 

I had fcarce finish’d thefe Words, when the Slaves 
began to fet up a great Laughter, without (hewing 
in their Looks the leaft Tokens of Indignation. 
Are tbefe Women ? fard I to myfelf. Zelica , far 
from (hewing the leaft Refentment at the Freedom 
I had taken, faid to me : I am very glad, Ha/an , 
that you have given the Preference to Cale Cairi . 
She is my Favourite ; and the Declaration you have 
nude, convinces me that you have not an ill Judg¬ 
ment : But you know not all the Merit of the Per- 
(on you have chofen. Whatever Opinion you may 
have of me and my Women, wé have all of us Sim- 
cerity enough to own, that we are not to be com¬ 
par’d to her. 

' The Princels and the Slaves rallied Cale Cairi ' : 
upon the Victory her Charms had obtain’d, and (he 
return’d their Raillery with a great Deal of Wit. 
Then Zelica order’d a Lute to be brought, and- : 
giving it into Cale Cairi 9 s Hands : Shew your Lo¬ 
ver, faid (he to her, what you can do. The favour - 
rite Slave tun’d the Lute, and play’d after a Manner 
that ravife’d me. She join’d her Voice to the Mu- 
fick ©f the Inftrument, and fung a Song^ the Senfe : 
of which was, that when one ha$ fix’d his Choice 
én an amiaWe Obje< 9 * r he ought ^to love it as long as 
he lives. Whilft (he (ung, fee turned her Eyçs 
from Time toTime, fo tenderly towards mq that, 
forgetting all at onoe in whofe Prefence I was, X 
threw myfelf at her Feet, tranfported with Love 
and Pleafure. This A&ion of mine gave them 
frefh Çaufe for Laughter, which Jafted tHI an old 
Slave came and informed us, that it was almoft Day, , 
and that -if they- would-have megooufcof the 
mens Apartment, there wa^no Time to lofe;.. • 

T Tûptetâelfta, »\vmlMa 9 -î£tr- W<Jmenf intending;;

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ried me through a great many Galleries,and, by a 
thoufand Turnings, brought me to a Door* of 
which fhe had the Key. She open’d it. I went 
out, and perceiv’d when it was Day, that I was out 
of the Walls of the Palace. 

Thus I have told you* in what Manner I got out 
of the Apartment of the Prinçeis Zelica Beyaume , 
and efcaped from the new Dangers, I had run my- 
felf into. I return’d to my fellow Pages fome 
Hours after. The Oda Back! , that is, the Mailer 
of the Pages, and who had Power to ebaftife them* 
when they committed any Fault, alked me. Why 
I lay all Night out of the Palace ? I anfwer’d him* 
that one of my Friends, a Merchant of Cbiras 9 
who was juft gone to Bafra with all his Family, had 
kept me with him, and that we had been drinking 
all Night : He believ’d me, and with fome Repri¬ 
mands, I got rid of this Affair. 

I was too much charm’d with my Adventure to 
forget it. I called to Mind, every Minute, even 
the lead Circumstances of k, and particularly thofe 
which flattered moft my Vanity ; that is to fay, that 
made me believe that I had got the Dove of the fa¬ 
vourite Slave of the Princefs. Eight Days after, an 
Eunuch came to the King’s Bed-Chamber Door* 
and faid he wanted to fpeak with me. Lwent to 
him,, and alk’d what he would havu-withme. Is not 
your Name Hafqn y laid he to me ? t anfwer’d. Yes* 
At the lame Time he put a Letter into my Hand* 
and prefently went away. The Letter contain’d^ 
That if I was in the Humour to be again that Night 
in the Garden of the Seraglio* after the Hour of 
Retreat, in the fame Place where i was met before* 

Ï Should lèe one that was very fenfihle of the Pre¬ 
ference that I had given her before, all the Princefs’* 
Women. 

. Though 1 believ’d. CaU Gain had a Liking for 
me, I did not exgeû to. receive ihis Letter. Trant 

; .i * 
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ported with my good Fortune* I afk’d Leave of 
the Oda Bachi to go and fee a Dervife of my Coun¬ 
try lately come from Mecha ; which being granted 1 
me, I ran* I flew into the Gardens of the Seraglio* 
as foon as it was Night. Tho’ LHad before been 
furprized in Point of Time*, yet the Expectation of 
the Pleafures I promifed myfelf*, made it now feem 
tedious ; I thought that the Hour of Retreat, would 
never come. It came, however at hft ; 1 perceived* 
a little Time, after, a Lady, whom I knew by her 
Shape and Air to be Cale Cairu 

I went to her*, all tranfpotted with Joy and Plea- 
litre, and.proftrating myfelf at her Feet, I remain’d 
3 good while with my Face to the Ground, with-, 
out being able tofpeak one Word; fo much w r as I 
befide myfelf. Rife, Hafan , faid fhe to me, I want: 
to know whether, you love me. To make me be¬ 
lieve you do^ I mtift have other Proofs than this ten¬ 
der and paflionate Silence. Tell me fincerdy, Is it 
|X>ffible you Ihould think me more beautiful than all. 
my Companions* and even than the Princefe. Zelica 
herfelf? May I believe your Eyes are indeed more, 
favourable, to me than them? Doubt it not, an- 
fwer’A I* too amiable Cale Cairi ; when the Princefc* 
and * her Women forced me to pafs my Verdict be¬ 
tween you and.them, my Heart had long before de¬ 
clared for you*. Since that happy Night, I have ne-, 
ver. been; able to forbear thinking of you, and you 
would have.been always prefent in my Mind* even 
tfao’ you. had never had the kail Kindnefs for, me. 

I am*glad, replied fhe, ( that you have fuch a Love, 
fer me* for, on my Part*. Lproteft, J,cannot but* 
have an Affe&ion for ypu. Your Youth* your; 
Mien, your bright: and ready Wit ; but above, all* 
your having given me the Preference to fuch beau¬ 
tiful Ladies, hath engag’d me to love you.

Can the Love you have for me, hold 
good againft the Honour of having for your Miftrefe* 
the fim Princefs of the World? Yes, charming: 
Gale Calvin (aid I, interrupting her, I prize you be¬ 
fore Zeliccr. I wifh to Heaven that you had a Rivai 
yet more Formidable ; you then (hould fee that no-^ 
thing could (hake the Conftancy of a Heart which- 
k entirely yours. If Sebah Tabmafpe had no-Son-to- 
&ceeed him ; if he would deprive himfelf of the* 
Kingdom of Perfa to give it to his §on-in-Law, 
and if it depended on me to be the Perfon,. I would* 
make a Sacrifice to you of that high Dignity. Ah ? 
unhappy Ha/am cried the Lady, whither doe? your'

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"who in the mean While will wander up and down: 
in the Deferts, to feek an End to his Misfortunes. 
I myfelf was fo touch’d at what I faid, that the 
I^ady was moved at my Grief, and faid to me: 
Cea fa, Ha/att, to abandon yourfclf to this unavailing 
Affliction. You are miftaken, and deferve to be 
Undeceiv’d : I* am not the Princefs Zelica' s Slave ; 
I am Zelica herfelf. The Night you were in my 
Apartment, I pafs’d for Cok Catri , and you toolc 
Cole Catri for me.. At thefe Words fte call’d one 
of her Women, Who coming from behind a Cy- 
prefs, where flie was hid, ran quickly to her Voice,. 
and I indeed knew that Slave to be the Lady, that 
L thought was the Princefc of Ptrfut . 

This, Ha fatty fàid Zelica to me, this is the true 
Cale Cairi \ I reftore to her, her Name, and reaf- 
£ime my own ; EwiU difguife myfelf no longer, nor 
hide from you the Importance of the Conqueft 
you have made; Acknowledge then the Glory of 
youf Triumph: Though you nave more Love than. 
Ambition,. I am perfuaded that it will be * new 
Pleafure to you to know, it is a Princefs who loves 
you. 

i fail’d not to tell Zelica * that I could, not coiv- 
ceire the Excefs of my Happinefs ; nor, how I had. 
deferved, that; (he fliould vouchfafe to defeend to jnc, 
from the Height of Grandeur, in which her royal î 
Extraction had placed her, and to raife me from, 
nothing, to a Station worthy the Envy of the 
greateft Kings , in die World. In fhort, aflonifh’d 
and enchanted with the Princeis’s Kündnefs, I be¬ 
gan to exprefs myfelf in Words of Acknowledge 
ment;, but file, interrupted me: Hafat t, fajd ihe,. 
ceafe to he aftonilhed at. wbfct 1 do for you. 
Haughtinefs and Prido have little Power on Woi* 
men that are flkut up from the World. Wè. follow 
Without Refdtance the DJâaoes cf our Hearts : You

are amiable. You have pleafed me ; and that alone 
k fufficient to merit my Favours. 

We palled aknoft all the Night in walking and 
converting together ; and the Day without doubt 
had liirprized'US in the Gardens, if Cole Cairi± 
who was with us, had not taken Care to let us 
know that it was Time to retire. We were obliged 
to* part. But before I kftZelica y that Princefs feid, 
Farewel, Hafan; think always on me; We will 
meet again, and I promife foon, to let you know 
how dear you are to me. I flung myfelf at her 
Feet, to thank her for this engaging Promife ; after 
which, Cale Cairi carried me the fame Way which 
I went the Time before, and put me out or the Se¬ 
raglio. 

Being thus belov’d by the auguft Princefs, whom 
IJdoliz’d, and reprefenting to my charm’d Imagi* 
»ation the Promife Ihe had made me, I abandon'd 
myfelf, for fomc Days r to the moft. agreeable Ideas 
that could offer riiemfelves to the Mind of Man : 
It was then, that one might fay, there was a happy 
Man upon the Earth, if the Impatience of feeing 
Zelica again, had fuffered me to be lb. In lhort r 
1 found myfelf in the Condition that is moft pleafing 
to Lovers; that is to fay, the happy Moment that 
was to crown my Joys, was at hand : When a xv 
unexpected Accident came all of a fudden to crulh 
my afpiring Hopes : I heard fay, that the Princefir 
Zelica was very Tick, and two Days after, it was 
reported about the Palace, that Ihe was dead: I 
would not give Credit to this fatal News, till I law 
the Preparations getting ready for* her Funeral : Of 
which, alas ! my Eyes were foon. the forrowful 
Witness and this> was the Order of. that Cere¬ 
mony. . 

All the Pages of the. twelve Chambers-wcnt firft, 
naked from.the Head to the Waift. Some fcarihed 
in token of their Love and Grief; o- 

t bc&> 
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thers made Charafters on theirs ; and I, taking this 
Opportunity to exprefs niy real Affiiétion, or rather 
the Defpair with which I was feiz’d, tore the Flefh 
from my Body: I ran all over with Blood. Our 
Officers follow’d us in a grave and folemn Manner. 
There hung behind them long Rolls of Cbinefe Pa¬ 
per, unroll'd, and tied to their Turbans, and upon 
which were written feveral Paflages of the Alcoran, 
together with fome Verfes in Praife of Zelica , which 
they fung with an Air as fad as refpeâful. After 
them appeared the Corps in a Coffin of Saunders 
Wood, raifed on a Litter of Ivory, which was car- 

? '*d by twelve Perfons of Quality; and twenty 
rinces, Relations to Schah Tahmafpe , held every 
one an End of a Cord of Silk that was fatten’d to 
the Coffin. All the Women of the Palace came 
after, making frightful Howlings ; and when the 
Corps was come to the Place of Sepulture, every 
one cried, Laylab illallah . [A Cry which the Per¬ 
sians make when they bury their Dead , and winch Jig- 
nijies , There is no other God than God .} 
t I faw not the reft of the Ceremony, becaufe the 
Excels of my Grief, and. the Blood I had loft, 
threw me into a fainting Fit. 'One of our Officers 
made me be carried prefently into our Chamber* 
where they took great Care of me. They rubbed 
my Body with an excellent Balfam, infomuch that 
in two Days Time I perceiv’d my Strength reftor’d : 
But it little wanted that the Remembrance of the 
Princels had not made me mad. Oh! Zelica , faid 
I to myfelf every Moment, is it thus you difengage 
yourfclf from the Promife you made me when I left 
you? Is this that Mark of Tendernefs that you in¬ 
tended to give me ? I could not comfort myfelf ; and 
to live at Chiras growing mfupportable to me, I left 
the Court privately three Days after the Obfequies of 
the Princefs Zelica . 

Overwhelm’d with my Affliction, I marched all 

the. 
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ihe Night, net knowing whither I went, nor whi¬ 
ther I intended to go. The next Morning, flopping 
to reft myfdf, there pafled by me a young Man in 
a Drefs very extraordinary. He came to me, fa- 
kited me r prefented me with a green Bough which 
he held in his Hand, and after he had oblig’d me by 
his Civilities to accept of it, he began to reçite fome 
Perfian Verfes to excite me to give him fome Alms. 
I had nothing, and confequently could give no¬ 
thing. He believed that I did not underftand the 
Perfian Language, and therefore repeated fpme Ver- 
fes i n.Arabick} but feeing be fucceeded this Way 
no better than the other, and that I did not do 
what he djefired, he laid to me ; Brother, I canndt 
be perfuaded that you want Charity ; I rather be¬ 
lieve you have not wherewithal to exercife it. You 
are in the right, anfwer’d I am as you fee me j 
I have not a Farthing, and do not know which 
Way to turn myfelf. Oh ! unhappy Creature, cry*d 
he, how deplorable is your Condition ! I compaf* 
fionate your Diftrefs, and will relieve you. 
r I Was very much furpriz’d to hear this front a 
Man who came to afk Charity of me, and I be¬ 
liev’d that the Help' that he offer’d me was nothing 
but Prayers and Wiflies; whenf continuing his 
Kfcourie, I am, added he, one of thofe whom they 
call’d Faquirs . [ The Faquirs are a People that fro - 

fefs an auftere Life ; but for the moft Part they are 
Hypocrites, They go from Kingdom to Kingdom to feek 
Adventures, They are Vagabonds, See here the De - 
fcriptim-of them. They wear nothing but a Shirt which 
reaches below their Knees , and whole Bottom is furbe¬ 
low’d. h is open from the Top to the Navels and with¬ 
out Sleeves, Two Knots tie it to each Shoulder . This 
Shirt is called Refen, that is to fay , Handkerchief, 
They heme their Arms naked as well as their Legs , and 
they wear Sandals , called Nalen. They have upon their 1 
Heads* which are commonly Jhaved , a little Cap of 

Linen> 
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Linen, edged with Yellow , with a little Button at Top . 
Their Girdle is made of Lions Paws, to which are tÿd 
three Things , Sikhtehe-kard or a long Knife, a Horn, 
Juch as our Cow-keepers have , lajl a Cord, at 

the End of which hangs a Bell\ which they ring, cry¬ 
ing, Laytah illallah, Hinda fagir ulla. Thefe Words 
Jignify , There*s no God but God, the Indians *r/ the 
Poor of God. They call that Bell Zengp Hayden. 
Zenvh fignifies a Utile Bell, and Hayder is the Name 
of their Founder , Schec Hayder. Beftdes this, they 
pave in their Hands aPilu, deck'd at Top with Rib*- 
Jfons, as thofe of the Pilgrims of St. Michael.] The 
Faquir continu'd ; Tho’ we live, faid he, on Qu- 
xityy we live in Plenty, becaufe we know how to 
excite Men to Pity by an Air of Mortification and 
Penance which we give ourfelves. Indeed, there are 
ibmc Faquirs who are fo filly, as to be fuch as they 
appear, who lead fo auflere a Life, that they are 
fome times ten Days without taking the leaftNourilbi- 
ment. We are a little more loofe than they: We 
lay it not to Heart to have the Reality of their Vir¬ 
tues, we only keep the Appearance of them. Will 
you be one of our Brethren l I am going to two 
more of u$ who are at Bojl : If you nave a Fancy 
to make the fourth, you need do nothing but fol¬ 
low me. Not being accuftom'd, faid 1 to him, 
to your Rules of Devotion, I believe I (hall per¬ 
form them but ill. What do. you mean, laid he, 
by your Rules? I tell you again we are not the ri¬ 
gid Faquirs. In a Word, we have nothing of them 
but the Habit. 

Tho’ the Faquir by thele Words gave me to un- 
derftand, that his two Brothers and he, were in Ef- 
fefl:, but three Libertines } I did not refufe to allo¬ 
cate with them : And, befides that I found myfeif 
in a miferable Condition, I had not learn’d among 
the Pages to be fcrupulous of what Company I kept. 
.As foon as I bad told the Faquir, that l contented 

to 
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tô do what he defired, he conduced me to BoJI y 1 
and made me fubfift on the Road on Dates, Rice, j 
and other Provifions, which were given him in the 
Towns and Villages we went through. Ah fbon as' 
ever they heard his Bell and his Cry, the good 
Muffuhnen run and loaded him with Victuals. 

We came, after this Manner, to the Town of 
Bojt. We went into a little Houfe in the Sub¬ 
urbs, where the two other Faquirs lived. They 
run to us with open Arms, and feem’d charm’d 
with the Refolution I had taken to live with them. 
They foon initiated me in their Myfteries, that is * 
to fay, they taught me all their Grimaces. When 
I was well inftru&ed in the Art of Deceiving the 
People, they cloath’d me like themfelves, andmadë 
me go into the Towns to prefent to the honeft 
People Flowers and Boughs, and to repeat Verfes 
to them. I returned every Day to our Lodgings / 
loaded with fome Pieces of Silver, which ferved to 
make us merry. 

I was yet very young, and naturally too much 
uddiéted to Pleafure, to be able to refm the ill'Ex¬ 
amples the Faquirs gave me. I gave myfelf over 
to all manner of Debaucheries, and by that Means 
I infenfibly forgot the Princefs of Perfia . I could 
not fometimes forbear thinking of her, and figh- > 
ing. But inftead of nourifliing thofe feeble Remains 
of Grief, I fpar’d nothing to deftroy them ; and, 

I faid oftentimes, Why fhould I think of Zelica y 
'fince Zelica is no more ? If I fhould bewail her all - 
my Life, what Service would my Tears do her? 

I pafled almoft two Years with thofe Faquirs, 
and I had ftaid longer with them, if he who was 
the Caufe of my aflociating myfelf with them, and 
for whom I had the greatelt Kind nefs, had not 
propofed to me to travel. Hafan % feid he to me 
one Day, I begin to be weary of this Town; I 
have a- great Defire to wander all over the Coun¬ 
try. 
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try. I have heard Wonders of the Town of Can- 
dahar: If you will go with me thither, we fhall 
fee if what they fay of it be true. Polfeifed with 
the Curiofity of feeing a new Country, I confented, 
or rather was forced to it by a fuperior Power, 
which makes us neceflary Agents. 

We both of us went from Bojl, and after having 
gone through many of the Towns of Segejlan , with¬ 
out Hopping in any of them, we came to the fine 
Town of Candahar, which feemed to us, fenced 
with, very ftrong Walls. We went and lodged at 
4 an Inn, where they received us very charitably for 
the Sake of the Habit we wore, which truly was 
the molt commendable Thing we had. We found 
all the Inhabitants of that City in a great Hurry, 
becaufe the next Day they were to celebrate tne 
Feaft of the Giulous. [The Giulous is a Feajl ob - 
ferued on the Anniverfary of the Kings Coronation - 
Day.'] We underftood that the Court was not left 
bufy. Every one was willing to fhew their Zeal 
for their King Firouzchah , who made himfelf loved 
by the Good, for his Juftice, and yet more dread¬ 
ed by the Wicked, for the Rigour he treated them 
with. 

The Faquirs being permitted to go where they 
will without any Hindrance, we went to the Court 
the Day following to fee the Feaft, which was not 
fo fplendid as to charm the Eyes of a Man who 
had feen the Giulous of the King of Perjia . While 
we were attentive to fee all that paffed, I felt Some¬ 
body pull me by the Arm. At the fame Time I 
turned my Head, and I perceived the Eunuch by 
me who had given me the Letter in the Palace of 
Schah T'ahmafpe , on the Part of Cale Cairi , or rather 
Zelica . Seigneur Hajan, faid he to me, I know you, 
for all the ftrange Habit you are in. Tho > , I think, 
I am not miftaken, yet I am uncertain whether I 
may believe my Eyes or not. Is it poffible that I 

fhould 
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Should meet you here ? And you, anfwer’d I to him* 
what do you do at Candahar? Why have you left 
the Pirfian Court ? Has the Death of the rrincefs 
of Ptrfia forced you from thence as well as me? 
That, reply’d he, is what I cannot tell you now ; ' 
but I will fully fatisfy your Guriofity, if you will 
meet me here alone To-morrow Morning at this ' 
Time of the Day. I fliall tell you Things that 
will amaze you. Know befides, that they nearly 
concern you. 

I promifed him to return alone the next Morn¬ 
ing to the fame Place, and I failed not to keep my 
-Word. The Eunuch came too, and approaching 
me, laid, let us go out of the Palace ; let us feek 
cut a Place more convenient tô talk in. We went 
into the Town ; we paflèd thro' a great many 
Streets, -and at laft we ftopt at the Gate of a great 
Houfe, of which he had the Key. We went in: 

I faw the Apartments very well furnifh’d, with fine 
Carpets, and rich Sofas, and I perceived a Garden 
in extraordinary good Order, in the Middle of 
which was a Bafon full of very fine Water, and 
edg’d with green Marble. 

Seigneur Hafan> faid the Eunuch to.me, do you 
find this Houfe agreeable? Very agreeable, an¬ 
fwer’d I. I am very glad of it, reply’d he, for I 
hir’d it for you Yefterday. You mult have alfo 
fome Slaves to wait on you. I will go buy fome, 
while you are bathing. In faying this, he con¬ 
duced-me into a Chamber where there was a Bath 
prepar’d. In the Name of God, fâid I to him, tell 
me why you have brought me hither, and what it 
is you have to iky to me? I will tell you every 
Thing, reply’d he, in due Time and Place : JLet 
it fuffice you, that your Condition is much changed 
fince I met Vom, and that I am order’d to treat you 
after this Manner. In the .mean Time, he help’d 
to undrefs me, which was foon done. I went into 

the 
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the Bath, where the Eunuch left me, praying me 
not to bé impatient. 

His being thus myfterious gavé me a large Scene 
for Thought; but it was to ho Purpofe that I 
wearied my Spirits to find it out. I made man f 
vain Attempts. Chapour left me in the Water a 
long Time, and I began to lofe Tatience ; when he 
return-d, follow’d by four Slaves, two of whom 
brought Linen and Cloaths, and the other all Sorts 
of Provifioiïs. I beg your Pardon, Sir, (aid he to 
me, and am very forry I Ijave made you wait fo 
long.' Immediately the Slaves fet down their Par¬ 
cels upon the Sofas, and began to attend me. They 
rubbed me with fine hew Linen, and then drefled 
me in a rich Veft, with a fplendid Robe and a 
Turban. What will be the End of this? faid I to 
myfelf: By whofe Order does this Eunuch treat 
thus? I had fo great an Impatience to be inform’d 
of it, that I could not moderate it. 

Chdpôur perceiv’d it very Well I am vex’d, faid 
he to me, that you are in fo great, an Uneafinefs 5 
but I cannot free you from it. Were I not ex¬ 
prefly forbid to tell you, and fliôuld I, by betray¬ 
ing my Truft, inform you of what I conceal from 
you, I fliould not make you any eafien Other 
Defires yet more violent would fucceed thofe that 
now difquiet you. You Vriü-not be informed till 
Night of what you defrre to know. 

Though I fcould noi well preface any Thing ill 
from the Eunuch’s Difcourfe, yet I did not ceafe to 
be all the reft of the Day in a cruel Perplexity. 
I 'aha of Opinion that the Expc&ation of Ill, is 1 els 
tormenting than that of Pleafure. In the mean 
while the’Nlght arrived. They every where lighted 
Up Wax-^Candles, and took particular Care to light 
the beft Apartment in the Houfe very well. I was 
theVe‘wit h Chapour^ whq, to foothe my Uncafineis, 
faid to me every Moment, They are coming, have

a little more Patience. At laft we heard fome Body 
\cnock at the Gate. The Eunuch went hünfeif 
to open it, and return’d with a Lady, who had 
no (boner lifted up her Veil, but I knew her to be 
Cale Cairi. At this Sight I was extremely furprized ; 
for I thought this Lady was at Chiras . Seigneur 
Hafartj faid (he to me, tho’ you are very much 
aftonifti’d to fee me, you’ll be much more to when 
you hear what I have to tell you. At thefe Words, 
Chapour and thé Slaves went out, and left me alone 
with Cale Cairi . We both fat our/elve$ down on 
the fame Sofa, and (he fpoke to me after this 
Manner: 

You remember very well. Seigneur Hafan> that 
Night which Z elica chofe to difcover herfelf to you, 
and the Promife (he made you at Parting, is. not 
yet, I prefume, gone out of your Memory. The 
next Day, I afk’d her what Refolution (he had' 
taken, and what Teftimony of her AfFe&ion (he 
intended to give you. She anfwer’d me, (he would 
make you happy, and would oftentimes have pri¬ 
vate Conventions with you, tho’ the Danger were 
never fo great. I will not deny hut that I did all 
I could to alter her Refolution. I reprefented to 
her, that it was an Extravagancy for a Princefe of 
her Rank to think of you, and to expofe her Life 
for a Page. In a Word, I oppofed her Love as 
much as I could, and you ought to pardon me for 
it, fince all my Arguments ferv’d for nothing but 
to fortify her Paflion. When I faw I could not 
periuade her ; Madam, faid I to her, I cannot with¬ 
out trembling behold the Dangers into which you 
are going to throw yourfelf ; and fince it is un- 
poffible to make you abandon your Lover, it would 
be prudent to contrive fome Way to fee him with¬ 
out hazarding your Life or his. I have thought of 
one, which undoubtedly your Loye will confent to; 
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tut is of fo nice a Nature, that I dare not pro- 
pofe it to you. 

Tell it me, Cale Cairi y faid the Princefe: What¬ 
ever it is, do not conceal it from me. If you make 
ufe of it, replied I, you muft refolve to quit the 
Court, to live as if Heaven had made you be bom 
in the loweft Rank of Mankind. You muft re¬ 
nounce all the Honours that belong to your Qua*- 
Kty. Do you love Halan well enough to offer him 
fo great a Sacrifice ? Do I love him ? replied {he* 
fetching a deep Sigh. Alas! the molt obfcure Con¬ 
dition with him, will pleafe me better than all the 
pompous Honours that furround me. Tell me what 
I muft do to fee him without Conftraint, and I will do 
k without hefitating. I will then, faid I to her, yield 
to vour Inclination, feeing it is to no Purpofe to op- 
pofe it. I know an Herb that has a very Angular 
Virtue : If you will put only a Leaf of it into your 
Ear, you will fall in a Lethargy an Hour afterwards. 
You will be taken for dead : They will bury you, 
and^t Night I will let yoir-out of the Tomb. 

At thefe Words, f interrupted Cale Cairi: O Hea¬ 
ven ! cried I, is it poflible. that the Princefs Zelîça is 
not dead? What is become of her? Sir, faid Cale 
Cairi 9 {he is ftill living* but pray hear me: You 
{hall be inform’d of all you defire to know. My 
Miftrefs, continued (he, embraced me with Joy, 
that Projeft feem’d fo ingenious to her ! but con- 
fidering prefently with herfelf how hard it was to 
perform it, by K ea &m of the Ceremonies ufed at 
Funerals, Ibe told me her Opinion of it. I re¬ 
moved all the Difficulties, and hear now after what 
Manner we managed this great Enterprize. 

Zelica complain’d of a rain in her Head, and 
kept her Bed. The next Day I fpread a Report 
that Ihe was dangeroufly fick. The King’s Phy- 
fician came, was impofpd upon, and ordered Re¬ 
medies which {he did not take. The Difeafe in- 
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created daily; and when I thought it proper that 
the Frincefs Ihould lie a dying, I put in her Ear 
a LeafV of the Herb I * fpoke^ofc, I ran prefcmly to 
iiiform Schah Tabmajbe, that TLdica bad but fome 
Moments to live, and defired to (peak with him. 
He came (peedily to her, and the Herb beginning 
to operate, he obferved her Countenance change 
every Moment : He was forely affliâed, and fell a 
weeping. Sir, then (aid his Daughter to him, I 
conjure you by the Tendernefi which you have al¬ 
ways had for me, to give Order that my laft Will 
may be exactly performed. I will, that after my 
Death, no Woman but Cale Cairi walh my Body, 
and rub it with Perfumes. I defixe that no other of 
my Slaves may partake that Honour with her. I 
defire befides, that (he alone iray watch me the firft 
Night, and that no Body but her may fprinkle my 
Tomb with their Tears; I will, that (he may be 
that zealous Slave, who rauft pray the Prophet to at- 
fift me againft the Aflauks of the wicked Angels. 

\TJ)e Mujfulmen believe , that when a Mahometan is 
huriedy two Devils , calld Munkir and Nekir, both 
black and furious , one of them armed with a great Iren 
Leaver , the other with a long Hook of Coppery prefent 
themfelves before him with a threatening Air -, that they 
order him to raife up his Heady to fall on his Knees y 
and ask them Pardon for his Soul ; which they believe 
the Dead have the Complaifance to-do» He then is re- 
fored to Life , and gtves an Account of his Alisons. 
If he has always honoured Mahomet, thofe two Drui/s 
retire full of Shame and Canfuftony and give Place to 
two good Angels , cloathed in Robes of white Silky who 
come to comfort him: But y on the contrary , if he has 
not faithfully follow'd the Maxims of the Alcorany 
Munkir and Nekir do not leave him^ but take Pleafuro 
to exercife their diabolical Rage upon him. One with 
the Blow of his Leavery which he gives him m his 
Heady drives him twenty Tards deep into the Groundy 

and 
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and the other immediately with his Hook draws him up '. 
They torment him after this Manner , till Mahomet 
takes a fancy ’ to fmrnm a general Affhnhly of all thofe 
who have profejfed his Religion, lie will fend thetn alt’ 
to Heaven in that Ajfembty ; for ht hath promfed them> 
in a Paffage of the Alcoran^ fi to dof\ 

Schah Tahmafpe promis’d his Daughter, that I 
fhould pay her thofe faft Duties, as fhe had deftred. 
That is not all. Sir, faid fhe to him, I defire that 
C/de Cairi may be free as *foon as I fliall be no moire; 1 
arid' that you Will give her, together with hèr Lr- 
fcértÿ; Presents Worthy of you, and of the L’ovF 
•which flie has always had fot me. Daughter,'.am- 1 
fwer’d Schah Tahmafpe , reft yoiirfelf Tatisfied of what 
you have recommended to me. If I fhould have 
the Misfortune of lofing you, I fwear that your fa¬ 
vourite Slave, loaded witn Préfets, fliall go where 
fhe pleafes. * ’ , . J \ v 

‘ He had, hardly farffhed thefe Words, When thé 
^Tedb produced all its Efle&s. Zefica loft her Sentes, 
and her Father, believing her dead, return’d to his 
Apartment all in Tears. He order’d, that I only 
fhould wafh and perfume her Body ; which I did. 
I afterwards wrapped her in a white Sheet, and put 
her into the Coffin ; after that, they carried her to 
the Burying-place, where, by the King’s Order, 
they left me alone the firft Night. I look’d all about, 
to lee if any Body wa& hid to obferve me ; and per¬ 
ceiving no Body, I took my Miftrefs at once out 
of the Coffin and Lëthargy. I made her take a 
Grown which I had under mine, with a Veil ; and 
we both went to a Place where Chapour waited for 
us. That faithful Eunuch carry’d tne Princefs into 
a little Houfe, Whidh he had hiv’d ; and for me, I 
return'd to the Grave, where Ipafs’d the reft of the 
Pfîght. I made up . a Pared of Stuff in the Shape 
©F a dead Body, 1 cover’d it with the Sheet that 
0 2 had 
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had ferv’d to wrap Zelica in, and I put it into the 
Coffin. 

The nç^t Morning, the other Slaves of thePrin- 
cef$ came to take my Place, which I did not quit, 
without making all the Grimaces before-hand, 
which commonly accompany diflèmbled Grief. 
Thev gave the King fuch an Account of all the 
Marks of Affliction, which they had feen me give, 
as would have excited him to make me Prefents, if 
lie had not before determined to do fo.

vented ! Would to Heaven, replied Cale Cairi in 
her Turn, we had not made a Secret to you of it! 
Zelica would then have been living with you at this 
Time, in fome Part of the World or other ; it was 
not my Fault, that you are not both happy. We 
had fcarce form’d our Defign, when I advis’d her 
to let you know it \ but my Miftrefs would not. 
No, no, faid Ihe to me, he mull feel the Lois of

I could not like this Nicety of Tendernefs, but 
rather forefaw its difmal Confequences, and indeed 
(he herfelf repented of it.

nice .Sentiments. The Princefeis very well defer v- 
ing of them tho a flie was paflionately loved by the 
King of Candohar , (be could not forget you, and 
was never more fenfible of Joy, than fee was Yefterr 
day, when Cbapmr tplcf her, he had met with you. 
Shie was. out of herfelf, att, the Remainder of the 
Ihy* fee charg’d the Eunuch immediately topn*- 
vide you a Houfe ready futfoifeed, to concUiâ y On 
«there to Day, and to let you, want for nothing. I 
am come on her Part, to declare to you all the 
Things which I have told you, and to prepare yon 
to fee her. To-morrow, during the Night, we 
will go out of the Palace, and r cqme here by a little 
Gate in the Garden, of which we have had a Key 
made to ferve our Occafipns. In pronouncing the» 
laft Wprds, the favourite Slate of the Princefe of 
Perfia rofe lip and went out, attended by Chapout\ 
to return to her Miftrefc 

I did nothing all the reft of the Night but think 
of Zçlhas whom I;perceived: myToVe kindled 
; 4 gaim I coidd not deep a Mpipent* and the, Day 
Allowing feem’d an Age-to «me* a At length, afer 
having bee* ^ Prey to the moft tormenting Impa¬ 
tience, I heard feme Body knocking at the Door of 
my Houfe : My Slaves went and open’d -it, and pre* 
fently I faw my Princels coming into my Apart¬ 
ment. What Trouble, what; Transports,, what! Ex r 
tafy, did not her * Prefence caufe rim me ! On her 
Part, what Joy had fee nô*,, ve fee me again li l caft 
myfelf tat her peer* I continued there 'embracing 
them a‘long-Time, without being able to (peak. 
She obliged me to rife, and, after having made me fit 
by her on a Sofa : Hafan r foid fee, I return Thanks 
tp Heaven, that hath brought us together again; let 
u* tops thar its Goodnefe will not flop tee, and 

that 
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'that it will rpmove the new Obftacle, which ftihclefr 
os from bring together. In ExpeÛaÜjop ' of that 
Happinefs, you may live at Quiet and in plenty ; 
we cannot have the Pleafare of converfirtff hteAhêr 
without Conftraints, we (hall have, at lealt, thp 
Comfort to hear from one another every Day, and 
to fee one another privately fometimes. Cafe CairJ 
. ha$ told you my Adventures, tell me yôurs. 

Ï described to her the Grief, ; which the Belief of 
fier Death had caufed in me ; and I told her hoW ft 
“threw me into foch Defpair, that ! made myfelf 
/Fâqtrrr. Oh ? my dear Hjifcm, cryM %elha^ wejte 
you forc*d‘for the Love of me to lead.a Life of foch 
Aufterity? Alas? I am the Caufe of your fufffcring 
fo much. 

If fte had known the Life that lied luyler that 
Religious Habits (he Would have pitied me feCri Biît 
^Was 1 aware not to inform her of it, and I Avoided 
-that Difcourfe, by declaring to her the Excefs Of 
my Love. With what Swiftnefi did die'Time Of 
our Converferion pafs away! Though it had lafted 
three Ifouf $, we were angry at Chapour and Vti\e 
Catrij when they informed us vfa mutt part. ;Oh1 
how trouhlefome to Lovers, laid we to thent, are 
they who know not what it is to love! We bate 
* itbt been à 'Moment together. Let us alone 1 à. littje. 
Neverthelefs, had we longer continued together, the 
Day had fbrprtzed us, for it appeared alittfe Timfc 
after the Princefs retired. 

Notwithftanding the agreeable Thoughts that em¬ 
ployed my Mind, I did not forget the Faquir, with 
whom I came to Çandahar , and reprefenting to mÿ- 
feif the Uneafinefs he ought to he îrt, for not know¬ 
ing what was become of me, I went to find him 
out. I met hirp by Chance, in the Street. My 
Friend, faid I to him, I was going to your Inn, to 
inform you of what has befallen me, and to make 
you eafy. Without doabt, you were in fome Cbrr-

ccrn about me. Yes, reply’d he, I was very much 
troubled for you. But what Change is this! How 
came you to be in this Garb? Your Looks confeis 
Jome^ood Fortune has befallen you. While I, un- ‘ 
knowing of your Deftiny, have been afflicting my- 
felf, you have pafs’d your Time, as far as I can fee, 
very agreeably. I own it, my dear Friend, replied 
1 , and that I am a thoufknd Times more happy than 
you can imagine. I will have you be a Witnefe of 
all my Happinefs, and partake of it. Leave your 
Inn, and come with me. In faying this, I con* 
dudled him to my Houfe. I IhewM him, all my 
Apartments 5 he perceiv’d them to be handfome and 
well furnifh’d. Èvery Moment he cried. Oh Hea¬ 
ven ! What has Hafan done more than others, to de- 
ferye that you fhould fhower fuch Favours upon 
him? How, Faquir, faid I to him, ought you to 
behold with Repining the Station I am in ? It feems 
as if my Profperity affliôed you. No, no, replied 
he, on the contrary, I am very glad of it. Far 
from being envious at my Friend’s Happinefs, I am 
charm’d to fee you in a flourifhing Condition. In 
faying thefe Words, he embrac’d me in his Arms, 
the better to perfuade me that he fpoke the Senti¬ 
ments of his Heart. I believ’d him to be iincere, 
and, thinking I might put Confidence in him, de¬ 
clar’d my Mind freely, and without Miftruft, to the 
4noft bafe, moft envious, and moft perfidious of 
Men.

In 1 the Height of our Mirth and Drinking, the 
Faquir faid to me, Tell me, Hafan , all your Ad¬ 
venture. Difcover to me the Myftery of what I 
fee.~ You’ll run no Hazard. I am difereet, and 
moreover your belt Friend. You cannot doubt of t 
my Fidelity,, without wronging, me. Open, to me 
then the Bottom of your Mina, and let me know 
all your good Fortune, that we may rejoice together. 
Befides, 1 pretend to be a Man wno can give good 
Counfel, and you know, a Confident of that Charac¬ 
ter is not unufeful. ' - 

Hot with thç Wine I had d^unk, and feduced by 
the Protections of Friendship he made me, I yieldr 
ed to his Importunity. I am perfuadëd, faid I to- 
him, that you are not capable of abuftng the Confix 
dence I put in you, therefore 1 will hide nothing 
from you» When I chanced ürft to meet you, 
you may remember I was very melancholy,. I had 
juft before loft at Chiras a Lady that I foved, ana 
by whom I was belo v ?d again. I belicv ?4 hex? dead,, 
a^d neverthelefs fhe is ftiU alive. I found hef 
again at Candahar , and, to tell you the whole 
Secret, fhq. » fhe Favourite ol King Tirouxr

Prince wttr them, with his Grand Vifier and the 
FàqiiŸr orfy, who» I v fheUgfe<v* by this Time, was- far 
ëff Candamt. Whe» Î faw mat perfedious Friend, 
I* knew aft his Treachery. Art thou the Man,

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of all Crimes? Sir, faid I to him, may your Mat 
jefty live for ever ; but you know that Love gives 
Courage to the Dove. A Man, fçized with that 
violent Paffion, apprehends nothing : I fubmit fnyfelf 
as a Viâim to your juft Anger; and whatever 
Torments you infliâ on me, I will not complain 
of your Rigour* if you will forgive your Favourite 
Slave.

Vifier* 
added he, turning himfelf towards that Minifter, 
order them to be carried to Execution; let them 
be ty*d up to the Gibbets, and, after their Qeaths* 
let them become a Prey to the Dogs and Binds. ,, 

Stay, Sir, crfd I then ; forbear; to treat the D^ugfa^ 
ter of a with fo much Ignominy. Let y oyf 
jealous Rage refpeft in your Favourite the noble 
Blood of which ihe is dtfcemted. «At tfiefe Wor^,

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Ftrmachab icem’d aftonifh’d. What Prince, laid 
he to ZeKc*) is then the Author erf your Birth? 
Then the Princefe looked upon me with an Air of 
Haughtincfc, and faid to me : IndHcreet Hafan y why 
have you difeover’d what I would have hid even 
from myfelf? I fhould have had the Comfort in 
dying, that No-body had known the Rank I was 
born in. In making me knpwn, you cover me 
with Shame. 

Well then, Pirmmcbah * continued £be, addrefiing 
herfelf to the King of Candahar, know who I am. 
The Slave, whom you condemn to an infamous 
Death, is the Daughter of Scbab TabmaAi. At the 
feme Time fhe related to him all her otory, with¬ 
out forgetting the leaft Circumftance of it. 

After fhe had finifh’d that Relation, which in- 
creafed the King’s Amazement : See, my Lord# find 
fhe to him, a Secret which I did not defign to re<- 
veal to you, and that only the Indiscretion of my 
Lover could have drawn from me. After this Con- 
feffion, which I make not without an extreme Con- 
fufion, give Orders inftantly for my Death: ’Tit 
the only Favour I afk of your Majefty.

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O mi&mbfo ! 'tfe thou that fealt fétve a$ aVîffîm 
to my Jcadoufp. Atthefc Wo*ds, heorder\3‘ thç 
Grand Vifier to take away the Faquin, ahd to |>ji* 
him intothé Executioner's Hands. 

WMt chef were going to fut that wicked Man 
to Death, 2eHcet and I, caft ourfelves at thë King 
of Qamtekar'* Feet. We wetted them with our 
Tears .in Traiifpom of Acknowledgment ahd Joy ; 
we allur'd him that we were fenfible of Jws gjètteî- 
tous Bounty, and that we would never ‘fdrget it. 
We went afterwards out èf hia Apaftmerit, Witfc 
Cbapm m arnd Cate Gxtiri^ and came to thd Hbiife 
where. I had been taken into Cuftodÿ, but found it 
laid level wkh the Ground. The Kmg had order'd 
that it flvottkl he demolifeM, and the Soldiers, that 
•were commanded to do it, had executed their Or¬ 
ders, with iuch Difpatch, that afl the Materials wete 
already* removed and carried effewhere. tfid 

tnt kaveTo -much as one Stohe. The Mob affifted 
them alfc, to that t|ie Goods were pillaged. 

- Though the Princefe and 1 were charmed to feè 
ourfelves. together again, and though we entirely 
loved one another, we dould not forbear being a 
little concerned at this Sight. That Houfe, in¬ 
deed, was hired ready fwnifti'd, and the Goods,by 
Cenfequence, did not bekmg to us ; but Zelica had 
made Chapmr carry a great many valuable Things 
thither* that were not rrfpe&ad ki the Plunder.

We were prit going to find one out, when an Of¬ 
ficer of the King's came tous* t coitie, fays he, 
from Ftrmzcbah my Mafter, to offer you a Lodg¬ 
ing. The Grand Vifier will lend you a Houfe of 
Jiis near the Gares of the City, and which is much 
fines çhatf this riiat they have pull'd down; you 
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* ^R.be todgféî very conveniently there ; I will, if 
you-picafe* COnduâ >yo\* thkher y tafcrthe Trouble 
;to follow men ;? We wciit with him; and fw ta 
Houfe that made à great Show, and was perfefUy 
WeU built: The Infide anfwer’d the Out; it was 
magnificent and pkaftiig. We found there above 
twenty Slates, who told us their Mailer had font 
them Orders ta fornifbiiis plentifully > with what¬ 
ever we fboukl want, and to ferve us as himfelf, 
as long as we would flay: with him* . . 

Two Days afterwards, we received a. Yifit from 
.the Grand Vifier* who brought us from the King 
a prodigious Quantity of Prefents. There were ra 
great many Packets of Silk and CaQico, with twenty 
-Purfes, every one with a thoufand Sequins of Gold. 
We found ourfefeei a little conft rained in living 
r ha a borrowed Houfa^ and thé King’s Prefents having 
ipnt m in a; Condition: to iettfe ourfdvea dfewheut, 
rWe went iti a Mttle Time wtith a Caravan of > Mer¬ 
chants of CanMhar, who/were going to Bagdad, 
where we amvfed with them, without having met 
.with any Accident oa the Road. 

-, We wem to live in my.own Houfc, where we 
pois’d feme .Days after our Arrival, to reft and re¬ 
cover ourfeives from î the Fatigues of fo long a 
Journey/ After that, Lfnew’d myfeff in the Town, 
and enquir’d after my Friends. They were very 
-much amased to fee me again: Is k pcÆMe*faaL 
they.to me, that you fliould; be yet alive? Your 
Pajtncrs, Hvho ate ccme back, affurod us voit were 
jdead. As feon as» 1 heard that my Jewellers were 
fat Bagdad, I ran to the Grantf Vifief ; I: caft my- 
felf at his Feet* and reiadéd to him their. Pérfidi- 
oufaefe : Hr font immediately to take both of them 
up; he.order’d me to interrogate them in his Pre¬ 
fence. Is it not true, 6Ad I to them,, that I wafef 
when you took me in your Arms, that ËafkMyou 
wbat you wete going to do Wh. me* and that,, 
. / with- 
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without anfwering me, you flung me into thereat 
through a Port-hole of the Veflel ? They aiifwerM, 
that for certain I muft have dreamt fo, and that 
I had thrown myfelf into the Sea in my Sleep. 

But why, faid the Vifier to them, did you make 
as if you did not know him at Ormus ? They re- 
jdy*d, that they had never feen me at Ormus. How, 
Traitors, reply’d he to them, with Threats in his 
Looks, what will you fay for yourfelvcs, when I 
fhew you a Certificate from the Cady of Ormm y 
which proves the contrary ? At thefe Words, which 
the Vifier fa id only to try them, my Partners turn’d 
pale, and knew not what to anfwer. You change 
Countenance, faid he to them, but you had beft 
confefs your Crime yourfelves, to avoid the Punifh- 
xnents that are preparing to force the Truth from you. 

Then they confefeM the whole Matter ; and, 
upon their Corsfeffion, he feat them to Prifon, till 
the Calif, whom he faid he would inform of the 
Matter, fhould order what Death he would have 
them die ; but they found out Ways, either to e- 
lude the Vigilance of their Guards, or to bribe their 
Fidelity. They efcap’d from Prifon, and hid them- 
felves to well i nBagdad, that they could not be dif- 
covertl 5 notwithstanding the Search • the Grand 
Vifier made for diem» in the mean while, their 
Goods were confiscated for the Calif’s Ufe, except 
a fmall Part of them, which was given me in Re- 
compence of what they had taken from me. 

I thought of nothing after this, but to live at Eafe 
with my Prinçefe. We pafe’d our Days in a perfeft 
Union, and I defied nothing more of Heaven, than 
to grant me to live the Remainder of my Life in the 
happy Station, in which I then found myfelf. Vain 
and ufelefs Wifhes ! Can Men enjoy a Length of 
Happiriefe t Do not Troubles and Misfortunes incef- 
fantly difturb their Repofe ? One Evening, I return’d 
.from diverting myfelf with my Friends, 1 knock’d at-

mf Door ; In vain I knock’d very loud : No Body 
came to open it. I was furpriz’d,and conceiv’d, with¬ 
out knowing why, a melancholy Prefage. I redoubled 
my Blows : No Slave came. My Amazement en- 
cxeafecL What am I to think of this ? faid I to 
myfelf: Is this fome new Misfortune that has be¬ 
fallen me? With the Noife which I made, a great" 
many Neighbours came out of their Houfes ; and 
being alfo aftonifh’d, as well as myfelf, that my Do- 
meftkks did not anfwer, they helped me to break 
open the Door. We found in the Court and firft 
Hall, my Slaves murder’d. We went into Zdica's 
Apartment, O difmal Speâacle i I faw Chapour and 
Cale Cain both dead, and drown’d in their own* 
Blood. I call’d my Princefs ; {he anfwer’d not to 
my Voice t I run all the Houfe over, and did not 
meet with what I looked for ; I perceived my Body 
reel i I fell fenfelefs in the Arms of my Neighbours. 
Happy had I been, if the Angel of Death had taken 
me away that Moment ; but Heaven would have me 
live to fulfil the Horror of my Fate. 

When my Neighbours had brought me to Life 
again by their cruel Affiftance, I afk’d them, how 
it was poffible fo great a Slaughter ihould be made in 
my Houfe,; without their hearing the leaft Noife. 
They told me they had heard nothing, and that 
they were as much furprized as myfelf. I ran pre- 
ffently to die Cady, who fent his Lieutenant to 
fearch with all his Officers * but their Enquiries 
were in vain, and every one thought what they 
pleas’d of this tragical Accident. 

For me, I judg’d as a great many others did, that 
my Partners might well be the Authors of it ; it 
threw me into fb great an Affiiâion, that I fell fick : 
I drag’d at Bagdad fome languifhing Days. I af¬ 
terward8 fold my Houfe, and went to live at Moufe} 
with all I had. The Reafon of çhufing that Place 
fpr my Abode was, becaufe I had a .Relation there, 
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whom I loved very much, and who was very great 
with the Prime Vifier of the King of Moufel. That 
Kinfman of mine received me very well^ and in a 
little iTime I became known to the Vifier, who per¬ 
ceiving, as he believed, in me a Genius fit for Bu- ' 
finefs, foon employed me, J endeavour’d to dis¬ 
charge myfelf Well in the Affairs he put me upon, 
and I had the good Fortune to pleafe him. He liked 
me better every Day than other ; he put, by little 
' and little, his whole Truft m me, and I was infenfi- 
bly admitted into the moft fecret Affairs of -State. 

I eas’d hhn, m a fiiort Time, of the burtbehfome 
Part of his Office. ïri a few Years after, that’M5- 
nifier died, and the King, perhaps too much pre- 
poflefs’d in my Behalf, gave me his Place. I exe¬ 
cuted it two Years to the King’s Satisfaction, and 
the Contentment of the People ; and that Monarch 
himfelf, to fhèW how well he' was fatisfyM with my 
Adminrftration, named me Atahnulc. t foon per-' 
ceived Envy rife up againft rrie; Tothe great Lords 4 
became any feçret Enemies, ' and were refelved to 
ruin me. The better to bring it about, they ren¬ 
der’d me fufpeCed by the Prince of Moufel -, who, 
fuffering hitnfelf to be feduced by their falfe Infi- 
nuations, deftred the King his rather totfifjflace 
me. The King, at ‘firft, Was not Hvifftng to coh- 
fént to it; bnt he could not withstand theprfeffing 
Infiances of his Son. I WCnt front Mdufel , and 
came to Damafcus , where 1 had the Honour to be 
prefented to your Majefty. ’ ;* 

Thus* Sir, I have told you the Hiflpry of my 
iSife, and the Reafon of that profound Melancholy, 
in which Ifeem to be buried. The lÆ'xyTZtlâa' 
is always prèfent m my Thoughts* and makes me 
ipfenfible of Joy. If I knew that that Prrncefs was 
dead, I might perhaps lofe, as formerly, the Re¬ 
membrance of her ; but die Uncertainty of ier 
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Condition brings lier continually into my Memory,! 
and feeds my Grief.

The Story of Prince Seyf cl Mulouk. 

Ï H Ave already had the Honour to tell your Ma¬ 
jefty, that I am Son of the late Sultan of Egypte 
Afem Ben Sefouan, and Brother to the Prince that 
fucceeded him.

Saed aiked the moft intelligent 
Men of Cairo concerning him, but no Body could 
tell him ; infomuch, that I refolv’d to travel, to go 
all the World over, if neceflary, and not return to 
Vol. I. P Egypt, 
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Egypt* till I had feen Bedi al Jemal, I defired the 
Sultan my Father, to let me go to Bagdad , to fee 
the Calif’s Court, and the Wonders of that famous 
City, of which I had heard fo many fine Things. 
He gave me Leave. Being defirous to travel incogs 
nito , I went not out of Grand Cairo with a fplendid 
Equipage. My Attendants were only Saed and fome 
Slaves» whole Zeal I was well allured of. 

. I put on my Finger the fine Ring, I had taken 
out of my Father’s Treafury; and on the Road, 
I did nothing but talk with my Confident, of the 
Princefs Bedi al Jemal , whofe Piéfure I never had 
out of my Hands.

I thank’d Padmanaba for having at leaft fix’d 
upon a Place, where I hop’d I might be inform’d in 
what I defired to know. I refolv’d to go to the Ifie 
of Ceylan. I embark’d with Saed , and my Slaves, 
on the Gulf of Bafra , in a Merchant-Veflel, that 
was going to Surat. From Surat we went to Goa 9 
where we were inform'd, on our Arrival, that a 
VefTel in a few Days would fet Sail for the Ifle of 
Ceylan. We made ufe of this Opportunity. We 
went from Gm with fo favourable a Wind, that we 
got a good Way forward the firft Day ; but on the 
fécond, the Wind chang’d, and fo violent a Storm 
arofe, ^that the Seamen, thinking Our Deftruftion 
inevitable, abandon’d the Veflel to the Mercy of the 
Wind and Sea. Sometimesr the Waves, opening, 
as if they would fwallow us up, presented horrible 
Abyfles to our frighted Eyes, and fometimes railing 
themfelves up, they carried us with them to the 
Clouds. We were a long Time the Sport of the 
Waves, but, that which amazed us all, and feem’d 
to us a Miracle, was, that we were rot fhipwreck’d. 
We put in at an. Ifland near to that of the MaU 
dives* 

That Ifland was but of fmall Extent, and feem’d 
to us uninhabited. We were making ourfelves ready 
to gjet afhore, intending to go to a very thick Woody 
which we faw in the Middle of the Ifland ; when an 
old Seaman, ufed to travel on the Indian Coaft v 
told us, that that Ifland was inhabited by idolatrous 
Negroes, who worihip’d a Serpent, to which they 
gave all the Strangers that had the Misfortune to fall 
into their Hands; that, inftead of landing there, 
we had better put out to Sea, and, if poffible, gain 
the Maldives* The Captain, who knew the Sea-

man for a very experienced Sailor, and a Man in¬ 
capable of telling a Thing without being well afTurei 
of it, believed him ; and refolved, the next Morn¬ 
ing at Day-break, to weigh Anchor, and be gone 
from fo dangerous a Placed 

This Resolution was very judicious; but it had 
been better to have fet Sail immediately, and to have 
abandon’d ourfelves to the Sea ; for in the Middle of 
the Night, we were attack’d on all Sides by a great 
Number of Negroes, who boarded our VefTel, loaded 
us with Chains, and carried us to their Habitations. 

The Day began to appear, when after we had 
gone through the Wood, which we had obferv’d 
at a Diftance the Evening before, we came to the 
Camp of the Negroes. There were a great many 
little Cottages made of Wood and Earth ; in the 
Mid ft of which there was raifed a great Tent of 
the fame Materials, which they call’d their King’s 
Palace. 

They led us into a Tent, where the King was fit¬ 
ting upon a Throne of Shell-work; he was a Negro 
of a gigantick Size, but fo ugly and fo frightful, 
that he had more the Air of a Devil than of a 
Man. The Princefs his Daughter was feated by him. 
She could not be lefs than thirty. She refembled her 
Father in Size, and favoured him a little befides. 

One of the principal Negroes that had taken us, 
oblig’d us to make low Bows to the black Monarch 
and his Daughter. Afterwards he gave him an Ac¬ 
count of his happy Expedition. The King, after 
he had hearkned to him with Pleafurè, exprefled his 
Satisfaction at what he and the Companions of his 
Enterprize had done. Then fhowing us with.his 
Finger to his Prime Vifier : Go, faid he to him, let 
thofe Prifoners be conduced all to one feparate Tent, 
and every Day let one of them be given to the God 
we adore. The Vifier obey’d. He carried us him- 
felf to a Tent, where they brought us, by his Order, 
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Victuals to nourifh us, and to make the 'Vi&irns the 
fatter. The very next Day, two Negroes came and 
took one of our Companions to give him to the 
Serpent. They came the Day following to fetch 
another ; every Morning one of our Comrades was 
devoured by that Monfter. Thus my Slaves, the 
Captain, the Pilot, and all the Seamen perilhed. 

There remain’d only Saed and me. It was our 
Turn next to undergo the fame Fate. We expefled 
that the Negroes would come and part us for ever. 
Oh ! my dear Prince, faid my Confident to me ? > 
fince we are both to be facrificed, I aflc of Heaven 
that I may die before you.. May I never fee you 
conducted to Death. That would be too great an 
Affliction to me. O Saed y anfwer’d I, why would 
you be a Partaker of my Misfortunes ? Why, when, 
poflêfled with a foolîfh Paflion, I would leave my 
Abode at Cairo , to fearch all the World over for an 
ObjeCt, which perhaps can never be mine, why 
would you not let me go by my felf ? You oppofed 
my Defign, I rejected your wife Counfels. Is it juft, 
that you fhould perifli with a Man who dies for not 
believing you ? 

Whilft we thus employed ourfelves in vain Com¬ 
plaints, the Negroes came, and addrefling them- 
felves to me : Follow us, faid they. I fliudder’d at 
thefe Words, and turned my felf towards Saed to bid 
him an eternal Farewel. We could not fpeak one to 
another ; we were all on a fudden feized with Fear 
and Grief. We contented ourfelves to exprefs by . 
our Looks the Emotions which tormented us. 

The Negroes led me into a great Tent, where I 
believed they were going to facrifice me ; but a 
black Woman that I faw coming in, undeceived 
me. Take Courage, young Man, faid (he to me ; 
you fhall not have the Fate of your Companions. 
The Princefs Hufnara , my Miftrefs, has referved 
a milder Lot for you. I will tell you no more, for 
P 3 flic 
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ihe herfelf will announce to you your Happinefs. I 
am her Favourite Slave, and I am order’d to in¬ 
troduce you into the moft fecret Place of this Tent, 
where (he experts you with Impatience. At thefe 
Words, the two Negroes, who had accompanied 
me to this Place, retir’d, and the Favourite Slave 
of Hufnara , taking me by the Hand, led me into a 
little By-place, where her Miftrefs was alone, and 
fitting on a Sort of a Sofa, cover’d with the Skins 
of wild Beafts. 

That Princefs had a Complexion of an Olive Co¬ 
lour, lively Eyes but very little, a Nofe turn’d up, 
a wide Mouth, great Lips, and Teeth of the Colour 
of Amber. Her Hair was ftiort, very much curled, 
and blacker than Ebony. She had, for Head-drefe, 
a fingle Cap of yellow Linen edged with red Thread, 
raifed with a Plume of Feathess of feveral Colours. 
She had a Necklace made of great blue and yellow 
Beads; and a long Gown of Tyger’s Skin, which 
cover’d her from the Shoulders to the Feet. This 
Obje& was not very likely to make me forget BeH 
a lJemal. 

Draw near, young Man, faid (he to me, as foon 
as (he faw me, come and fit down by me. I have 
fome Things to fell you that will comfort you, for 
having fallen into the King my Father’s Power. 
At this Difcourfe, continued (he, after I was fat 
down, you ought to be impatient to know what I 
have to fay to you ; and I pardon your Uneafinefs, 
fince the moft important Thing in the World, and 
the moft agreeable for you, is at Stake. "I lik’d you 
when firft I faw you, and will not only fave your 
Life, but I intend to chufe you for my Lover: 

Î prefer you before all the great Lords of the Court, 
who are all inflamed with my Charms. 

Though this Confeflion ought not to have fur- 
prized me, fince the Favourite Slave had prepared 
me enough to receive it, yet *it caufed in me an 
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unconceivable Trouble. On the one Hand, 1 
could not refolve to anfwer after the Manner that 
the Princefs defired of me, and on the other, the 
Fear I was in of exciting her Anger, hinder’d me 
from fpeaking my Mind freely. She, feeing that 
v I did not anîwer, and that I feem’d puzzled, faiil 
to me; Young Man, I am not amaz’d that you are 
filent, and that you feem troubled. You could not 
texpeft to fee a young and handfome Princefs debafe 
herfelf fo far as to make the firft* Advances to you 
and the Surprize, in which that unexpe&ed Happi- 
tifcfe has caft you, keeps your Tongue lock’d up : 
But, inftead of being offended at your Confuficn, 
I prôteft it charms me. I conceive from jour Per¬ 
plexity a favourable Prefage for my Love ; and that 
oilenefe Which fhews, Without doubt, the Exc®f$ of 
'your Joy, pleafts me more than all the Acknow- 
lfcdgmerits your Tongue can make me. In faying 
fheïe Words,' (he gave me her Hand to kifs, as à 
Taf^e, before-hand, of the Pteafufes the re&rved 
for me. 

She was fo perfuaded that one could not look on 
her Without loving her, that fhe took, for Marks 
t>f Love, all the Tokens of Difguft which appear’d 
in my Face ahd Aérions. During this Time, two 
hlàck Women-Slaves came and fpread fome Skins 
- upon the Ground, and put on them, in a Moment 
afterwards, feveral Plates of Wheat and Rice, with 
fome others of Méats preferv’d in Honey. The 
PrirtCefs bid me lie down, as fhe did, on the Skins, 
and eat. 

I fhew’d but little Regard to thefe Delicacies, 
though the Princefs did not ceafe to excite mé to 
eat. What is the Reafon, young Man, faid fhe, 
that you have no Stomach ? How your Want of 
Appetite fooths my Paflion [ In the charming Ex- 
peftation you are in, of the Happinefs I conferit yoii 
fhould hope for, every Moment that-retards your” 
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. Blife, irritates your Impatience, and takes from you 
the Defire of eating. However, continued (he, how 
violent foever are the Defires with which I inlpire 
you, I cannot before it be Night crown your Feli¬ 
city. I will go to the King my Father, and defire 
him to let you live, and alfo the Comrade that is 
left you, becaufe Myhrafya , my Favourite Slave, has 
taken a Liking for him. 

In fpeaking thus, {he rofe up, a{k*d for a Veil, 
and while (he was getting herfelf ready to appear be¬ 
fore her Father, {he faid to me, Young Man, return 
to your Tent. Go back to your Companion. Tell 
him, that he will have the Happinefs to poflêfe my 
Favourite Slave. Carry him this agreeable News. 
Rejoice both together, and return Thanks to For¬ 
tune, who, having preferved you both from the fad 
Fate, which all your Comrades have undergone, 
has provided for you a Life of Pleafure in the fame 
Place where they fuffer’d Death. As foon as it is 
dark, I will fend for you to fup with me, and we 
will be merry together. 

I thank’d the Princefe Jhfoara for all her Kind-* 
nettes, though I was fully refolv’d, rather to die 
than to anfwer her Expectations. A Negro, whom 
they call’d to conduit me, led me into my Tent, 
One cannot exprefs the Joy of Saed, when he faw 
me again. He would not have been more trans¬ 
ported, if, deliver’d by Miracle from the Hands of 
the cruel Negroes, we had feen ourfelves on a 
fudden tranfported, into Egypt. Oh ! is it you, my 
dear Prince ? cried he : Alas ! I defpair’d of ever 
having the Pleafure of feeing my Matter again ! I 
'believed that the Barbarians had already facriiiced 
you, and that the fatal Serpent, to whom erroneous 
Belief has criufed Altars to be raifed, had devour’d 
you. Is it pottîble, that you are reftored to me, 
and are come to dry up tne Tears I am {hedding 
for you ! 

Yes, 
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Yes, Saerfy /aid I, and I tell you, that my Safet^ 
depends on myfelf ; I can, if I will, efcape the Fate 
that our Companions have had. Oh ! Sir, faid 
Saedy interrupting me, may I credit what you fay ? 
May I believe indeed that you can fliun Death t 
What happy News do you tell me ! Î tell you no~ 
thing, anfwer’d I, that is not true. * But you know 
not at what Price I can fave my Life. When you 
are inform’d of it, you will not {hew fuch lively 
Tranfports of Jov, and you will believe me perhaps 
more worthy of Pity, than if I had already loft my 
Life. Then I related to him my Converfation with 
the King of the Negroes Daughter. 

1 agree, faid my Confident, after having hearken’d 
to me, it is difagreeable enough, to fee one’s felf in 
the Arms of fuch a Lover. ’Tis not without Rea- 
fon, that you have conceiv’d an Averfion for her. 

I am of your Opinion ; but Life is a fine Thing. 
Think how deplorable it is to die at your Age. 
Struggle with yourfelf, my Prince. Yield to Nc- 
cefiity. O Saedy cried I, at thofe Words, What 
Gounfel is this you dare give me ? Do you think 
that I can follow it? We (hall fee whether you 
yourfelf can do what you advife to others ; for I give 
you Notice, that you are in the fame Cafe. The 
Favourite Slave of the Princefs has the fame Defign * 
on you, and pretends {he loves you. She is not** 
more amiable than her Miftrefs. Do you find your- ' 
felf difpos’d to anfwer the Kindnefs flie will have for 
you this Night ? 

Saed grew pale at this Difcourfe. Juft Heaven ! 
faid he, what do I hear? Would the Favourite Slave 
of Hujkctra have me live for her ! Oh \ May the 
Negroes rather carry me' to their Pagod f Mav the 
Serpent devour me a thoufand Times, rather than 
I fhould be oblig’d to anfwer her Carefles ! Indeed, 
Saedy replied I, you difcover a too much Averfion ' 
for a Lady who has a great Kindnefc for .you. You 
forget that Life is a fine Thing. When you are 
P 5* com- 
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•ompcll’d to love a frightful ObjeCt, Death has no¬ 
thing to terrify you, and yet you would have me 
dread it : Confefs then, that it is not eafy to over-» 
come the Inclinations of the Heart, and to (how a 
Love for a Perfon that infpires us with Difguft. 
This Effort is above the Power of the mod impe* 
tuous Heat of Youth. It were better that we both 
fhould die, than debafe ourfelves fo much, as to 
feign a Tendernefs for two Objects that we can¬ 
not love. 

My Confident approved of this Refolution, which 
my Defpair fuggefted to me, fo that we thought 
now of nothing but Death. We expected the Night 
with Impatience ; not to tafte of the Pleafures they 
promifed us, but to load our Miftreffes with Injuries, 
and to let them fee how much we abhorrM them. 
This was almoft without Example in Lovers. We 
flatter’d ourfelves by thefe Means to enrage them 
againft us, and to oblige them to put us to Death. 
We imaging that if a handfome Woman, when 
defpifed and fcorn’d, be capable of running into the, 
molt violent Ext reams,, we fhould not without Pu-, 
nifhment offend two ugly and cruel Perfons. 

The Night being come, a Negro Officer of the 
Princefs Hufnara came for us> and faid, Happy Cap-* 
tives, prepare yourfelves to tafte of the fweeteft of 
«11 Pleafures : Two tender Lovers are preparing, 
themfelves to make you happy. Biefs the Day on. 
which the Rage of the Sea and Winds caft you on 
this Coaft. 

We follow’d the Negro .without anfwering; but 
he might judge by our Silence, that the two Ladies* 
who waited for us, would not receive from us the 
Satisfaction they expeâed : Grief, or rather Defpair* 
was painted in our Eyes. He led us into the Pavil- 
lion of the Daughter of the King of the Negroes* 
where that Princefs was at Supper with her Favourite 
Slave. They were both laid on Skins fpread on the 

Ground. 
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Ground. Come and fit by me, faid Hufnara t6 
me, and let your Companion place himfelf by 
Myhrafya . They had a great many different Ra- 
goos, of which they oblig'd us to eat, and the black 
Slave prefen ted us now and then with Drink made 
of Turkijh Wheat, in painted Earthen Mugs. 

The Princefs, to pleafe me, put herfelf into i 
merry Humour during Supper, and Myhrafya , on 
her Part, did not fail to provoke Saed. They both 
infenfibly became fo forward, that we were oblig’d 
to let them underftand that they loft their Time. 
I faid a Thoufand {harp and hard Things to Huf- 
rtarix , and my .Confident was not more complaifant 
than me. 

Our Difcourfe had prefently its Effecft ; we faw* 
our Ladies thange their Countenance • in a Moment. 
They look'd upon us no longer but with Eyes full 
of Fury. Oh ! miferable Wretches, cried the 
Daughter of the King of the Negroès, is it thus 
you anfwer my Kindnefs ? Do you forget how dan¬ 
gerous it is to excite my Wrath? Ungrateful 
Wretch ? continued (he, addreffing fierfelf to me, 
can you receive with Indifference all thefe Marks of 
Friendfhip that I give you ? But what do I fay with 
Indifference? You feem to have ah Averfion for 
Hujhara . What do you find in my Perfon that in¬ 
jures you with Horror ? Have I any Fault ? 

In pronouncing thefe laft Worc^, fhe turn'd her- 
ffelf towards her Favourite ; Speak, 'Myhrafya, faid 
(he to her, do not flatter me. Am I ugly or de¬ 
form'd ? Have I a defpicable Shape, or irregular Fea¬ 
tures ? In a Word, am I worthy of the Difdain that 
this young Stranger has for me ? Oh ! my Princefs. 
replied the Favourite Slave, there is no Lady in the 
World who deferves to be put in Comparison with 
ÿèu. Nothing is fo perfeft as your Beauty ; nothing* 
h more freb or more regular than your Shape. This- 
young Man muft have loft his Judgment, fince he 

does 
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docs no Juftice to your Charms. If you have found 
an ungrateful Man, I ought not to be amaz’d that 
that other Stranger fhould have no Liking for me. 
I cannot comprehend how a Man can look upon 
you without adoring you. Can that young Man 
behold you with Indifference ? He ought to die for 
Love at the Sight of you, or become mad. 

That is true, replied the Prinfcefs ; you are alfo 
,very amiable, and your Kindneffes are not to be 
difdain’d. Let us avenge ourfelves on thefe two 
miferable Creatures. ,1 obtained for them a Favour 
of the King my Father ; but they are unworthy of 
the Life I would give them : They fhall die. Call 
fome of my Officers to carry thefe Strangers to the 
Pagod, and deliver them to the Divinity we adore. 
Myhrafya herfelf took upon her that Office, and 
went to fetch the Officers. She returned a little 
while after, accompanied with two Negroes. Come 
forward, faid the Princefs to them, take thefe youfig 
Prifoners, and conduct them to the Pagod. The 
Negroes came to us ; but in the Inftant that they 
carried us out of the Tent, fhe faid to them, Stay, 
I know not what Emotion kindles in my Heart, 
and oppofes the Death of thofe two Criminals. ’Tis 
my Hatred, without Doubt, that is not fetisfied 
with fo flight a Punifliment. A fpeedy Death is 
too good for fuch Wretches. Let them both live 
to fuffer long Torments. I will have them be put 
to grind Corn, and let them be kept at work Night 
and Day y fo toilfome a Life will revenge me bet¬ 
ter than their Death. 

At thefe Words, fhe charged the Negroes to con¬ 
flué! us to a Place in the Ifland, where the Hand- 
Mills were, and not to give us a Moment of Reft* 
This was done immediately. They compelled us to 
grind the Corn, and, as if that Occupation did not 
make us miferable enough, they made us carry great 
Loads of Wood, Not being pfed to fo revere a 
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Labour," it was impoffible but that we muff fink 
under it. The Negroes, that kept us at Work, fome- 
times perceiving that we were ready to drop down, 
afk’d us infultingly, if we had not yet a Defire of 
becoming amorous ? That Queftion, recalling to 
our Memories the Idea of our. Ladies, infpired us 
with new Vigour. We dik’d rather to work at the 
Mill, than to fee them again. 

One Day thofe Negroes left us a great Quantity 
of Corn to grind. We are going to the Horde, 
faid they to us ; let all this Corn be ground againft 
we come back. My Confident and myfelf being 
thus left alone together ; Saed , faid I to him, our 
Enemies have left us for aWhile, let us make Ufe of 
this Opportunity : Let us go to the Sea-fide. Per* 
haps we may find there fome VefTel, in which we 
may make our Efcape. Who knows but we may 
be fo happy as to fee fome Ship under Sail? and if 
we fhould, we will make Signs to them to come 
and take us aboard. I confent, my Prince, cry’d 
Saedy to your Propofal : Let not the Blame be ours, 
if we get not away : Let us try all Ways we can, 
to be gone from this fatal Ifle. If Heaven will not 
favour us with Means of delivering ourfelves from 
the Mifery we are in, we will throw ourfelves into 
the Sea. We had better perifli in the Waves, than 
continue here grinding of Corn. 

I was of my Confident’s Opinion. We got to 
the Sea-fhore, that was not far off. We law a Boat 
ty’d to a Stake. It ferv’cL a Negro, that liv’d hard 
by, to filh in. We made hafte to untie it, and get 
aboard : Then, ftarçding out to Sea, we abandon’d 
ourfelves to the Mercy of the Waves and Winds. 

We had fcarcely began to row, and to put off 
from the Shore, when we faw the Negro coming, 
to whom the Bark belong’d. He fet up a hideous 
Howling, when he faw his Boat afloat and loofen’d 
.^from the Stake. He threaten’d what he would do 
■ , to 
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to us; but we valu’d neither his Cries nor his 
Threats. We were already in open Sea, an# we 
had loft Sight of the Ille before the Night came on. 
We return’d Thanks to Heaven for our Delive¬ 
rance. We felt as great Joy as if we had been 
in a fafe Harbour. Tho’ we were at Sea without 
Provifions, and that the leaky Veflel which carried 
us, was every Moment in Danger of finking, we 
could think of nothing but our good Fortune, in 
having efcap’d out of the Negroes Hands. It feem’d 
left horrible to us to perifh by the Waves, than to 
be devour’d by a Serpent. 

After having fail’d all the Night at Random, at 
Day-break we perceived a little Ifland. We went 
aftiore. The firft Thing we faw was a great many 
Trees, loaded with very fine Fruit, that hung down 
to the Ground. This rejoiced us the more, becaufe 
We began to perceive we had good Stomachs. Wc 
gather’d fome, eat, and found it excellent. A per-. 
reft Joy foon fucceeded the Fright that the Ne¬ 
groes had put us in, and, laughing at the very 
Things that had frighted us moft, we began to 
rally each x other on the good Fortune we had de- 
fjfifed. When we had taken a little Refreftiment, 
We ty’d our Boat to a Stake, and advanced farther 
into the Ifland. I never faw a more agreeable A- 
bode. It abounded with Saunders and Wood of 
Aloes, with Springs oFfrefh Water, and all Sorts of 
Fruit* a$ Well âs the tnoft beautiful of Flowers. 

What ama^d us more, was, that this Ifle, tho’ it 
was fo pleafant and fertile, feem’d to us to be uninhabi¬ 
ted. How ct>fne$ it about, faid I to Saed, that No¬ 
body lives in this Ifle? We fure are not the firft that 
ever came hither. Others before us, without Doubt* 
have difcover’d it. Why then did they quit it? My* 
Prince, ânfwef’d my Confident, fin ce No-body lîvès 
here, ’tis a certain Sign that No-body can live here^ 

R has feme Fault, that makes it uninhabited. Alas r t , 

when 
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•when the unfortunate Saed faid this, he little thought 
he had fpoke fo true. 

We paffed the Day in diverting ourfelves, and 
with walking up and down; and when the Night 
was come, we laid ourfelves down upon the Grafs* 
which was enamell’d with a thoufand Flowers, that 
breath’d an agreeable Odour. We flept delicioufly* 
but, when I waked, I was very much amazed t0> 
fee myfelf ak>ne v I call’d Saed feveral Times 
but he not anfwering me, I rofe to feek him ; and 
after having run over a Part of the Ifland, I came 
back to the fame Place where I had paflèd the Night* 
imagining that, perhaps, he might be there. I 
waked for him in vain all that Day, and the Night 
following. Then, defpairing of ever feeing him. 
again, I made the Air refound with my Complaints 
and Groans. Oh! my dear Saed , cry’d I every 
Moment, what is become of thee? While I enjoy’d 
your Company, you affifted me to bear the Burdea 
of my ill Fortune : You alleviated my Troubles ia 
partaking of them. By what Misfortune, or by 
what Inchantment, are you taken away from me ? 
What Power, more barbarous than the Negroes, ha& 
feparated u$ ? To die with you, would be lefs in-r 
fepportabk than to live here alone. 

* I could not comfort myfelf for the Lofs of my 
Confident; and that which troubled me moft was* 
that I could not comprehend what had happen’d to 
htm. I fell into deep Defpair, and refoived to perilh 
alfo in this Ifland. I will, faid I to myfelf, fearch, 
it over and over, and either find Saed or Death. I 
went towards a Wood which I faw ; and when I 
came to it, I difcover’d in the Middle a ÇafHe very. 
weU built, and furrounded with large and very deeps 
Ditches fell of Water, and over which there was 
a Draw-Bridge that was down. I went over it, and 
çame into a great Court that was paved with white 
Marble* 1 went towards a Door that feem’d to lead. 

into 
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into the chief Apartment. It was made of the Wood 
of Aloes. A great many Figures of Birds were etn- 
bofs’d upon it, and a great Padlock of Steel, made in 
the Shape of a Lion, kept it {hut. The Key was in 
the Padlock. I took hold of it to turn it, and the 
Padlock broke to Shivers like Glafs. The Door openM 
rather of itlelf, than by the Attempt I made to open it. 
This extreamly furprized me. I found a Stair-Café of 
black Marble. I went up it v and came at firft into a 
great Hall, adorn’d with Tapeftry of Silk and Gold, 
together with Sofas of Brocade. From thence I went 
into a Chamber that was richly furnifli’d; but it 
was not the Furniture that drew my greateft At¬ 
tention.- A young Lady, perfeflly handfome, who 
offer’d herfelf to my Eyes, attracted all my Regards. 
She was lying on a great Sofa, with her Head refted 
on a Cufhion. She was cloath’d in rich Habits, and 
there flood befide her a little Table of green Mar¬ 
ble. Her Eyes being clos’d, and I fufpedfing her 
to be a living Perfon, went to her foftly, and per¬ 
ceiv’d that me breath’d; 

I ftaid fome Moments to look on her. She 
feeqi’d charming, and I had fallen in Love with 
her, had not my Affeâions been already plac’d on 
Bedi al JemaU I was amaz’d to find in a defert 
Ifland, a young Lady alone in a Caftle, where I 
could fee no Body elfe. I long’d to have her awake; 
but fhe wa$ in fo found a Sleep, that I durft not 
difturb her. I went out of the Caftle, with a Re- 
folution to return fome Hours afterwards. 

I walk’d up and down the Ifland, and perceiv’d 
with Fear a great Number of Animals, as big as Ty- 
gers, and made fomething like Ants. I ihould have 
taken them for wild Beafts of Prey, but that they 
fied at the Sight of me. I faw, befidcs, other wild 
Creatures, who feem’d to refpe& me, tho’ they had 
an Air of Fiercenefs that frighted me. After having 
eat of fome Fruits, whofe Beauty charm’d me, and. 
walk’d for fome Time, I return’d to the .Caftle, 

where 
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wfiere the Lady was yet afleep. I could refill no 
longer the Den re I had to fpeak to her; I made a 
Noife in the Chamber, and fell a coughing, on 
purpofe to wake her. She not waking at it, 1 went 
nigh her, and touch’d her Arm in fuch a Manner, as 
ought to have produc’d the Effe<ft I defir’d. I touch’d 
her feveral Times in vain. This did not feem natural 
to me. There is fome Inchantment in it, faid I, then, 
to myfolf: Some Talifman keeps this Lady afleep ; 
and, if fo, it is impoflible to get her out of this Le¬ 
thargy. I defpair’d to bring it about, when I per¬ 
ceiv’d upon the Marble Table, of which I fpoke, fome 
Characters engrav’d. , I judged fome Conftellation 
might be wrought there. I went to remove the Ta¬ 
ble ; but I had fcarcely touch’d it, when the Lady 
gave a great Sigh, and wak’d. 

As I was furprized to find in this Cattle fo beau¬ 
tiful a Perlbn, fo fhe was not lels aftonifh’d to fee 
me. Oh I young Man, faid fhe, how have you been 
able to introduce yourfelf here ? What have you 
done to furmount all the Obftacles that ought to have 
hinder’d you from entering this Cattle, and which 
exceed all human Power. I cannot believe you 
are a Man. You are, without Doubt, the Prophet 
Hafy. No, Madam, faid I, lam but a mere Man, 
and I can allure you, that I got in without any 
Trouble. I found no Difficulty to overcome: The 
Gate of the Cattle open’d itfelf, when I but touch’d 
the Key. I came up into this Apartment without 
any Oppofition. I could not indeed eafily wake you, 
and that was the greateft Difficulty I met with. 

I cannot believe what you fay, reply’d the Lady : 
I am fo fully perfuaded, that it is impoflible for Men 
to do what you have done, that I cannot believe, 
fay what you will, that you are merely a Man. 
Madam, faid I, I am fomething more than an or¬ 
dinary Man. My Father is a King, but for all that, I 
am but a Man.

that

ply’d (he, I am, as well as you, of the Race of Adam . 
But tell me, continued fee, why you left your Fa¬ 
ther’s Court, and how you came into this Illand. 

Then I fatisfy’d her Curiofity. I confefs’d to her 
ingenuoufly, that I fell in Love with Bedi al Jemal , 
Daughter of King Chahbal , by looking on her Pic¬ 
ture, which at the fame Time I fhow’d her ; for 
I had hid that and my Ring fo well, that the Ne¬ 
groes never perceiv’d them.

l am the only Daughter of the King: of : SerefufiB 9 
èr the Wand of Ceylan . One Day, as I was with 
my Women in a Cafflie, that my Father had neat’ 
Serendiby l took a Fapcy to bathe myfelf in a white 
Marble Bafon that was in the Garden. When I 
was undrefeM, I went into the Bafon with my Fa¬ 
vourite Slave ; we were fcarcely jgot into the Water; 
but there arofe a great Wind. À Whirl of Duft 
appeared in the Air above us, and from the Midft 
Of that Whirl, there came out on a fudcten. a huge 
Bird, that fous’d down upon me, feiz’d me with 
his Talons, took me up, and brought me to this 
Caftle, where, prefently changing his Shape, he 
fhow’d himfelf in the Form of a young Genius. 
Princefs, faid he to me, I ain one of the moft con- 
fiderable Gènii in the World. As i was going 
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To-day through the Ifle of Ceylon, I fa w you in the 
Bath, and was charm'd at the Sight. There is a. 
handfome Princefs, faid I ; 'tis Pity flie fliould make 
a Son of Adam happy. She very well deferves the 
Love of a Genius. I muft take her away, and 
carry her into fome defert Ifland. Therefore, Prin¬ 
cefs, forget the King your Father, and think of 
nothing but to anfwer my Love. You fhall want 
for nothing in this Caftle $ Pll take Care to fur- 
nifli you with every Thing you have Need of. 

While the Genius was talking thus to me, I did 
nothing but cry and bemoan myfelf. Unfortunate 
Malika ! faid I to myfelf, is this the Fate that was 
referved for thee ? Has the King my Father edu¬ 
cated me with fo much Care, only to have the 
Grief of lofing me in fo ftrange a Manner ? Alas ! 
he knows not what is become of me, and I am 
afraid that the Lois of me may be fatal to him. 
No, no, faid the Genius, your Father will not fink 
under his Affliâion. * And as for you, my Prin- 
cefe, I hope you will yield yourfelf to the Marks 
of Tendernefs I prefume to give you. Flatter not 
yourfelf, faid I to him, with that vain Hope j I 
mall have all my Life a mortal Averfion for my 
Ravifher. You'll change your Opinion, reply'd he: 
You'll be accuftomed to the Sight of me, and to 
my Converfation. Time will produce that Effeit. 
Time (hall never work that Miracle, faid I, inter¬ 
rupting him with Anger and Difdain. It will ra¬ 
ther increafe the Hatred I have for you. 

The Genius, inftead of being offended at thefe 
Words, fmil'd at what I faid^ and, being perfuaded 
that in a little Time I would really hearken to 
him, he fpar’d for nothing to pleafe me. He went, 
I know not where, to fetch me magnificent Cjoaths, 
which he brought me. He endeavour’d all he could 
to infpire me with a Liking for him ; but perceiving, 
that, far from making any Progrefs in my Heart, 
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he became every Day more odious to me, he grew 
impatient, and was refolv’d to revenge himfelf of 
my Difdain. He call me into a magical Sleep. He 
laid me at my Length on this Sofa,in the Pofture you 
found me in, and fet this Marble Table nigh me, 
on which are Talifmanick Chara&ers, that he had 
drawn to keep me in a deep Sleep for ever. "He 
made, befides, two other Talifmans ; the one to ren¬ 
der this Caftle invifible, and the other, to hinder 
any one from opening the Door. At length he left 
me in this Apartment, and went away from the 
Caftle. He returns now and then. He wakes me, 
and afks me if I will at laft become fenfible of his 
Paflion ; and, becaufe I ftill perfift to ufe him ill, 
he plunges me again in the Lethargy that he has 
invented to puni/h me. 

Neverthelefs, Sir, continued the Daughter of the 
King of Ceylariy you have waked me, you have 
t>pen’d thé Gate of this Caftle, which was not in¬ 
vifible to you. Have not I Reafon to think that 
you are not a Man ? I tell you moreover, that it is 
furprizing that you are yet alive ; for I have heard 
the Genii fay, that the wild Beafts eat all that ftay 
in this Ifle, and that therefore it is defert. 

While the Princefs Malika fpoke after this Man¬ 
ner, we heard a great Noife in the Caftle. She 
was filent, that ihe might liften the better, and 
prefently, moft horrible Cries aflaulted our Ears. 
Juft Heaven ! faid the Princefs, we are undone ; *tis 
the Genius : I know him by his Voice. Your End 
is at Hand ; nothing can fave you from his Fury. 
O unhappy Prince ! what cruel Fate has conducted 
you to this Caftle? Tho* you have fhunn’d the 
Cruelty of the Negroes, alas ! you can never efcape 
the Barbarity of my Ravifher. 

It was then I believed my Death certain, and I 
could not, indeed, promife myfelf a kinder Ufage.

in

In Winter 
they come again, and cut down the Trees, with¬ 
out fearing the Ants; who, during that Seafon, nevér 
(how themfelves. 

I could not hear of Saed’s deplorable Fate, with¬ 
out feeling a new Accefs of Grief. At length, I 
afle’d the Genius, where the Kingdom of King 
Chahbal was, and if the Princefs Bedi al JemaU his 
Daughter, was yet alive. Sir, reply’d he, there is 
in thofe Seas an Ifland, where a King named Chah - 
haly reigns ; but he has no Daughter. The Princefs 
Bedi al Jemal , of whom you fpeak, was indeed the 
Daughter of a King named Chahbal , who lived in 
Sçlomon’s Time. What, replied I, is there no fuch 
Perfon as Bedi al Jemal in the World ?

I was very much mortified, to hear that I loved 
an Objeét, whofe Deftiny was finifhed a long While 
^go. O fenfelefs Creature, that I am I cry’d I» why 
did not I afk the Sultan my Father, whofe Piéhire 
it was, that I found in his Treafury? He would 
have inform’d me of what I now have learnt. How 
many Troubles and mortal Fears it would have ex¬ 
empted me from! I (hould have conquer’d my Love, 
in its Birth ; and it would not, perhaps, have gain’d 
fo abfolute a Power over me. I (hould not have gone 
from Cairo. Saed had been yet alive. Muft his Death 
he the Fruit of my chimerical Sentiments,? All that 
comforts me, charming Princefs, continued I* turn¬ 
ing myfelf towards Malika y is, that I am able to be of 
Service to you. Thanks be to my Ring, I am in a 
■Condition of reftoring you to the King your Father. 
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I then directed my Difcourfe to the Genius: Since 
I am fo happy, faid I to him, as to be Pofleflbr of 
Solomon’s Seal ; fince I have Right to command the 
Genii, Obey me. I order you to tranfport me pro- 
fently, with the Princefs Malika , into the Kingdom 
of Ceylan , to the Gates of the Capital City. I will 
obey you, Sir, reply’d the Genius, though it is a 
gre^t Trouble to me to lofe the Princefs. You are 
very happy, reply’d I, that I am fatisfied only to 
demand of you to carry us both to the I(le of Ceylan .

Scarce had I faid tljefe 
Words, but the King, who was a good old Prince, 
fell a crying. Alas ! faid he to me, I am as ynhap- 
py as you. It is almoft fo long ago that I loft my 
only Daughter, in a Manner that yet augments the 
Grief I have never to fee her again. Sir, reply’d I, 
I am come hither on no other Bufinefs, but to tell 
you News of that Princefs. WhatLNews can you 
tell me of her? cry’d he ; are you come to inform 
me of her Death? You have, without Doubt, been 
a Witnefs of her deplorable End. No, no, reply’d 
I to him, file is yet alive, and you {hall fee her this 
very Day. Where did you find her? reply’d the 
King; in what Place has {he been hid? 

Then I told him all my Adventures: I enlarged 
particularly on that of the Caftle and of the Genius, 
which he liften’d to with the greater Attention, be- 
caufe he was moft concerned in it. Having finiflied 
the Relation, he embraced me: Prince, faid he to 
me, for I difcovered my Birth to him in telling my 
Story, what ought I not to do for you ? I love my 
Qaughter tenderly; I defpair’d of feeing her any 
more* you are the Occafion of my finding her 
again. How can I requite you ? Let us go together, 
continued he, to the Inn where you have left her: I 
burn with Impatience to fee my dear Malika . In 
faying thefe Words, he bid his Vifier give Orders to 
get ready a Litter.

Law, gnd inherit my Kingdom.: , 

I thank’d the King for his Kindnefs, and pray’d 
him not to take it HI, if I refuted the Honour he of¬ 
fer’d me. I told him the Reafons,’ that had oblig’d' 
me to go from Cairo ; I confels’d to him that I could 
Vol^I. Q, not 
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not wean myfelf of the Image of Bedi el Jemal 7 
nor ceafe to nourifh a vain and fruitkft ration. 
Would you, added I, give your Daughter to a Man 
whofe Heart flic cannot pofTefs'? Oh ! Sir, the Prin- 
cefs Malika deferves a happier State. But how, faid 
the King, can I other wife return the Service* you 
have done me ? Sir, reply’d I, I am fully rewarded 
for it already. The Reception your Majefty has 
given me, the Pleafure alone of having delivered the 
Princefs of Serendib from the Hands of the Genius 
who had taken her away, is a Recompence great 
enough for me : All I expert more from your Gra¬ 
titude, is to furnifli me with a VelTel to carry me to 
Bafra.

He imagines that I will execute his barbarous Or-, 
ders, and expeâs to fee me return bathed in your 
Blood. O may I rather fpiil all my own ! Save 
yourfelf. Prince. The Gate of your rrifon is open, 
make ufç of the-Darknefs of the Night. Go from 
Cairo ; fly, and never flop till you are in Safety. 

After having return’d Thanks to that generous 
"Officer, I began my Flight, and abandon’d myfelf 
to Providence. I made hafte to get out of my Bro¬ 
ther’s Dominions. I had the Happinefs to ccmp to 
yours. Sir, and to find a fkfe Refuge in your Court.

They fay that you laugh and nng con¬ 
tinually at your Loom ; you pafs for the happieft of 
my Subje&s, and they have Reafon to think that 
you are fo indeed. Tell me if they judge amifs of 
you, and whether or no you are content with your 
Condition ; it is a Thing that very much concerns 
me ; and above all, I command you to tell the 
Truth. 

Great King, anfwer’d the Weaver, after he had 
got up, May your Majefty live for ever in all Man¬ 
ner of Pleafures, unmix'd and unallay'd with Mis¬ 
fortunes ; excufe your Slave from fatisfying your Cu- 
riofity. As it is forbid to lye in the Prefence of 
Kings, fo it muft be confefs’d that there are Truths 
that we fhould not dare to reveal to them : I caw 
only tell your Majefty, that the World has a wrong 
Opinion of me ; in fpite of my Laughing and Sing¬ 
ing, I am the moft unfortunate of Men. Be con¬ 
tented, Sir, with this Confeflion, and oblige me not 
to give you an Account of my Misfortunes. But 
why, reply'd Bedreddin , are you afraid to tell me 
your Adventures? Are they fuch that they difhonour 
Q. 3 y°u? 
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Î ou ? They would be an Honour to the greafceft 
Vince, reply’d the Weaver ; but I am refoived to 
keep them fecret. Malek, faid the King, you pro¬ 
voke my Curiofity, and I command you to fatisfy 
me. The Weaver, not daring to make a Reply to 
thefe Words, began the Hiftory of hi$ life after 
this Manner. 


The Story of Malek and the Primefs Schirine. 

T Am the only Son of a rich Merchant of Surah 
JL A little while after his Death, I fjpent the beft 
Part of the Wealth he left me. I wp$ making an 
End of the Remainder with my Friends, when a 
Stranger that paflèd by Surat, to go, as he faid, to 
the Ifle of Ceylan , by chance dinM at my Table. 
They happen’d to talk about Traveling. Some 
commended the Ufefulnefs and Pleafure of it, others 
represented the Dangers. Some Perfons of the Com¬ 
pany, who had traveird, gave us an Account of 
their Travels. The curipus Things they faid they 
had feen, excited me to travel; and the.Dangers 
they faid they had run through, hinder’d mç from 
refolving on it. 

After I had heard them all, I faid ; One caqnot 
hear you fpeak of the Pleafures you have in going 
over the World, without feeling an extreme Defire 
of Travelling. But the Dangers that Travellers are 
expofed to, take from me the Inclination of feeing 
other Countries. If one could, added I, finding, go 
from one End of the World to the other, without 
meeting'with unlucky Accidents on the Way, I 
fhould go To-morrow from Surat. At thefe Words, 
which made all the Company laugh, the Stranger 
faid to me; Seigneur Malek , if you have a Defire to 
travel, and if the Danger alone of meeting with 
Robbers* hinders you from refolving to do fp, I will 

teach 
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teach you, when you will, a Way to go from King¬ 
dom to Kingdom, without any Danger. I believed 
lie was in Jeft ; but after Dinner he took me afide, 
and told me that the next Morning he would come 
to me, and fhew me fomething very extraordinary. 

He did not fail: He came again to me, and (aid, I 
will keep my Word with you, but you will not fee the 
Effect of my Promife thefe two or three Days, for 
it is a Work that cannot bé done To-day. Send one 
of your Slaves for a Joiner, and let them both bring 
Boards with them ; which was done immediately. 

When the Joiner and the Slave were come, the 
Stranger bid the Joiner make a Cheft fix Foot long, 
and four broad. The Workman went prefently to 
work; the Stranger, on his Part, was not idle; he 
made a great many Pieces of the Machine, as the 
Vifes and the Springs. They work’d all Day long, 
and then the Joiner was difmifs’d: The Stranger 
"fpcnt the Day following to place the Springs, and to 
perfect the work. 

At three Days End the Cheft was finifh’d; it was 
cover’d with a Perjian Carpet, and carried into the 
,Country, whither I went with the Stranger, who 
ibid tome; Send away your Slaves, and let us ftay 
here alone, I will have none by but yourfelf to be 
Witncfe of what I do. I order’d my Slaves to go 
Home, and I ftaid alone with the Stranger. I 
long’d to know what he would do with this Ma¬ 
chine; he at length got in it, and at the feme Time 
the Cheft rais’d it felf up from the Ground, and cut 
the Air with incredible Swiftnefs ; in one Moment 
it was a great Way from me, and the next it was 
again at my Feet. 

I cannot tell you how much I was furprized at 
dûs Prodigy. You fee, faid the Stranger to me, 
getting out of the Machine, a very eafy Carriage, 
and you ought to be Derfoaded, that travelling after 
this manner, one need not fear being robbed on the 
0^4 > Road. 
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Road. This is the Method I would have you take 
to travel in Safety. I will make you a Prefent of 
this Trunk; you may make ufe of it when you have 
a mind to travel into foreign Countries. Think 
not, continued he, that there is any Inchantment in 
what you have feen. ’Tis not by Cabaliftick 
Words, nor by Virtue of a Talifman, that this 
Cheft raifes itfelf in the Air. Its Motion is made 
by an ingenious Artifice, that (hews the Power of 
Movement. I am a perfect Matter in Mechanicks* 
and I know how to make other Machines no left fur- 
prizing than this. 

I thank’d the Stranger for fo rare a Prefent, and I 
gave him, as an Acknowledgment, a Purfe full of 
Sequins. Inform pie, faid I to him afterwards, how 
: I mutt do to fet this Cheft inJVlotion : I will teach 
you that prefently, anfwer’d he. At thefe Words he 
made me go into the Machirle with him; then he 
touch’d a Spring, and prefently we were lifted up in 
the Air. Then (hewing me what Method one mutt 
take to guide it right; In turning this Vife, faid he 
to me, you go to the Right, and in turning that, you 
go to the Left ; by touching this Spring you afcend, 
and by touching*that you defcend. I would make 
Trial of it myfelf ; I turned the Vifes, and touched 
the Springs; the Cheft, effe&ually obedient to my 
Hand, went which Way I pleafed, and haften’d or 
.flacken’d the Motion as I lift. After having made a 
.great many Wheelings about in the Air, we took 
our Flight towards my Houfe, and defcended into 
my Gardens which we eafily did, becaufe we had 
taken off the Carpet that cover’d the Machine, and 
that had a great many Holes through it, as well to 
receive Air in, as to look through. 

We were at Home before my Slaves, who could 
not be enough furprized to fee us return. I lock’d 
the Cheft up in my Apartment, where I kept it 
with a$ much Care :a$ if. it had been a Treafurej and 
: / the 
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the Stranger went away as content with me, as I was* 
with him. I continued to divert myfelf with my 
Friends, till I had fpent all my Patrimony. I began 
alfo to borrow, infomuch that I infertfibly found my¬ 
felf loaded with Debts. A« foon as ft was known in 
Surat that I was runied, I loft Crédit : Nobody 
would lend' rtie any thing; ajid my Creditors, impa¬ 
tient to fee their Money again, gave me Notice to* 
pay ft. Not knowing any longer which Way to 
turn myfelf, and by Confequence being liable to 
Troubles and Affronts, I had Recourse to my Cheftr 
I drew it one Night out of my Apartment into my 
Yard, I got ftito it, with fome Provifions* and the 
little MoneyT had left. I touch’d the Spring that 
made the Machine mount; then turning one of the 
Vifes, I went far enough from Surat , and from my 
Creditors, without Fear of their fending any Offi¬ 
cers after me. 

I made the Cheft go all that Night as faft as watf 
poffible, and I believ’d I furpafs’d the Wind irt 
Swiftnefs. At Day-break, I look’d through a Hole 
to fee where I was; I perceived nothing but Moun¬ 
tains and Precipices, a dry Country, and a frightful 
Defert ; wherever I looked, I could difcover ncr 
Appearance of any Habitation. I continued to tra¬ 
vel through the Air all that Day and Night follow¬ 
ing. The next Day I found myfelf over a very- 
thick Wood, nigh which there was a very fine 
Town, fituated in a Plain of great Extent. 

I ftopt to look at the Town, as well as at a magni¬ 
ficent Palace, that offer’d itfelf to my Eyes at the End 
of the Plain. I defir’d paffionately to know where F 
was, and 1 had already thought on a Way how I 
might fetisfy my Ciiriofity, when I faw in the Fields- 
aPeafant that was tilling the Ground* I defcended 
in the Wood, where I left my Cheft, and went to¬ 
wards the Husbandman, of whom I afk’d what they 
call’d that Town ?

numerous Guard that watches Night and Day, to 
hinder any Man from poing in. The King goes once 
a Week to fee the Prtncefe his Daughter, and then 
returns to Gazna. Schirine has no Company in this- 
Palace, but a Governefs and fome Maiden-Slaves. 

I thank’d the Peafant for his Information, and I 
Went towards the Town. When I was almoft arri¬ 
ved there, J heard a great Noife, and prefeutly few- 
many Horfemen, magnificently cloatfied, and, all 
mounted on very fine Horfes that were richly ac-r 
coutred. I perceived, in the Middle of that «ately 
Cavalcade, a lufty Man, who had on his Head a 
Grown of Gold, and whofe Cloaths were fet with 
Diamonds, i judged that that was the King of 
Gazna, who was going to fee the Princefe his Daugh¬ 
ter, and I understood in the Town that l was not?

After l had taken a Turn or two about the Town*, 
and fatfcfied my Curiofity a little, I remember’d my 
Çheft ; and tho’ I had left it in a Place where I hack 
Reafon to think it fefe, yeti was uheafÿ. \w r ente 
from Gazna , and I could not be ferfsfied* till I came 
where it was. Then I was at Eafe. I eat with 
good Appetite what I had left of my ProvifioUs, and. 
fee Night coming on, I refolvecj to (pend it in thet 
opt but I ihpuU feep weUd fort 
^ neb- 
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neither my Dêbto, nor the ill Condition I found 
myfelf in, gave me much Uneafinefs : Nevertheless 
I could not fieep ; what the Pèa&nt had told me 
of the Princofe Schirine was always in my Thoughts* 
Is it poffibk, faid I, that Babamart fhould be afraid 
of a frivolous Prediction? Was it neceflàry to build 
a Palace to Ihut up his Daughter in? Was (he not 
fafe enough in hîs? Befi des, if the Aftrologers in¬ 
deed dive into the Qbfcurity of what is to come, 
if they md ba the Stars the future Events, it is 
in vain to endeavour to elude their Predictions, they 
mult of Neceffity be accompHfli’d* All the Pre¬ 
cautions that human Prudence can take, cannot 
avert from us. a Misfortune that is written in the 
Stars. If the Prineefs of Gaxna be predeftin'd to 
be deceived by a Man, k is in vain tor any one to 
pretend to prevent it. 

- I was fo taken up with thinking on fobirin*, who, 
I fancied to my&lf, was haadfomer than all the La¬ 
dies I had feen, tho’ 1 had feen at Surat and Goa % 
a great many that might pais for very beautiful Wo¬ 
men, and who bad contributed not a little to ruin 
toe, that I had a great Defire to try my Fortune. Twill, 
faid I, traniport myfblf to the Top of the Princcfs’s 
Palace, and endeavour to get into her Apartment* 
Perhaps, I am the Mortal, whole fortunate Attempt 
the Aftrologers have feen writ in the Stars* 

I was young, and by Confluence, heedlefs ; I 
wanted not Courage : I form'd this' raih Defign, 
and executed it immediately. Iraifed myfelf in the 
Air, and guided my Gheft towards the Palace. The 
Darkne&of the Night was fueh as I could defire* 
i paft’d, without being perceived, over the Soldiers 
Meeds, Who being' ported about the Ditches,' kept 
\a* ftriCfc Guard*. 1 ddeended upon the Roof of the 
Palace, nigh* a Place where I law a Light. I-got 
#ut;of.J»y Chert, and flipt in at a Window, that war 
s$ea* to receive* thç Fxcflxâefe of the Air,'into an 
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Apartment richly furnifh’d, where the Princefs Schi - 
rine was lying on a brocaded Sofa. She feem’d to 
me of a dazzling Beauty ; I found her far excelling 
.the Idea I had formed of hcr. I went nigh her to 
behold her, but I could not look on fo many Charms 
without Tranfport; I fell on my Knees before her, 
and kifTed one of her delicate Hands. She wzk^d 
that Inftant, and perceiving a Man in fuch a 
Pofture* was frightened. She gave a^ Shriek, and 
prefeutly her Governefs, who lay in the next Cham¬ 
ber, came running to her. Mahfeiker^ faid the Prin- 
cefs, come and help me. There is a Man ! How 
got he into my Apartment^ Or rather* are not you 
an Accomplice of his Crime ? Who, I ? reply’d the 
Governefs, Oh ! that Sufpicion wrongs meT lam not 
fefs aftonifh’d than you, to fee this audacious Youth 
here : Befides, if I would have favour’d his Bold- 
jnefs, bow could I have deceiv’d the Vigilance of 
the Guards that are about this» Caftle ? You know 
there are twenty Steel Doors to open, before yôu 
can get into this Apartment; that the Royal Signet 
is upon every Lock ; and that -the King your Far¬ 
ther has the Keys : I cannot comprehend, how this 
young Man, has furmounted all thefe Difficulties. 

While the Governefs was thus fpeaking, I thought 
on what I fhould fay to them ; and it came in my 
Head to perfuade them, that I wastfie Prophet M&- 
horrut. Charming Princefs, laid \to Schirine^ let not 

{ ourfelf* or Makpeiker -, be fur priz’d to fee me here':. 

am not one of thofe. Lovers who* make Ufe of 
Gold, and employ all Sorts of Artifices to accom¬ 
plish their Wifhes. I have no. Deifire that, your 
Virtue need to be frighten’d at ; far be all guilty 
.Thoughts from me ; I am' the Prophet Mahomet . 
I could not^ without Pity,, foe you. condemn’d to 
pafs your youthful Days in a Priion, and 1 come to 
give you my Promife, that I will focure you «from 
the Prediél;en > ythxçhBahamm your. Father is afrajà 
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Let him and yourfelf be both eafy henceforrf? r 
as to your future Deftrny, which cannot but be full 
of Glory and Happinefs, fince you fhall be Ma ho* 
me ?s Wife. As foon as the News* of your Marriage 
fhall be fpread abroad in the World-, all the Kings 
of the Earth will fear the Father-in-law of the great 
Prophet, and all the Princefles will envy your Con¬ 
dition. 

Schirine and her Governefs look’d upon one another 
^at this Difcourfe, as if to confult what they ought 
to think of it. I had Reafon to fear, I confcfs; that 
they would* not believe me; but Women are apt 
to give into Wonders. Mahpeiker and her Miftrefs 
gave Credit to my Story ; they believed me to be 
Mahomet * and I took Advantage of their Credulity. 
After having pafs^d the beff Part of the Night with 
the Princefs of Gazna , I went out of her Apart¬ 
ment before it was Day-light, not without promifing 
her that I would come the next Day. I made haflfc 
to my Machine, I put myfelf in it, and raifed my¬ 
felf very high, that I might not be feen by the Soft- 
diers. I dèfcended in the Wood ; I left my Cheff, 
and went to the Town, where I bought Provifior© 
for eight Days, with magnificent Apparel, a fine 
Turban* of Indian Linen, with Stripes of Gold, and 
a rich- Gifldle.

I laid out all my Money in thefe 
PurChafes, without perplexing myfelf to know where 
Lfhould get more: I thought I could want for no¬ 
things after fo extraordinary an Adventure. 

I ftaid aH that Day in the Wood* where I em>‘ 
ployed myfelf in perfuming and fetting myftlf oui;. 
When the Night was come, I got into my Cheff* 
and return’d to the Top of the Princefs Schirine ’s 
Palace. P introduced* myfelf into her Apartment as 
the .Night before. That Princefs declared (he wait¬ 
ed for me, with a great deal of Impatience. O 
great Prophet L faid £he, I began already to be unv 
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eafy, and I fear’d you had forgot your Spoufe. My 
dear Princcfc, anfwer’d I, could you give Way to 
fuch a Fear ? Since I have plighted you my Troth* 
ought not you to be perfuaded that I would love 
you always? But tell me, reply’d {he, why have you 
fo young a Look ? I thought that the Prophet Ma¬ 
homet was a venerable old Man. You were not de¬ 
ceived, anfwer’d I, , tis the Idea you ought to have 
of me; and if I fboukl appear to you fuch as I 
fometimes (hew myfelf to the Faithful, to whom i 
deign that Honour, you would fee me with a long 
white Beard and a bald Head ; but I thought you 
would better like a Form lefsJuperantiuated : And, 
for this Reaibn, 1 have borrowed the Shape of a 

Ï oung Man. The Governefs mixing then in our 
)ifcourfe, told me, that I had done very well $ and 
that whoever would perforate a Husband* cannot 
appear too agreeable. 

I went again from the Caftle towards the End of 
the Night, for fear it fhould be jlifcoverM, that I 
a falfe Prophet, I return’d the next Day, and bo* 
haved myfelf always fo cunningly, that Sch trine and 
jMahpeiker could not fufpe£t there was any Deceit 
in me. It is true, the Princefs took inferably fuch 
a Liking to me, that it contributed very much to 
make her believe all that Ifaid tp her; for, when 
we are prepoffefe’d in Favour of any one, we miftruft 
not his Sincerity. 

In a few Days, the King of Gaznœ, attended by his 
Officers, went to the Palace of the Princefe his Daugh¬ 
ter, and finding his Doors all (hut, and his Season 
the Locks, he laid to his Vifiers that were with 
him ; All is fafe, while the Doors of the Palace are 
hi this Condition, 1 fhall not fear the Misfortune- 
my Daughter is threaten’d with* He went alpn£ 
into the Apartment of Schirine y who could not hin¬ 
der herfelf from being abafh’d at the Sight of hi#»». 
He perceiv’d it* and was willing to. know tfrç Caufe 
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of if. His CurioCty augmented the PrincdsVCoa- 
fufion, who feeing herfelf at laft oblig'd to fatisfy 
him, told him aU that had paft. 

Your Majefiy, Sir, may imagine how much King 
Hah aman was furprized, when he underftood he was 
Mahomet's Father-in-kw. Oh Abfurdity F cried he f 
Oh ! my Daughter, that you fhould be fo credulous? 
O Heaven \ I now fee very plain, that it is in vain 
to endeavour to fhun the Misfortunes you have re* 
ferved for us. The Horofcope of Scbirine is fulfilled* 
A Traitor has deceived her. In faying this, he went 
put of the Princefc’s Apartment in great Trouble,, 
and fearched the Palace from the Top to the Bot¬ 
tom. But his Search was to no Purpofc, for he 
found no Marks of Difcovery. At this, his Surprise 
increas’d : Which Way, (aid he, did this audacious. 
Fellow get into the Caftle ? ’Tis what I cannot 
conceive» 

Then he call’d his Vi fiers and his Cpn$dentr» 
They run at his calling them, and feeing him in 
a great Paffion, they were afraid* What is the 
Matter, Sir ? faid his firft Minifies to him ; you feem 
doubled. What Misfortune does the Concern that 
appears in you? Looks, declare to us? The King 
told them alt he had been informed of, and aik’d 
them what .they thought of that Adventure ? The 
Grand Vifier fpoke firft. He faid. That that pre^ 
tended Marriage might be true, tho’ it hid the Apr 
pearançe of a Fable : That there were feme noble 
Families fn the World, who made no Difficulty to 
afcribe their Origin to fuch like Events, and that for 
him, he look’d on the Communication, that the 
Princefs had with Mahomet , as a Thing very likely. 
The other Vifiers, in Complai&nee perhaps to 
n that fpoke laft, were of his- Opinion : But one 
of-the Courtiers declar’d himfelf again ft it , in thefe 
Terms 5 X am furpriz’d to fee fenfible Men give 
Credit to a Story x ib little worthy of Belief, How

can it enter into the Heads of Men of Senie, that oar 
great Prophet fhould be capable of coming to feek 
Women in this World, who in his heavenly Abode, 
is encompafTed by the moft beautiful Houris ? The 
Houris, as is /aid already , are the Daughters of Ma¬ 
homet’/ Paradife. y Tts /aid in the Alcoran, that they 
are never more than fifteen Tears old ; always in the 
Vigour of Youth , and that they are the chief Blifs of 
the happy Mujfulmen.'] It is contrary to common 
Senfe; and if the King will take my Advice, inftead 
of giving Ear to fo ridiculous a Story, he {houH ex¬ 
amine throughly into this Affair. I am perfuaded, 
that he would prefentfy difcover the Deceiver, who, 
under that facred Name, has the Audaeioufnefe to 
feduce the Princefs. 

Tho’ Bahaman was naturallv credulous, tho^he 
took his firtt Minifter for a Man of great Judg¬ 
ment, and tho’ he faw all his Vifiers believ’d Scbr- 
r/w* aftually married to Mahomet \ he declared him- 
felf, neverthelefs, for the Negative. He refolved to 
be informed of the Truth of it ; but being willing to 
aft with Prudence in this Affair, and to endeavour 
to fpeak with the pretended Prophet, in private, he 
lent his Vifiers and his Courtiers back to Gazntr. 
Go back, faid he to them, I will ftay alone To¬ 
night in this Caftle with my Daughter. Go, and 
come hither to me again To-morrow. They afl 
obey’d thé King’s Orders. They went back to the 
Town, and Bahaman waiting for the Night, began 
to zfk the Princefs frelh Queftions. He afk’d her if 
I had eaten with her. No, Sir; faid his Daughter, 

I offer’d him, in vain, Meat and Drink; he would 
not touch them, and I never faw him take the 
leaft Nouriftment fince he has uftd to come hi¬ 
ther. Relate to me again this Adventure, replyM 
he, and hide not from me, the leaft Particular. Schi* 
rixe gave him. a new Account of it, and the King, 
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attentive to her Relation, weigh’d all the Circum- 
fiances of it. 

In the mean while, the Night came on. Bah a - 
man fat himfelf on a Sofa, and made Wax Candles 
be lighted, which were placed before him on a 
Marble Table. - He drew his Scymitar to makemfe 
of it, if there fhould be Occafion, and to wa(h 
away, in my Blood, the Affront done to his Ho¬ 
nour. He expe&ed me every Moment, and in the 
Expectation he was in, of feeing me appear all on 
a fudden, I cannot believe he was without Trouble. 

-It happen’d that Night to lighten very much. 
A great Flafh chanced to dart full in the King’s 
Eyes and made him ftartle. He went to the Win¬ 
dow, which Schirine told him I came in at, and per¬ 
ceiving the Air all on Fire, he was much perplex’d 
in his Thoughts. Tho’ he faw nothing that was 
unnatural, he did not look on thofe Meteors, as the 
Effe&s of fome Exhalations that were kindled in 
the Air.; he rather believ’d, that thofe Flames an¬ 
nounced to the Earth, the Defcent of Mahomet , 
and that the Gates of Heaven unfolding to let out 
the Prophet, was the Reafon that the Air was fo 
luminous. 

In the Difpofition the King’s Mind was in, I 
might prefent myfelf without Danger before that 
Prince. He was far from (hewing himfelf furious; 
when I appear’d at the Window. He was feiz’d 
with Refpeâ and Fear. He let fall his Scymitar; 
and caft himfelf at my Feet, and killing them, 
faid to me : O great Prophet, who am I, and what 
have I done, to deferve the Honour to be your 
Father-in-Law ? I judg’d by thefe Words, what had 
palled between the King and the Princefs, and I 
found that the good Bahaman was not more dif¬ 
ficult to be deceiv’d, than his Daughter. I was 
ravifhed, to perceive that I had not to d6 with one

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the Prophet have undergone an Examination, that 
would have puzzled him. And, taking Advantage 
of his Weakncfc, O King, faid I to him, railing 
him up, you are of all the Mahometan Princes, the 
moft firm to my Seft, and by Confequençe, he that 
ought to be the moft acceptable to me. It was re¬ 
corded in the Book of Fate, that your Daughter 
ihould be deceived by a Man. This your Aftro- 
logers very truly difeover’d by the Science of Aftro- 
logy, but I have pray’d the moft High, to exempt 
you from that mortal Affliction, and to blot out 
this Misfortune from the Predeftination of Man¬ 
kind. This he was pleas’d to do for my Sake, upon 
Condition that Sckirine Ihould become one of my 
Wives. To which i confented, to recompence you 
for the good Deeds you do every Ddy. 

King Bahaman was not in a Condition of un¬ 
deceiving himfelf. That weak Prince believed all 
I had told him; and over-joy’d at this Alliance 
with the great Prophet, he caft himfelf at my Feet 
a fécond Time, to fliew me the Senfe he had of 
my Kindnefs. I raifed him up again, imbraçed him, 
and allured him of my Protection, He could not 
find Words to exprefe the Gratitude of his Mind» 
After this, believing he ought in good Manners to 
leave me alone with bis Daughter, he went into 
another Chamber. 

I ftaid forae Hours with Schtrine, but whatever 
Pleafure I took to be in her Company, I was mind# 
ful of the Time that flipt away. I fear’d, left the 
Day Ihould furprize me, and that they Ihould per¬ 
ceive my Cheft oft the Roof of the Caftle. There¬ 
fore, I went away towards the End of the Night, 
and regain’d the Wood. 

The next Morning the Vifiers arid the Courtiers 
return’d to the Princefs’s Palace. They aflrtl the King 
if he was inform’d of the Truth of what he defied to 
knowî Yes, laid be, I know now, what I am to 
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truft to. Ihave feen the great Prophet himfelf, and I 
have fpoken to him. He is my Daughter’s Hufband. 
Nothing is more true. Upon this the Vifiers and 
the Courtiers, turning towards him that had op¬ 
pos'd the Poflibility of this Marriage, reproach’d him 
with his Incredulity. But they found him refolute 
in his Opinion. He maintain’d it with Obftinacy, 
whatever the King could fay to perfuade him that 
Mahomet was married to Schirine . Bûhaman was 
almoft angry with this incredulous Courtier, who 
became the Jeft pf the Council. 

A new Accident that fell out the fame Day, con¬ 
firm’d the Vifiers in their Opinion» As they were 
returning to the Town with their Matter, a Storm 
furpriz’d them in the Plain. The Lightning flafh’d 
in their Paces, and the Thunder roar’d in fo ter¬ 
rible a Manner, that they thought it was the laft 
Day. It happen’d, that the incredulous Courtier’s 
Horfe took a Fright: He prauneed, and flung his 
Matter on the Ground, who broke his Leg with 
the Fall. This Accident was looked upon, as an 
£ffe<a of the Wrath of Heaven. O miferable 
Wretch! cry’d the King, feeing the Courtier fall, 
this is the Fruit of your Obftinacy. You would 
not believe me, and the Prophet has puniflhed you. 

They carried the lame Courtier home, and Ba - 
haman was no fooner return’d to his Palace, but 
he made it be publiflied at Ga%na , that all the In- 
. habitants (hould celebrate with Feafting, the Mar¬ 
riage of Schirine with Mahomet . I went that Day 
to walk in the Town : I was inform’d of this 
News, as well as of the Accident of the Courtier’s 
falling from his Horfe. It is not to be conceived 
how credulous and fuperflitious the People were : 
They made publick Rejoicings, and ran crying up 
and down, Long live Èahaman , the Father-in-Law 
of the great Prophet. 

As foon as it was Night, I got to the Wood again* 

and 
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and was prefêntly with the Princefs. Charming 
Schirine , (aid I, going into her Apartment, you 
know not what has happen’d To-day on the Plain. 
A Courtier, who doubted that you were Mahomefs 
Wife, has aton’d for this Doubt, I rais’d a Tem- 
peft that frighten’d his Horfe ; the Courtier fell, 
and has broke his Leg. I did not think fit to carry 
my Revenge any farther ; but I fwear by my Tomb 
that is at Mejcha^ that if any one hereafter dares to 
doubt of your Happinefs, it {hall coft him his Life. 
After having {laid fome Hours with Schirine , I re¬ 
tir’d. 

The Day following, the King affembled his Vi- 
fiers and his Courtiers : Let us go all together, faid 
he to them, to alk Mahomet 9 s rardon for the un¬ 
happy Man who refus’d to believe me, and who has 
receiv’d the Chaftifement of his Unbelief. At the 
fame Time they mounted their Horfes, and went 
to the Princefs’s Palace. The King himfelf open’d 
the Doors, which he had lock’d and {bal’d with 
his Signet the Day before. He went up, follow’d 
by his Vifiers, into his Daughter’s Apartment. Schi¬ 
rine , faid he, we are come to defire you to inter¬ 
cede with the Prophet, for a Man who has incurred 
his Wrath. I know very well what you mean. 
Sir, anfwer’d the Princefs : Mahomet has fpoken to 
me of it. Then {he repeated to them, what I had 
told her at Night, and inform’d them, that I had 
fworn I would deftroy all thofe that doubted of her 
Marriage with the Prophet. 

When the good King Bahaman heard this Dif- 
courfe, he turn’d himfelf towards his Vifiers and 
Courtiers, and faid to them : If we had not hitherto 
given Credit to what we have feen, could we after 
this believe but that Mahomet is my Son-in-Law? 
You fee that he himfelf told my' Daughter, that 
he rais’d that Storm to revenge himfelf of that faith- 
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lefc Creature. All the Minifters and others were 
convinced, that (he was the Prophet’s Wife. They 
caft themfelves, before her, and humbly befought 
her to intercede with me in Behalf of the wounded 
Courtier ; which (he promis’d them to do. 

During all this Time, I had confum’d all my 
Provifions, and having no Money left, the poor 
Prophet Mahomet began not to know what to do. 

I bethought myfelf of an Expedient. My Prin- 
ce(s, faid I one Night to Schirlne , we have forgot 
to obferve one Formality in our Wedding. You 
have brought me no Portion, and that Omiflion 
troubles me. Well, my dear Spoufe, anfwer’d (he, 

1 will fpeak of it To-morrow to my Father, who, 
without Doubt, will fend us hither, all his Trea- 
fures. No, no, reply’d I, there is no need of (peak¬ 
ing to him of it j I value not all his Riches : They 
are of no Ufe to me. It will be fufficient to give 
me fome of your Jewels ; that is all the Portion I 
afk of you. Schirine would have loaded me with 
all her jewels, to make the Portion the handfomer; : 
but I was contented with two great Diamonds, that 
I fold the next Day to a Jeweller of Gazna. I put 
myfelf, by this Means, in a Condition to continue 
to perfonate Mahomet . 

It was already near a Month, that, paffing for the 
Prophet, I led a very agreeable Life, when an Em- 
bafl'ador arriv’d at Gazna , on the Behalf of a neigh¬ 
bouring King, to demand Schirine in Marriage. He 
had prefently Audience, and when he had declared 
the Subjeft of his Embafly, Bahaman faid to him, 

I am forry I cannot give my Daughter to the King 
your Matter ; I have married her to the Prophet 
Mahomet . The Embaflador judg’d by this Anfwer, 
that the King of Gazna was mad. He took Leave 
of that Prince, and return’d to his Matter, who 
believ’d at firft, as well as he, that Bahaman had 
loft his Senfes. At length, imputing this Refufaijo 
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to Contempt and Slight, he grew angry at it. He 
levied Troops, formed a great Army, and invaded 
the Kingdom of Gaxria . 

That King, who was named Cacm , was much 
fuperior in Strength to Bahaman^ who moreover 
prepar’d fo flowly to receive his Enemy, that he 
could not hinder him from making a great Pro- 
grefs. Cacm beat fome Troops that would have op¬ 
pos’d his Paflage : He came forward with all Speed 
towards the Town of Gazrta , and found Bahamari* 
Army intrenched in the Plain before the Caftle of 
the rrincefs. Schirine. The Defign of this provok’d 
Lover was to attack him in his Intrenchments ; but 
his Troops having need of Reft, arid he arriving not 
in the Plain till towards Night, he put off the At¬ 
tack till the next Morning. 

In the mean While, the King of Gazna , being 
inform’d of the Number and Valour of Cacem *a 
Troops, began to be afraid. He aflèmbled his Coun¬ 
cil, where the Courtier, who was hurt in falling 
from his Horfe, fpoke in thefe Words: I am amaz’d 
that the King mould be fn the leaft Uneafinefe on 
this Occafion. What Caufe of Difmay can the 
Father-in-Law of Mahomet have, not only of Ca- 
curiy but of all the Princes in the World put to¬ 
gether? Your Majefty, Sir, has nothing to do but 
to apply yourfelf to your Son-in-Law. Implore the 
Affiftance of the great Prophet : He will prefently 
confound your Enemies. He can do no Ids, fince 
he b the Caufe of Cacem ’s Coming to trouble the 
Repofe of your Subjeâs. 

Tho’ this was (poken in Derifion, it infpired Ba¬ 
haman with Confidence. You are in the Right, 
laid he to the Courtier, ’tis the Prophet I ought 
to addrefs myfelf to ; I will pray him to drive away 
my haughty Enemy, and I dare promife myfelf 
he will not reject my Prayer. At thefe Words, 
he went to Schirine : Daughter, faid he. To-morrow 
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Morning, as foon as Day appears, Cacem defigni 
to attack us, I fear he will force our Intrench- 
ments. I am come hither to implore the Affiftance 
of Mahomet. Make ufe of all the Intereft you have 
with him, to ingage him to defend us. Let us join in 
our Intercédions to render him propitious to us. Sir, 
replyM the Princefs, it will not be very difficult to 
ingage the Prophet on our Side. He will (bortly 
difperfe the Enemy's Troops, and all the Kings of 
the Earth will learn, at Cacents Coft, ’ to refpeâ you. 
However, replyM the King, the Night is come, 
and the Prophet does not appear. He has forfaken 
us. No, no. Father, replied Schirim* think not he 
will abandon us in Neceffity. He fees from Hea¬ 
ven the Army that befieges us, and perhaps he is 
this Moment going to ftrike them with Terror and 
Difmay, 

This was indeed what Mahomet had a great De¬ 
fire to do. I had all that Day obferved the Troops 
of Cacem afar off. I had regarded their Difpofition, 
and above aH had taken great Notice of the King’s 
Quarters. I pickM up great and little Stones; I 
fill’d my Trunk with them, and in the Middle of 
the Night I raifed myfelf up in the Air. I went to¬ 
wards Cacem *s Tents. I difcoverM without Trouble 
that where the King lay. It was a very high Pavi¬ 
lion, all over gilt, made in the Form of a Cupolo, 
and fupported by twelve Pillars of paintéd Wood, 
that were driven into the Ground. The Intervals 
of the Pillars were filled up with Boughs of feveral 
Sorts of Trees twifted together. Towards the Top 
there were two Windows, one to the Eaft, the other 
to the South. 

All the Soldiers that were about the Tent were 
afleep, which gave me an Opportunity to defeend to 
one of the Windows without being perceived. I 
faw the King lying on a Sofa, with his Head on a 
Satin T Cufliion, I got a little out of my Trunk, and 
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throwing a great Stone at Cacem y I ftruck him full in 
the Forehead, and wounded him dangeroufly, He 
gave a great Cry, which prefently wak’d his Guards 
and his Officers. They run to that Prince : They 
found him all over Blood, and almoft fenfelefs. They 
cried out : The Quarters take the Alarm. Every one 
afked what was the Matter ? The Report went that 
the King was wounded ; but they could not tell by 
whom. While they were inquiring out the Author, 
I raifed myfelf up almoft to the Clouds, and let fall 
a Hail of Stones upon and about the Tent Royal. 
Some Soldiers were wounded, and cried out, that it 
rained Stones. This News fpread itfelf Abroad, and 
to confirm it, I flung Stones all about. Then a pa- 
nick Fear feized the whole Army. The Officers, 
as well as the Soldiers, believ’d that the Prophet was 
angry with Cacem y and that he declared his Wrath 
by Ü iis Prodigy. At laft the Enemies of Bahaman 
were ftruck with Difmay, and fled with fuch Preci¬ 
pitation, that they left their Equipage and Tents be¬ 
hind them, crying, We are undone, Mahomet will 
deftroy us. 

The King of Gazna was very much furprized at 
Day-lJreak, when, inftéad of feeing himfelf attack’d, 
he perceiv’d that the Enemy was making off. He 
prefently purfued them with his beft Soldiers. He 
made a great *Slaughter of the Fugitives, and over¬ 
took Cacem y whofe Wound hinder’d him from mak¬ 
ing hafte. Why, faid he to him, did you come into 
my Dominions againft all Right and Reafon? What 
Caufe had I given you to make War againft me? 
Bahaman y anfwer’d the vanquilh’d King, I thought 
you had refus’d me your Daughter in Contempt and 
Difdain, and I was refolved to revenge myfelf of you. 
1 could not believe that the Prophet Mahomet was 
vour Son-in-law; but I doubt it not now, fin ce ’tis 
he that has wounded me, and difperfed my Army. 

Bahaman ceas’d to purfue his Enemies, and return¬ 
ed 
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cd to Gazna with Cùcem , who died that Day of hk 
Wound. They divided a Booty that was fo confia 
•derable, that the Soldiers returned home loaded with 
Hiches. Prayers were made in all the Mofques to 
return Thanlcs to Heaven for having confounded 
the Enemies of the Kingdom ; and when it was 
-Night, the King went without any Attendants to 
the Princefs’s Palace : Daughter, faid he to her, I 
Come to return Thanks to the Prophet. You have 
been inform’d by the Courier I fent you, of what 
Mahomet has done for us. I am fo fenfible of his 
<5oodnefs to us, that I die with Impatience to em- 
-brace- his Knees, 

? He foon had the Satisfaction he defir’d, I enter’d 
by the ufual Window into Schirines Apartment, 
-'where I expe&ed to find him* He flung himfelf at 
my Feet, and kifs’d the Ground, faying, O great 
Prophet, no Words can exprefs the Gratitude I re- 
dentr Read in my Heart my Acknowledgments. I 
#aifed Bahatnan up, and killed hiè Forehead. Prince, 
iaid I, could you think I would refufe you my Af- 
fiftance in the ill Circumftances you were reduced 
: to for my fake? I have punilh’d the proud Càcem , , 
who defign’d to have made himfelf Mafter of your 
Dominions* and to have taken away Schirine to place 
-ter among the Slaves in his Seraglio. Fear not from 
■henceforth that any Potentate in the World will dare 
to make War againft you. If any one fliould have 
^the Boldnefs to come and attack you, I will pour on 
’his Troops* a Rain of Fire, that fhall reduce them 
;all to Afhes. 

.After having allured the King of Gazna afrefh 
thatLwould take his Kingdom under my Protection, 
I told him how the Enemy’s Army was frighten’d 
when they law it rain’d Stones on their Camp. Ba~ 
ha man on his Part repeated to me what Cacem had 
told him* and afterwards he retired to leave Schirine 
and me at Liberty. That Princefs, who was not 
left fenfible than the King her Father of the impor- 
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tant Service I had done the State, declared to me her 
Acknowledgments, and carefs’d me a tbou&nd 
Times. I bad like, that once, to have forgot myfelf ; 
«he Day appear’d, when I got to my T runk. But I 
pafiêd (b well then for Mabtmet in every Body’s 
Opinion, that if the Soldiers had feea me in the Air, 
they would not have been undeceived. I could hard¬ 
ly forbear thinking myfelf to he the. Prophet, after 
having routed .an Army. 

Two Days after, when they had interred Cactm, 
to whom, tho’ an Enemy, they gave a magnificent 
Burial, the King order’d pubkck Rejoicings to be 
made in the City, as well for theDtefeat of thoJEnfr- 
my’s Troops, as to celebrate folemnly the Marriage 
of the Priccefc Scbirvu with Mahomet. I thought I 
could do no kfs than fignalize, by fome Prodigy , a 
Feftival that was. obferved in Honour of me. To 
th» End I bought in Goxna fbme white Pitch, and 
Cotton-Seed, together with a little Steel to fjftihp 
.Fire with. I fpent the Day in the Wood to. prepare 
my Fire-works. -I fteeped the Cotton-Seed in the 
Fitch, and at Night, when the People were rejoicing 
in the Street?, I tranfported myfelf above the Town: 
I raifed myfelf as high as was poffible, for fear they 
(hould dtfcern my Machine by the Brigbtnefs ef my 
artificial Fire. Then 1 ftruck Fire, and lighted the 
Pitch, that, with the Cotton-Seed, produced a won¬ 
derful Effect. This done, I retired into my Wood. 
The Day appearing a little afterwards, I went into 
the Town» to have the Pleafure to hear what they 
faid of me. I was not deceived in my Expectation; 
The People talked extravagantly of the Trick I 
had* play’d them: Some faid it was Mahomet , who, 
to lhew that their Feftival was agreeable to him, had 
made celeftial Fires appear ; and others affirmed that 
they faw the Prophet in the Middle of thofe new 
Meteors, with a long white Beard, and a venerable 
Air, as they fancied. 
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All this Difcourfe was exceeding diverting to met 
But, alas! while I was taking this Pleafure, nvf 
Trunk, my dear Trunk, the Inftrument of mjf 
Wonders, was burnt in the Wood. In all Appear¬ 
ance, fome Spark, that I did not perceive, took hold 
of my Machine hi my Abfence, and confumed it. 
Wnen I return’d, I found it reduced to Alhes. A 
Father, who, returning home, Ihould fee his only 
Son pierced in a thoufand Places, and weltering in 
his Blood, could not be more grieved than I wap. 
The Wood echo’d again with my Cries and Groans. 

• I tore my Hair, and rent my Cioaths. I know not 
howl fjpar’d my own Life in the Rage of myDefpair. 

Neverthelefs the DHeafe was without Remedy. 'I 
was forced to come to a Refolution, and { had but 
one to take; which was to go to feek my Fortune 
fomewhere elfe. Thus the Prophet Mahomet* leav¬ 
ing Bahamas and Schirine very much concern’d fpr 
him, departed from the City of Gazna. Î met three 
Days afterwards a great Caravan of Merchants of 
Cain , who were returning to their own Country. I 
joined* Company with them, and went to Grand Cai¬ 
ro, where I turn’d Weaver to fubfift. I lived there 
fome Years. At length I came to Dama/cut* where 
I work at the fame Trade. I feem very content with 
my Condition 5 but they are falfe Appearances. I 
cannot forget the Happinefe I formerly enjoy’d. Scht- 
rine comes inceflantly into my Mind- I would ba- 
nifh her from my Memory for the Sake of my own 
Repofe. I endeavour all I can to do foy and all the 
Efforts I make, being no lets in vain than painful and 
uneafy, make me very unhappy. 

This, Sir, added Malek , is what your Majefty or¬ 
der’d me to tell you. I know very well that you 
will not approve of the Trick I put upontheKijig 
of Gazna and the Princefs Schirine . I have likewise 
perceiv’d more than once that my Relation ftartled 
you, and that your Virtue was moved at mv au- 
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dacious Sacrilege. But be pleas’d to remember. that 
you enjoin’d me to be fincere; vbuclifafe to fofgive 
the Confeffion of. my Adventures, and to afcnbe.it 
to the Neccffity I Was Under, of obeying your Com¬ 
mands. . . • V

•npHE King of Damafcus fent zway the Weaver 
* after he had heard his Story. Then ; he faid 

" to his Favourite Vifier : The Adventure this Man 
lhas told us, is not lefs amazing than yours.

_ neither you, nor he, think yourfelves happy, do npt 
conclude from thence, that I give up the Caufe,

îfliôuid be of no ill Confequence to them. They 
prefently all faid, that they had all of them fome Un- 
“eafihefs' or other : That they did not enjoy Tran¬ 
quillity hf Mind. One confefs’d, that he had too 
much Ambition -, another, too much Avarice ; a third 
protefted, that he was jealous of the Glory that his 
Equals had acquir’d ; and that complain’d, that the 
People did not do him Juftice, in Regard to his 
"Ability ‘in the Art of War. At length, the Ge¬ 
nerals having difeover’d the Bottom ôf their Minds, 
f and Bedreddin , feeing that not one of them was 
'happy, told his Vifier, that the next Day he would 
J hear all his Courtiers. 'Accordingly* they were in¬ 
terrogated 
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térrrogated in their Turns. There was not oiie or 
them that was content. I fee, faid thiè, that my 
Credit diminifhes every Day. They thwart my De- 1 
figns, fays that, and 1 can’t bring about what I de- 
fire. I rtiuft, faid another, take fpecial Care of my. 
Enemies, and ftudy to pleafe them. Another faid, 
he had fperit all he was worth, and weary’d all his. 
Friends. 111 

■' The King of Damafcus not finding, neither among 
his Courtiers, nor Generals, the Man he fought for,' 
believ’d that fuch a one might be among the Of¬ 
ficers of hfe Houfhold. He had the Patience to 
Hear them all fpeak feparately, and they gave him 
the' fame Anfwer, that the Courtiers and the Gene¬ 
rals hàd done ; * that is to fay, they were not exempt 
from Trouble. One complainedof his Wife, ano¬ 
ther of his Children ; thofe that were not Tich, faid 
thkt jheir Poverty made them* unfortunate ; and 
thofe that were rich, wanted Health, or had fome 
Other Caufe of Affliftion. BèdredSn^ neverthelefs, 
would not defpair of finding fome Man that Was 
content. Provided I find but one, faid he to his 
Vifier, T afk no more, for you maintain that there* 
ié none. Yes; Sir,an fever’d Atalmulc again, I main¬ 
tain it, and your ; Majefly fearches to no Purpofe^’ 
lam not yet convinc’d of it, faid the King; and 
a Method juft now comes into my Head, to know 
very foon what I Ought to think of it. At the fame 
Time, he order’d it to be publifhed in the City, 
that all thofe that were fatisfi?d : with?their Deftiny^ 
and whofe Eafe and Quiët Vréiîe nqt difturb’d by 
any Vexation, fhould appear in three Days before* 
his Throne. That Tirne expir’d, and no Body ap-? 
pear’d at Court ; it feem’d as if all the Citizens weré * 
confederated, and aéted in Concert with the Vifier 
Atalmulc . 

• When the King -of Damafcus faw that no one 
Man offer’d himfelf, he was very much amaz’d at it: 
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I cannot believe it, cried he; is it poflible, that tu" 
Damafcus > that in To great and populous a City, 
there is not one happy Man ? Sir, faid Atahnuk , if 
you were to aik all the Men upon Earth, they 
would tell you they are unhappy. That is, replied 
the King, what I cannot imagine : What Surprize 
loever the Experiment I have made hitherto* caufes 
in me, I wifh that my Kingdom were in reace, I 
would very willingly travel all the World over, to 
lee which of us is in the Wrong. 

_ It happen’d at that Time, that Bedrtddiits Ene¬ 
rgies fent EmbafTadors to make Propofals of Peace 
to him on very advantageous Terms. The King 
aflèmbled his Council upon it, and they thought it 
better to accept the Propofals than rejeft them. 
Thus the Peace was concluded between the King 
of Damafcus and hi$ Enemies, and it was fhortly 
after proclaimed. Soon after this, that Monarch 
laid to his Vifier ; Being now no longer at War» 
I am refolved to travel ; nor will I return to D«- 
inafeuiy till 1 have found a Man that is content* 
Sir. anfwcr’d Atalmulc^ why will vour Majefty ex- 
pole yourfelf to the Dangers and Hardihips of Tra¬ 
velling? You ought already to be convinced that you. 
cannot find what you leek after: Judge of every 
Mind by your own ; you have no Enemies to fear ÿ 
your faithful Subjects love you ; your Courtiers in- 
ceflantly employ all their Cares to pleafe you. If 

I ou are not happy, what Man in the World canr 
e fo ? ’Tis true, reoly’d Bedreddin^ in Spight of 
fhe Peace I have made with my Enemies, I per¬ 
ceive that t do not enjoy a perfed Happinefc. t 
çonfefs alfo, that the Defire of knowi/ig if there are 
indeed any fortunate Men in the World, caufes in 
me air Üneafinefi, which alone iq able to difturb, 
the Repofe of my Life. Oh f Sir, faid the Vifier, 
why will you fatisfy that Defire which haunts you ? 
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Bfe afluted that you will never meet with any Per- 
fon that is fihcerelv content with his Lot. 

The Vtfier Atmrmdc would have been very glad 
that his Mailer would have laid afide that Rewlu- 
tiOn j but the King was inflexible, and after hav¬ 
ing kft the (jovemihent of the State to his other 
Vifiets, hé went aWav With AtaimUlc , Seyf el Mulouk, 
and fonie Slaves. They fet out for Bagdad^ and, 
being fefely arrived there, Went to lodge, at an Inn, 
where they pretended to be three Jewellers of Grand 
GaitOy Vho travelled from one Court to another. 
They had taken with them all Sorts of Jewels, thé 
better to pafs for what they would be thought to 
be. Bedreddbt had the rleafure, without being 
kflOWn, to fee thé Commander of the Faithful, and 
nil that was moft worthy of his Cüriofity at Bag** 
dad. One Day he few in the Street a Calender* 
#ht> tpôké very lOud to a Crowd of People that 
Were about him. tie Went nigh him, âhd heard 
him fey to them ; O ! my dear brethren, that yoü 
fhould be lb fehfelefe, to trouble ÿburfelves as yoil 
do, to heap up Richer. When the Aneel of Death 
comes to take you à way, offer him what yOU Will 
to permit you to live, ne will be pitileè and deaf 
to your Offers. Moreover, confefs that the PdfTef- 
fion of your Riches is an Uneafinefs to you. You 
are continually afraid they will become a Préy tô 
Thieves. The Care that "you take to preferve them, 
hinders you from living happily. Look On me witn 
Eilvy : Strlpt of all Riches, and depriv’d of all your. 
Conveniences, I enjoy in the Midfl of my Miieriefc 
a perfeft Happiriefs. 

At this Ditcourfe, the King of t)atnafcu$ took 
thé Vifter afide, and faid ; You have heard a$ 
well as me, what this Calender fays ; this exempts 
me from travelling any farther ; I have found what 
I fought 5 this Man is nappy. Sir, ariftvér’d ÀtaîiriUk 
to him, we muff endeavour to talk with this Ca- 
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lender in private, and engage him, if -we can, to 
difcover his Mind to us; perhaps he does not think 
as he fays. I am very willing, reply’d Bedreddin ; ! 

but at leaft.will you believe him, if, in the private j 
Difcourfe we (hall have with him, he allures us 
that he is content? Yes, Sir, reply’d. Atalmuîc^ I will 
believe him, and confefe then that I have been m 
the Wrong. 

They refolved not to lofe Sight of the Calender, 
who left off fpeaking, when he had received fome 
Pieces of Silver from his Auditors, and went-into 
the Suburbs, where he liv’d. They follow’d him, 
and after they had overtaken him, they alk’d him if 
he would make merry with them? The Calender 
judging by their Mien, that they were rich Strangers* 
told them, that they could not have propofedany thing 
that would oblige him more. He carried them into 
a little Houfe where he lodged, with two other Ca¬ 
lenders that were then there. They were no footer 
informed of the Defign pf the Strangers, but they 
ïheweda great deal of Joy. Atalmu\c drew out pf 
his Purfe fome Sequins of Gold, andqput them into 
one of the Calender’s Hands: Go, faid h^-ta, him, 
buy all that will be neceflary for us to fpend this Day 
pleafantly.. 

The Calender that receiv’d the Sequins, went into 
the Town, and returned twp Hours after, loaded 
with VwStuals, Fruit, and a great G.oat-fkin full of 
excellent Wine. They all prefently. fat round the 
Table, and began to eat; then they drank, and the 
more the Wine began to warm them, the Conven¬ 
tion grew more jovial. The Calenders, above all, 
put themfelves in fo good a Humour, that Bedreddin , 
not doubting but that thefe were very happy Fellows, 

- turn’d towards bis Vifier, and faid to him; We 
jmay, I belieye, be determin’d by what we fee; ac¬ 
knowledge your Error. No, no, reply’d the Vifier, 

’tis 
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îtis not Time yet, Appearances are often'^erytfe* 
ceitful. 

' Gentlemen, then, faid one of the Calender^ *16 
the King of Darhafcus itA hteVifier, what do you 
mean by thefe Words? O Calender ! teplyM Btd± 
reddin , pulling out a Purfe, and prefenting it to him 
that he had heard fpeaking in the Street, receive thefe 
Sequins of Gold ; I make you a Prefent of them, 
upon Condition that you difeover to me the Bottom 
of your Minds. You fee three Jewellers that are 
Partners. One of my Brothers maintains that there 
is no Man in the World entirely content ; I believe 
the contrary; and I have heard fay y but now, that 
you enjoy a perfeCt Felicity. Pray be fo kind as ta 
tell us what we ought to think of you. It very much 
concerns me to know the Truth of it, and you will 
do me a Angular Pleafure, to declare your (elf upon 
this Matter fincerely from the Bottom of your Heart. 

The Calender took the Purfe y thank’d Bedrcddinj 
and faid; Sir, fince you defire it, I will difeover to 
you indeed my Thoughts. I am not happy, nor are 
my Companions. Though you heard me boaft fo 
much of my Happinefs juft now to the People, do 
not therefore imagine that I am fatisfied with my 
Condition. When! fpoke, agâinft Riches, I affure 
you I had no other Defign, than to excite all thofe 
that heard me fo Charity. The Calenders lead too 
miferahle a Life, to be able tot find in their State, 
that Felicity which all Men afpire to in vain. I am 
of Opinion with your Partner, that No-body is con¬ 
tent; nothing cap fatisfy the Heart of Man; fcarce 
has he obtain’d the Accompliihment of one Defire 
that he had fanned, biit he feels another arife that 
difturbs: his Quiet. ' 

The King of Damafcus’s Vifier. was very glad to 
hear the Calender fpeak thus, and he hoped that 
Bedreddin would be of his Opinion, and ftiortly re¬ 
turn to his Dominions; That Prince effectually be- 
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gap febepeffoacted that heraight; bo in the Wrong î 
when, after having taken Leave of the Calenders* 
hr Aid t6 $yf ti Mutant ftnd the Vifyjr t Let ns go 
ipend the Remainder of the Day at feme Houfe 
Wbéra they fell Fyquûo. 

They went to ore accordingly, and found them 
• great Number of Perfans who «fed to meet there 
every Day. They all three fat down at a Table, 
where two Men, who feemed to be Perfons of Note* 
were talking by chance of the Trouble* that are the 
infeparahle Companions of human Life. No, find 
one of them, we ought not to hope,, while vie are 
in this World, that God will fiifter us to live hap- 
ry- if he permitted our Days to be undHlurbed, 
and full of Charms, we fihould not be fo fenfiUe of 
the Pleafures he promifes to the Faithful after Death* 
I am not altogether of your Opinion, laid the other* 
I know very well that moftMen are unhappy, but 
detibt whether all are fb. I knew one, among 
others, who Jive* very defieiouflyy and whpfe everjr 
Moment Aides away m Joy. And who is that hap¬ 
py Mortal? cry’d the Vifier Atalmuk , intruding 
*hLOifdf into their Difcourfe ; in what Part of the 
World may he be found ? In the City vf Aftracax y 
reply’d he that (poke laft ; ^tis tie King of Aftraam. 
himfeJ t If any thing is wantirig to comptai that 
Puince’s Happinêfi, I agree that nothing cam ago y a. 
perfect Felicity ; but I am affiited that no Melan¬ 
choly taints the Sweetnefe of his fortunate Lift I& 
a Word, he is a Man that is contented, therefore he 
is furnàmed» by Way of Excellence* Tht King with* 
out Melancholy . 

This Difcourfe had its Èffeâs on Rgdred&x* We* 
muft, faid he to his Vifier, when they were gone 
from, the Merchant of Fyqutra, fist out To-morraw 
for Ajîracan. ; I will fee The King without Melancboty. 

I have had no kfs Dèfife to fee him than your Mà- 
jefty, fai CLÂtoltnuk» and;lam ready to ga* - 

Thus 
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Thus they téhtvéà to fet forward 6ft thfe Rôàd thé 
next Day ; but being iftfcrft/d act their Inft, that a 
. Caravan of CiaaJJkn Merchants, who Were at Ag¬ 
ate/, were in a few Days to return into their cWft Coun¬ 
try, they defend their Departure, to go in Ccfcn- 
p**y with them, tteat they might travel the more fefe* 
iy. In ftfctft, they left Bagdad With thofe Met chants» 
and armed fafeJy in Gircaffid. They went to Ajkd* 
cm, Where King Hormoz then reigned, furnamed. 
Thé King without Melancholy. They alighted at the 
flrfl Inn, and palled ftill for Jewellers. They per- 
carved chat the People were all in Joy, and that they 
were making great Rejoicings in this City. They 
d the Landlord what News there was at Aftracan, 
and why Every-body was in Joy? Certainly, an- 
fw6*’d the Hoft, you have never been ki this City 
fin ce King Hcrmox has reign’d here, feeirg you a m 
me this Qiieftion. ’ Yis not for a Victory gain’d ovdr 
OCff Enemies that theft Rejoicings are made, nor tfO 
cetehrate any other happy Event. Éverv Day thé 
People make forfte new Feaft, and that omy to con¬ 
form «hemftlWs to the King’s Humour, who is thé 
Prince of the World that has the heft Character j 
Who laughs. Who diverts bhrifelf continually, and! té 
whom for that Reafon has been given the extraordi¬ 
nary Surname of 'tk* King without MdaftcMy. 

Whert the King of DamJfeus had heard the Difr 
courft of the Inrt-keeper, he laid to bis Vifief; irt 
fpWe of the excellât Defeription that our Hoft givel 
u$o£ the Kings o tA/fracon, I am Awe you are not 
perfuaded that that Prince is Air named right. No, 
without doubt, replied itulmulc , I will not be cheated 
by ApgeanariOéôy after the Advenue of the Calender 
©f Bagdad. You are not in the Wrong, replied 
i ïêdreddirtj to diftruft the Reputation that! King 
fhtinbz has acquir’d. I ftrfpe& a9 welt as you, that a 
' Maft loaded with the Burden of a State, is not without 
Trou We; We feall know in a little Time, dontinuedt 

he. 
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lie, whàt tô think of him* for I am refblved to intro-' 
duce my fejf into his Court, to gain, ; if I can* his 
Friendship, and to engage him to difeoyer to me the 
Bottom of his Mind. • . 

. I approve of your Defign, Sir, faid theVifier, but 
on Condition yourMajefty will promife me, that if 
tiie King of AJiracan truite you with his Secrete, ând 
you are convinced that he has his Troubles, you. will 
then ceafe to fearch for happy Men. Yes, faid Btd- 
reddin , and I promife you befides, that I will then 
return to Damafcus. If it be fo, replied the Vifier, 
let us make hafte to get Accefs to King Harmez ; 
let us coûfider that Prince near at Hand, and exa¬ 
mine with Care all his A&ions, that nothing may 
efcapeus. , 

They had no (boner formed the Defign of going to 
the Court of AJiracan , but they put it in Execution» 
They went to the King T s Palace, where they pafled 
through a great Court that was full of Singers and 
Muficians. From thence they went into another 
Hall,.where there were a* great many Slaves of both 
Sexes, who were finely cloth’d, and who danced all 
Sorts of Dances, which were well contrived, invented 
with a great deal of Judgment, and perform’d to 
Admiration. 

After Bedreddin , h» Vifier, and his Favourite, had 
admired fame Time the Addrefs and Agility of the 
Dancers, they had a Defire to fee what pafled in. the 
third Hall, the Door of which feem’d throng’d with 
a Crowd of People, that attentively regarded fome 
Sight.

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Monarch from all the reft. He ftt Upf>érittoft,andharf 
on his Head a Crown of Silver, enriched with To¬ 
pazes and Rubies. He feemMto be about the thir¬ 
tieth Year of his Age, he was handfome arid well- 
fhaped, and had always a fmiling Air : He fextifced 
them by his Words', and by his Example» to dririk, 
and he told them pleafaot Stories, he laugh’d with 
them ; and, in fhort, he was the Life of the Feaft. 

: When Dinner was ovër, that Prince role from 
Table, went into the Chamber where they were 
dancing, followed by all his Courtiers, and fpent the 
reft of the Day in taking all the Pleafure that Danc¬ 
ing and Mufick could afford him. The Night being 
come, he difmjifs’d his Courtiers, and lock’d himfelf 
pp in the Apartment of his Women. All the Dan¬ 
cers and Muficians difappear’d ; and the King of Da * 
mafeusy his Vifier, and Seyf el Mukuk went out of the 
Palace with the People of the Town, whofb Curi- 
ofity had brought them thither. 

I muft confefs, faid Bedreddin , when he was re¬ 
turn’d to the Inn, that the King of AJlracan feema 
happy ; I observed nothing in him that .could make 
me fufpect, that the Joy that enliven’d him was dif- 
fembled. We have at laft met with a Man that is 
content ; and what is yet more extraordinary, he is 
a Sovereign. For me, faid Seyf el Mulouk , I am of 
your Majefty’s Opinion ; I cannot think that King 
Hormoz has àriy Vexations that fecretly trouble the 
Repofe of his Life ; if I judge amifs, he muft be a 
Matter in the Art of diflembling. You are not ig¬ 
norant, faid Atalmulc , that that is an Art they are 
yery well verfed in, in Courts, and the King my 
Mafter will give me Leave to fufpend my Opinion. 
Who can afliire us, but th^t Prince is at this Moment 
a'Prey to fome mortal Melancholy that devours him ? 
Perhaps he pays dear for the. Pleafure we have feen 
him take. 

; The Day following, the King of Dqmafcus, Atal- 
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**&v tnâ SeyfelÀûtüuÂ return'd to the Palace, mr^ 
qm with a Caflset <rf precious Stones, They adkad 
to^peakwhh the King* and bid them tdll hbn they 
were these Jewellers that were Partners, said wm 
made it their Buflnefe td go from Court to Court m 
jell their Jewels. Hmmd order’d that they fSmM 
bring them all three to him* They opened their Caf- 
kets, and (haw’d him the mod beautiful îiï&mmâê 
they had, which he very mueh admir’d ; bat what 
pleaded Mm mod, was a Stone m bigas aPigtonsEgg. 
O beautiful Stone! ibid he, 1 never few one like it f 
Nature fee ms to have taken Pleafti* to coifed hv this 
Scone all the moft lively Colours, What happy CE- 
mate could have produced fo fine a Thing f Jtahmkj 
who had been bred a Jeweller, began to (peak. Sir, 
(aid he. They find this fen of Stone m the Me of 
Setenisb \ ’twas there that we bought it ; an d indeed* 
of all the Jewels tfiat are found in that Country, this 
is the moft valuable. [The Serf of Stone here Jpokese 
if is that which tht Inhabitants of Ceylan taU Cat's 
Eyes. Some Travellers fay^ that there an forte as big 
as a Pigeon's Egg. It ts a round Sime , and glitters 
with all Sorts of Colours, according as we changé its 
PofitioMt or regard it with different Ajpefis : And front 
hence it bad its Name , Cat's Eyes.] 

The King of Afracan Teeming never to be weary 
with looking on this Stone, Bedreddin laid to him ; 
Sir, we are over-joy’d that we have femethiitg that 
fdeafes your Majefty. We moft humbly defire that 
you will fuffer us to make you a Prefent of this Stone ; 
accept of this (mall Gift that we take the Liberty to 
offer you; fend us not away with th&Regrfet we maH 
have at your reje&ing it. Uormez receiv’d it with 
Pleu&ro, and feid to the Jewellers, that he Would 
have them flay feme Time at his Court, and lodge 
in his-Palace. They went to live there that very 
Day ; he gave them very magnificent Apartments, 
and they was ferved by the King’s Ôflâççrs. That 
I Mo- 
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Afonttth* tbnfidering thefe Strangers as Men that 
tfevfeU’d all over AfU r, refelt’d to fliew them all 
isaaginabld Civilities, and to do them aU poffihle Ho- 
nokrs, to engage them to tell in other Courts, the 
Wonders of hm He made them etery Day ne# 
Prefeifts: Sometimes he took them a hunting with 
him, and fosnetimes he diverted them with feme 
curious Sight. Another Whiles he order’d a fhteljr 
Feaft, where appear’d all the Nobility of C'trcajflia ; 
and in every Thing he did, he exceeded his ordi* 
nary Magnificence, to daa&Ie the Eyes of thefe pre* 
tended Jewellers, 

King Bedreddin , lefi taken op with all thefe Plea* 
fores, than carefully to obferve the King of Ajira * 
tea, did not let any one Aâion of that Prince efcape 
him : Nor was he watch’d with left Attention by 
Aiabnulc and Ssyftl Mtdmtk* Thefe three diffcmbled # 
Jewellers* appy’d tbemfeives entirely so difeovet 
feme Ccoiftraint in what Hormox did ; but how 
nearl y foever they pry’d into all his Anions, they 
could perceive nothing in them that they could * 
âafpcâ of Diffimuhtion: Amhmdc> ftid* one Day, 
the King of Damafcui to his Vifier, if we may rely 
on our Conjectures, the Prince that we obferve, it 
happy. ’Tis true, reply’d that Miniftfer, one haa 
Ecafen to think he is content; nevertbekfs, h is 
not certain he is fb; we fee him not a^nights : While 
We believe him in a facet Repofe, feme horrible 
Chagrin, perhaps, drives away Sleep from his Eyes* 
And hour, repiy’d Btdnddm r can we know, what 
is in his:Mind? You midi, rcply’d the Vifier, make 
a Con fident of him ; teH him your Name, and why 
you came into Circaffia. Your Franknefe will ex¬ 
cite his, and he will, perhaps* reveal a Secret to you* 
which be hides from all the World.

fcovery of what he defir’d to know» To this Pur- 
bofe, the three Jewellers went one Day to find the 
rCing of Ajlracan, and defied a private Conference 
with him, which was granted them. ; Bedreddin 
began 'to fpeak, and faid to Hormoz .“Sir, we come 
to defire your Majefty to let us go from your Court ; 
the Time that we propos’d to ftay in this Town, 
is expir’d: Be pleafed to fuffer us to thank you 
for your Bounties, and retire. Far be it from me, 
reply’d the King of AJlracan+ to detain you in my 
Court againft your Wills ; I confefs, however, fo 
hafty a Departure is a Trouble to me ; I depended 
that you would'not go fo foon, but I fee my Court 
has not Charms enough to ftay you. Oh! Sir, -re- 
ply’d Bedreddin , 1 call Heaven to witnefs, that your 
Court Teems to us full of Pleafures, and more agree¬ 
able than that of the Commander of the Faithful 
himfelf. Moreover, the Entertainment you have 
given us, and the Civilities you have (hewn’ us, are 
abundantly fufficient to render this Abode charm¬ 
ing to us j but we have very urgent Reafons to 
pblige us to return into our own Country. For in 
fhort, Sir, we are not Jewellers, as you take us to 
be. Iam a King as well as youj I reign over the 
People of Damafcus ; and thefe two Men that you 
believe my Partners, are, one of them my Grand 
Vifier, and the other my Favourite. 

: The King of AJtracan Teem’d amaz’d at this Truft 
they reposM in him, and was yet much more fur- 
priz’d, when Bedreddin told him why he came from 
Damafcus .. Hormoz broke out into Laughter at the 
End of his Relation. And, Sir, faid he to him. Does 
your Vifier maintain that no Man is content ? Yes, 
Replied the King o f Damafcus, and ’tis what I can¬ 
not perfuade myfelf^to believe. Indeed, I could not 
in my Dominions find one Perfon who enjoys a per¬ 
fect Happinefs: I have alfo to no Purpofe fought after 
happy Men in other Places. I faw, at Bagdad, feme 
that feem’d very well latisfied with their Deftiny, 
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and who', however, were not fo. Wearied with a 
vain t and tedious Inquiry, I was going to return to- 
Damafcus, when I was inform’d that in the City of 
Ajiracan , there reign’d a King, who bçcaufe of his 
good Humour, was furnamed The King without Me¬ 
lancholy. I was willing to fee you out of Curiofity ; ' 
ajnd I have obferved that Joy attends all your Steps. 

I conjure you. Sir, to tell me, if the Appearances 
are falfe: Do you tafte a pure Felicity? Does any f 
Grief difturb your Quiet? 

fîormoz. could not forbear laughing again at this? 
Qyeftion: Is it poffible, Sir, faid he to the King of 
Ipamafiusy that you have effe&ually abandon’d your 
Dominions, and that you travel over the World to ; 
feek a Man perfeâly content ? Nothing is morev 
tfUe, reply’d Bedreddin , and I defire you to difeover 
your Mind to me; be pleafed to add this Proof df' 
your Kindnefs to all thofe you haye already given me. 
Since you alk this yéry ferioufly of me, reply’d the 
King of Ajiracan* and as if it were of great Impor¬ 
tance to you to know it, I tell you, your Vifier is in 
the Right ; I am of his Opinion, I do not believe 
that any Man is truly happy: As for me, I am far 
from being fo; or, to fpeak more properly, though 
I am furnamed The King without Melancholy , I am: 
perhaps the moft unfortunate Prince in the World. 
The Joy that appears in my Face is a falfe Joy, ’tis 
the Effect of a painful but necèffary Compulsion > 
^nd I find myfelf much the more miferable, in that 
I am neceffitated to hide from my Subjects, the 
Grief .that devours me. . 

The King of Damafcus exprefs’d to the King of 
Ajiracan, how much he was furpriz’d to hear him 
fpeak thus ; and difeoyer’d at the fame Time fuch an 
ardent Çuriofity to know the Caufe of his Grief, 
that Hormoz . promis’d to tell it him. 
s In the mean while Mirth and Jollity reign’d in. 
the City of Ajiracan ; and the Courtiers, that were 
i inge- 
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ingenious in finding out Way» to pnrfOtMft» the Re¬ 
joicings at Courts invented every Day DiveHioM, all 
more rare than the other. They made it their only 
Bufinefs to divert their Sov«reign, and every one 
feem’d to dispute the Glory of pftffittg for Mm, that 
fhould fucceed the beft in it* JfjA m to let his 

Courtiers fee that he was fatisfied With their 2eal, 
always feem’d delighted at the Diveriians they made 
for him: But though he diflèthbied as well now ai 
before; Bedreddin , Atalntidt and Stjf el AfnUuk, af¬ 
ter the Confcffion he had made them, believed they 
obfeiVd in his Face, that he conftrain’d himfeJr. 
They all three waited impatiently that he Would 
keep his Promife, which he did (hortly in the fiat- 
lowing Manner. 

One Night, when all Was quiet in the Palâée, h* 
font for them by an Eunuch, who introduced then* 
into the Womens Apartment. Tie king mittetf 
Mdattcbtfy root them in the firft Chamber, and' fold- 
to them. At laft I will difengage myfolf of my Pro- 
mife; you fhaU judge if I am in the Wrong, toted 1 
you I am the moft unfortunate Prince in the World* 
At thefe Words, ho took the King of Detnkefius hf 
the Hand, he carried him through two Chambers, 
and conducted him to die Door of a third, which 
he bid him look into. Bedreddin caft his Eyes into 
the Chamber, and law upon a Sofa a young Lady, 
whofe Beauty furprn’d him. Her Complexion fur- 
pafs’d Snow in Whiteneft, and her Eyes refembled 
two Suns; (he had a finding Air y and iêem’d atten¬ 
tive to the Difcourfe of an old 8iâVé that fpdke to her. 

Look on that Princefs who fits on the Sofe, con¬ 
tinued Home»: Have you ever (eon any Thing fo 
beautiful? Does not Nature feem to have taken * 
Pleafiiro in forming fo charming an Objeét? Confeft, 
Sir, that you have not in your Seraglio a Woman of 
fo perfect Beauty. And you, addeefllng hlmfelf to 
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the Vifcr and the Favourite of the King of Damaf- 
cusj behold her well, and agree that you ncvejr few 
io beautiful a Lady. After Bedreddirt had examin’d 
her with a great deal of Care, he confefied that 
(he was incomparable. Atalmuk , looking on her, 
believed he few Zeliea $ and the Prince Seyf el Mulouk 
did not find her inferior to Beds al jtmaU 
’Tis, reply’d the King of Ajlracan* , this lovely 
Princefe that occafipns my Trouble j ’tis (he that 
caufes my Unhappinefe. Is it becaufe (he does not 
love you. Sir, laid the King of Damafcus f Her In¬ 
difference i —— No» no, (aid Hormez, interrupting 
him, ’tis not that that I complain of. If I adôro 
her, I am beloved again by her. How then, reply’4 
Medreddin , can (he make you unhappy? You (hall 
fee, reply’d the King of ÇircaJJia : Stay all three ag 
the Door and obferve what pafles. 
c In faying thefe Words, he went into the Chapn* 
her, ana drew nigh to the Princefs. As (bon as he 
approached her, O unheard of Prodigy I (he chang'd 
Countenance. Her Cheeks, that before were blended 
with White and Carnation, became by Degrees at 
pale as Death} her Lips livid; her failing Air dif- 
appear’d, and her beautiful Eyes (hut themfelves ; at 
length, when he was beftde her, he fet bfafelf on a 
Sofa, and calling on her a Look, that confefe’d both 
his Love and Qrief; My Princefc, feid he, be pleafed 
to open your Eyes, and look on your deplorable Hus¬ 
band ; the Condition you are in, pierces my Heart. 
Tbe Princels anfwer’d nothing. She gave him no 
Sign by which he might know (he heard him: She 
feem’d to have loft her Life* 

Hormoat could no longer (upport this fed Sight; he 
rofe from off the Sofa, and at every Step he took to 
come to Bedreddin , and proportionally as he went 
from the Queen, his Wife, that Princefs reviv’d. Her 
beautiful Eyes, difperfmg the Darknefs that cover’d 
them, became more lively and fparkling than before. 

Her 
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Her Complexion re-aflumed its Cfcarnefijîn a Word, 
they faw her Charms returning a-new, which caufed 
an unimaginable Amazement in the Spectators. 

The King of Damafcus , his Vifier and Favourite, 
keeping their Eyes conftantly fix’d upon the Queen 
of Aftracan , could not recover from their Surprize. 
Well, fays Hormoz to them, do you think noyv,' 
that I am that happy Man you fees, for ? 

No, fays Bedreddin , we are of Opinion, that your 
are a very unfortunate Prince : The amazing Won¬ 
der, which we have been Witneffes of, make us but 
too fenfible of it : But* Sir, adds he, why does the 
Queen fwoon away when you come near her, and 
by what Inchantment does flie immediately conie 
to herfelf again, whèn you are gone from her ? 
May Iafk the Favour of you, to fatisfy my Curiofitjr 
in this Matter? 

" : I ahi not fdrprized at your Queftion, anfwer’d the 
King of Ajlracan , I underftand you right : You have 
Reafon, undoubtedly, to be aftontfh’d at what yôir 
have teen. But to inform you of what you defite 
K to know, I muft relate to you a Story, that is no he 
of the fliorteft : The Night is far fperit, gb to Bèdy 
and, in the Morning, I will fatisfy *ÿour Guriofityy 

The fame Eunuch, who had conduced Bèdred- 
din , Atalmuk , and Seyf el Afulouk into the Womens 
Apartment, carried them back into their own Lodg¬ 
ings. None of the three could fleep that Night;* 
Their Thoughts being taken up with what they had 
feen, they wearied their Imagination, in inquiring 
into rhe Caufe of it* without receiving any Satis¬ 
faction from their Conjeftures. In flxort, the Day 
following, they wereint reduced into Hormoz’s Clo- 
fqt, who related his Story thus. 
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'TbtStoty of King Hormoz, furnamed 9 The King with¬ 
out Melancholy. 

F IVE Years ago, having a Fancy to travel, I 
afked Leave of the late King my Father, who 
.granted my Requeft. He appointed me a large Re¬ 
tinue, as well for my Safety, as that I might appear 
amongft Strangers, fuitable to the Dignity of my 
' Rank*. He open’d his Treafury, and gave me vaft 
Sums of Money for my Journey, with a great Quan¬ 
tity of Jewels.* It is fit,.faid he, that a Prince fhould 
leave, in every Place through which he partes, fome 
'Tokens of his Magnificence and. Generofity. He 
muft not a & like a private Perfon. I would have 
him diftribute his Money with .a liberal Hand. The 
common People, dazzled with our Liberality, often 
afcribe to us thofe Virtues, which Heaven has dç- 
'nîed us. 

Thus, I ported from AJiracan with a pompous 
'Equipage; we pafs’d the Volga ^ the River jaic 9 
and coafting along the Cafpian Sea, we arriv’d at 
Jenghikunt ; from whence we came to Jund 9 then 
'to Caracou 9 and afterwards to Otrar . Ï. fail’d not 
to purfue my Father’s Maxims ; all the Towns 
where I ftop’d, felt the Effe£b of my Liberality; 
I was lavifh of my Prefents. In a Word, I re¬ 
turn’d fully the Honours I received, and the leaft 
Services that were done me. It is certain my Pro- 
fufions made me be look’d upon as an accomplifh’d 
"Prince. 

Amongft the Circajfian Lords who attended me, 
there was one, who was my Governor, and whom 
I had a particular Love for ; his Name was HuJfeyn , 
he was a Man of a Angular Merit ; but, that which 
pleafed me, perhaps, above the reft, was his Com- 
plaifance for my Opinions. Inftead of fttting him- 
felf up for an ill-natur’d and importunate Cenfor, 

he 
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he fhew'd a Readinefs to obey my Pleafure. Nay, 
he even ftudied to be before-hand with my Incli¬ 
nations : Infomuch that he became my Confident, 
and I trufted him with all my Secrets. 

Huffiyn, faid I one Day, at Otrar y I am weary of 
travelling in the Quality of a Prince. The Ho¬ 
nours that are paid me, begin to tire me ; I enjoy 
not the Pleafure, which private Men tafte in Tra¬ 
velling; a thoufand Things efcape me, by Reafbh 
I am burthen’d with Grandeur, which will not al¬ 
ways give me leave to fetisfy my Curfofity. I 
would fain pafs for a private Perfon. - I would con- 
vcrfe with the People of the meaneft Condition, 
and obferve their Avions. Befides that this would 
divert me, I might, perhaps, improve myfelf by it 

The complainant rluffeyn fail'd not to commend 
the Inclination that I had (hewn ; nothing, (aid he 
to me, is fo Praife-worthy, as this Defire of yours, 
and you may fetisfy yourfelf when you pleafe ; Take 
your own Meafures, my Prince, you have nothing 
to do, but leave your Retinue here, and we wS 
proceed towards the City of Carizme like two Tra¬ 
vellers* 

I was charm'd with the agreeable Temper of my 
Governor, and gave him Orders to prepare every 
Thing for our Departure, which was loan done, 
for we wanted but two Horfes ; we took a fufficient 
Quantity of Gold and Jewels, and we parted from 
Oirar , where we left all my Train, with Orders 
to wait there for me. We puffed the Jaxartes , 
and, advancing into Zogathay y we arrived in Safety 
at the great City of Çarizme , where Clitch-Arfelan 
then reigned. [Clitch ftgnifies a Sabre , and Arfelaji 
a Lien .] 

We went to lodge in an Inn, where they took 
us for no other than private Travellers. The next 
Morning after our. Arrival, we had a Mind to fee 
the City, which we found anfwerable to the Idea 
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. wt bad conceived of its Magnificence. We flopp'd 
to look upon one Palace above all the reft, which 
appear’d to be of a more fingukr Structure. It waa 
not a Body of a Houfb join’d to other Buildings, 
which fçrv’d as Wings to it j it was only a great 
Piece of Ground furrounded with low Walls, and 
in which, from Diftance to Diftance, were built 
very high, but narrow Towers. 

We had a meat Defire to go into this Inclefure : 
We approach’d the Towers, from whence, we 
thought wt heard the Sound of human Voices; we 
were not deceived, for there were Men within them, 
whom we could not fee, but who talk’d, fang, and 
laugh’d very loud. We gueffed we were got into 
a Place where Madmen were kept, and, prefcntly, 
we heard what confirm’d us in our Opinion ; one 
of thefe diftradted Perfora, repeated Arabian Verier 
with a great deal of Violence : He made an Elegy 
upon his Miftrefs, and thought it not enough to est* 
toi her above the Houris. 

The Nymph y I adore, fetid he y is the f *idip of Na+ 
turds Garden: One may call her Mouthy a Cup of rich 
Cordial Wine: If Jht /miles , one would think they fata 
the Mother ef Pearl ; and if Jhe [peak, her Words are 
Pearls that compofe the Necklace of the Graces ; the 
white Treffes of her Hair are Heufes of the Sun ; and * 
her lingers have ferved fen Pencils , for the mojl cele¬ 
brated Many to paint the wonderful Cabinet of China 
with . 

He ufcd other Expreffions as wild as thefe ; which 
made us too fenfible his Brain was di&urbed. Huf- 
feyn, lays I to my Governor, what think you of that 
Man there ? I think, anfwer’d he, that his Poetry 
has turn’d his Brain, and wants Senfe as well -as 
himfetf. 

After we had diverted ourfelves for Ibme Time, 
with thefe extravagant Verfes, which he continued 
to repeat, we left him engaged in the Praifes of his 
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Miftrefs, and, approaching to a neighbouring Tower, 
our Ears were prefently ftruck with the Voice of 
another Madman, who fang thefe Words ; O thou , 

. whofe Beauty affords that Light to the Sun , which is 
diffus'd in Cottages as well as Courts ; know, charming 
Princejs , that I give a gracions Reception to that Ray , 
with which thou vouchfafeji to lighten my melancholy 
Cell . Alas ! I am. a ruin'd Buddings and thou art- 
the Architect : I am a River that rolls inceffantly. its 
Waters towards the Sea of thy Perfections : Thou art 
.a Fountain of Life , and I am the right Way thither. 

Another Madman, who was in die fame Tower, 
excited, without Doubt, by the Example of this, 

, fell a fingiog in another Tune : He complained of 
the Cruelty of a fair Ladylto him, and begg’d that 
Death might relieve him from his Torment, Sir, 

, then faid Huffeyn , do you obferve, that Love is the 
.Subjeâ of the Songs and Ravings of thefe Madmen ? 
.for thçy all feem to be in Love. 

While my Governor was making this Reflection, 

. a Carizmian , who by Accident was ftandmg by, join¬ 
ing Converfation with us, faid, It is not very extra¬ 
ordinary, that thefe mad People talk , of Love ; for 
their Frenzy proceeds from thence. It is a Sign, 
added he, that you are Strangers, and that you have 
never been at Carizme before, if you are ignorant, 

. that thefe Men loft their Senfes by feeing the Daugh¬ 
ter of our Sultan. 

The Carizmian, perceiving that his Difcourfe oc- 
cafion’d in us a great Surprize, faid, I tell you, I 
.confefsj a Thing hard to believe; neverthelefs, there 
is nothing more true, you need but afk the whole 
Town, to be fatisfied; all the World will aflure you, 
that the Princeft of Carizme's Beauty hath produced 
this ftrange Effect upon thefe unfortunate Wretches. 

That Princefe, purfued he, plays often at Pell- 
Mell in publjck ; me is then without her Veil, and 
, may be feen, But woe to thofe, who ftay to look 
^upon her, for they find fuch Flames in her Eyes, as 
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become fatal to them. Some faH irtto Languifh- 
ings, and die with Defpair, that they cannot poflefs 
“what they love ; and others lofe their Reafon. Thefc 
Iaft are (nut up in thefe Towers, which were built 
at the Sultan's Expence on PurpOfe for them. That 
Prince, who otherwife is endow'd with a thoufand 
Virtues, inftead of hindering his Daughter from 
fhewing herfelf to the People, feems to take Delight 
in their Misfortunes, of which flie is the Author, 
and to rejoice in having given Life to fo dange¬ 
rous a Creaturè. 

While the Garizmtan was fpeaking to us after this 
Manner, we faw a Crowd coming from the City 
with feveral ’ of the Sultan's Guards, Who conduced 
two young Men, and advanc’d towards the Towers. 
Yonder, (aid I, are fome more Madmen that are 
bringing hither. Yes, faid the Carizrman , the Prin- 
cefs Razia Beghtmu is playing at Pell-mell to Day. 
He had no fooner done fpeaking, but I left him 
fomewhat abruptly; Hujf'eyn follow'd me, and ob- 
ferving that I walk'd haftily, afk'd me, why I went 
fo faft ? I go, faid I, to fee the Prince# of Carizme 
play at Pell-mell ; I will myfelf judge of her Beau¬ 
ty ; I doubt very much, whether it be fo formidable 
as is faid. 

My Governor fhudder'd at this Difcourfe, and 
oppofed, for the firft Time, mv Will. Ah ! Sir, faid 
he, with the utmoft Marks of Sorrow, take great Care 
of giving Way to your Inclination: What Demon 
hath poflèffed you ? After what we have feen with our 
own Eyes, after what the Carizmian hath told us, can 
you defire the fatal Sight of Razia ? I conjure you 
by the great Prophet Aly, without whom Heaven 
and Earth had not been created, expofe not yourfelf to 
look upon her ; rather dread the Lot of thofe unfortu¬ 
nate Wretches, of whom we havé heard the Story. 

I could not forbear laughing at HuJJeyn’s Apprehen- 
fion of Danger : Indeed, faid I to him, you are too 
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•unreafonïble : Can y eu harbour fo ridiculous -a Fear? 
Can you imagine that the Sight of a fair Lady is 
able to deprive me of my Senfes? You are not ig- 
jiorant, that in-my Fathers Seraglio, there are Wo¬ 
men of the moft perfect Beauty, and that none-of 
them bould ever affeâ; me. I am, perhaps, for a 
^Prince of my Age, -the leaft fufceptible of aaylm- 
iprdfions of Love 5 you know that, at Court, I had 
that Ghara&er, -Which feme look’d upon as -a Fault, 
others as a Virtue : Do ^net believe then, that l can 
be drawn at once from one Extream to the «other ? Be 
not ufteafy ^n Account of the Curfoûty which* ur¬ 
ges me* and be^flured on the Word I give.you, 
that I will jgo ahd fee Rw&la 'B^bame with Impu¬ 
nity, notwithstanding the Report of iher Charms. 

My Governor made me 'no «Rejjly, and tho’ i 
anfwerM for myfelf, I could perceive he was not 
fatiSfied. Neverthelefe, I thought of nothing but to 
; gratify my Cdriofity ; and not knowing the <Piaae 
where the Princefs play’d, I addrefs’d myfelf to 
the firft Perfon I met in the City: He was an 
Iman or Chief-Prieft ; do me the Favour, faid I, to 
•tell me the Way to the MeU. 

Young Man, anfwer’d he, if you have a Mind 
to play at Pell-mell, let it alone till To-morrow ; 
the Pirineefs' .plays there to Day : Inftead of com¬ 
ing near the Mell, I would advife you to keep from 
it. O Sir, replied I to the Iman, my Defign is not 
to play, bit only to fee the Prineefs. Ah Wretch ! 
cried he, are you wearyof your Life, or have you , 
a Mind to lofe the Ufe of your Reafon ? Have you 
heard what Effcâs the Sight of Razia oecanons 
on -Men ? If you know h, you are very cafe not 
to dread fo dângeroüs -a / Beauty. 

He ufed other Arguments befides, and made all 
the Efforts he could to alter my Refolutioti ; but 
in the End, feeing that I perfifted to know the 
Way to the MelJ, he fhew’d it me with a fmart 
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ASr ; < 3 o then, faid he to me, with Anger, Tan 
to your Deftru&ion,lkcc you will not take my 
Advice. 

In a Moment after I had left the Iman, I heard a 
Herald crying in the Streets with* loud Voice : I give 
Notice io all People , in the Sultan's Name , that the 
Prtncefs Razia is flaying at Pelh-mdl. If any Man k 
fo imprudent as to look upon her , I declare that he ought 
to impute to his own Fault only the Mifchief that may 
1 happen to him. 

The nearer I came to the Mell, I obferved the 
greater Hurry among the 'People : I heard Parents 
•galling their Sons, and fearchifig diligently for them, 
to hinder them from feeing Razia. I laugh’d within 
fcftyfelf at thefe Precautions, and more ftfll at the 
Fright they had caus’d in Huffeyn. When we were 
icome near the Mell, We could lee nothing but old 
Men ; and they too Jcept themfelves at a Diftance 
From the Princéfe. < They apprehended, in Ipite of 
"the Coldnefs of Age, that they fliould be charmed, 
.and.be lent to end their Days in the Mad-houfc. 
The Mell was not lined with Speftators; for all the 
.Men avoided the Sight of the fineft Objedt of 
•Nature. 

As for myfelf, I advanced boldly, and being deaf 
To the Voice of feveral good old People, who out of 
Pity, cried out tor me to retire, I prefented myfelf 
before.the Sultan’s Daughter; but I came too late: 
She had^iven over Play, and put on her Veil. So 
•that I could fee nothing but her Shape, which ap¬ 
pear’d majeftick : She mounted into a Litter with 
two of her Favourites, and return’d to the Palace 
furrounded with a numerous Guard. 

Then, addreffing myfelf to my Governor, I fai l 
with an Air of Chargin, How unfortunate am I ! 
-I'or if I had arrived a Moment fooner, I had feen 
Razia. Sir, anfwer’d Huffeyn , in a Tranfport of 
Joy, which he could not contain ; Thanks to Heaven, 
S 2 that 
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that you havé not feen her. In fpite of the Alft- 
ranjces you gave me to behold her without Concern, 

I am glad, Iconfefs, that you made not the dangerous 
Experiment You havè no great Reafon, faid I, to 
rejoice, for the Trial is only defer r’d a little : The 
firft Time the Princefe plays again, I promife you, I 
will fee her, were flie more dangerous than you 
imagine her to be. 

I paflèd the reft of the. Day in this Difpofition. 
The next Day it was published in the City,that Ra - 
-%ia would play no more before the People, and was 
never to appear without her Veil ; that the Sultan 
her Father had taken this Refolution, upon the hum¬ 
ble Remonftrance of his Vificrs. 

This Publication affliâed me as much as it pleas'd 
my Governor, who could not contain himfelf fof 
Joy ; Ah ! my Prince, faid he to me, 'tis now that 
I fee you are out of Danger : The Princefs is to go 
no more out of the Seraglio, and her Beauty will be 
jio longer the Ruin of Mankind: I cannot thank 
Heaven enough for it. You are deceived, Hujfeyn^ 
faid I, interrupting him haftily, if you believfe that 
I renounce the Hopes of fatisfying my Curiofity. 
Tho’ it be very difficult at prefent to fee Razia^ it is 
not irripoffible to find out the Means. 

In fhort, feveral Expedients came into my Mind ; 
but I refolved upon this only : I took a good Sum of 
Gold, and many Jewels, and went to the Sultan's 
Gardener. I put a Purfe of Gold into Kis Hands. 
Take this. Father, faid I to him, there is five hun¬ 
dred Sequins in it : I beg your Acceptance of them, 
till I prefent you with fomething more confiderable. 

The Gardener was a good old Man, that had for 
his Wife a Woman almoft of the fame Age. He 
took the Purfe, fmiling, and faid, Young Man, it 
is a handfome Prefent * but as you would undoubt¬ 
edly have me do fomething for it, tell me what Ser¬ 
vice you defire of me ? I have a Requeft to make to 

you. 
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you, replyM I, which is to let me enter into the 
Gardens of the Seraglio, and give me the Opportu¬ 
nity of only feeing once the Princefs Razia , fince 
file is to appear no more in the Town. 

At thefe Words, the Gardener bluntly return'd 
my Purfe : Be gone, audacious Youth, faid he, you 
refleft not on the Confequences. of what you propofe 
to me. Befides that, in looking on tne Princefs, 
you run the Rifque of becoming mad; know you 
not that you expofe both your Life and mine? If 
you fliould dref^yourfelf in Womens Cloaths, and I 
fhould permit you, under that Difguife, to be in the 
Gardens at tne Time when Razia Beghume walks 
there, {hall not I have great Reafon to apprehend 
that you will be difcover’d ? The Eunuchs, who 
watch to fecure the Women, have a wonderful Pe¬ 
netration; nothing can efcape them, and they fufpeft 
every thing. Confider then the Danger into which 
you would call both yourfelf and me. 

This Difcourfe did not difcourage me. O my 
Father! reply’d I, in giving-him the Purfe again, 
deny me not your Afîiftance ; I am a Stranger, and 
have neither Friends nor Relaftiojis here; I have a 
great Ambition to fee the Princefs, and it is from 
you alone that I can expeft this Satisfa&ion : If yoii 
will not procure it me, I (hall die for Grief. The 
Gardener’s Wife could not hear me without Com- 
paffion ; and, joining her Inftances to mine, we be¬ 
gan vigoroufly to prefs her Husband to yield to my 
Requeft. He feem'd thoughtful for fome Time, 
without anfwering us, which made me believe we 
fhould prevail with him. ~I prefented him with fe- 
veral Diamonds to determine him in my Favour. 
This rouz’d him from his Thoughtfulnefs. My Son, 
faid he, it was not at all neceflary to have given me 
thefe Jewels to gain me to your Intereft ; for as foon 
as I faw you, I had an Inclination for you : I am re- 
folved toferve yo*, and I havfc projected a Way to 
S3 fatis- 
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fatisfy yoiu: Defire* without expofmg one» or the othex 
of us. 

I embraced the old man upon this" plcafing Aflk-r 
ranee he gave me,, and inapatient to know the Way 
he had found out, I beg*d of him not to leave, me 
any longer ignorant of it* You muft quit your Own 
Habit, faid he, to put on a meaner: I will make 
you pafs for a Journeyman Gardener : But as your 
white Locks may give Sufpicjon to the Eunuçhs, 
we’ll cover your Head with a* Bladder, which (hall 
be dawb’d in fuch a Manner, that you may feem, to 
have a feald Pate. This will be the bed Way in the 
World.; for the more difegreeable you are, the left 
you will be fufpefted. Perhaps, added he, you find 
yourfelf averfe to ûich a Sort of Diiguife; but I can~ 
not propofe any other to you, and you need, make no 
Diflkulty to make ufe of it; if, as you lay,, you have 
no other Defign than to fee the Sultan’s Daughter. If 
your Intention be to make her in Love with, you, I 
confefs, in that Cafe; you ought to aflume a Form 
that may be more capable to prepoflefs her in your 
Favour. 

I approved of the Invention, and fuffer’d myfelf to 
be drefs’d like a Journeyman.Gardener. They put 
a Bladder on my Head,, and dighted me in fuch. a 
Planner, that the mod amorous Ladies might look 
upon rue without Concern, During the Time the 
old Man and his Wife were .putting the fmifliing 
Hand to my Difguife, nay Governor, weary of 
waiting, and impatient to know what I was doing 
at the Gardener’s, came in to- us* He cafe his 
Eyes upon me, and, knowing;rae tho’ I was. thus 
difguis’d, he feera’d affonifh’d at the ftrange Drefe 
I was in. 

I could not forbear laughing at bis Surprize* and 
my Laughter excited him. to laugh likewife. The 
Simplicity or Meannefs of my. Drefc, and ray Cap, 
that gave me the Air of a fcabby Head, furmth’d 
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» all with ;a f4iü Qocafios ta b$ nwwty. The 0W1 
Gardener onlytemained ferious. He (hjew’d fames 
Unea&aefe, and afldd: m# if l was; well afîured of 
the Difcretion of Hk/fëyn?. I anfwer’d for that; and 
the better to: quiet hi&Mind* toldJûm v hp,was my 
Brother. 

That beaough* feidthe old .Man* .1 am. (atisiwd* 
What now remains is. to introduce you into the. 
Gardens. Let yonr Brother go home : He may come 
hither from Time to Time; I will give him au, 
Account of you. Upon this Huffcyn retir’d* and 
immediately, after, the Gardener carried me into the* 
Garden with him. He gave me a Spade* flaw’d 
me how fcxufe it, an&fetme a.Talk; to do. As l 
was at work, feveral Eunuchs pafled by me.: Theyi 
look’d upon m é,_ a»d^ took; me for a fcald Head. 
Good, fay they, fuch Journeyjnem Gardeners am 
fit for us* Them they-pu-rfued their Way,, and left 
mev well fatisfied in not having, gwoa them the leaifc 
Sufpicioq. 

Towards the End of the Day, my old Ma fier, 
thinking that T w<aa weary, made me leaaii m yr 
Wade, and Jed me to the Side of a Mrrblo Eoun- 
tain, wherein was very fine Water. I them found! 
a* Skin fpread on» tfa® Ground, cover’d. with foveral 
Plates of Ricpj and other Provifions. Near it was 
a great Goat’s Skim full of Wine, with a Tambour* 
\A Sort of Lute, with, a long Neck, and fix IFire 
Strings .] We hoth fat down upon the Skin, and eat 
with an Appetite. Having ftiÜ Rzoourfo. to out Li¬ 
quor,. we hadahnofl drank it alfoff, when the old 
Man, finding himfelf in a pleafent Humour, took 
the Tambour and play’d. 

I was too well vers’d in the Management of the 
Fazana, [A Piece ef Tortoife-Shell, about the Size and. 
Length of a Finger , with which the : Strings of the: Tatum 
hour* are to* be charm’d with has Manner of 
playing : But, tho* he took himfelf mom Pleafure 
' i S 4 in 
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in playing, than he gave me, I fail’d not to tell him 
that he perform’d very well. He exprefs’d himfelf 
fatisfied with my Commendation, and gave me the 
Inftrument into my Hands. Take it, my Son, faid 
he to me, play a little in your Turn: Let us (fee 
how you can manage it. I wanted not to be afk’cL 
twice, but play’d one of the beft Airs of Abdel - 
moumen ; ' [The moft telebrated Mufician of Periia, who 
tempo?d an infinite Number of Tunes , and may be faid 
to have been the Lully of his Time] and to gratify him! 
the more, I fung along with the Inftrument. He 
was not backward to return my Compliment of 
Eraife, but I was not fo touch’d with it, as he was 
with mine, tho’ I thought I deferv’d it much better. 
than he. % 

I never fo much as dreamt that I had any Body 
elfe to admire me but the old Gardener, tho’ I was 
deceiv’d ; for the Grand Vifier, by Accident, walk¬ 
ing that Day in the Garden, drawn by my Voice, 
and the Harmony of my Inftrument, had approach’d, 
very near us witnout being heard. He liften’d ; but 
when he perceiv’d that I fung no more, he accofted 
us; I rofe up, to go my Ways, out of Refpcâ to 
hjm. Hold, faid he to me, why do you go away? 
My Lord, anfwer’d I, I am not worthy to appear 
before fuch Princes as ymu are. Stay, young Man* 
reply’d he, and tell me who you are. 

I not anfwering prefently, becaufe I knew ’not 
well what to fay, the Gardener fpoke for me. My. 
I^ord, faid he, ’tis my Journeyman : He underftands 
Gardening perfeâly well, and I am over-joy’d that 
I have got fo good a Workman. The Viuer bid 
me fing again. I fung and play’d after fuch a Man-, 
ner, that he feem’d charm’d at my Performance. 
No, cry’d he, all the Sultan’s Muficians put toge¬ 
ther cannot compare with this young Man; but* 
added he, coming nearer me, and looking earneftly: 
at me, What’s the Matter with your Head.? I* 
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Tooks as if it was fcabby. Yes, alas ! my Lord, Taid 
the old Gardener, the poor Boy has a fcald Head. 
Ah ! I am forry for it, replied that Minifter : Had 
he not had this Difeafe, which.is catching, and not 
agreeable to the Eye, I would have taken the young 
Man out of this obfcure Condition r I would have 
him near me for my Diverfion, and would make 
his Fortune : ’Tis Pity that he is fcabby. 

The Grand Vilier, after he had faid thefe Words* 
left us, and the next Morning told the Sultan : Sir* 
&rd he, your Majefty knows not what a Treafure 
you have in your Garden» At the fame Time, he 
related to him .what had pafs’d the Night before» 
The Sultan, upon the Account that Minifter had 
given him, had a Defire to hear me. I will go, 
feid he. To-day into the Gardens to fee this fcald- 
pated Fellow : Let Some- Body acquaint my Mulick, 
that they prepare a Concert,, and let all Sorts of 
Refrefhments be carried thither. 

The Order was no fooner given, but magnificent 
Carpets were fpread on the Ground, before that 
Fountain, where I had drank with the old Man, 
The Officers of the Hpufhold prepared feverral Bou- 
fets, which they covert! with rich Veflels full of 
cxquifite Liquors ; while under the two Tents of 
green Sattin there were fevdtal Services of Provifiohs 
and Fruits, made ready. All was in Order when 
the Sultan came, follow’d by the Grand VHier r and 
Jbme of his Courtiers.

The Sultan kept his Eye always upon nacj. Is fit 
true, laid he to the Gardener, that thy Boy plays 
well on the Tambour, and likewife fuigs. very a- 
greeaUy ? Ye% Sir, anfwer’d the old Man, he has 
the mot taking Voice in the World : When you 
hear him, you will forget you fee him. I long to 
hear him, replies, the Monarch; let us fee what he 
can do. 

Several Jeilers of Buffoons were prêtent : One 
among which, not thinking but the Sultan fpoke 
only by Wa y of Derifion, and that 1 deferv’d no 
better than to be the Jeft of the whole Court, 
took me by the Arm, as if he would force me to 
dance with him. He reckon’d that I fhouU per¬ 
form after fuch a Manner as would add. new DL* 
vcrfion and Ridicule to my aukward Mien, and 
that he fhould have the Honour of obliging the 
Company with fo agreeable a Scene : But the Thing 
turn’d more to his Confufion than Glory; for i 
Md hold of him with ^ ftrong Arm, and fhook; 
him fo roughly, that he was heartily laughed at^. 
1 then let him. tee, that I danc’d with a better 
Grace than he thought for. The Sultan, the* Grand 
Vifier, and all the Speftators, gave me a Thoufbnd 
Applaufesw . 

The ill Opinion they at firft had conceiv’d of me, 
had undoubtedly' a great Part in the Applaufe I had 
gain’d, by acquitting.myfelf m thatManner. They* 
were furpriz’d to fee a Man-dance fo, who appear’d 
to he nothing bait a poor Wretch*. However they* 
gave me a Pair. of ZUs. [Two fmatt Pieces- of Ivory * 
which they jnaAt. life, tfc of Ca/lantt*y I plâ/a, 
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and obferv’d the Motions and the Cadences, in, dan*», 
çing fa wejl, that^ by the Content of all,, I pafc’d far; 
t|he beft Dancer that had yet appear’d at the Court- of 
Çarizmf. 

After having danced for fome Time I took the 
Oardener’sTambour^ and plqafed the whole Alfem- 
k|ly as w$)l as I had done the Grand Vider the.Day be* 
fore. I obferved a Satisfadfion in the Eyes, of that 
Minuter, whfcb focreafed iq proportion, asi his 
Matter, whom he ipok’d constantly upon, feemU to. 
b^ more pfoaf’d.. They brought me a, Harp, a Lute,. 
nVioJ and aFlfite. I play’d upon thefe four Inftru- 
ments one after the other fo well, that tlwe. Sullen 
was charm’d with my Mufick. 

He order’d fonjue Bpdy to bring, bjm inftantly a 
Purfe of a thousand Sequins of Gold : He made it be 
laid; before, me: Î open’d it preteqtly* apd*taking out 
the Pieces of Gold, I diftrihuted them to theMufi- 
ciana. AU the Court was aftoniflwd at this A£ijon, 
The young Man, f*id thçy, has a noble, §oul 9 and< 
would imitate King^ : ’Ti$ Pity he is fcahby. The 
Sultan, who was no lefs furpriz’d than the reft, atk’d 
me why l did not keep the Gold ? I anftver’d, that I 
had no Occafjion far Money, having the Honour to 
belong to hifc Majefty,, apd to fervp ip his Gardens, t 
f^ ; app^’dvfatjaficd wiiÂ mjrAnfweri which was ap- . 
piauded by all jhe Courtiers,, . 4 

Then- he, gave; Orders to th« Officers.pf his* Table 
tQ farming what they had prepaid?. The, Prince and : 
great Lords of thypCourt began to, eat; then they 
dijank fome Liquors, and after that, the.Coace/t bq- #; 
gan; ( but tho’ the, Airs were good, and the Voices* 
admirable, the Sultan was fo prepofljefs’d ia my Fa- : 
votMS that he h®ard them without Attention», juft as, 
we dp jn different Singer^ after a Voice that ba£ given 
usethp utmoft Satisfa<^iqn, ; 

Asfoon as the Concert wa^ended, theÇourt retire , 
edi then, the.Tappftry pr Ç&rp#t% TL>n» an 4 J 4 i^,

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were removed 5 all the Offiers withdrew, and fnfenfT- 
bly I found my felf alone with the old Gardener, wha 
(aid to me : When you made me the Prefects, I could 1 
hardly be perfuaded that you were not a Perfon of 
Dîftinâion > but now I am convinc’d you are, by 
the Ufeyou made of the Gold the Sultan gave you; 
Perfons of inferior Rank are not eapafele of an: A€t of 
£icb Generofity. 

Tho’ the old Man had given me a feir Opportuni¬ 
ty of dtfcovermg who I was, I did not think it pro¬ 
per to put that Confidence in him. f thought it 
«ïiough; to tell hi m only that I was born of a good Fa- : 
mïïy y but to change the Subject, Î (hewed a mightjr 
Impatience to fee the Princefs of Carizme . I arrt / 
ferpriz’cf, fard he,, that you have not fèen her yet r the. 
feldom pafles a Day without coming to walk in the* 
Garcten with her Women: But, alas!* added he, 
putting on a fbrrowful Countenance, you’ll fee her 
but too foon, and Ifear l lhall repent of the Com- * 
plaHance I have (hewn you. The good old Man, 
înftead of frightening me with theft Words, did only- 
whet my Dfe fires. 

The next Day, which was the Third of my beings 
a Gardener, after I had* worked fome Time, t laid 
my felf down at the Foot ©f a Rofe-Tree, where t f 
amufed 1 my felf inc playiri^upon theLute* when alt 
*f à fudden there appear’d before me a Eady veil’d,, 
whofàkfto met Young Man, leave your Infiniment,, 
and get 1 p-; go, gather feme Flowers to prefent to- 
the Sultan’s Daughter* fhe is in the Garden. Ought 
not this to be done-already ?«• Mu ft you always be told? 
your Duty ? Are not you a-fifte Gardenert Servant to* 
mind your Bufinefe no better î kifs’U the Ground,. • 
and anfwer’d the Eady, that $ was ignorant of the- 
Princet’s being m the Garden y andbèfides, if I had 1 
known it, l mould have been very cautious not to - 
$#er fuch a Figure as mine to her Sighfr. 

The-Eady fet up a loud Laughter.^ What, feys 
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fhe, becaufeyôu arc a little (cabby, you will not be 
feen ? I will not perihk you to hide your fçlf, but this 
Minute will conduet you to the Princefe; (he knows, 
as well as aB her Slaves, that you have a fcald 1 Head : 
They are appriz’d of that, and' far from appearing 
horrible to them, you will entertain them. They 
fpeak fo favourably of you, that they will be pleas’d 
to fee you. Go then quickly, and* find a Bafket, and 
beafluxed, Razia, whom t have the Honour to be Go* 
vernefs to, will receive you well. 

As I could aft nothing better than what {he pro- 
pos’d, I ran to the Gardeners ; I took a Bafket, and 
return’d immediately to fill it* with Flowers; After¬ 
wards I follow’d the Governefs, who led me under a 
Dome which was raifed i» the Middle of the Garden. 
I had alfo, as the Day before, a white Linen Apronr 
about me, and a Bafket m my Hands;

yap. I obey’d, and then alltheWomen perceiving 
my naked Head* or rather my Gap* tbo’ tfaçy were 
prepoflefs’d of it, made a loudSqnawl,. whjch bely’d 
the Affinwe* tWGkw««neft had givens me» Then 
they began to laugh out afirefly 

After they had made? thçrafelvm merry with me, 
the Princefs bid them give me? a Lute, and order’d 
me to ling along with it, laying Yeftgcday you 
charm’d the Sultan my Father; 1 dp not believe 
you can fing and play upon the Lute fb perfectly 
a» he would perfuade me. I prefendy ton’d the 
Infiniment of Mufick, and fung after* the. mo& fefc 
and tender manner in thefe Wortfci 

My Death* alas /' is certain ; *ti$ decreed ; 

Since 1 have fan year heavenly Charms , I Met4 : 

With Grief 1 pine, my Pajftcn cannot move. 

Mat' die with Pleafttve,, if you re touch'd with Love* 

Tho’ it was not at att dificult for them tp under* 
ftand theApplication which I would have made on thefe 
Lines, and that that would confequently afibrd a frefh 
©ccafion for Laughter, they fpared me for once, and- 
iuftead of burfting out into a fcornful Laughings 
they return’d me Thanks ’Tis trim, tjio Princefs 
Was the firft that commended me, which in a Man¬ 
ner extorted the Prahes of her Court. When this 
was done, a Slave took.the- Lute from me,, tp give me 
a Tambour : Afterwards the Flute*, the Harp, and 
the Violin, were brought, to. me one after the other. I 
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had. the good Fortune to play fo well; a$ to gautcH? 
new Compliments 

This, is not all, Friend, faid the; Sukan’s Daughter* 
that I expert of you: t have heard fay likewifb,. that' 
you. dance to Perfection* I defrro ta fee how you cm 
perform. Upon this I afk’d for Caftanetg*. anddancr 
ed the fame Dance as the Day before, and didjiot 
come off wor(e. AJ1 the Slaves began, to* praife me* 
Ah ! faid one* how wril he dances, and with how 
good a Grace ! What a touching Voice hath he, fei& 
another ! Were it; not for his fealdi Bead, he would* 
deferve to be the chief of our Mnficians., 

As they were launching out in my Fraife, Razia 
look’d ftedfaftly upon me, without faying any Thing* 
when all of a hidden the Frinçefs broke Silence, and 
defcending^from thp Throne to return to the Palace,, 
cry’d out, y Tis Pity, ’tis great Pity* that be JhotJd hn 
/tabbed. As-foonas fhç hud pronounced tbefit Words* 
the Women, as if fhe had invited them to. repeat 
then?* made, the Hall echo to her Voice,. aH frying, 
as they retir’d, ’Tis a, great Pity that btflmld ba 
/cabbed. 

I remain’d not long in th^Banquetting-Room after 
they were gone,: I got back again to the* olid Gar-v 
dcneFs Houfe, where Ï found my Governor, whet 
came to inquire News after me*. Well, faid I to 
them entering, I come from feeing Haris.

At the fame Time I gave them an Account of all

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Hull receive Charity, and the Prifoners be freed 
from their Chains. I pardon even thefe two guilty 
Wretches, whom I but now condemn'd, and revoke 
the Sentence of their Death* 

Thus I have related to .you by what Accident I 
eicaped a lhameful Death. As foon as I was out of 
the Palace, I return'd to my Inn, where I found my 
Governor, who was in Defpair for me : He had in¬ 
quir’d of the Gardener, where he was appriz'd of my 
Misfortune, and was amaz'd to fee me again; I re¬ 
lated to him all that had happen’d ; I was iHH deftrous 
to remain at Carizme ,' to find out new Ways to in¬ 
troduce myfelf into the Seraglio, in fpite of the Dis¬ 
appointment of my former Adventure ; but he threw 
himfelf at my Feet, and. faid, with Tears in his 
Eyes; O my dear Prince ! abufe not the Mercy of 
Heaven ; fince you are deliver'd from a dreadful 
Danger, wherein Love had engag'd you, expofe not 

Î ourfelf further to pèriih miferably. Alas! if the 
Hing your Father knew what hath pafs’d, what 
Grief, Vhat Sorrow, good God ! would not your 
Imprudence caufe in him ? Believe me. Sir, and for- 
get the Princefs of Cartzme^ for (he deferves not your 
Thoughts of her : It was not long of that cruel Prin¬ 
cefs, that you loft not your Life: Let a juft Difdaii* 
animate you, and Reafon perfuade you: Suffer your- 
felf to be touched with my Tears and my AffeAion^ 
Let us remove from this fatal City; think but orr 
the extreme old Age of the King of AJiracm ; he is 
perhaps at this Inftant ready to defcend into the Grave ; 
you alone can comfort the People for his Death ; 
they idolize you, and reckon every Moment of your 
Abfence and Age ; Is it thus that you anfwer the im^ 
patient Defires they exprefi to fee you again ? 

My Governor melted me by ms Difcourfe, and 
what elfe he added. Hujfeym, faid I to him, 'tis 
enough ; you fhall never reproach me more for the 
like Weaknefs; 1 yield ta your Intreaties, let us de-t 

part; 
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'port: Adieu, Razia, too inhuman Princefs! May 

S ir Cruelty and Time efface you from my Memory* 
ving faia thefe Words, the old Gardener came to 
the Inn, to acquaint me that he was turn'd out of the 
Gardens of the Seraglio. Well, faid I, fince I have 
beefi the Caufe that you have loft vour Employ, , tis 
'juft that I fhould make you Satisraftion;.you have 
nothing tô do but to follow me into my Country ; I 
will give you a Poft there that {hall fufficiently anfwer 
what you enjoy here. I return you Thanks, anfwer’d 
he, but I was born in Zagathay , and am refolv’d to 
die there. I will retire Into the Village where I was 
born, and live quietly on what I have got bymyBufi- 
nefs, and the Prefents I have receiv'd from you. To 
render his Life more pleafant and eafy, I gave him 
more Gold and Jewels, and he retired very well 
qontent. 

I parted from Carizme the fame Day, and took the 
Road of Otrar with my Governor, where I found all 
my Retinue, who began to be out of Patience for my 
Return, tho' I had not been long gone from them. I 
declar’d to them, upon my Arrival, that I would re¬ 
turn immediately to CircaJJia ; and the CtrcaJJtans 9 
who defir’d nothing more than to fee their Wives and 
Children again, were tranfported with my Defign. In 
lhort, I ftaid but fix Days at Otrar\ I fet forward, arid 
advancing a fmall Day’s Journey towards AJlracan , I 
met with a Courier that my Father had fent, and by 
which he acquainted me that he was fallen fick, that 
he thought he had not long to live, and that I fhould 
lofe no Time, if I had a Mind to fee him alive, and 
embrace him once more before he died. 

Upon this News, which gave me great Affliction, 
I haften’d to Court ; but 6h ! the fad Reward of my 
Diligence ! Alas! I came only foon enough to afiitt 
at a Spectacle that pierc’d my very Heart ! I found 
my Father in his laft Moments ; I prefented myfelf 
before him \ I came near to the Bed, took one of 

his 
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!hk Hands, bath’d it with my Tears, andgivittg W«y 
to the tender Emotions which Naraure infpir’d ; O my 
’Father ! cry’d I, in What a Condition do I find you ? 
Can I fee you thus, without dying for Grief ? At 
thefe Words, which powerfully «moved Jtim, 'he caft 
liis Eyes upon me with Concern, tho’ he knew ole 
not fo Well by his Senfe of Seeing, «as fay his Senti- 
»ments of paternal Aiïeâion; he us’d the utmoft 
Efforts of Strength that were left: him, to reach me 
his Arm and fpeak to me. O my Son, faidhe, you 
are return’d ! 2 have nothing elfe to afkof Heaveri ; 
ï die content, adieu. He ^ea^pir’Ul with thçfe Words 
in hisMouth, asif the Angel of (Death had waited for 
my coming to end the Life of the King, and that he 
would let that .good Prince have the Confolation of 
giving me bis laft Kanewel. 

After paying all the Funeral Honours due to his 
Memory, I mounted the Throne; 1 applied myfelf 
to govern my Dominions after fuch a Manner, as 
might confirm the People in the good Opinion they 
had conceiv’d of me. .1 had the igjcKid Fortune to 
fucoeed, and enjoy ;the fweetefl Pleaiure that Kings 
are cabbie of ; I was adored by my Subjeâs, and 
am tb ttill : As I had nothing at Heart, hut their 
.Happinoft ; they thought of nothing but to pleafe 
me, and to diixinguifli by feme new Feftival cadi 
Day of my Reign. By this Means my Court is 
become the Seat of Joy ; there are daily Rejoicings 
here, as well as in the City; there are no People 
that appear to be, or indeed are, more happy than 
mine. I rejoice in their good Fortune, and, not 
to difturb them therein, I ftudy to hide from them 
the Melancholy that devours me. I am perfuaded, 
that if they knew 1 was any other than whât I 
appear to their Eyes to be, I fhôuld be the Object 
of their moft lively Grief ; and the profoundeft Sad- 
nefs would foon fucceed that Joy which nOw reigns 
in Aftratan .. 
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iA. Ik tie Time after my coming 4a 4be Crown of 
Ctreaffia, -I found that 1 had not yet forgotten Ra¬ 
zzia, Indeed, * the Death -of the Kiqg my Father* 
-the Bues I -ow’d his Remains, and the Application 
ï was-obliged to give to the Affairs of Govern- 
4 àent, 'had lufpended ail Emotions of Love. But, 
rfkr ‘from bei$g thus weaken'd, it appear'd to have 
itafcen .new Strength. I infonm’d Huffeyn of it, 
who laid to «e ; Sir, mow you have a Crown to 
offer with T your Love, I ^advife you to make a De- 
j*WfKl>of ? tJte Princefc of Carizme by an^Tmhafla- 
«lor ; and the better to engage the Sultan to grant 
rhér, protnife him your Aihftance againft .his Ene- 
daries. 

4 follow’d his Advice; I fent Hffeyn hiradelf to 
the Court of Garizma, with a pompous Equipage 
«nd ’magnificent Brefents for the Sukan, to whom 
H Writ in thefe Terms : God ’give long Life to the 
Sukan ^ Carizmp, Emperor of the Children of Adam,, 
‘Gonqueror of the fVorld, and 'that happy Prince , whofe 
-Foot Heaven bath Jlreqgthend 4o mount with Vigour to 
ftbe fubiimejl Height of Power and Greatnefsi Let 
*Profperity ahxrays attend him, nor Jet his good Fortune 
i be dflurtfd by the Tempeftsof Envy, 

Mow, then , ’that vue defre yourAlliance, if you will 
\pltafe <io grant us the Prlneefs Razia your Daughter to 
be our lawful IVtfe, And tho you want not other Troops 
<than your own , that are always vtilorious, to humble 
your Enemies , we tender you all the Force of the Cir- 
•eafiians and their Allies, and greet you well, 

. I believe it is not neceflary to tell you, that I 
waited with great Impatience the Return of my Em- 
baffador; you may well imagine it: In fhort, after 
having fuffer’d the Torments of a long Fxpeâation, 
I faw Hujfeyn arrive, who inform’d me, that the Sul¬ 
tan of Carizme had receiv’d him favourably, but 
that I muft renounce the Hopes of poflefling Razia . 
Why, faid I, muft I reirouiKe her ? Hujfeyn anfwer’d 

me ; 
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me ; Sir, ’tis becaufe (he is promis’d to the King 
of Gama. That Prince hath feveral Times beaten 
the Troops of the Sultan, who, to preferve his 
Country, hath been oblig’d to afk Peace of his Ene¬ 
my, and to promife him the Princefs. As the King 
of Gama had not made War, but to force the 
Sultan to give him his Daughter, thofe two Princes 
are very well agreed; fo that Razia , two Days after 
I left Carizme y was to be fent to her Hufband. 

This News had like to have made me lofe my 
Senfes. I complained of my Fate in fuch Terms, 
that Huffeyn was afraid I (hould run mad. I was 
not fatisned to afflift myfelf with Grief, but I fell 
fick, and I cannot apprenend how I recovered from 
that Sicknefs; for my Mind was always in fuch a 
Difpofition, as could not contribute to my Cure. 

Tho’ my Health was reftored to me, my Heart 
was not, neverthelefs, at Rèft ; I was always taken 
up with the Ptincefs of Carizme ; I fancied her in 
the Arms of a happy Hufband, and that cruel Image 
inceflantly difturb’d my Repofe. Huffeyn, , imagin¬ 
ing that a new Beauty might difplace Razia from 
my Heart, made Inquiry after the fineft Slaves. He 
fill’d my Seraglio with them ! Superfluous Care ! 
*Twas in vain that his Zeal had gathered a thou- 
fand Objeâs full of Charms ; for none of them could 
wean my Affrétions from Razia Beghume. 

While Huffeyn was to no Purpofe experimenting 
upon me the Force of all the Beauties of Afia y my 
Grand Vifier told me one Day, that there were 
lately built near the Gates of Ajiracan y very fine 
Baths. The Waters, faid he, are very clear and 
pure. They are adorn’d with the beft Marble Pil¬ 
lars, and the fineft Bafons in the World. All the City 
runs in Crowds to admire thefe Bafons ; and, what 
is more furprizing. Nobody knows of their building. 
They were feen all of a fudden juft as they are, and 
this is wliat they know of them. 
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I was much aftonifh’d at this Relation ; I had the 
Curiofity to go and judge myfelf of a Thing that 
appear’d fo like a Prodigy ; I went incognito to the 
fiaths with my Grand Vifier ; and my Surprize in- 
creafed, when I confidered the Stru&ure and Mag¬ 
nificence of the Building ; befides that all was neat 
and well contrived, I observed, that the young Men, 
Who waited to ferve the Bathers, were very hand- 
fbme and well-fhap’d ; but, that which was more 
extraordinary, was, that they were fo alike, we could 
not diftinguHh one from the other. 

The Matter of the Baths, who was a Man of 
about fifty Years old, and of a very good Afpeét, 
took great Care to fee that there was goocj Atten¬ 
dance. After Bathing, they drank the moft delicate 
Liquors, and all the World went away well fatis- 
fied. When I was return’d to my Palace, I dif- 
coursfd with my Courtiers concerning thefe Baths, 
where they had all been. I a Ik’d their Thoughts 
about them, and not being fatisfied with what they 
(aid of them, I refolved to fend to feek out the 
Man who had built them, and to have a Conference 
with him. I charged HuJJeyn to go find him for 
me, to ufe him with great Refpeéf, and bring him 
to me, Hujfeyn performed his Commiflion diligently ; 
he foon return’d with the Matter of the Bath, who 
inftantly threw himfelf at my Feet ; I raifed him 
myfelf, and gave him a gracious Reception. 

The Man, being charm’d with the Reception I 
gave him, began to launch out into my Praife, and 
exprefs’d himfelf with fo much Eloquence, that it 
raifed my Admiration, and that of all my Courtiers. 
His Entertainment was fo agreeable, and I took fuch 
Pleafure therein, that I thought no more of the 
Sùbjeô, about whichlfent to find him orçt. How¬ 
ever, it came into my Mind, and I faid to him : 
<3reat Philofopher; for it is eafy to judge you muft 
he one of the moft knowing in the World j I have 
Vot. I. T a 
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a Requeft to make to you : Do me the Favour to 
tell me fincerely, and hide nothing from me. ftpw 
did you build fuch ftately Baths? How is it polfibk 
that you ftiould make fo beautiful a Work, at the 
Gates of Ajiracan without any Body’s perceiving it* 
Sir, anfwer’d he, I. have at my Service forty 
Workmen, ajl able and experienced, but each of 
them of greater Ability, and more Experience one 
than the other. I can, by their Aififtance, in lets 
than a Day, build much finer Baths than thefe. All 
thefe Workmen are dumb, but they underftanq 
what you mean ; there is no Need of fpeaking > when 

i ou would command any Thing to be done, by the 
caft Sign or Gefture that you make, they under- 
ftand your Intention. You need but look upoA 
them, and they read by your Eyes what you would 
have ; if your Majefty would have them brought 
hither, and give them any Orders, they wiU ex¬ 
ecute them in a Moment. 

I had too great a Defire to try if what he told 
me was true, not to take him at his Word ; I 
fent for the Workmen immediately, and as foon as 
they came, I knew them to be the young Men I had 
feen attending at the Baths. Struck afrefli with their 
Likenefc, I difcover’d my Surprize to the Philofo- 
pher, and afk’d him if they were Brothers? Yes, Sir, 
laid hç, and befides, they had all one Mother* Com¬ 
mand them, added he, what you would have done, 
qnd you fhall inftantly be obey’d ; but I muft hum¬ 
bly requeft your Majefty to fend away allyour At¬ 
tendants $ I (hall be glad to be without Witnefles. 

When my Courtiers heard the Philofopher fpeak 
thus, they all retired, not waiting for my bidding 
thep, and I remain’d with the Matter of t ne Baths, 
and his forty Slaves. After having confidered a,pretty 
while, what I would have done, I defired that Baths 
might be made in the Room where we were. 

1 had no fooner declar’d my Intention» but .they all 

iiif- 
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difappear’d : In a Moment afterwards, they return'd 
loaded with Marbles of >11 Sorts of Colours, and o- 
ther Neceflaries for the Building of a Bath. They' 
began to wo*k 5 and gave me not Time enough to. 
be Wear y with feeing them build. While feme 
work’d with fuch Q^icknoft, that I had. Bufinefe 
enough to follow it with my Eye, others went and 
brought Materials with tne 'fame Diligence. Jn 
fhort, in the Space of fome Hqûiîs, the Bath wa$> 
finilh’d. Never was any Thing feen more^ perfect 
or magnificent: It had twelve Columns of green 
Marble, polifh'd as. fraootfh as Glafs», and feveral 
Fountains fpouted out Water, which fell with à 
Noife into Bafons of white Marble. 

Surprized at theObjefib which 'ftruck my Sight, 
and a t the Knowledge of the Philofopher, I pray’d 
him to^xplain :to r! méy how all 'thefe Things eoukl 
he done. Sir, faid he to tfuvthis E&plicatibn woukfc 
detain.you too long. Give mfc^Leavie to tell you, 
only, than I am Mader of ithirty nine Sciences. 

This Difcomfe ineréafed tny Aftonifliment, and 
gave me a great Ambition to engage iuch a Marr 
in my Service: I carefs’dhim a thoufand Times ; 
then I alked him* of what ! Country he was, and 
his Nanfie ? I anv aa(wdr’d h^: of the,Territory of> 
jfboara, and ray Nai txhis Jvkma. .If you will,,corn 
tinued he, hear my Story, I am ready to relate it. 
I affu/ed him, -that it wo*lId r be acceptable to me, 
and prefently he began after this Manner. 


The Story tf Avioente. 

I Was bom in a Town call’d Afkanà ; I was no fooner 
out of my Childhood^ hutmyParentsfertt me to 
begin my Studies in the Univerfity of Bocara . I firft 
learn’d the* Alcoran, and found myfelf fo apt to learn, 
that I was grown a good Scholar at ten Years of Açe : 
I Ta They 
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They taught me Arithmetick 5 then they made me 
read Euclid , after which, I applied myfelf to the 
Mathematicks ; I alfo gave myfelf to the Study of 
Philofophy, Medicine and Divinity. 

■ I made fuch a Progrefs in all the Sciences, that I 
acquir’d a very great Reputation in a little Time : I 
had not yet attain’d to my twentieth Year, when 
my Name was known from the Banks of the River 
Gihcn to the Mouth of the Indus . 

One Day I departed with my Father, to go to 
Samarcande , where fome Affairs call'd him. I went 
to fee the Court, where I met with Perfons of my 
Acquaintance, who fail'd not to fpeak of me very 
advantageouilv. The Praifes that they fpread every 
where abroad of me, reach'd at length the Ears of 
the Grand Vifier, who defired to fee me : He was 
fo fatisfied with my Converfation, that he propofed 
to me to flay at Samarcande with him. I contented, 
and infmuated myfelf fo well into his Mind, that 
he would do nothing without consulting me. 

That Minifter did not live long, but I loft in him, 
only a Man that lov'd me: My Fortune increafed, 
and the King took the fame-Fnendfhip for me, that 
the Vifier had done. He conferr’d the Government 
on me, and in Time, the Place of his firft Minifter 
becoming vacant, it was offer'd me, and I accepted 
it. 

Though I did all the Service of a Grand Vifier, 
I found out.Time befides for Study ; but the Ardour 
I had for reading not being fatisfied with certain 
Hours in the Day, fet apart for that Purpofe, I took 
a Refolution to quit all Affairs. The King would 
not give me Leave without fome Trouble, he was 
fowell fatisfied with my Miniftry : He would not, 
however, oppofe or thwart my Defigns, but had the 
Goodnefs to confent that I fhould refign my Employ, 
on Condition that I would not remove far from tne 
Court. 

~ 1 
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I had no Xfcfign to do fb ; I lov’d the King tfÿ Indig¬ 
nation ; and I was too deeply affefted with his Good* 
nefs to retire into a Solitude. How furious ibever I 
might be for my Study, l remain’d at Court, but 
yielded up my Lodging to my Succeflbr. I took 
another in a private Part of the Palace, where I liv’d 
in a Kind of Retreat. I divided my Time betwixt 
the Prince and my Books: I did not content myfelf 
with reading: I compofed lèverai Works, feme in 
Verfe, and others in Profe ; and very for from re- 
Jembling thofe learned, but ufelefs Men, who being 
finished to have the Mind enrich’d with a great*Va^ 
riety of Studies and Knowledgë, die before the PuB- 
lick has receiv’d the leaft Advantage of their Lucu¬ 
brations, I imparted my Obfervations to the whole 
World, as faft as I put them into Writing. I pro¬ 
duced near a hundred Volumes on various Subjects; 
and my Works are call’d by Way of Excellency, 
The Glorious Works. 

I applied myfelf befides to Chymrftiy, and to that 
fecret Science Dy which we explain all the Operations 
of Nature. I was already a good Cabalift, when 
there arrived at Samarcande an EmbafTador, fent by 
Coutbeddin , King of Cafchgar. There were many 
Speculations concerning the Motive of this Embafly : 
Some imagining that it Was to declare War againft 
-the King of Samarcande , others to propofe an Alli¬ 
ance ; but none guefs’d right. The EmbafTador, in 
the Audience that was given him, furpriz’d every 
Body, when, after having prefented his Credential 
Letters to the King, he faid to him; Sir, the King 
Coutbeddin y my Matter, being one Day at Table* 
difcourfed with fome of his Courtiers of the ancient 
Philofophers : I would fain know, faid he, if there 
are any Perfons in the World now, who are as learn¬ 
ed as Hippocrates and Socrates were. ‘ Upon which, 
a Courtier faid to him, that fome Merchants were 
come to Cafchgar y who, having travelled through 
T 3 many 
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many Countries, perhaps knew where the mod learn¬ 
ed Men were. Immediately they fent to find out 
thefe Merchants* \4ho fold the King my Matter 
that at the Court of $4marxande^ there were two 
celebrated Pfidofophers, whofe Merit could not be 
JüÆciendy extolPd ; that one of them was call’d 
jtviemey and the other Fa%el Afpbahanu Thefe are 
two Men, fay they 1 who have aperfeâ Knowledge 
.of the Seore&of Nature^ and whom we have feen 
perform many ferpriziiig Things. / 

They praifed Avicene and Fa&£ to fiich a Degree, 
that my Matter refoived to demand, them of your 
JMajefty for a little while 5 he defifes pattionatetjr to 
-fee them both : I intreat you. Sir, to fend them to 
him : He would hear them fpeak, and judge of their 
Knowledge ; for ho is a Prince of a great deal Of 
Wit, and has befides a Tinôurc of all the Scictoces., 
Thus fpoke the Embaflador, and prdenriy the 
King of Samarcande fent for Fazei and myfelf, and 
(aid to vs : The King of Cafchgar hath a Defire to 
fee you two, and to have feme Conversion with 
you : I think we ought not to retufe him that Sato- 
faftion. Sir, replied Fa%el^ ’tis for you to command, 
and us to. obey : For my Part, I wlU do whatever 
you pleafe. I kept Silence* and it was cafy to judge 
oy my Countenance, that the Journey to Gafebgetr 
.was not agreeable to me. Upon which the King faid. 
And you, Avicene y you. make* no Anfwer : It looks as 
if this Embaffy gave you feme Uneafinds. I conr- 
Fefs’d to tbe King, that I had * indeed feme Repug¬ 
nance to dp what Was requited of me. Then Fasul 
‘reprtfenled Wme, that* If yre i^hs’d to fetisfy the 
.Curiofity of Cmihtidin, that Monarch might per¬ 
haps draw an ill Confequchce! from it, and think 
that we were not fuch able Men as we wetoe reported : 
That befideçj Princes were Matters in feme Meafure 
of our Reputation ; and that to ruin us, they need 
but write, to owr Difadvaotage if, to foreign Countries* 
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that therefore, to preferv© our Glory, it wouW be 
heft to fubmit to the King of Gafchgar'% Pleafure. * 

This Dücourfe of FazcPs fervM only to raife my 
•Paffion. You have, faid I to him, a very ridiculous 
Fear for a Philofcpher. How fhall all the Princes 
of the World blacken or hurt a Man that is Mailer 
•of the Sciences, that I am ? Know, that the Reafon 
why I ftay in this Court, is, becaufe I love my Sot- 
vercigtt. Were h not for the Friendfhip I have for 
him, and which he repays with a thoufand Boun¬ 
ties, I had left the Court long ago, to have lived in 
fome Corner of the World, free from all Manner of 
Dependence. As for you, who have not yet got 
above the World, ana Hand in need of the Pro» 
tedion of Kings, you wou’d be in the Right to gp 
and manage Coutbeddin $ he will be fi> well pleafed 
with your Knowledge, or at letfft your Complai¬ 
sance, as not to write to your Prejudice into foreign 
Countries. 

I faw, at thefe Words, a Rage fparkle in the Eyes 
of Fa%d s which he had not a little Trouble to con¬ 
tain. The King too percervM it, and being willing 
to hinder the Difcourfe from rifmg higher ; Avicem y 
Sàid he to me, I beg you to be prevailed on \ the 
King, who (Mires to fee you, is a Prince of great 
Merit ; he loves Learning and learned Men \ he 
longs to enjoy your Converfation ; would it be good 
Manners to fend back his EmbaiTador with a Refufal? 
I blame not that noble Pride, which your rare 
Knowledge occafions in you. But- remember, that 
Kings deforve that you filôuld fee# a Regard to 
thOifcv Take my Word, and go to the Court of 
Gmtkeddin: When you have ftaid there fome Time* 
-you may return to mine, if you have thofe Senti¬ 
ments remaining for me, which you now exprefe. 

Puiflant Monarch of the World, replied I to the 
King of Samarcande fince you tell me ’tis your 
Pleafure that I fliould gp to Gafchgar y I. will no 
T 4 more 
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more refufe it ; I am ready to go. You have always 
an abfolute Power over your Slave ; I will facrifice 
my Life for you, if you defire it. The King feem'd 
charm'd with the Deference I paid him. He cloath’d 
the EmbafTador with a golden Veil, afluring him, 
that FazcU and I, fhould depart the firft Opportunity 
for Cafchgar , and lent him back to his Mailer wita 
that Anfwer. 

Fazil Jfphahani was a Man much of my Age ; 
he knew a great deal indeed, but the Merchants, 
who had ex toll'd him fo highly to the King of 
Cafchgar , had faid too much of him. That Philo- 
fopher, a few Days before our Departure, found me 
out, and faid, Uluftrious Avicene , fince we are 
looked upon as Perfons vers'd in all the Sciences, I* 
think it would be proper we fhould diftinguifh our- 
felves, and not travel as common Men : Let us do 
fomething particular ; fhall we undertake to go to 
Cafchgar without eating or drinking? This is not 
propofing a Thing too difficult for fuch a Philofopher 
as you are, tho' the Journey be fomewhat long : We 
will have no Provifions but for our Slaves, who will 
be Witnefles of the (lender Fare we fhall make on 
the Road ; they will not fail to talk of it at Cafchgar ; 
it will fpread abroad, and we fhall gain a great deal 
of Honour. . 

Fie had not made this Propofal, but that he had a 
Secret of compofing certain Pills, one whereof was 
fufficient to fupport a Man a whole Day: So that by 
providing himfelf with as many Pills as we had Days 
Journies to make, he was fu re not to ftarve. He 
judged right, that, fearing to. appear lets knowing 
than himfelf, I would never refufe to accept of the 
kind Challenge which he gave me,, and he expeâed 
to fee me dead by the fifth or fixth Day's Journey j 
but I was not fo embarafTed as he imagined \ for after 
I had. faid, that I voluntarily confented to travel his 
Way, I.made a Sort of Opiate,, which had the fame

Virtue as his Pills; fo that, without laying any 
Thing one to the other of what we had prepared, 
we parted from Samarcande to go to Cafchgar . * 

_ The three or four firft Days Journies, we enter¬ 
tain’d each other brilkly ; the Opiate did Wonders 
as well as the Pills. Depending on our Secret, our 
Courage did not link in the leaft. I obferv’d from 
Time to Time, whether he alter’d or no, and the 
fame Realon oblig’d him to watch me. For my felf, 
far from growing weaker, I feem’d to grow more 
vigorous fr6m Day to Day. It was not fo with my 
Btulofopher ; he had loft his Pills. He became thought*- 
ful, melancholy, and his Face turn’d pale, which 
.made me think his Affairs went wrong. Neverthe- 
lefs he hid the Accident from me, and, bearing his 
Misfortune patiently, he watted away by Degrees. 
In Ihort, feeing him in fuch a pitiful Condition, I 
offer’d him feme of my Opiate, but he would not ac¬ 
cept of it, chufuig rathet to die, than to own that he 
flood in need of AififtanCe. > 

I was much concerned at the Death of FazeL b 
bathed his Body with Tears, and buried him in the 
Mountain of Botany by the Help of his Slaves and 
mine. There was among his, one whom he had 
lov’d more hah the reft; this was he that apprized 
me of his Matter’s making thefe Pills, > and as wf 
fearched for them in vain in the Philofopber’s Cloaths 
after his Death, we concluded that he had drop'd 
them in the Road. > 

After we had paid him all the Funeral Honours wè 
cpuld.do in that Place, I divided amongft all the Slaves, 
the Money which the King of Samarcande had giyei> 
t q Faui and j&y &lf, for our Expences during thç 
Refidence we were to make at Cafchgar , and let them 
alt Liberty. Go, faid I to them, where you pleafe, 
and leave: me alone in thefe Mountains. I have no 
need of you. Prefemly feme of them advanced to¬

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fame $ in (fort, the reft, after pafihvg the Mount 
Jmausy entfed into the Country of Turkhend, 

As for my felf, when they were all gone, I re¬ 
main’d feme Time behind, to bewail, over the Grave 
of Panel Ajfphahani, the unhappy Fate of that Phiiofo- 
pher, not without blaming Us Imprudence and bis 
Pride. I reflated then on-what I were beft to do. 
I would « not purfue my-Road towards Cafchgar , nor 
return to Samarcande* * I took a Fancy to travel all 
alone, and run through the World. I went to 
Uzkunt, fronv thence* to (Ügende ; ahd: leaving that 
City, without keeping any Certain Rbad, t arriv’d, 
after fevfcral Day» Journies, at * • * 

- As I was walking in that fpaoiousi Qity^ I heard on 
a fudden a great Noftb, and fewUt the feme Time the 
People in an Uproar: TheTradefrmn hurry’d out 
of their Shops, and mix’d with the other Inhabitants. 
AH was in fuch Canfufion,.: that one would have 
fworri that^fomething confiderabkv had ji/ft happen’d, 
or was then tranfaâina. And- the ^iife of all thte 
Conh motion was a publick Cryer, who went through 
thè City, and every Quarter of art Hour proclaimed 
aloud, O you that love Learning, knew, that tù Morrow 
the Govern will be opm, 

As foon as I had heard thefe; Words* Irefolved to 
fellow the Ctyer, to have feme Difoourife witfv hint 
In particular about this Cavern k • Puceofted him to- v 
Warfta the End of the Day, juflr- its he was ready to 
go into his Houfe. I aik^d him very civiltyy what he 
meant by the Cavern, that the Men of Learning were 
to go into next Day ? The Overtook me foraPer- 
fen devoted to Religion. O holy Father, faid he, yoft 
know that there feat’the Gates of 'tteGty, on* the 
Side of the Cafpian Sea, a Mountain they caH ehé M 
Mountain, becaufe it is* Coveted' with 
Year. At the Fodt of the Mountain there 4s tt'Crtuevn 
of a vaft Extent, into which we enter by fcurGate*^ 
mat bv the V4rtue of aTa&hidfl,open andibut them- 
à felves 
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fèlvesât the Beginning of every Year. All theCuriouk 
go iA at Day-break, before the Stars dilappear. They 
find a prodigious Quantity of Bookstand chofe what¬ 
ever they piearfcio read. They take them as fall as they 
sraa,*mthaflenout again to carry themHomevfor the 
Caviem finite irfelf in thfee. Quarters of an Hour after 
it is open’d; and if by Misfortune any learned Man 
flops to gratify himfelf, and flays there a Mottient 
longer than the Time pre&iib’d, which has happen’d 
but too often, he is ftarv’d to Death in the Cavern* 
beduife the Oates open not till a Year after. 

They fty, continued he, that itwâs the wife Chec- 
Ghehafreddm who made this Cavern, to keep all hie 
Books ihy as well thofe which he compos’d, as thofo 
that he had collected in the World. All his Life long* 
or at leaft towards the latter End of his Days, he 
fpar’d nothing to amafs together the moft cüriouj 
Bobks; and fiiohwas the Fruit of his inquiries, that 
he found above twenty thousand Volumes which treat 
of thePhilofofdier’s Stone, of the Manner of fearebrt 
ing for, and difoovering of Treasures. There are fome 
that teach to work Miracles, to metamorphofe Men 
into Beafts, and to give Life to Vegetables. In * 
Word, all the Secrets of Nature are reveal’d in fame 
dr other ofi ihefe Books* and particularly in thofe 
whioh ka compbs’d Mftifelf. \ ( . » » 

I heard very attentivelythe Cryet, Whcradded, thàf* 
the &gë 1 Cbec-r£bthiaheddmy for the Security of tfie 
ihvafcr^df Pledges he had depofited hi the Cavern^ 
eompafed z.TaliJman i whole Virtue was fuch, that' 
file Gates, though only marie of Wood of Saunders^ 
couJd not be open’d or broken, by any Means or force* 
whatever* - 

Tbis Pnccaotioai fays I to the Gryer, fceijisto be* 
hTekfs; for ahithe World iatoiikg the Liberty to enter 
oAcfe d:Yekr in the Cavemi^ and carry aWay. what 
Books they plcaft, * they may be all taken away ; and 
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I am furpriz’d they are not all gone already. You are 
in the Right, anfwer’d he, to think fo, fince 1 did 
not tell you before, that thofe, who remove any Books, 
are oblig’d to bring them back to the Cavern the Year 
following, and to put them in the Places from whence 
they took them. If they fail to do fo, they will re¬ 
pent it. There are Spirits who have the keeping of 
the Books: They take Care to torment cruelly, and 
fbmetimes even kill, fuch Perfons as thro 9 Covetouk- 
nefs detain any of them. 

When the Cryer had inform’d me of all thefe 
Things, I thank’d him, and took my Leave. I 
leave it to you. to imagine the Plcafure it was to 
me, to know all thefe Particulars, and whether I 
formed a Defign of going the next Morning into 
die Cavern, with the Curious. I did not only pro- 
pofe to go in, but refolved at the (âme Time to 
ftay there after the others, and to expofe myfelf 
to all that might happen. I was too well vers’d in 
the Myfteries of the Cabalifts to apprehend any Dan¬ 
ger from Spirits. I went prefently from the City, 
and walked forward towards the Cafpian Sea. I ar¬ 
rived at the Foot of the Red Mountain. I (aw the 
four Gates of the Cavern, made indeed of Saunders- 
Wood, as the Cryer had told me, and I obferved 
over them feveral Figures of Amihals, in which the 
Taiifman confided. 

I went up to the Top of the Mountain : I hid mt 
down on the Rofes which cover’d k, and perfirtn’d 
the Air with their Smell. 1 wa s very impatient ta 
be in the Cavern, fo that I could not tak* a* Mo¬ 
ment** Reft. In (hort, at thé Approach of. Day, 
which I waited for, all the Curious camé from the 
City. I heard the Noife : they made, coming to the 
Mountain. I defeended from the Place, where X 
had pafied the Night, that I might not be the laft 
in entering the Cavern. Already the Stars! began 
in difappear, when all of a hidden the four Gates 

on 
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on the four Sides of the Mountain open'd of them- 
(elves with a terrible Noife. Prefently all the Peo¬ 
ple enter'd, and difpersM themfelves about the Ca¬ 
vern, which the Cryer had not boafted to be larger 
than it really was, and he had Reafon to fay there 
was a prodigious Number of Books. They were 
all very decently rang'd along the Walls, upon Shelves 
of Aloes-Wood, with Tickets that fhew’d the Subjeâs 
of which they treated. There were void Spaces be¬ 
twixt them ; but the Learned had fo on filled them 
with Books they had borrow’d the Year before. 
Some Minutes after, I heard the Noife which the 
four Doors made in (hutting, and I was left alone 
in the Cavern, which, having no Light in it but 
what came in thro’ the Crannies of the Doors, 
was, when they were (hut, more obfcure than the 
darkeil Night. 

Any Man, who did not know as much as myfclf^ 
would have been at , a Lofs in ithefe dark Abodes; 
but I was not ignorant of Ways how to difpel the 
Darknefs. I began by fubduing to my Power, the 
Spirits which had the Government of this wondrous 
Library ; and when I had fnbjeâcd them by the 
Force of my Conjurations, I order’d them to bring 
me Lights, and to take Care that the Cavern was 
always^ kept illuminated. .

It was then, that i apply’d myfelf to the Reading 
of feveral very curious Books. I found fome that 
treated of Prodigies inChyniiftry, and of the ; tenet 
Sciences; but the Stfte of them was fo figurative, 
and the Exprèffions fo obfcure, that all the Learned 
were not capable of underftanding them. To know 
•their Meaning, k required all the Skill that I was 
Matter of. 

/■ When I wanted to ccmy fome Places in thefe 
Books, and only fpoke to hate Paper and Ink, thefe 
Spirits, my very humble Servants, immediately fup- 
phed me. They took Care Kkewifc to furnifh me 
with Provifions, after my Opiate was fpent. They 
brought roe every Day excellent Meat and Wines. 
I had nothing to do but to afk for what I pleas’d, 
J was fore to have it in a Moment. ^ 

t* Thus ] patted toy Time very agreeably hi this 
wortdeHW Cavern; IP fometiines I read any Book 
that taught me nothing ntw, I was’fdfficiently ré- 
conipenfed by others, which wëre véry ufeful, and 
in which I found the fitrtft Secrets of Nature. I 
read the whole Year Without bring weary, 
c At the .Beginning of the next Year, dbe Doore 
open’d as ufual : The Curioii*'merg’d;i bçt, notefc 
ptâxhgfto fee the Lf^htsrtkiû«foriiek tèèur they 
mreoe ftiz’d with Tower. ^ - .They' prefeùay thrtw 
down their Books wUch they hsakbrouglt^ reH 
away.

; .That Soreérèfe, fotfdviw» tHeyi toedo *ne$! was a 
wicked Man, who pleas’d ihihvfelt withrixodrihg but 
to do Mifohkf throughout the whoie Coohtry. He 

employ’d 
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employ'd his Black Art, to the Prejudice of Mato- 
kind. All the World curs’d him* and the Sultan 
of Carizme, upon the Complaints which had been 
made againft him from all Partsv had till then lent 
Ferions all about to catch him^ . Hé had always de¬ 
ceived them that purfued hixh, and had efeapecb the 
Puniihment appointed for him. 

As (bon as I underfbod that they took me for a 
Sorcerer, I was fo unwifik as to go about to under- 
ceive them. My Brethren, cry’d I, you am mif- 
taken ; I am not thkt ,Mouh you.take me for; I 
have 1 no Defign to do you the leaft Harm.

• The Sulart oftiorhute mtfàémr wadWnfbrm’d^ 
flat the Sorctfet Mmk vtte in the Places Where they 
ue'd to eneoute QnoiMfeaH but. he- was brought thu 
^ 2 the* 
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ther ta a Litter. As fbon as he arrived, he afk*d 
to lee me ; and upon ihy Mein, or Appearance 
only, he condemn’d me to the Fire. He had no 
fooner pronounced my Sentence, but I faw raifed in 
the Square, a Pile that would have contained twenty 
Sorcerers. It was made ready in an Inftant, for all 
the People brought Wood, in Emulation of one 
another, and hugged themfelves to think that they 
(hould fee me reduced to Afhes. 

I had the Patience to be tied to the Pile ; but as 
fom as they put Fire to it, I pronounced certain 
Cabaliftical Words, by Virtue of which my Bands 
fell off.

If I was aftonMh'd at the Appearance of Rama, 
you may believe (he, too, Was Imag’d to find her- 
' fclf all at ohee in art'unknown Place. I expeded, 
ahd not without Reafoh, a whole Volley of Rè-

great 
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great Obligations, I pray’d him to ftay at Court, and. 
to live there to the utmoft Extent of his Defires. I 
will not offer you, feid I, the Place of my firft 
Minifter, it is unworthy of you ; but let us live like 
Friends, and partake the fupreme Power with me ; I 
can pay you no farther Acknowledgment. Avicene , 
at this Difcourfe, which made him know how very 
fenfible I was of the Service he had done me, an- 
fwer’d, That he receiv’d with Satisfaction, as well 
as RefpeCt, the Honour I did him to place him in 
the Quality of my Friends ; that it was the greateft 
Reward I could offer him ; and that he found himfelf 
over paid for what he had done for me. 

I muft now return to Hujfeyn , and tell you in 
what Difpofition the Court of Carizme was at his 
Arrival there. The Sultan, as foon as he knew in 
what Manner his Daughter was taken away, affem- 
bled all his Vifires and principal Lords, to know 
what they judged proper for him to do in this fingu- 
lar Conjuncture. They all advis’d him to have Re- 
courfe to an able Aftrologer, who liv’d at Scheheref- 
tan \ and indeed they difcover’d by his Obfervations, 
that the Princefs of Carizme was in my Seraglio* 
Thereupon they difpatched a Courier to the King 
of Candabar y to inform him of this extraordinary 
Event, and to propofe to him to join his Trôops to 
thofe of Carizmfy to take Satisfaction for the Rape 
of Razia. The King of Candahary upon this News, 
which excited him to Revenge, was foon on the 
March with his Army. He was juft pafTed the River 
Nury and advanced within a large Day’s Journey of 
Carizmey when the Sultan had Notice of the Arrival 
of my Embaflador. 

CUch-Arfelan is naturally inclin’d to Cruelty. He 
caus’d Hufleyn to be feiz’d, and brought before him. 
I gueis, faid he to him, in an angry Mood, the Sub¬ 
ject of thy Embafiy j thou comeft hither in be*- 
half of thy perfidious Mafter, to let me know that 

he 
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he detains my Daughter in his Seraglio againft all 
Right and Reafon. He {hall Toon repent the Injury; 
he hath done me, and, till I can reduce aU Circaffi# 
to Alhes, .1 order thy Head to be ftruck off, Oh! 
that I could at this Time treat that falfe prince in 
the fame Manner, who, without Regard to Royal 
Majefty, hath difhonour’d my Houfe in ftealing away 
my Daughter, by the fetal Art of fome Magician. 

At thefe Words, he caufed a Scaffold to be çreCted 
before his Palace, and Huffeyn was brought thither to, 
receive, the Blow of Death in Sight of the People of 
Carizme , aflembled to fee the Execution : But Huf¬ 
feyn, at the very fame Moment that the Executioner 
lifted up his Arm to cut off his Head, was carried 
into the Air and difappear’d, which caufed no lefe 
Wonder in the Sultan than in all the Spectators. 

The Sultan of Carizme judging right, that the 
feme Power, which had carried away his Daughter, 
came to deliver Huffeyn from his Puniihment, grew 
more enraged, and feid, Let all the Çircajffians , whp 
came to Carizme with this Embaflador, bje feiz’d 
and put to Death. The Guards ran prefently to thq 
Place where Huffeyn lodged, but could not find one 
Perfon of his Retinue; they had been all convey’d 
away at the feme Time by the Sla.ves<of rfvUme* 

I knew this Adventure the very Moment it hap¬ 
pen’d. Huffeyn , who appear’d füddenîy to m$, and 
related it, told me, that the King of Candabar and 
the Sultan of Carizme were preparing to come and 
lay wafte my Dominions of Circajfta . He had 
fcarce inform'd me of the Defign of thqfe two Prin¬ 
ces, when Avicene came and joirfd our Converfetlon; 
We all three laughed heartily at the Aftonilhment fie 
fill’d the City of Carizme with, in carrying Hfffyn 
off. After that, : we talked of the War they were 
going to make againft me; and the Philofopher, 
perceiving that the Preparations of my Enemies 
caus’d p’neafinefs in me, reproach’d me for it. Sir, 
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feid he, what are you afraid of, fince I am with 
you ? They will make very ufelefs Efforts to ruin 
you, as long as I am in your Iritereft. If all the 
People of lndojlan , thofe of China , or the Mogul y 
(hould join with your Enemies agâinft you, I could 
confound them, and make you triumph. The Sul¬ 
tan of Carizme and the King of Candahar pretend 
to make terrible Ravages in your Country. Well, 
let them approach, IT1 take Care to defend your 
Frontiers: Let me alone to preferve them, I’n do 
more than all your Generals. 

I thank’d the Philofopher for the Affiftance he pro¬ 
mis’d me ; and, over-joy’d to fee my Affairs in fuch 
good Hands, far from apprehending any Thing from 
tne King of Candahar and the Sultan, I wiftrd that 
they vvpre already pafi’d the Volga . My Wifties were 
foon accomplilh’d ; for thofe Princes, without lofing 
Time, advanc’d towards my Dominions. They 
coafted along the Cafpian Sea, and after having left 
behind them the Place where the Jaxartes difcharges 
itfelf, they came up to the River Jaic y when the 
Noife of their Approach diffus’d a Consternation in 
AJlracan . As I confided intirely upon Avicène , and 
follow’d his Advice,, I raifed but few Troops. My 
People, .haying no Hopes to refill (uch a formi¬ 
dable Enemy as was coming to attack us, and whofe 
Number was increafed by Rumour, imagin’d already 
that Circaffta muff be fack’d, and the City of AJlra¬ 
can abandon’d to the Flames. 

On the other Side, the Enemy, being informed 
that I had but few Troops to oppofe them, could 
not perfuade themfelves that 1 would have the Cou- 

S ,e to face them. Thus they continu’d their March, 
ieviqg that, they might penetrate the Country to 
the very Capital without being obliged to fight* 
They fancied the Ruin of my Kingdom already ac- 
complifh’d, and their fafe Return Home laden with 

Saches, 
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Riches. The Event however difappointed their Af- 
furance, and deceived their Expectations. 

Avtcern kept his Word with me, and needed oitfji 
to employ one of his Secrets to deliver my Dominions 
from the Dangers that threaten’d them. We placed 
ourfelves both of us at the Head of my Army ; we 
pafc’d the Volga y and ftopt when we came within 
two Leagues of the Enemy. Then the Philofopher 
fow’d a Difcord betwixt the two Kings, and the 
Quarrel role fo high, that the Sultan and the King of- 
Candabar , turn’d their Arms one againft the other. 
They engaged, and after i long Battle, wherein 
the King of Candahar perifh’d, with all his Troops, 
the Sultan remained Matter of the Field of Battle. 
But he had no great Reafon to boaft of the Vic¬ 
tory, fince he had fo few Men left, that they were 
in no Condition to oppofe us. When we came 
before them, we furrounded them, and they were 
forced to yield to Neceflity.* The Sultan furrender’d 
himfelf, and I brought him Frifoner to Ajlracan . 

He had Reafon to be fatisfied with the Manner 
of my treating him : He receiv’d all Sorts of Ho¬ 
nours in my Court. I fpar’d nothing to appe&fe 
his Refentment, and I gain’d my Point : But that 
which I believe contributed more than all the reft, 
was the good Charader which the Princefe his 
Daughter gave of me. She gave him an Account 
of afl the Refped which I had (hewn to her, and 
of the particular Care I took to divert her : But 
above all, (he praifed my modeft Behaviour towards 
her, in which I had never tranfgrefled. He was 
pleas’d with all this, and at laft consented that I 
fhould be his Son-in-Law. 

And now all Things turn’d to Joy : Magnificent 
Rejoicings were made to celebrate my Marriage : 
The Court and the City rejoiced a whole Year to- 

S rether ; or rather, to fpeak truer, they have done 
b ever fince to this Day. Clicks Arfelan^ after our 

Nup~ 
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Suptials, which was feme Confolation for his De^ 

- feat, returned to his own Kingdom ; but before his 
%, Departure, he had feveral Times converfed with 

- Avicene , whom he look’d upon no more as a Sor~- 
v cerer. He not only pardon’d that Philofopher for 

the taking away of his Daughter, but beg’d his 
Friendfeip, which he obtain’d ; and I know not 
whether he went away more content at the having 
gain’d fuch a Friend as Avicene , or for leaving Ra~ 
%ia in fo agreeable Circumftances.. 

I had no Tooner married that Princeis, but lhe* 
laying afide her Haughtinefs, allured me, that (he 
lov’d me* that her Love increafed from Day to 
Day; and, in ffiort, we liv’d in a perfeftHarmony^ 
when, all at once, the fame Per (bn who had been 
the Author of our Happinefs, deftroy’d ally and 
: made our Condition worthy of Pity. 

Avicene , in Spite of all his Learning, was feized 
with a fatal Paffion, which he receiv’d from Razia’ s 
Eyes, and which is at this Day all the Misfortune 
of my Life. To (hew the Philofopher the great 
Regard I had for him, I permitted him to fee and 
talk with the Queen every Day* The Converfa- 
tion he had with her, increas’d his Paffion:. He was 
no longer Mailer of himfelf ; he declar’d it to her. 
Tl|e Princefs took in ill Part this Declaration of hisr 
Love; but believing that (he ought not to irritate a 
Man whofe Power fhe fear’d : Avicene r faid (he to him, 
with a ibrrowful Countenance, confider with your- 
felf, and triumph over the Sentiments you have ex- 
prefled to me. Such a Triumph ought to be more 
eafily gain’d by you than another : Think of the 
Frwuidfliip and Deference the King has for you: 
Ought you not to place your Affections elfewhere l 
That PrinGe adores I love fyim tenderly, and 
can love none but him; Eorbeajy I befeech. you, 
to difturb an Union- t.ha£ you yourfelf have formed. 
The Sweetncfs with' which file treated, the Philo- 
Vo/L-£. • XI fopher*, 
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fcpher, only ferved to make him the bolder. HV 
continued to fpeak of his Love, and urged his Suit 
1b. home, that the Queen at Iaft loflr all Patience*. 
She reproved his Indolence, and reproach’d his Rafli- 
nefs with an Air fo fierce and haughty, that he 
was offended at it. He was naturally violent, and 
his Love chang’d into Hatred ; from a foft païïionate 
Lover* he became a jealous furious one ; and look¬ 
ing on the Queen, with a threatning Eye Ingrate- 
fill! faid he, think not that I will, permit thee to. 
4efpife my Love without punifliing thee for it: Thou 
{halt have Caufe to remember long thy Difdain : I* 
will wound thee in the moft fenfible rart Thou 
üpveft the King thy Hufband; ’tis’ia that I will, 
punifli. thee., At tnefe Words, he blew upon the* 
Princefs* and after having pronounc’d fome my fieri- 
©us Words, he difeppear’d* 

The-Queen was frighted at thefe Threats, but felt 
not in herfelf any Change. She imagined, that Avi - 
cent fatisfied himfelf to terrify her* and. it was not. 
till after {he had twice or thrice Loft her Senfes at. 
my Approach, that {he perceiv’d herfelf* that the 
Condition in which you now have feen her, was 
the Work, of the Pbilofopher. This is the fatal: 
Charm, which difturbs the Repofe of' my Life. 
Neverthelefs, as unfortunate as I am, I ought yet 
to return Thanks to Heaven* that Av'tcme hath not 
taken Razia from me..
